The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Providence 
may  appoint  some  suitable  person,  being  an  inhabitant 
of  said  city,  to  be  public  administrator  therein ;  and  the 
person  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  city  council.

decease  not  being  an  inhabitant  or  resident  of  any  other 
town  in  this  state,  and  not  leaving  a  known  husband, 
widow  or  next  of  kin,  which  fact  shall  be  established  by 
proof  satisfactory  to  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of 
rrovidence.

Sec.  9.  Such  public  administrator  shall  render  an 
account  of  his  proceedings  to  the  municipal  court  of 
said  city,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  until  the  trust  has 
been  fulfilled.  And  when,  upon  a  final  settlement  of 
any  estate,  it  appears  that  moneys  remain  in  the  hands 
of  such  administrator,  which  by  law  should  have  been 
deposited  with  the  city  treasurer,  the  municipal  court 
shall  certify  that  fact  and  the  statement  of  the  amount 
to  said  treasurer,  who,  unless  such  deposit  is  made 
within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  shall 
cause  the  bond  of  the  administrator  to  be  prosecuted  for 
the  recovery  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  All  money  or  other  property  received  by 
the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Providence,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  for  the  same  uses, 
as  provided  by  chapter  177  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Upon  the  death,  resignation  or  other  dis- 
qualification of  a  public  administrator  leaving  an  estate 
or  estates  not  fully  administered,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  municipal  court,  upon  application  of  the  city  treas- 
urer, to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  have  the  charge 
and  care  of  the  personal  estate  not  administered,  to  hold 
the  same  until  a  successor  to  such  deceased,  resigned  or 
disqualified  public  administrator  shall  be  duly  appointed, 
to  whom  the  municipal  court  shall  grant  letters  of 
administration  de  bonis  non  upon  his  giving  the  required 
bond.

Sec.  2.  The  said  proposition  of  amendment  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  electors  for  their  approval  or  rejection, 
at  meetings  of  the  electors,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  November,  a.  d.  1876,  The  voting  places  in  the 
various  cities  and  towns  shall  be  kept  open  during  the 
hours  now  required  by  law  for  voting  for  state  officers.

It  w  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  as  follows :  ?*iItc^  ^^^^ 


1, 1876. 


Section  1.  Thomas  P.  Wells^'Thomas  M.  Potter,  J. 
Hagadom  AVells,  Nathaniel  C.  Peckham,  John  11.  TefFt, 
Thomas  A.  Gardner,  John  R.  Eldred,  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  the  Kingston  Railroad  Company. 

Sec.  2.      Said  corporation  are  hereby  authorized  to 
locate,  lay  out,  construct,  finally  complete  and  operate 
a  railroad,  commencing  at  a  point  on  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  at  or  near  Kingston  Sta- 
tion in  the  town  of  South   Kingstown,  thence  running, 
in  the  most  practicable  direction,  to  or  near  Kingston 
Village,  in  said  town,  and  thence  southerly  or  easterly  or 
eontberly  and  easterly  to  tide  water  in  said  town,  and  for 
that  purpose  the  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  lay 
out  their  said  road  not  exceeding  six  rods  wide  through 
its  entire  length ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  em- 
bankments, and  obtaining  stone  and  gravel,  may  take  as 
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much  more  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
construction  of  said  road :  Provided,  that  all  damage 
that  may  be  occasioned  to  any  person,  company  or  cor- 
poration, by  taking  of  such  land  or  materials  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  for  by  said  corporation 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and  the  immediate 
government  and  direction  of  the  affairs  thereof  shall  be 
vested  in  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  direc- 
tors, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
until  others  are  elected  and  qualified  to  take  their 
places.

To  Hie  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island: 

In  accordance  with  the  requiremeDts  of  our  laws,  I  respectfully 
present  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  finances  of 
the  State  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1876,  including  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  that  date,  with  a  sum- 
mary of  the  same  and  a  transcript  of  all  orders  given  upon  the 
General  Treasurer,  naming  the  date,  amount,  to  whom  made  pay- 
able, and  appropriation  to  which  the  same  was  charged.  I  have 
fonnd  the  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments  made  by  the  Treasurer, 
ind  find  upon  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  that 
office,  the  following  results,  viz. :  Moneys  in  the  treasury  May 
1st,  1875,  $475,850.23  ;  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  year, 
$1,026,612,26  ;  making  the  total  resources,  $1,502,462.49.  The 
expenditures  were  $1,106,276.96,  including  $181,000.00  paid 
Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds,  and  $153,960.00  paid  for 
interest  upon  the  bonded  debt,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury 
April  30,  1876,  of  $396,185.53.  The  receipts  from  Institutions 
for  Savings  show  an  increase  from  previous  year  of  $2,432.93  ; 
from  State  Insurance  Companies,  a  small  increase  from  previous 
year,  while  the  sum  realized  from  companies  of  other  States,  and 
fweign  countries  for  taxes,  licenses,  fees,  etc.,  is  considerably  less 
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than  received  the  previous  year,  owing  mainly  to  a  repeal  of 
laws  in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  exacting  li- 
consesy  fees,  etc.,  for  filing  statements,  and  agencies,  annual  tax 
from  companies  of  other  States  doing  business  therein,  our  receipts 
during  two  or  three  years  past  being  augmented  by  collections 
under  our  retaliatory  laws,  having  reference  to  the  collection  of 
the  same  charges  that  companies  of  our  own  State  are  required  to 
meet  for  the  privilege  of  transacting  business  in  said  States. 

The  receipts  from  all  the  courts  during  the  past  year,  which 
includes  fines,  penalties,  fees  of  clerks  of  the  higher  courts,  and 
all  other  costs,  show  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  nearly 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  operation 
of  the  law  repealing  that  portion  of  the  fee  table  exacting  certain 
fees  in  civil  cases  previously  paid  to  clerks  of  the  higher  courts. 
I  again  respectfully  recommend  the  re-enactment  of  said  law  in 
reference  to  the  collection  of  said  fees,  believing  it  in  consonance 
with  real  equity  and  justice  towards  the  tax  payers  of  our 
State. 

The  receipts  from  town  councils  during  the  past  year,  being 
mostly  for  liquor  licenses,  exceed  those  of  the  previous  year  in 
the  sum  of  $70,524.51.  The  receipts  for  peddler's  liceitses,  show 
an  increase  of  $2,100.00.  The  aggregate  of  receipts  from  the 
regular  sources  from  which  our  annual  income  is  derived  was 
$811,415.73  ;  for  the  previous  year,  $763,276.07. 

The  sum  total  of  payments  for  the  actual  expenses  of  the  State 
government  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1876,  excluding  mon- 
eys expended  for  Providence  County  Court  House,  and  land  upon 
which  it  is  located,  New  State  Prison,  sinking  funds  and  interest  on 
bonded  debt  was  $456,633.84 ;  for  the  previous  year,  $411,201.92, 
the  increase  arising  from  the  sum  paid  for  salaries  to  clerks 
of  the  higher  courts  and  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  (excepting 
the  county  of  Providence)  being  about  $9,000.  and  an  increase 
of  $32,000.  allowed  to  the  Board  of  Charities  and  C<»rrections  for 
suppoit  of  the  State  Farm  and  other  expenses.  The  funded  debt 
of  the  State  May  1st,  1876,  was  $2,563,500,less  the  sum  of  $181,- 
000  paid  to  the  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds,  June  1st,  1875, 
to  be  applied  towards  the  extinguishing  of  this  liability,  incurred 
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tint  oar  nation  might  live.  The  investments  constituting  the 
stock  of  the  permanent  school  fund,  are  stocks  in  various  National 
fianks  of  the  State,  costing  $250,376.37,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing tables.  A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past 
eight  years  is  given,  with  payments  on  account  of  bonded  debt 
lod  transcript  of  coupon  and  registered  bonds  outstanding,  a 
bond  of  $5,000,  issued  Sept.  1, 1862,  and  payable  in  1882  having 
been  purchased  by  the  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds,  Dec.  23, 
1875,  the  accoont  of  Conimisioners  being  appended  to  this  report, 
The  investment  of  Touro  Jewish  Synagogue  Fund,  with  account  of 
igent,  is  also  given.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  IskbTid^  ai 
Us  May  Session,  A.  D.  1876: 

The  Railroad  Commissioner  respectfully  presents  the  following  re- 
port of  accidents : 

January  11,  1876.  E.  M.  Hu>'T,  injured  in  yard  of  Providence 
&  Worcester  Kailroad  Company  at  Providence.  Mr.  Hunt  is  in  the 
employ  of  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  and  his 
boaness  is  to  team  the  coal  from  the  vessels  to  the  bins  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  owns  and  operates  a  hoisting  engine  stationed  near  the 
bios.  He  ordered  the  steam  let  off  from  his  engine,  and  then  started 
to  go  inside  the  sheds,  to  ascertain  the  quantity  of  coal  in  the  bins. 
The  shed  was  so  completely  filled  with  the  steam  from  his  own  en- 
gine, that  he  could  neither  see  nor  be  seen,  and  when  in  there,  was 
hit  by  the  tender  of  a  locomotive  backing  in,  and  was  somewhat  in- 
jured. In  his  own  testimony  he  states :  '*  I  am  not  obliged  to  go  into 
these  bins ;  there  was  a  ladder  on  the  outside,  but  I  preferred  to  go 
thia  way."  This  accident  was  the  sole  result  of  his  own  carelessness 
or  thoughtlessness. 

January  21.  Richard  Irving,  injured  while  attempting  to  cross 
the  track  of  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  near 
Valley  Falls.  He  stated  to  me  that  a  train  of  dump  cars  was  stand- 
ing on  the  track ;  that  he,  wishing  to  be  on  the  opposite  track,  got 
over  the  fence  of  the  Railroad  Company,  and  on  to  the  cars,  and  when 
there,  he  was  thrown  off,  and  injured  in  his  ankle.  I  did  not  deem 
any  further  investigation  necessary. 

February  21.  DanieIj  Bassbtt,  injured  while  attempting  to 
drive  across  the  crossing  at  Hamlet,  on  the  Providence  &  Worcester 
Railroad.  I  wrote  the  surgeon  attending  him  at  Woonsocket,  and 
reeeived  a  reply,  stating  that  *^  Mr.  Bassett  said  no  one  was  to  blame 
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but  himself;  he  thought  he  could  cross  before  the  cars  would  reach 
him."     No  further  investigation. 

March  15.  Calvin  White  was  found  dead,  laying  near  the  track 
of  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  between  Ashton 
and  Albion.  There  were  some  slight  bruises  on  his  head,  but  no 
marks  of  being  run  over.  I  could  not  find  any  employee  of  any  train, 
or  hear  of  any  other  person  that  could  give  me  any  infoi*mation  rela- 
ting to  the  case. 

March  16.  John  Hamilton,  injured  on  Providence,  Warren  & 
Bristol  Railroad,  near  Cedar  Grove.  It  was  the  noon  train,  on  time, 
and  within  a  minute  after  leaving  the  station.  The  man,  when  first 
seen  by  the  engine^,  was  only  two  or  three  lengths  of  the  train  off, 
standing  still,  some  eight  feet  outside  of  the  rail.  As  the  train  moved 
along,  very  slow,  he  attempted  to  cross  in  front  of  it,  and  fell.  The 
power  brake  was  immediately  applied,  and  the  engine  was  reversed, 
but  the  engine  and  the  forward  wheels  of  one  of  the  passenger  cars 
ran  over  one  of  his  feet.  He  was  promptly  and  carefully  cared  for, 
and  was  sent  to  the  R.  I.  Hospital,  where  he  now  remains.  Liquor 
was  the  undoubted  cause  oF  the  accident. 

March  17.  An  unknown  man  was  slightly  injured  by  jumping 
from  a  moving  train  of  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Com- 
pany, between  Providence  and  Pawtucket.  He  had  refused  to  pay 
his  fare,  and  to  avoid  being  arrested,  jumped  from  the  train.  The 
train  was  promptly  stopped,  and  backed  to  the  spot.  A  small  quan- 
tity of  blood  was  found,  and  the  man  was  seen  rapidly  running  away, 
and  has  not  since  been  heard  from. 

April  24.  Samuel  Creiohton  was  found  injured  laying  near 
Smith  Street  bridge.  Providence.  As  I  could  not  find  any  one  of  the 
employees  of  any  train  that  knew  any  thing  about  the  accident,  I 
decided  that  the  roan  probably  fell  from  the  bridge  wall.  The  Prov- 
idence &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  sent  him  to  the  R.  I.  Hospital. 

There  have  been  one  or  two  other  slight  accidents,  but  upon  making 
inquiries  in  regard  to  them,  did  not  deem  a  formal  investigation 
called  for.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SPECIAL  SESSION 

EsLD  IN  Pbovidbnob  ON  Fridat,  Dxoembeb  1,  1876. 


At  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  begun  and  holden 
at  Providence  on  Friday,  the  first  day  of  December,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  and  of  Independence  the  one  hundred 
and  first,  pursuant  to  the  following  proclamation  of 
the  governor  : 

PROCLAMATION. 

By  his  Excellency,  Henry  Lippitt,  Goternob  of 
THE  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providbnob  Plan- 
tations. 

Whereas,  at  the  election  of  electors  of  president  and 
vice-president  of  the  United  States,  held  on  the  seventh 
day  of  November,  A,  D.  1876,  there  was  not  in  my 
judgment  an  election  of  the  number  of  electors  to 
which  the  state  is  entitled. — 

Now  Therefore,  I,  Henry  Lippitt,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5,  chapter  11,  of 
the  General  Statutes,  do  issue  this  my  proclamation 
convening  the  general  assembly  of  this  estate,  to  meet 
at  the  state  house  in  Providence,  on  Friday^  Decern 
her  1, 1876,  at  11  d clock  A.  J/.,  for  the  choice  of  elect- 
orate fill  such  vacancy  in  the  manner  provided  bylaw. 
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And  I  do  hereby  call  npoo  the  members  of  both 
houses  thereof,  to  assemble  in  their  respective  houses 
at  the  time  and  place  aforesaid. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto

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The  Governor  presented  the  following  Message: 

To  the  JSonorahle  the  General  Aasemhly : — 

Grave  doubts  having  arisen  as  to  the  eligibility  of 
the  Hon.  George  H.  Corliss,  one  of  the  candidates  for 
electors  of  president  and  vice  president  of  the  United 
States  voted  for  by  the  people  of  this  state  on  the  7th 
of  November  last,  and  who,  if  qualified,  received  a  pln- 
ralityofthelegal  votes  given  in  at  that  election,!  deemed 
it  my  duty  to  obtain  from  the  supreme  court  an  authori- 
tative opinion,  which  would  settle  this  important  ques- 
tion. Accordingly,  on  the  23d  ot  November  last,  I 
submitted  to  the  honorable  justices  of  that  court 
certain  questions,  prepared  by  the  attorney  general, 
copies  of  which  are  herewith  presented. 

On  the  28th  ult,  I  received  from  a  majority  of  the 
court  an  opinion,  also  herewith  presented,  to  the  eflfect 
that  Mr.  Corliss,  holding  the  office  of  United  States 
centennial  commissioner,  did  hold  "  an  office  of  trust " 
under  the  United  States,  and  therefore  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  1,  of  article  II,  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  was  ineligible. 

It  seemed  to  me  a  clear  case  under  the  provisions 
of  section  5,  chapter  11,  of  the  General  Statutes,  and 
following  the  direction  of  the  statute,  I  have  therefore 
convened  you  at  this  time  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law. 

Since  issuing  the  warrants  for  convening  the  gen- 
eral assembly  I  have  received  from  one  of  the  justices 
of  the  supreme  court  an  opinion  in  which  he  dissents 
from  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  court  upon  the 
question  oi  the  eligibility  of  Mr.  Corliss  as  an  elector, 
but  concurs  with  them  in  their  views  upon  the  other 
points  submitted.  This  opinion  I  also  present  here- 
with for  your  consideration.

The  undersigned,  Henry  Lippitt,  governor  of  said 
state,  respectfully  asks  for  a  written  opinion  upon  the 
following  Questions  of  law: 

First: — Is  the  office  of  commissioner  of  the  United 
States  Centennial  Commission  such  an  office  of  '^  trust 
or  profit  under  the  United  States,"  as  to  disqualify  him 
for  the  office  of  elector  of  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  ? 

Second  : — If  so,  does  such  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  elector  who  receives  a  plurality  of  the  legal  votes 
given  and  declines  said  office,  create  thereby  such  a 
vacancy  as  is  provided  for  in  section  7,  chapter  1 1,  of 
the  General  Statutes? 

Third  : — If  no,  is  the  disqualification  removed  by 
the  resignation  of  said  office  of  **  trust  or  profit  *'  ? 

FouBTH : — If  not,  does  the  disqualification  result  in 
the  election  of  the  candidate  next  in  vote,  or  in  a  fail- 
ure  to  elect  ? 

Fifth  : — If  by  reason  of  the  disqualification  of  the 
candidate  who  received  a  plurality  of  the  votes  given 
there  was  no  election,  can  the  general  assembly  in 
grand  committee  elect  an  elector! 

Please  favor  me  with  a  reply  to  the  above  ques- 
tions at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

We  have  received  from  your  Excellency  a  commu- 
nication requesting  our  opinion  upon  the  follovsring 
questions,  to  wit : 

"First-Is  the  office  of  commissioner  of  the  United 
States  Centennial  Commission  such  an  office  of  'trust 
or  profit  under  the  United  States'  as  to  disqualify  him 
for  the  office  of  elector  of  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  ? 

**8econd-If  so,  does  such  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
elector  who  receivesaplurality  of  the  legal  votes  given 
and  declines  said  office,  create  thereby  such  a  vacancy 
as  is  provided  for  in  section  7,  chapter  11,  of  the 
(leneral  Statutes  { 

"Third-lf  no,  is  the  disqualification  removed  by  the 
resignation  of  said  office  of  'trust  or  profit?' 

"  Fourth-If  not,  does*  the  disqualification  result  in 
the  election  of  the  candidate  next  in  vote,  or  in  a  fail- 
ure to  elect  1 

"Fifth-If  by  reason  of  the  disqualification  of  the 
candidate  who  received  a  plurality  of  the  votes  given 
there  was  no  election,  can  the  general  assembly  in 
grand  committee  elect  an  elector?" 

We  will  give  our  opinion  upon  the  foregoing  ques- 
tions in  the  order  in  which  they  are  propounded. 

1.  We  think  a  commissioner  of  the  United  States 
Centennial  Commission  holds  an  office  of  trust  under 
the  United  States,  and  that  he  is  therefore  disqualified 
for  the  office  of  elector  of  president  and  vice  president 
of  the  United  States. 

The  Commission  was  created  under  a  statute  of  the 
United  States,  approved  March  3,  1871.  That  statute 
provides  for  the  holding  of  an  exhibition  of  American 
aud  foreign  arts,  products  and  manufactures,  ^^  under 
the  auspices  of  the  government  of  the  United  States/' 
and  for  the  constitution  of  a  commission  to  consist   of 
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Dot  more  than  one  delegate  from  each  state  and  from  each 
territory  of  the  United  States,  '•  whose  functions  shall 
continue  until  the  close  of  the  exhibition  "  and  **  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  superintend  the  execu- 
tion of  a  plan  for  holding  the  exhibition."     Under  the 
statute  the  commissioners  are  appointed  by  the   presi- 
dent of  the  United   States  on  the  nomination  of  the 
governors  of  the   states  and   territories   respectively. 
Various  duties -were  imposed   upon   the  Commission, 
and  under  the  statute  provision  was  to  be  made  for  it 
to  have  exclusive  control  of  the  exhibition  before   the 
president  should  announce,  by  proclamation,  the  time 
and  place  of  opening  and  holding  the  exhibition.     By 
an   act   approved   June    1st,    1872,    the-  duties    and 
functions  of  the  Commission  were  further  increased 
and  defined.     That  act   creates  a  corporation,    called 
"The   Centennial  Board  of    Finance,"   to  co-operate 
with  the  Commission  and  to  raise  and  disburse   the 
funds.     It  was  to  be  organized    under  the  direction  of 
the  Commission.     The  7th  section  of  the  act  provides 
**  that  the  grounds  for  the  exhibition  shall  be  prepared 
and  the  buildings  erected  by  the   said  corporation  in 
accordance  with  plans  which  shall  have  been  previously 
adopted  by  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  corporation,  gov- 
erning rates  for  entrance  and  admission  fees,  or  other- 
wise affecting  the  rights,  privileges  or  interests  of  the 
exhibitors,  or  of  the  public,  shall  be  fixed  and  estab- 
lished by  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission ; 
and  no  grant  conferring  rights  or  privileges  of  any  des- 
cription connected  with  said  grounds  or  buildings,  or 
relating  to    said   exhibition   or   celebration,   shall  be 
made  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States  Centen- 
nial Commission,  and  said  Commission  shall  have  power 
to  control,  change  or  revoke  all  such  grants  and  shall 
appoint  all  judges  and  examiners,  and  award  all  pre- 
miums"    The  10th  section  of  the  act  provider*  that  "  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the    United  States  Centennial 
Commission  to  supervise  the  closing  up  of  the  affairs  of 
said  corporation,  to  audit  its  accounts,  and  submit  in  a 
report  to  the  president  of  the  United  States,  the  finan 
cial  results  of  the  centennial  exhibition."

It  is  apparent  from  this  statement,  which  is  but  par- 
tial, that  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  Commission 
were  various,  delicate  and  important ;  that  they  could 
be  snecessfiilly  performed  only  by  men  of  large  experi- 
eooe  and  knowledge  of  affairs ;  and  that  they  were  not 
merely  subordinate  and  provisional,  but  in  the  highest 
d^ree  authoritative,  discretionary  and  final  in  their 
character.  We  think  that  persons,  performing 
sach  duties  and  exercising  such  functions  in  pursuance 
of  statutory  direction  and  authority,  are  not  to  be  re- 
garded as  mere  employes,  agents  or  committee  men, 
bnt  that  they  are,  properly  speaking,  officers,  and  that 
the  places  which  they  hold  are  offices.  It  appears, 
mureover,  that  they  were  originally  regarded  as  officers 
by  congress ;  for  the  act  under  which  they  were  ap- 
pointed declares  (sea  7)  that  ^^  do  compensation  for 
aervices  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  or  other 
oMoers  provided  by  this  act  from  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States.'^  The  only  other  officers  provided  for 
were  the  "  alternates  "  appointed  to  serve  as  commis- 
ffloners  when  the  commissioners  were  unable  to 
attend. 

We  think,  too,  the  office  is  an  office  "  under  the 
United  States. "  It  was  created  by  act  of  congress, 
and  all  its  powers  and  duties  were  conferred  and  im. 
pofied  by  congress.  It  was  created  not  for  the  ser- 
vice of  any  particular  state  or  section,  but  in  the  in- 
terest of  all  the  states  united.  The  commissioner 
were  appointed  under  the  act  by  the  president,  and 
were  commissioned  like  other  Unitea  States  officers. 
There  seems  to  be  no  room  for  doubt  upon  this  point. 

Is  it  an  "  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States?"  It  is  not  an  office  of  profit  under  the  United 
States,  for  the  commissioners  are  not  entitled  to  any 
pay  from  the  United  States,  nor  to  any  perquisite  or 
emolument  under  any  law  of  the  United  States.  But 
we  think  it  is  an  office  of  trust.  It  is  true  that  origi- 
nally the  United  States  had  no  pecuniary  interest  in 
the  exhibition.  The  commissioners,  however,  were  to 
he  entrusted  with  a  large  supervisory  and  regulative 
conlrol  of  the  property  sent  for  exhibition,  and   from 

the  tione  the  government  gave  its  sanction  to  the  exbibi- 
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tion,  and  especially  after  the  president  issued  his  proc- 
lamation, the  honor  and  reputation  of  the  United  States 
were  pledged  for  its  proper  management  to  its  own 
citizens  and  to  foreign  nations.  From  that  time  the 
honor  and  reputation  of  the  United  States  were  largely 
in  the  keeping  of  the  commissioners;  and  in  this  view 
there  was  a  very  delicate  and  important  trust  reposed 
in^them.  It  would  be  a  narrowband  we  think  an  im- 
proper  interpretation,  to  hold  that  an  oflBce  is  an  office 
of  J  trust  only  when  the  officer  has  the  handling  of  pub- 
lic money  or  property,  or  the  care  and  oversight  of 
some  pecuniary  interest  of  the  government.  But,  even 
if  it  were  so,  there  came  a  time  when  the  United 
States  did  become  pecuniarily  interested  in  the  exhibi- 
tion by  the  appropriation  of  a  million  and  a  half  of 
dollars  for  it,  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  profits  if  any 
should  accrue ;  and  when,  also,  valuable  property  be. 
longing  to  the  United  States  was  exhibited  on  the  ex- 
hibition grounds.  We  repeat  that  the  office  is,  in  our 
opinion  an  office  of  trust. 

There  is  another  point  deserving  mention  before  we 
pass  to  the  next  question.  Bv  the  act  approved  June 
1,  1872,  the  Commission  was  incorporated  under  the 
name  of  "The  United  States  Centennial  Commission." 
Did  this  in  any  manner  terminate  or  alter  its  official 
character.  We  think  not.  The  change  was  merely 
formal,  and  made,  we  suppose,  to  facilitate  the  trans- 
action of  business.  Indeed,  in  the  papers  annexed  to 
the  report  of  the  Commission  to  congress,  it  appears 
that  the  Commission  had  assumed  the  name  of  the 
United  States  Centennial  Commission  before  its  in* 
corporation,  and  that  the  act  of  June  1,  1872,  was 
passed  on  its  recommendation.  We  do  not  see,  there- 
fore, why  the  commissioners  were  not  as  much  United 
States  officers  after  as  before  their  incorporation. 

2.  We  think  a  centennial  commissioner,  who  was  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  elector,  and  received  a  plu- 
rality of  the  votes,  does  not,  by  declining  the  omce, 
create  such  a  vacancy  as  is  provided  for  in  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  R.  L,  chapter  11,  section  7.  Section  7, 
is  as  follows ; 

"  If  any  electors,   chosen    as  aforesaid,  shall,  after 
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their  said  election,  decline  the  said  office,  oi*  be  pre- 
vented by  any  cause  from  serving  therein,  the  other 
electors  when  met  in  Bristol,  in  pursuance  of  this 
chapter,  shall  fill  such  vacancies,  and  shall  file  a  certi- 
ficate in  the  secretary's  office  of  the  person  or  persons 
by  them  appointed." 

Before  any  person  can  decline  under  this  section, 
he  must  first  be  elected,  and  no  person  can  be  elected 
who  is  ineligible,  or,  in  other  words,  incapable  of  be- 
ing elected.  "  Resignation,"  said  Lord  Cockburn,  C. 
J.,  in  Ths  Queen  vs.  Blizard,  L.  R.  2,  Q.  B.  55,  '*  im- 
plies that  the  person  resigning  has  been  elected  into  the 
office  which  he  resigns.  A  man  cannot  resign  that 
which  he  is  not  entitled  to,  and  which  he  has  no 
right  to  occupy." 

3.  We  think  the  disqualification  is  not  removed  by 
the  resignation  of  the  office  of  trust,  unless  the  office 
is  resigned  before  the  election.  The  language  of  the 
constitution  is  that  no  person  ^'  holding  an  office  of 
trofit  or  profit  under  the  United  States  shall  be  ap 
painted  an  elector."  Under  our  law,  Gren.  Stat.  R.  I., 
chap.  11,  §§1  and  2,  the  election  by  the  people  con- 
stitutes the  appointment.  The  duty  of  the  governor 
18  to  "examine  and  count  the  votes,  and  give  notice  to 
the  electors  of  their  election."  He  merely  ascertains, 
he  does  not  complete,  the  appointment.  A  resigna- 
tion, therefore,  after  the  election,  is  too  late  to  be 
effectual. 

4.  We  think  the  disqualification  does  not  result  in 
the  election  of  the  candidate  next  in  vote,  but  in  a 
failure  to  elect. 

In  England  it  has  been  held  that  where  electors 
vote  for  an  ineligible  candidate,  knowing  his  disquali- 
fication, their  votes  are  not  to  be  counted  any  more 
than  if  they  were  thrown  for  a  dead  man  or  tne  man 
in  the  moon  ;  and  that  in  such  a  case  the  opposing 
candidate,  being  qualified,  will  be  elected,  though  he 
has  but  a  minority  of  the  votes.  ICing  vs.  Hawkins j 
10  East,  211,  affirmed  in  2  Dow  124,  Beg.  vs.  CoakSj  3 
EL  and  B.  249.  But  even  in  England,  if  the  disquali- 
fication is  unknown,  the  minority  candidate  is  not  en- 
titled to  the  office,  the  election  being  a  failure.    Queeii 
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vs.  HioTTiB^  7  Ad.  and  E.,  960.  Hex.  V8.  Bridge,  1  M- 
and  S.  76.  And  it  has  been  held  that  to  entitle  the 
minority  candidate  to  the  office,  it  is  not  enough  that 
the  electors  know  of  the  facts  which  amount  to  a  dis- 
qualification, unless  they  likewise  know  that  they 
amount  to  it  in  point  of  law.  TJie  Queen  vs.  Ihe 
Mayor ^  &c.,  of  Tewkesbury^  L.  R.  3  Q.  B.  629.  In  this 
country  the  law  is  certainly  not  more  favorable  to  the 
minority  candidate.  State  vs.  Giles^  1  Chand.  (Wis.) 
.112;  State  vs.  Smithy  14.  Wise.  497;  Saunders  vs. 
BayneSy  13  Cal.  145 ;  People  vs.  Glutei  50  N.  Y.,  451; 
Cc7nmonwealth  vs.  Cluley^  56  Pa.,  St.  270.  The  ques- 
tion submitted  to  us  does  not  allege  or  imply  that 
the  electors,  knowing  the  disqualification,  voted  for 
the  ineligible  candidate  in  wilful  defiance  of  the  law; 
and  certainly,  in  the  absence  of  proof,  it  is  not  to  be 
presumed  that  they  so  voted.  The  only  effect  of  the 
disqualification,  in  our  opinion,  is  to  render  void  the 
election  of  the  candidate  who  is  disqualified,  and  to 
leave  one  place  in  the  electoral  college  unfilled. 

5.  Our  statute  (Gen.  Stat.  R.  L,  ch.  11,  s.  5,)  pro- 
vides that  "If  by  reason  of  the  votes  being  equally  di- 
vided, or  otherwise^  there  shall  not  be  an  election  of 
the  number  of  electors  to  which  the  state  may  be  en- 
titled, the  governor  shall  forthwith  convene  the  gen- 
eral assembly  at  Providence  for  the  choice  of  electors 
to  fill  such  vacancy,  by  an  election  in  grand  commit- 
tee." We  think  this  provision  covers  the  contingency, 
which  has  happened,  and  that,  therefore,  the  generial 
assembly  in  grand  committee  can  elect  an  elector  to 
fill  up  the  number  to  which  the  state  is  entitled.  The 
law  of  the  United  States  provides  that  "whenever 
any  state  has  held  an  election  for  the  purpose  of  choos- 
ing electors,  and  has  failed  to  make  choice  on  the  day 
.prescribed  by  law,  the  electors  may  be  appointed  on  a 
subsequent  day  in  such  a  manner  as  the  legislature  of 
such  state  may  direct."  U.  S.  Gen.  Stat.,  p.  21,  sec. 
134.

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Opinion  of  Judge  Stine&s. 

Pbovidenoe,  R  L,  Nov.  28, 1876. 

Sir, — Upon  the  first  question  snbiaitted  by  yon,  viz.  *• 
''Is  tbe  office  of  commissioner  of  the  United  States 
Centennial  Commission  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under 
the  United  States,  within  tbe  meaning  of  tbe  consti- 
tntioD,  so  as  to  render  a  person  ineligible  as  an  elector  V^ 
eta,  I  find  myself  compelled  to  dissent  from  the  opin- 
ion of  the  majority  of  the  justices  of  tbe  supreme  court. 

While  tbe  fact  that  the  learned  justices  composing 
the  majority  bold  an  opinion  difiPerent  from  mine  might 
well  lead  me  to  doubt  tbe  correctness  of  my  own  con- 
clusion, it  nevertheless  renders  it  proper  that  I  should 
'  give  some  of  tbe  reasons  that  lead  me  to  that  conclusion. 

By  act  of  congress  approved  March  3d,  1871,  tbe 
commission  was  constituted.  Tbe  preamble  recites 
that  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  an  exhibi- 
tion  of  the  resources,  arts,  Ac,  of  the  country,  in  com- 
parison with  those  of  older  nations,  at  Philadelphia, 
which  "  should  have  tbe  sanction  of  the  congress  of 
the  United  States;"  and  tbe  first  section  provides 
that  such  an  exhibition  shall  be  held  under  the  ^'  aus- 
pices of  tbe  government." 

The  act  rarther  provides  that  commissioners,  one 
from  each  state,  Ac,,  shall  be  appointed,  by  the  presi- 
dent«  on  tbe  nomination  of  tbe  governor  of  the  respec- 
tive states,  '^  to  prepare  and  superintend  tbe  executioii 
of  a  plan  for  holding  the  exhibition,"  and  to  report 
such  plan,  with  its  incidents,  to  congress. 

Did  tbe  commissioners  appointed  under  this  act  hold 
**  an  office  of  trust  under  the  United  States,"  within 
the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  the   constitution  ? 

I  think  not  True  they  are  appointed  by  tbe  presi-^ 
dent  and  bold  bis  commission;  hence,  if  they  are  officers 
it  must  be  under  the  United  States,  rather  than  under 
their  respective  states,  even  though  they  are  nominated 
by  the  governors.  Nevertheless,  this  mode  of  appoint- 
ment would  go  far  to  remove  them  from  the  operation 
of  the  spirit  of  the  constitution  and  from  that  class  of 
execntive  favorites  against  which  it  was  the  evident 
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intention  to  ^ard.  Still  the  mere  fact  that  they  hold 
such  a  commiSBion,  cannot  bring  them  within  the  class 
precluded  by  the  constitution.  It  is  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  conceive  a  case  where  a  person,  so  com- 
missioned, would  not  be,  in  some  sense  an  officer ;  and 
every  office  implies  in  some  degree  trust  and  confidence. 
Hence  it  might  be  claimed  that  every  such  appoint- 
ment imports  an  office  of  trust.  But  this  cannot  be 
the  meaning  of  the  constitution,  for  the  language  is 
"  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States."  The  words  "  trust  or  profit "  are  words  of 
limitation  and  restrict  the  operation  of  the  remainder 
of  the  phrase.  If  every  officer  was  to  be  interdicted, 
the  prohibition  would  have  applied  to  persons  holding 
am/y  office  under  the  United  States.  The  words  of  lim- 
itation therefore  clearly  point  to  considerations  other 
than  the  mere  holding  an  office. 

While  with  reference  to  the  question  you  have  submit- 
ted, it  might  be  conceded  that  the  commissioners  were 
officers,  to  my  mind,  they  would,  in  view  of  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them  by  the  act  referred  to,  more  nearly 
resemble  a  committee  chosen  outside  the  appointing 
body,  to  whom  was  referred  a  subject  which  they  were 
to  examine  and  report  upon.  I  can  hardly  think  that 
congress  intended  by  that  act  to  qpeate  a  new  body  of 
public  officers,  or  supposed  that  it  had  done  so.  For 
example,  the  constitution  provides  ''that  no  person  hold- 
ing any  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  either  house  during  his  continuance  in  office." 
Yet  it  is  a  notable  fact  that  the  president  of  this  very 
commission  was  for  a  long  time  a  representative  in 
congress. 

But  if  it  is  admitted  that  they  are  officers,  it  does  not 
necessarily  follow  that  they  hold  an  "  office  of  trust 
or  profit"  They  were  to  receive  no  salary,  and  nowhei-e 
in  the  act  does  anything  appear  which  indicates  a 
"  trust "  beyond  that  implied  in  every  appointment, 
except  in  the  words  ''  superintend  the  execution  of  a 
plan  for  holding  the  exhibition,"  in  the  provision,  that 
"  the  functions  of  the  commission  "  shall  continue 
until  the  close  of  the  exhibition ;"  and  in  section  8, 
"  That  whenever  the  president  shall  be  informed  by 
the  governor  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  that  provis- 
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ion  has  been  made  for  the  erection  of  suitable  bnildings 
for  the  purpose,  and  lor  the  exclusive  control  by  the 
coramission,  nerein  provided  for,  of  the  proposed  exhi- 
bition," the  president  shall  make  proclamation,  <6;a, 
and  send  copies  to  foreign  nations. 

But  even  in  these  words,  what  "  trust "  do  the  com- 
missioners receive?  What  power  is  conferred  upon 
them  ?  What  discretion  are  they  to  exercise  on  be- 
half of  the  United  States?  They  can  make  no 
contracts ;  they  are  not  by  this  act  even  authorized 
to  carry  out  any  plan  they  may  devise,  nor  can 
they  in  any  way  cause  or  compel  it  to  be  carried 
out.  What  then  are  they  "to  superintend?"  Of 
course,  they  may  do  what  they  please  as  individu- 
als, and  on  their  personal  responsibility,  but  nothing 
as  "officers"  beyond  what  is  specified  in  the  act;  and 
all  that  the  act  provides  for,  so  far  as  the  government 
is  concerned,  is  a  report  to  congress.  That  having 
been  made  their  duties  ceased,  as  to  all  matters  over 
which  congress  then  had  control. 

The  provision  for  the  exhibition  and  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildings  was  not  to  be  made  by  the  United 
States.  Indeed,  the  chance  for  any  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  government  is  carefully  excluded  by  the 
act  If  the  commiasioners  were  trustees  at  all,  they 
were  the  trustees  of  such  private  parties  as  might 
undertake  the  work,  and  they  were  to  act  only  under 
the  "  sanction  "  and  "  auspices"  of  the  United  States. 
The  purpose  of  the  act  seems  to  have  been  simply  to 
assure  exhibitors  at  home  and  abroad  that  the  mana- 
gers of  the  exhibition  would  be  selected  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  secure  men  worthy  of  their  confidence, 
and  that  their  rare  and  costly  articles  would  not  be  in 
the  hands  of  irresponsible  adventurers,  but  of  those 
who,  acting  under  the  "  sanction  of  the  United  States,'^ 
might  be  understood  to  be  men  of  intelligence,  integ- 
rity^and  responsibility. 

There  appears  to  me  to  be  nothing  in  this  denoting 
a  ^  trust "  within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution. 

June  1st,  1872,  another  act  was  approved  which 
created  two  corporations,  one  by  section  1,  styled  "  The 
Centennial  Board  of  Finance,"  naming  the  corporators, 
and  the  other  by  section  11,  as  follows: 
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"  That  the  commission  created  by  the  act  referred 
to  in  the  preamble  of  this  act  is  hereby  made  and  con- 
stituted a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  Ja  vr,  wrth  power 
to  do  such  acts  and  to  enter  into  such  obligations  as 
may  be  promotive  of  the  purposes  for  which  such  com- 
mission was  established.  Its  title  sbaii  be  the  United 
States  Centennial  Commission.  It  shall  have  a  com- 
mon  and  a  corporate  seal  and  possess  all  the  rights  inci- 
dent to  corporate  existence." 

The  board  of  finance  was  to  provide  the  means  neces- 
sary to  carry  the  plans  of  the  United  States  Centennial 
Commission  into  effect,  erect  suitable  buildings,  <fea, 
subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said 
commission  should  see  fit  to  make.  The  commission 
was  to  audit  their  accounts,  &c.,  report  to  congress, 
and  was  clothed  with  full  power  to  carry  forward  the 
exhibition.  In  the  duties  allotted  to  the  commission 
in  this  act,  we  see  something  more  nearly  resembling 
a  trust ;  not,  indeed,  over  anything  belonging  to  the 
government, for  the  act  provides  that  '^nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  create  any  liability  of 
the  United  States,  direct  or  indirect,  for  any  debt  or 
obligation  iucuired,  nor  for  any  claim  by  the  Centennial 
International  Exhibition,  or  the  corporation  hereby 
created,  for  aid  or  pecuniary  assistance,  from  Congress 
orthe  treasury  of  the  United  States  in  support  or  liqui. 
dation  of  any  debts  or  obligations  ci*eated  by  the  cor- 
poration herein  authorized. 

But  pupiiose  we  assume,  in  view  of  the  subsequent 
appropriation  made  by  congress,  that  a  trust  is  hereby 
conferred,  it  will  be  observed  that  duties  are  imposed 
not  upon  the  commissioners  as  such,  but  upon  the 
United  States  Centennial  Commission,  the  corporaiion 
for  this  purpose  and  by  this  act  created,  which  in  the 
act  is  uniformly  referred  to  by  its  corporate  nama  If 
anything  remained  for  the  commissioners  to  do  under 
the  act  of  March  3d,  1871,  it  was  by  the  act  of  June 
Ist,  1872,  transferred  to  the  corporation  in  the  same 
way  that  the  general  assembly,  if  it  should  pass  an 
act  to  create  a  commission  to  audit  all  accounts  of  the 
state  and  to  do  all  things  theretofore  done  by  the  state 
auditor,  would  thereby  take  from  him  all  his  powers 
and  duties  and  transfer  them  to  the  new  commission. 
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It  may  be  said  that  this  corporation  was  merely  for 
the  convenience  of  the  commissioners  in  the  transaction 
of  their  duties,  and  that  they  remained  officers  as  much 
as  before.  But  when  I  find  that  before  this  act  nothing 
Temained  for  the  commissioners  to  do  as  officers  on 
lehalf  of  the  government,  and  that  in  this  act  every 
reference  is  to  the  corporation,  upon  which  new  duties 
areimposed,  different  from  those  originally  stated,  I  can- 
not think  that  such  was  the  purpose.  Under  the  first 
act  nothing  was  required  of  the  commissioners  which 
involved  pecuniary  liability.  Qnder  the  second  there 
might  be;  and  therefore  the  intention  was  to  take  from 
them  the  personal  relations  they  had  hitherto  held 
to  this  enterprise  and  merge  them  in  a  corporate  body. 
By  the  act  of  June  I,  1872,  each  commissioner  be- 
cune  a  member  of  the  corporation.  As  commissioner 
\&ifd&func1/its  o'fficio^  and  the  only  operative  effect  of 
tii«  commission  was  to  designate  him,  or  a  new  mem- 
Wr  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  as  a  corporator  of  the  new 
My  corporate.  The  corporation,  therefore,  was  the 
trastee  and  not  the  members  as  individuals. 

The  question,  then,  resolves  itself  into  this:    Is   a 

toonber  of  a  corporation  which  acts  as  the  agent  of  the 

government  in  a  matter  of  trust  or  profit  to  be  regarded

The  secretary  of  state   shall   prepanr 
and  furnish  to  the  town  clerks  of  the  several  towns  ij 
book  to  be  entitled  "  The  Registry  Book,"  which  bool" 
shall  be  ruled  under  suitable  headings  to  indicate  tbi 
time  when,  and  the  place  where,  any  person  desiria] 
to  be  registered  was  bora  ;  if  the  person  was  boro 
had  resided  without  the  town,  when  he  last  came 
reside  within  the  state,  and  if  he  was  born  or  bi 
resided  without  the  town,  when  he  last  came  to  resid< 
within  the  town,  and  if  the  town  contains  more  thi 
one  thousand  voters,  the  place  in  the  town  at  whit 
the  person  resided  at  the  time  of  registering. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  is,  or  within  a  yea? 
may  be  qualified  to  vote  upon  being  registered  and  tlM 
payment  of  a  registry  tax,  shall  go  to  the  town  clerl 
of  the  town  iu  which  he  resides,  and  shall  annually,  i 
the  town  contains  more  than  one  thousand  voters,  oi 
or  before  the  last  day  of  December,  register  his  nam(\ 
and  thereby  certify  to  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  il 
the  appropriate  heads  of  such  legistry,  and  the  lik< 
mode  of  registration  of  persons  qualified  to  be  placed 
on  the  registry  shall  be  made  in  the  towns  containing 
less  than  one  thousand  voters,  but  in  such  town,  the 
registration  need  only  be  made  triennially.  Any 
person  who  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  certificate 
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in  registering  his  name  in  any  such  registry  book, 
filiall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  be  im- 
priwned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sue.  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  town 
clerk  and  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town  shall  be  a 
board  of  assessors  of  the  town,  and  they  shall  annual- 
ly, on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January,  assess  a 
tax  of  one  dollar,  or  of  such  sum  as  with  the  other 
taxes  assessed  against  such  person,  shall  amount  to 
one  dollar,  which  shall  be  the  assessment  of  the  reg- 
istry tax  required  to  be  assessed  by  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  state,  to  entitle  the  person  registered 
to  vote  for  the  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  4.  Every  registry  tax  assessed  to  qualify 
a  person  to  vote  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  clerk  of  the 
town  in  which  such  person  resides,  on  or  before  the 
second  Saturday  in  January,  and  all  taxes  paid  to  any 
town  clerk  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  clerk  receiving 
tie  same,  to  the  town  treasurer,  on  or  before  the  20th 
day  of  said  month,  and  be  applied  to  the  support  of 
public  schools. 

Sec.  5.  Town  clerks  receiving  registry  taxes  under

Sso.  8.  The  several  boards  of  canvassers  of  the 
several  towos,  and  of  the  wards  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, shall  meet  annually  on  the  last  Monday  in 
January,  for  the  purpose  of  canvassing  and  making  up 
the  votiug  lists  for  their  respective  town  or  ward,  which 
list  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  by  the  town  or 
ward  clerk,  be  posted  up  in  at  least  three  public  places 
in  such  town  or  ward,  and  in  the  city  of  Providence, 
shall  post  up  a  like  list  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
and  the  board  of  canvassers  shall  hold  their  last  meet- 
ing within  four  days  next  preceding  the  first  "Wednes- 
day in  April  in  each  year,  to  further  conect,  and  add 
to  the  voting  list  for  such  town  or  ward,  and  shall  also 
meet  within  four  days  of  any  other  general  or  special 
election  to  further  correct  and  add  to  such  voting 
list. 

Sec  9.  The  returns  required  to  be  made  by  the 
.commanding  officer  of  a  military  company  by  the 
provisions  of  section  35  of  chapter  6  of  the  General 
Statutes,  for  the  city  of  Providence,  shall  be  made  to 
the  ward  clerks  of  the  paid  city,  in  which  the  members 
of  such  company  respectively  reside,  and  such  returns 
shall  be  made  within  the  city  of  Providence  andiu  the 
several  towns  on  the  first  Saturday  in  January  in  each 
year. 

Sec  10.  Whenever  any  ward  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence  shall  be  divided  into  voting  districts,  the  duties 
herein  imposed  on  ward  clerks  shall  be  performed  by 
the  clerks  of  such  districts,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  the  term  "  ward  clerk"  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  and  include  said  district  clerks. 

Sec  11.  The  several  town  clerks  are  required  to 
be  in  their  respective  offices  for  the  purpose  of  attend- 
ing to  the  registration  of  voters  for  the  three  secular 
da>s  next  preceding  and  including  the  last  secular  day 
of  December  in  each  year,  and  there  to  remain  from 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  from  two  o'clock  to  nine  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  ;  and  shall  attend  to  such  registration  at 
such  other  times  as  persons  may  apply  to  be  registered. 
And  such  clerks  shall  he  and  remain  at  their  respec- 
tive offices  during  the  same  hours  of  the  three  days  next 
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preceding  and  inclnding  the  second  Saturday  in  Jan- 
uary, for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  payment  of 
registry  taxes,  and  shall  receive  such  taxes  at  such 
other  times  before  the  said  second  Saturday  in  January, 
firom  persons  against  v^hom  such  taxes  are  assessed  or 
are  liable  to  be  assessed. 

Sec.  12.  The  several  town  and  ward  clerks  shall 
annually  place  upon  the  registry  list  the  names  of  the 
several  persons  who  have  previously  been  upon  the 
voting  list,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
against  whom  a  property  tax,  to  the  amount  of  one 
dollar  or  upwards,  shall  have  been  assessed ;  and  such 
persons  need  not  register  their  names  annually  as  is 
required  of  peraons  paying  a  registry  tax. 

Sec.  13.  Any  officer  required  to  perform  any  duty 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  who  shall  refuse  or 
wilfully  neglect  to  perform  such  duty  as  required 
hereunder,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  three  months, 
unless  a  punishment  for  such  offence  is  herein  other- 
wise provided. 

Sec  14.  So  much  of  chapter  6  of  the  General 
Statutes,  as  requires  the  collector  of  taxes  to-  receive 
registry  taxes,  and  so  much  of  chapter  7  of  said  Statutes 
as  requires  the  several  boards  of  canvassers  to  meet  at 
times  other  than  as  herein  prescribed,  and  so  much  of 
the  said  General  Statutes  as  requires  the  assessors  of 
taxes  to  assess  registry  taxes,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
«cts  inconsistent  herewith,  or  which  imposes  upon 
other  officers  the  duties  herein  imposed,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec  15.  So  much  of  this  act  as  refers  to  the  registra- 
tion of  voters,  and  to  the  payment  of  registry  taxes 
assessed  hereunder,  and  as  to  the  return  of  tax  lists  by 
the  city  clerk  of  Providence  to  the  several  ward  clerks

From  these  statements  it  v^ill  be  observed  that  the  large 
payments  during  the  past  year  for  the  new  Court  House, 
the  new  State  Prison^  the  State  Farm^  and  the  Sinking 
Fund,  have  drawn  out  the  surplus  previously  existing  in 
the  Treasury,  and  reduced  the  funds  to  a  low  point.  The 
requirements  for  these  institutions  will  hardly  be  as  large 
for  the  present  year  as  during  the  past,  and  in  their  pre- 
sent incompleted  state,  it  would  not  be  a  wise  policy  to 
cease  work  upon  the  buildings.  If  found  necessary  in  order 
to  continue  the  work  during  the  Summer,  it  would  be 
better  to  authorize  temporary  loans  to  a  limited  amount, 
which  could  be  paid  off  from  the  regular  income  of  the 
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State  in  a  short  time  after  their  completion.  The  state  of 
the  Treasury,  however,  should  compel  a  rigid  economy  in 
all  appropriations  for  the  present  year.

The  facts  here  presented  in  regard  to  the  attendance, 
taken  in  connection  with  those  revealed  by  the  State  Census 
call  for  your  immediate  and  careful  attention.  Illiteracy, 
the  bane  of  all  good  government,  is  making  rapid  ad- 
vances in  our  midst,  and  will  soon  bequeath  a  series  of  evils 
for  our  children  to  contend  with,  unless  we  take  decisive 
and  effectual  measuies  to  overcome  it.  A  movement  has 
already  been  inaugurated  looking  to  such  practical  co-opera- 
tion of* the  manufacturers  and  employers  of  the  State  with 
the  school  authorities,  as  shall  render  the  existing  provi- 
sions of  the  law  relative  to  the  schooling  of  minors,  vital 
and  effective.  Should  any  change  be  deemed  necessary  in 
the  details  of  that  law,  I  hope  the  subject  will  receive 
your  earnest  and  sympathetic  consideration. 

I  desire,  in  this  connection,  to  reiterate  my  conviction,  as 
expressed  last  year,  that  the  first  step  to  be  taken  for  the 
eradication  of  this  evil  from  our  State,  is  the  establishment 
of  an  Industrial  School.  The  Board  of  Education  have 
considered  this  whole  (question  very  fully,  and  have,  in 
every  scheme  proposed,  been  met  by  the  unanimous  convic- 
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tion,  that  no  law,  or  system  of  laws,  caD  be  made  effectual 
which  doefi  not  have  such  an  institution  at  its  base.  It 
alone  will  furnish  the  leverage  by  means  of  which  the 
necessary  force  can  be  applied  to  bring  the  penurious  and 
the  indifferent  into  compliance  with  the  law.  The  present 
year  should  not  close  before  the  necessary  steps  are  taken 
to  found  this  school. 

Another  subject  that  has  been  before  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  one  that  will  be  found  treated  at  length  in 
the  report  of  the  Commissioner,  is  that  of  equalizing  the 
school  tax  of  the  State.  It  will  there  be  seen  that  the  rate 
of  local  taxation  for  school  purposes  varies  from  Jhe  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars,  to  twenty-twOj  where  the  amount 
raised  in  each  town  was  just  enough  to  enable  it  to 
draw  its  share  of  the  public  money.  It  certainly  seems 
to  me,  that  a  scheme  should  be  devised  whereby  the  cost 
of  education  may  be  more  evenly  borne,  and  the  benefits 
thereof  more  impartially  distributed.  The  imposition  of  a 
specific  tax  for  school  purposes  has  been  found  in  many 
of  the  States  to  serve  this  purpose. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  General  Assembly 
accompanying  the  Centennial  Appropriation,  an  allowance 
of  two  thousand  dollars  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  their  use  in  preparing  a  Centennial  history  of  ed- 
ucation in  the  State,  and  also  in  making  an  educational 
exhibit  at  Philadelphia.  A  full  and  detailed  account  of 
that  exhibit  will  be  found  in  the  pages  of  the  Commission- 
er's report.  Of  the  history,  its  extent,  character  and  value, 
yon  have  already  become  personally  acquainted.     It  is  be- 
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lieved  to  be  of  permanent  value,  and  a  work  that  will  be 
considered  years  hence  as  not  the  least  of  the  mementos  of 
this  Centennial  year. 

For  further  information  relating  to  this  department,  I 
would  refer  you  to  the  Annual  Keports  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  School& 

STATS  NOBMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  Normal  School  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  means  of 
promoting  the  interests  of  education  throughout  the  State. 
The  great  work  of  our  public  schools  is  to  furnish  thorough 
instruction  in  the  English  branches  and  sound  moral  train- 
ing. Such  instruction  and  training  is  essential  to  success 
in  any  honorable  employment,  and  to  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  citizenship.  The  necessity  of  teachers  in  our 
schools  who  have  the  requisite  knowledge,  skill  in  impart- 
ing it,  and  moral  force,  is  evident.  The  Normal  School  is 
furnishing  the  State  with  such  teachers.  It  is  steadily 
raising  the  intellectual  and  moral  standard  of  the  teacher. 
It  is  unobtrusively,  through  its  graduates,  and  in  other 
ways,  securing  in  many  sections  of  the  State  a  better  appre- 
ciation of  the  value  of  good  common  schools. 

By  reference  to  the  reports  accompanying  the  reports  of 
the  Commissioned*  of  Public  Schools  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, it  will  be  seen  that  a  good  proportion  of  those  who 
have  been  pupils  in  the  Normal  School  since  it  was  estab- 
lished, have  taught  before  entering  the  school.  This  is  ODe 
of  the  many  evidences  that  this  school,  while  furnishing 
the  means  of  thorough  preparation  for  teaching,  has  also 
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impressed  very  many  of  our  teachers  with  the  value  and 
the  necessity  of  professional  training. 

I  hope  the  day  is  not  distant  when  every  teacher 
who  enters  upon  the  difficult  and  delicate  duties  of  the 
school-room,  will  first  prepare  by  honorably  completing 
the  course  of  study  and  training  at  our  Normal  School. 

Without  disparaging  the  large  success  of  the  school 
hitherto,  I  yet  feel  assured,  that  as  soon  as  a  building  ade- 
qnate  to  its  needs  is  provided,  its  usefulness  will  greatly 
increasa  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  the  plans 
devised  by  a  previous  assembly  for  securing  a  building  be 
coDsammated  at  an  early  date,  or  that  other  measures  be 
taken  during  in  the  present  session  to  this  end. 


THE  MiLrriA. 


At  the  commencement  of  my  administration,  nearly  two 
years  since,  the  new  code  of  laws  for  the  Militia  had  but 
lately  been  enacted,. the  assignment  under  it,  of  companies 
to  Battalions,  and  Battalions  to  Brigades,  being  one  of  the 
last  official  acts  of  my  predecessor.  Governor  Howard. 
As  is  generally  well  known,  a  radical  change  was  efltected 
in  the  organization  of  the  Militia;  almost  all  the  companies 
that  were  officered  upon  the  skeleton  regimental  plan  were 
obliged  to  elect  such  officers  as  are  allowed  to  companies 
in  the  regular  army  and  were  required  to  be  assigned  to 
Battalions,  thereby  apparently  losing  old  privileges. 

Such  a  transformation  could  not  of  course  be  effected 
wily,  and  my  last  annual  message  gave  some  evidence  of 
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the  difficulties  that  were  encauntered,  and  the  opposition 

made  to  the  new  system  by  some  of  the  commands. 

The  ezecntion  of  the  duty  falling  upon  me,  as  Com- 

mander-in-Chief,   was    quite  unpleasant  in  many  cases. 

Time  and  association  with  the  new  order  of  things  under 

the  law,  have  remedied  these   difficulties,  and  it  gives  me 

pleasure  to  state,  that  all  evidences  tend  to  strengthen  me 

in  the  belief,  that  the  new  system  is  an  improvement,  and 

that   the  Militia,   generally,  [ai*e   all  very   well   satisfied 

with  it. 

Perhaps  the  system  did  not  go  quite  far  enough,  and 

make  the  Battalions  as  large  as  they  should  be,  yet  I  think 
it  would  be  well  to  give  the  present  arrangement  a  trial 
for  a  year  or  two  ^  longer,  and  then  change  the  law  to  pro- 
vide for  a  consolidation  of  some  of  the  small  Battalions. 

The  Centennial  season  covering  the  past  two  years, 
has  given  me  opportunities  to  witness  parades  of  large 
bodies  of  Militia  from  different  sections  of  the  country, 
and  the  appearance  of  strength  and  solidity  as  presented 
by  some  of  the  distinguished  regiments  from  other  States, 
tends  to  throw  into  the  back-ground  our  organizations,  by 
reason  of  their  deficiency  in  numbers.  We  have  the 
material  in  the  city  of  Providence,  by  a  union  of  three 
prominent  commands,  which  would  make  a  regiment  with 
few,  if  any,  superiors  in  the  country.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  time  will  effect  this  union. 

Three  of  the  Independent  organizations  still  remain 
"outside  of  the  line;"  their  acceptance  of  the  law  and 
assignment  to  Battalions  would  add  greatly  to  the  Mjlitia 
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organization,  and  I  think  would  not  only  he  no  detriment, 
bnt  rather  an  advantage  to  them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  for  the  past  two  years^ 
under  the  workings  of  the  present  law,  the  expenses  of  the 
Militia  have  been  materially  less  than  for  many  years 
previous. 

THE   STATE   FABM. 

The  institutions  at  the  State  Farm  are  believed  to  be 
in  excellent  condition.  The  number  of  inmates  differs  but 
little  from  that  of  last  year.  In  the  asylum  for  the  insane, 
there  are  196  against  170  at  this  time  last  year;  in  the 
alms-house,  137  against  132  last  year ;  and  in  the  work- 
house and  house  of  correction,  229  against  284  last  year, — 
in  all,  572  against  584  at  this  time  last  year.  The  accom- 
modations and  provisions  for  the  insane  are  al}  that  could 
be  desired,  with  the  exception  of  the  dining-rooms  con- 
nected with  the  cottage  for  excited  patients,  which  are  of 
insa£Elcient  size,  and  should  be  enlarged.  The  number  in 
this  building  has  materially  increased  since  the  last  year. 
The  accommodations  of  the  almshouse — ^the  old  work- 
house re-arranged  and  fitted  up  for  its  present  use — ^are  not 

fio  satisfactory.  The  original  construction  of  the  building, 
its  comparatively  small  rooms,  and  the  low  ceilings,  make 

thorough  ventilation — so  important  for  this  class  of  occu- 
pants— a  thing  of  difiicult  attainment.  At  no  distant  day, 
this  cheap  wooden  structure  will  undoubtedly  give  place 
to  one  of  stone,  properly  arranged,  and  of  sufficient  size, 
not  only  for  the  State,  but  for  such  of  the  towns  as  may 
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choose  to  support  their  poor  at  the  State  Institution,  in 
which  they  would  find  a  large  economy. 

In  May  last,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Blaisdell,  of  Providence, 
was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  State  Farm,  in  place  of 
Mr.  Norman  Eayres,  resigned ;  and  immediately  aiter  en- 
tered upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  pertaining  to  the 
office.  During  the  brief  period  of  his  administration,  he 
has  shown  high  organizing  power  combined  with  rare 
ezecutive  ability.  Under  his  fiim  and  steady  hand  a 
wholesome  discipline,  so  essential  to  the  success  of  every 
reformatory  institution,  has  been  maintained.  There  have 
been  compai-atively  few  escapes,  and  those  that  have 
occurred,  have  been  quickly  followed  by  recapture.  Be- 
sides the  labor  on  the  farm,  a  large  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  in  grading,  in  constructing  roads,  in  build- 
ing walls,  and  in  quarrying  and  delivering  stone  for  the 
new  Prison.  Soon  after  Mr.  Blaisdell  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  Superintendent,  the  Rev.  James  P.  Root  was 
appointed  Chaplain  to  the  State  Farm.  In  addition  to 
holding  a  most  acceptable  service  at  the  work-house  on 
Sundays,  he  attends  all  funerals,  and  from  his  interest  in 
the  evening  school,  extends  a  voluntary  supervision  over  it. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
some  permanent  provision  for  the  children  of  the  abns- 
house,  and  under  proper  legislation,  for  the  neglected  and 
exposed  children  on  the  street,  who,  if  left  to  the  influences 
surrounding  them,  are  sure  to  become  a  charge  to  the 
State  in  some  of  its  institutions.  In  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  and  other  leading  States,  schools  have  been  estab- 
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lished  for  this  class  of  children.  The  maintenance  of  such 
schools  is  believed  to  be  a  matter  of  economy  no  less  than 
of  humanity.  It  is  much  cheaper  to  educate  and  train  a 
ehild,  and  fit  him  by  habits  of  industry,  economy  and  self- 
government,  to  become  a  useful  member  of  society,  than  to 
allow  him  to  grow  up  in  ignorance  and  vice,  and  after- 
wards to  provide  for  him  in  reformatories  and  prisons. 
A  suitable  building  with  all  the  necessary  accommodations 
for  a  hundred  children,  would  require  an  appropriation  of 

Dot  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  struc- 
tures required  for  the  safe  keeping  and  employment  of  the 

same  number  of  adult  convicts  would  cost  little  short  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  expended  annually  by  the  State  in  sup- 
porting its  juvenile  delinquents  at  the  Beform  School, 
would  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  at  least  an  equal  num- 
ber of  youthful  i^ndidates  for  that  institution  with  far 
greater  chances  of  their  turning  out  good  citizens.  But 
the  economical  considerations  are  of  little  weight  in  com- 
parison with  the  moral  and  social.  The  best  growth  of  a 
State,  is  brave,  wise  and  good  men,  and  noble  and  true 
women ;  its  worst  product,  ignorant  and  vicious  citizens. 
It  is  the  highest  function  of  Legislatures  to  encourage  and 
promote  the  one,  and  to  reduce  within  the  narrowest  pos- 
sible limits  the  other. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  during  the  present  session  of 
the  Assembly,  steps  should  be  taken  looking  to  the  estab- 
lishment at  the  State  Farm  of  a  school  for  children  of  the 
dependent  and  vicious  classes,  where  they  may  be  kept  and 
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cared  for  as  wards  of  the  State,  until  they  arrive  at  a  suit- 
able age  to  be  placed  in  families^  or  transported  to  indus- 
trial schools,  as  may  be  deemed  most  desirable.  I  also 
think  that  the  necessary  legislation  should  be  initiated  for 
securing  the  beneficent  ends  of  such  an  institution. 

THB   OLD   STATE    PBISOK. 

The  State  Prison  has  been  administered  as  usual,  and 
there  is  nothing  requiring  special  remark.  The  numbers, 
both  in  Prison  and  Jail,  have  been  largely  in  excess  of 
those  reported  last  year,  and  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
premises  makes  the  speedy  completion  of  the  new  Prison 
a  matter  of  imperative  necessity.  As  this  is  probably 
the  last  year  of  the  occupancy  of  the  old  Prison,  the 
Inspectors  have  prepared  an  account  of  the  Jails  and 
Prisons  of  the  State,  Irom  the  early  times  of  our  history, 
which  will  be,  in  due  time,  laid  before  the  General  Assenu 
bly.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature,  at  the  pres- 
ent session,  to  take  some  action  relative  to  the  government 
of  the  Prison  and  Jail,  when  the  institution  shall  have 
been  removed  to  the  State  Farm.  Whether  it  be  advisa- 
ble to  continue  the  two  Boards — of  Inspectors  of  the  State 
Prison  and  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections — in  exis- 
tence, with  separate  duties  and  functions,  as  at  present,  or 
to  place  the  State  Prison,  closely  connected,  as  it  will 
necessarily  be,  with  the  other  institutions  upon  the  State 
Farm,  under  the  charge  of  the  latter,  or  to  abolish  both 
and  form  a  new  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Prisons*  Peni-

tentiaries  and  Charities,  with  power  to  inspect  the  County 
Jails,  and  all  other  institutions  which  the  bounty  of  the 
State  fosters  or  over  which  its  authority  extends,  is  for  the 
General  Assembly  to  determine.  The  subject  should 
receive  an  early  attention  and  a  thorough  and  judicious 
consideration,  and  I  would  earnestly  advise  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Commission  for  that  purpose. 

The  finances  of  the  Prison  show  a  deficiency.  The  con- 
tract with  Wm.  Sweeney  for  the  labor  of  50  men  expired 
on  the  8th  of  September,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as  could 
be  arranged,  the  labor  of  finishing  furniture  was  continued 
on  account  of  the  State.  Some  sales  have  already  been 
made,  but  the  depression  of  business  must  necessarily 
affect  the  financial  condition  of  the  Prison.  It  is  quite 
certain  that  no  better  work  is  anywhere  done  than  within 
the  Prison  work-shop,  and  it  is  hoped  the  quality  of  the 
manufactured  goods  will  attract  purchasers.  The  usual 
statistics  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Inspectors. 


NEW   STATE   PRISON. 

Work  began  upon  the  new  State  Prison  on  the  18th  of 
April,  and  closed  about  the  1st  of  December.  All  the 
main  building  was  erected,  roofed  and  slated,  with  the 
exception  of  about  one-third  of  the  central  portion.  The 
friint  yard-wall  was  finished  and  the  sentry-turrets  built. 
Very  fine  and  compact  stone  was  found  upon  the  State 
Farm,  and  was  furnished  to  the  Commissioners  by  the 
Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  under  contract. 
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It  is  believed  that,  when  completed,  the  structure  will  be 
in  every  way  creditable  to  the  State.  The  whole  amount 
expended  to  the  present  time  is  as  follows :  —

Of  this  amount  about  forty  thousand  dollars  have  been 
paid  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections. 

The  buildings  yet  to  be  erected  are  workshops,  kitchen, 
mess-room,  hospital,  boiler-house  and  engine-house,  and 
the  house  for  the  warden.      It  is  desirable  to  build  gas- 
works for  the  supply  of  all  the  institutions  upon  the  State 
Farm.      It  may  also   become    necessary  to  make  some 
arrangement  with  the  Providence  Water  Works,  or  to  en- 
large  the  facilities  already  existing  upon  the  Farm,  to  en- 
sure a  full  and  constant  supply  of  water.     The  Com- 
missioners will  need  an  appropriation  of  at  least  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  to  complete  the  Prison  premises. 
The  old  Prison  and   Jail  are  crowded  more  than   ever 
before,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  new  Prison 
shall  be  finished  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  winter. 
Prompt  and  liberal  action  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature 
will  enable  the  Commissioners  to  finish  the  work  they 
have  thus  far  carried  on  with  great  thoroughness,  and  as 
much  dispatch  as  the  circumstances  have  permitted. 
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LADIES    BOABD    OF    YI8IT0BS. 

The  Ladies^  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Penal  and  Cor- 
rectional Institutions  of  the  State  has  power  to  make 
recommendations  only,  and  is  not  authorized  to  carry  out 
the  reforms  that  the  investigations  of  its  members  may  in- 
dicate as  necessary.  This  fact  has  occasioned  considerable 
difficulty  in  securing  members  of  this  Board,  The  number 
of  females  in  the  reformatory  institutions  of  the  State  ren- 
ders it  proper  that  women  should  have  some  power  in  the 
various  State  boards  controlling  them.  Women  only  can 
fblly  understand  the  peculiar  necessities  and  characteris- 
tics of  the  female  inmates,  or  can  thoroughly  investigate 
their  actual  condition,  and  the  treatment  they  receive  from 
those  entrusted  with  their  imniediate  control.  There  can- 
not well  be  two  bodies,  one  of  men  and  the  other  of  women, 
having  an  equal  voice  in  the  management  of  the  same  insti- 
tution. In  a  Board  of  men  and  women,  chosen  for  their 
fitness  for  such  service,  the  aid  of  the  latter  would  be  of 
great  value.  It  would  therefore  seem  advisable  that  the 
Legislature  should  make  some  provision  whereby  women 
shall  be  appointed  on  each  of  the  following  boards :  State 
Charities  and  Corrections,  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison, 
and  Trustees  of  the  Reform  School. 


THE  PROPOSED   AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

The  propositions  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  State,  which  had  been  approved  by  two  sua^essive 
Legislatures,  and  ordered  to  be  submitted  to  the  electors 
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for  their  approval  or  rejectioo,  at  their  meeting  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  November,  1876,  were  duly  submitted,  as  di- 
rected by  the  act,  and  resulted  in  the  rejection  of  all  of 
the  proposed  amendments,  none  of  them  having  been  ap- 
proved by  three-fifths  of  the  electors  of  the  State  present 
and  voting  thereon.     The  vote  was  as  follows : —

I  accordingly  on  the  12th  of  December,  1876,  issued  my 
proclamation  as  provided  by  law,  notifying  the  electors  of 
this  result,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Our  people  are  very  conservative,  and  justly  so,  in  their 
action  on  any  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  bat  these 
amendments  had  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  I  think  were  worthy  of  a  vote  of  approval. 
That  relating  to  the  Registiy  Tax  particularly,  if  it  had 
been  adopted,  would  have  enabled  the  Legislature,  to  pro- 
vide for  a  tax  in  some  other  form,  and  thereby  remove 
from  our  State  politics  a  source  of  corruption  which  has 
increased  wonderfully  of  late  years. 

PBOVTDENOB   COUNTY    COURT   HOUSE. 

The  work  on  this  fine  building  is  progressing  very  satis- 
factorily. As  it  approaches  completion,  the  appearance 
fully  justifies  the  anticipation  of  its  projectors.  The  site 
upon  which  it  stands  is  a  commanding  one,  and  the  beauty 
of  the  architecture  i^pd  fine  proportions  of  the  tower  merit, 
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aa  they  have  received,  the  universal  approval  of  our  citi- 
zena  The  exterior,  walls,  roof  and  main  tower  are  now 
completed,  and  the  building  covered  in.  The  steam  heat- 
ing apparatus  is  partially  completed,  and  now  in  use,  to 
enable  the  contractors  to  prosecute  the  work  inside,  during 
the  winter.  The  construction  will  be  forwarded  with  all 
the  speed  consistent  with  a  thorough  execution  of  the  work. 
The  Commissioners  have  drawn  from  the  Treasury  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  dollars,  and 
have  expended  about  one  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand 
dollars,  a  detailed  account  of  which  will  be  presented  to 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  present  session. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of 
the  building  will  not  exceed  the  original  estimate  of  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

As  the  Court  House  will  probably  be  finished  and  ready 
for  occupation  before  another  winter,  the  rooms  now  occu- 
pied by  the  Courts  in  the  State  House  will  be  available  for 
other  purposes,  I  therefore  again  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  for  such  changes  and  repairs  upon 
the  State  House  as  will  render  it  more  suitable  and  con- 
venient for  transacting  the  public  business.  A  moderate 
sum  laid  out  in  enlarging  the  building  and  changing  the 
interior  would  furnish  ample  accommodation  for  all  the 
8tate  officers,  and  save  the  rent  now  paid  for  other  premises. 
Committee  rooms  are  required  for  both  houses.  The 
present  Senate  chamber  is  entirely  too  small,  and  should 
be  enlarged  so  as  to  afford  reasonable  accommodation  to 
the  citizens  who  wish   to  be  present  to  listen  to  debates 
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upon  topics  which  affect  their  interests,  a  privilege  which 
they  have  a  right  to  demand  of  their  public  servants.  The 
necessity  of  providing,  without  further  delay,  for  the  secu- 
rity and  safety  of  the  valuable  public  documents,  which 
have  been  accumulating  for  two  centuries  or  more, 
must  be  apparent  to  all.  They  are  now  subject  to  destruc- 
tion any  day,  by  even  a  slight  fire,  and  their  loss  would  be 
irreparable.  I  trust  this  matter  will  receive  your  careful 
consideration  before  the  end  of  the  present  session. 

THB  STATE   0EKSU8. 

The  census  of  the  State,'  taken  ia  1875,  has  been  com-  i 
pleted.  Since  the  last  sesssion  of  the  General  Assembly,  { 
the  preparation  of  the  tables  has  been  finished,  and  a  com* 
plete  copy  of  the  returns  of  the  population  in  each  town 
has  been  made.  This  copy,  suitably  bound,  has  been  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
original  returns  have  been  sent  to  the  Town'  Clerks  of 
the  several  towns. 

A  pamphlet  containing  the  tables  prepared,  was  dis- 
tributed in  September  last,  to  the  Town  Clerks  of  every 
town  and  to  each  newspaper  in  the  State.  The  report 
upon  the  census,  with  numerous  additional  explanatory 
and  comparative  tables,  has  been  prepared,  and  the  print- 
ing is  nearly  completed.  It  will  be  distributed  to  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  others,  within  a 
short  time.  Including  the  tables,  the  complete  report  will 
make  a  volume  of  300  pages,  and  will  present  a  much 
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more  complete  statement  of  the  statistics  of  the  popula* 
tioD,  the  fisheries  and  shore  farms,  the  agriculture,  and  the 
manufactures  of  the  State,  than  was  ever  before  presented 
in  any  censua 

The  aggregates  of  the  four  divisions  are  as  follows : — 
Population  of  the  State,  258,239;  value  of  the  Farm  and 
Forest  Products  for  the  year,  $5,028,829 ;  value  of  the 
products  of  Fisheries  and  Shore  Farms,  $1,837,087 ;  value 
of  the  products  of  Manufactures,  $126,659,875. 

The  value  of  the  products  of  some  of  the  most  impor- 
tant of  the  manufactures  of  the  State  is  as  follows  :^r- 
Cotton  manufactures,  $22,430,860;  Woolen  manufactures, 
$17,  463,  240 ;  Print  Works,  $16,497,100;  Iron  manufac- 
tures, $10,  666,491 ;  Jewelry  and  Silver  ware,  $7,077,651. 

The  total  cost  of  the  census,  including  the  copying  of 
the  returns,  and  the  printing  of  the  report,  will  be  less 
than  the  appropriation. 
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THS   LICENSE   LAW. 


This  law  went  into  effect  on  the  first  of  July.  1875.  The 
[intent  of  the  law  was  to  regulate  and  restrain  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  so  as  to  reduce  the  traffic  to  the 
smallest  possible  amount.  For  the  previous  year  the  so- 
|Called  "  Prohibitory  Law  "  had  been  in  force.  Many  of 
[the  provisions  of  this  law  were  harsh,  tyrannical,  and  un- 
popular, and  the  attempt  to  execute  it  by  a  body  of  paid 
ofioers,  known  as  the  State  Constabulary,  after  a  year  of 
trial,  proved  an  utter  failure. 
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Many  of  the  proceedings  were  nnwise,  and  resulted  in 
one  instance  at  least,  in  nearly  bringing  our  State  authori- 
ties into  violent  conflict  with  those  of  the  United  States. 
This  proceeding,  by  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
was  declared  to  have  been  illegal,  and  a  verdict  for  dam- 
ages was  given  against  the  officers.  The  attempts  to  enforce 
the  law  filled  our  Courts  with  hundreds  of  what  were  called 
"  liquor  cases,"  and  to  such  an  extent,  as  to  practically  ex- 
clude for  a  time  the  other  business  interests  of  the  State 
from  obtaining  a  hearing.  It  was,  at  this  time,  that  the 
"  Board  of  Ijicense  Commissioners,"  under  the  License  Law, 
were  appointed  in  the  city  of  Providence,  and  I  am  in- 
formed by  them,  that  on  entering  upon  their  duties,  they 
found  over  700  places  in  the  city  where  intoxicating 
liquors  were  sold  openly  and  in  defiance  of  law.  Thus 
proving  by  a  year  of  active  and  energetic  trial,  what  is  now 
generally  conceded,  that  a  strictly  Prohibitory  Law  cannot 
be  enforced  in  large  and  compact  towns  or  citiea  During 
their  first  year  of  office  the  Commissioners  issued  664  Li- 
censes of  all  classes,  but  at  the  commencement  of  the  sec- 
ond year,  profiting  by  the  experience  gained,  and  acting 
under  the  discretionary  clause  in  the  law  fixing  the  price 
of  different  classes  of  licenses,  they  have  been  able  to  reduce 
the  number,  so  that  not  more  than  450  are  now  issued.  It 
is  gratifying  also  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  number  of 
arrests  for  drunkenness  in  the  city,  have  been  steadily  on 
the  decline  for  the  past  three  years,  and  are  about  900  less 
for  1876  than  in  1876. 
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The  amount  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  for  licenses 
under  this  law  for  the  year  1876  is  as  follows : —

The  other  towns  in  the  State   have  either  not  granted 
licenses,  or  as  yet  made  no  returns. 


HARBOR  COMMISSION. 


In  accordance  with  the  bill  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature,  I  appointed,  June  14th,  1876,  J.  Herbert 
Shedd,  Jedediah  Williams,  and  Nathaniel  F.  Potter,  Har- 
l)or  Commissioners.  They  organized  on  the  28th  of  the 
same  month.  The  matters  entrusted  to  them  are  of  the 
deepest  concern  to  our  community.  Providence  is  the 
Datnral  port  of  New  England,  and  the  other  cities  and 
towns  on  Narragansett  Bay  occupy  an  important  position 
in  this  respect  The  time  is  not  distant  when  our  connec- 
tions with  the  West  will  be  completed,  and  a  portion  of 
the  grain  shipped  from  that  section  will  seek  Providence  as  a 
port  Its  advent  will  be  the  beginning  of  a  new  period  of 
prosperity  for  the  State.  To  prepare  for  it,  is  a  duty  that  we 
owe  to  ourselves  and  to  our  successors.    The  first  object  is  to

preserve  our  excellent  water  communicatioDs.  No  harbor 
upon  our  coast  has  the  natural  advantages  of  Narragansett 
Bay.  Two  broad  and  deep  entrances,  that  at  all  tides  can 
be  navigated  without  a  pilot  by  the  largest  ships  afloat, 
are  supplemented  by  several  commodious  harbors^  sur- 
rounded by  thriving  cities  and  towns.  At  the  head  of  the 
bay  stands  the  second  city  of  New  England*  Providence 
can  easily  prepare  a  resting  place  for  the  largest  Atlantic 
steamers,  and  in  return  receive  the  benefit  of  their  teeming 
freights.  Within  the  past  few  years  lines  of  ocean  steam- 
ers have  brought  us  into  semi-weekly  connection  with 
Philadelphia,  Norfolk  and  Baltimore.  This  year,  two  of 
the  finest  passenger  steamers  traversing  Long  Island  Sound 
will  begin  their  daily  trips  to  New  York.  Lines  of  Steamers 
from  Savannah  and  New  Orleans  are  only  waiting  the 
completion  of  improvements  now  in  progress,  to  make 
Providence  the  water  terminus  of  their  New  Enscland  busi- 
ness.  To  secure  others  quite  as  important,  the  legislature 
should  give  to  this  subject  prompt  and  judicious  consider- 
ation. Much  has  already  been  accomplished.  It  should 
be  followed  by  the  energetic  prosecution  of  the  work,  and 
such  changes  in  the  act  creating  the  Commissioners  as  will 
better  enable  them  to  accomplish  this  end. 

The  Commissioners  have  given  the  subject  a  careful 
study.  The  valuable  maps  of  our  inland  waters  made  by 
the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  those  in  possession  of  the  city  of 
Providence,  and  others,  have  been  collected,  copied  and  col- 
lated. They  have  consulted  with  the  Commissioners  of 
Shell  Fisheries  relative  to  the  respective  duties  of  the  two 
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boardfiL    They  have  advised  with  the  Harbor  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  of  Providence,  as  to  the  most  desirable 
points  of  expending   the   amount   appropriated  by    the 
city  for  harbor  improvement,  and  the  dredging  now  going  on 
will  undoubtedly  result  in  giving  good  accommodations  to 
the  heavy  coast- wise  steamers  frequenting  this  port.    The 
oommisioners   have  also   designated   a  dumping  ground, 
have  prohibited  steamers  throwing  over  ashes  above  certain 
points  in  our  bay,  and  have  ordered  the  removal  of  some 
obstmctions  to  navigation  in  the  harbor.     They  have  ad- 
vised the  cutting  of  passage-ways  for  water  through  certain 
railroad  embankments,   by  which  more  than  three  mil- 
Kon  cubic  feet  of  tidal  flow  will  be  retained,  and  have  ex- 
amined into  certain  injuries  to  the  harbor  of  Pawtucket, 
and  notified  the  president  of  the  town  council  to  the  end 
that  a  remedy  may  be  provided.     Meetings  have  been  held 
in  Bristol  and  East  Greenwich  to  awaken  the  interest  of 
the  people,  and  to  give  them  an  opportuinity  of  offering  sug- 
gestions relative  to  the  public  waters.     At  the  suggestion 
of  the  Commissioners,  I  have  officially  requested  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  appoint  as  an  advisory  board , 
the  Chief  of  Engineers  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  the  Superin- 
taident  of  the  CJ.  S.  Coast  Survey,  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  of  the  Navy  Department.      The 
Commissioners  suggest  the  repeal  of  the  act  creating  the 
present  harbor  line  of  East  Providence,  which  they  find   to 
he  unsuitable,  and  wish  to  change.     It  is  desirable  that  the 
Jihip  channels  of  the  harbors  of  Newport  and  Washington 
Coonties  be  plaaed  in  their  charge,  and  that  their   du- 
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ties  in  reference  to  improvements  within  harbor  lines  be 
more  fully  defined.  Their  appeals  to  Congress  for  aid  in 
improving  the  harbor,  would  have  greater  weight  if  a 
clause  conferring  the  authority  to  act  for  the  State  in  soch 
matters  were  added  to  the  act  Additional  legislation 
may  be  required  to  insure  suitable  wharf  accommodations 
for  transient  shipping.  The  desirability  of  requiring  com- 
pensation  for  the  tidal  space  occupied  by  permanent  struc- 
tures, as  is  done  in  som^  other  States,  should  be  considered. 
It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  foster  and 
develop  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  State  in  the  public 
waters,  as  well  as  to  prevent  direct  injury.  To  this  end  an 
amendment  of  the  act  creating  the  Commission  empower, 
ing  them  to  make  such  examinations  and  observations  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  is  advisable.  At  the  present  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature,  the  Commissioners  will  present  an 
extended  rej)ort  of  the  matters  entrusted  to  their  care,  to 
which  I  earnestly  request  your  careful  attention. 

In  taking  leave  of  this  subject,  I  cannot  too  strongly  im- 
press upon  you  the  great  importance  it  bears  to  the  pros- 
perity of  your  constituents.  A  large  majority  of  the  people 
of  our  State  dwell  upon  the  shores  of  Narragansett  Bay. 
No  business  they  are  engaged  in  can  be  unfavorably 
affected  by  judiciously  pushing  the  improvement  of  our 
harbors.  Commerce  is  necessary  to  the  development  and 
to  the  fiiture  welfare  of  our  manufacturing  interests.  In 
itself  it  is  a  noble  industry,  and  its  possession  cannot  fail 
to  materially  benefit  all  the  interests  of  Rhode  Island. 
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STATB   BENEFIOIABIES. 

The  pressure  of  my  public  and  private  duties,  during 
the  past  few  months,  has  prevented  my  visiting  the  various 
institutions  in  other  States,  at  which  our  beneficaries  are 
maintained.  At  my  request,  the  Secretary  of  State  has  very 
acceptably  performed  this  duty,  and  I  respectfdllv  call  your 
attention  to  his  report,  which  will  be  found  in  the  appen- 
dix. 

OXNTBNinAL. 


Since  my  last  Message,  the  Centennial  Exhibition  has  been 
held  at  Philadelphia.  It  resulted  in  a  marked  success.  The 
Dumber  of  visitors  exceeded  that  of  any  other  exhibition. 
This  event  has  brought  together  people  from  all  parts  of 
our  great  country,  and  has  tended  to  obliterate  sectional 
feeling.  The  various  State  exhibits  have  made  known  the 
resources  and  the  products  of  the  most  distant  parts  of  the 
country  to  one  another.  The  good  order  that  has  prevailed, 
particularly  on  the  great  days  of  the  exhibition,  has  well 
illustrated  the  influence  of  republican  institutions  upon 
our  people.  The  hundreds  of  thousands  that  assembled  to 
witness  the  celebration  of  the  third  and  fourth  of  last  July, 
and  to  take  part  in  the  exercises  of  Pennsylvania  day  at 
the  exhibition,  maintained  order  and  decorum  without  the 
intervention  of  the  military.  Few  events  could  better  in- 
dicate the  general  intelligence  and  the  law  abiding  charac- 
ter of  our  people. 
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The  exhibition  of  American  manufactures  and  products 
of  all  kinds  has  favorably  introduced  them  to  the  notice  of 
the  world.  The  eflFect  is  already  seen  in  the  largely  io- 
creased  foreign  demand  for  our  textile  fabrics  and  for  our 
other  products.  This  export  trade  has  assumed  propor- 
tions, and  is  increasing  with  a  rapidity  that  indicates  an 
extended  traffic  in  the  not-distant  future.  It  cannot  fail  to 
benefit  the  interests  of  Rhode  Island. 

Invitations  to  be  present  at  the  public  ceremonies  of  the 
exhibition  have  at  various  times  been  received  from  the 
Centennial  Commissioners,  and  on  several  occasions  I  have 
visited  Philadelphia  with  my  staff  for  this  purpose.  An 
opportunity  was  thus  had  ot  viewing  the  Rhode  Island 
exhibits.  The  industries  of  the  State  have,  with  one  or 
two  exceptions,  been  very  generally  represented,  and  have 
given  a  good  impression  of  the  intelligence  and  skill  of  our 
artisans.  Prominent  among  our  exhibits  was  the  Corliss 
Engine.  This  great  machine  was  completed  and  started  at 
the  time  agreed  upon  in  the  contract,  and  during  the  exhi- 
bition furnished  all  the  power  required  for  Machinery  Hall. 
It  was  a  triumph  of  engineering  and  mechanical  skill 
Rhode  Island  may  well  be  proud  that  so  important  a 
feature  of  the  exhibition  was  contributed  by  her  mechanics. 
Notwithstanding  the  small  size  of  the  State,  it  appears  from 
the  journal  of  the  Commission,  that  the  number  of  applica- 
tions for  space  from  Rhode  Island  was  two  hundred  and 
eighteen.  Only  seven  other  States  sent  a  greater  number 
of  applications  for  space  The  awards  to  American  -exhib- 
itors  are  not  as  yet  fully  completed,  but  the  best  informa- 
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tion  at  hand  indicates  that  Rhode  Island  exhibitors  have 
received  over  eighty  awards.  Our  citizens  may  well  con- 
gratulate themselves  that  the  products  of  the  State  have 
received  such  favorable  notice. 

Rhode  Island^  as  one  of  the  thirteen  original  States,  hav- 
ing been  invited  to  hold  a  reception  at  the  Centennial 
grounds,  I  appointed  the  first  week  in  October  as  Rhode 
Island  week,  and  Thursday,  October  5th,  as  the  reception 
day.  During  the  week  several  thousand  of  our  people  vis- 
ited the  exhibition.  On  Thursday  I  was  received  at  the 
grounds,  with  the  personal  and  general  staffs,  and  the  gen- 
eral officers  of  the  St^te  militia  with  their  staffs,  by  the' 
CeDtennial  Commission,  and  escorted  to  the  Rhode  Island 
State  building  at  George's  Hill.  Citizens  of  the  State  to 
the  number  of  eight  hundred  joined  the  procession.  The 
reception  at  the  State  building  was  successful,  and  fur- 
nished an  opportunity  for  a  pleasant  meeting  of  Rhode 
Islanders  and  their  descendants  from  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

The  Rhode  Island  State  building  was  erected  with  a 
part  of  the  fund  appropriated  by  the  last  legislature  for 
the  State  exhibit.  It  was  designed  as  an  head-quarters 
for  our  people  at  the  Centennial,  and  was  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose.  The  register  indicates  that  during  the  exhi- 
bition it  was  visited  by  about  sixteen  thousand  Rhode 
Lilandera 

The  hundredth  anniversary  of  our  independence  has 
been  most  appropriately  remembered.  Rhode  Island  has 
labored  to  do  her  part,  and  has  succeeded  in  placing  her 
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name  in  an  honorable  position  by  the  side  of  other  States 
of  much  larger  extent. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  do  not  consider  it  my  province,  and  it  is  certainly  not 
my  intention,  to  discuss  at  length,  in  a  Message  of  this 
kind,  the  condition  of  National  a£faii*s,  despite  their 
present  uncertainty. 

I  have  not  so  far,  lost  my  faith  in  the  intelligence,  patri- 
otism, and  respect  for  law,  of  the  American  people,  as  to 
anticipate  any  violent  rupture  of  our  Government  or  its 
institutions.  That  some  hot-headed  partisans  may  see  in 
the  very  close  results  of  the  Presidential  contest,  a  circum- 
stance that  may  lead  to  another  civil  war,  is  apparent  It 
is  equally  so,  that  the  solid  common  sense  of  the  mass  of 
our  people,  entirely  irrespective  of  party,  would  instantly 
crush  any  overt  act  in  this  direction. 

The  time  has  not  yet  come,  and  this  is  not  the  genera- 
tion, to  pull  down' the  Temple  of  Liberty  erected  by  our 
fathers.  I  think  I  can  answer  for  our  own  State,  limited 
as  she  is  in  numbers  and  influence^  that  no  such  attempt 
would  for  a  moment,  receive  the  support  of  any  considera- 
ble number  of  her  inhabitants. 

I  have  faith  that  the  representatives  of  the  people  having 
this  matter  in  charge,  will  succeed  in  adjusting  the  diflSi- 
culty.  Whoever  is  found  by  them  to  have  been  legally 
elected,  will  be  inaugurated,  and  receive  the  united  sup- 
port of  the  American  people. 
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The  cares  of  a  largely  increased  private  business,  will  com- 
pel me  to  devote  my  entire  time  in  other  directions,  after 
my  present  term  of  office  expires.  I  do  not  therefore  in- 
tend to  be  a  candidate  for  any  fiirther  political  honors. 

The  past  two  have  been  eventful  years  *n  our  history. 
They  have  covered  the  Centennial  celebrations  of  many  of 
the  most  important  events,  that  occurred  in  our  early  career 
as  a  nation,  and  have  necessarily  imposed  many  additional 
duties  upon  the  Executives  of  the  States. 

I  can  only  hope  that  my  efforts  to  worthily  represent 
my  fello'w  citizens  on  these  occasions,  have  met  with  their 
approval^  and  I  may  be  permitted  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  them  for  the  honors  conferred,  and  the  support 
they  have  accorded  me  during  my  official  career. 

HENRY  LIPPITT.

Whereas,  By  the  provisions  of  Chapters  577,  578  and  579  of  the  Public 
Laws,  sevendly  passed  on  the  14th  day  of  June,  1876,  certain  propositions 
of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  were  declared  approved,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  submission  to  the  electors,  were  severally  designated  as 
Article  V,  Article  VI,  and  Article  VII ;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Chapters  aforesaid,  the  said 
pr(^)06itions  of  amendment  were  duly  published  and  submitted  to  the  elec- 
tors for  their  approval  or  rejection,  at  meetings  of  the  electors  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  November,  1876,  and  the  ballots  on  said  propositions  given 
in  at  said  meeti^gs,  were  duly  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  by 
the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  counted,  with  the  following  result  Jviz. :

Sir: — ^I  haye  the  honor  to  report,  that  pursuant  to  jour  request  to  visit 
the  seyeral  institutions  where  heneficiaries  of  the  State  are  cared  for,  I 
haye  performed  that  duty,  and  submit  the  following  statement  as  the  result 
of  my  observations  : — 

Since  the  former  visits  made  by  me  at  your  request  to  the  State  institu- 
tions, very  few  changes  have  been  made.  ^  Experience  suggests  some  im- 
provements, but  the  general  plan  of  instruction  and  discipline  remains  the 
same. 

At  the  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Hartford,  the  follow- 
ing beneficiaries  from  this  State  were  in  attendance,  on  the  21st  of  Decem- 
ber last  : —

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None  of  the  beneficiaries  at  this  institution  have  been  discharged  during 
the  past  year.  One,  the  last  named  in  the  above  list,  was  appointed  during 
die  jear.  This  boy  has  made  marked  progress  since  entering  the  school, 
hftTing  learned  to  read  some  and  to  write  simple  sentences. 

The  others  are  continuing  to  make  satisfactory  progress.  At  my  request, 
ihey  have  written  letters  to  your  Excellency,  which  appear  on  the  face  to 
oe  what  was  intended,  original  compositions,  and  which  could  compare 
fafoiably  with  the  attainments  of  children  in  the  public  schools,  who  had 
been  under  instruction  no  greater  length  of  time.  These  beneficiaries  were 
sent  to  the  institution  without  previous  instruction  or  training  whatever, 
ud  have  studied  the  branches  usually  taught  in  the  lower  grades  of  schools. 
In  addition  to  these,  two  of  them  have  received  instruction  in  the  shoe  shop, 
two  in  the  cabinet  shop,  and  three  in  the  tailor's  shop,  connected  with  the 
tthool ;  and  judging  from  sx>ecimens  of  their  handiwork,  I  should  feel  con- 
fident of  their  becoming  self-supporting  on  leaving  the  school. 

Three  of  these  beneficiaries  have  been  at  the  school  the  time  allowed  by 
law.  They  are  recommended  by  their  teachers  for  continuance.  Some  ad- 
ditional instruction  will  be  needed  to  make  their  present  acquirements  ser- 
Ticeable  for  their  maintenance  and  self-support.  They  are  so  young,  and 
their  infirmity  is  so  great  a  disadvantage,  that  to  stop  at  the  present  point 
mi^t  result  in  their  losing  the  advantages  already  gained.  The  approval 
of  the  legislature  vrill  be  needed  for  the  continuance  of  these  beneficiaries. 

At  the  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts  Asyium  for  the  Blind,  in 
South  Boston,  there  were  in  attendance  on  the  3d  of  January  inst.,  the 
following  beneficiaries  from  tliis  State  : —

One  other,  who  is  under  appointment,  is  temporarily  absent  on  account 
of  ill  health. 

Of  the  beneficiaries  in  attendance  a  year  ago,  live  have  been  discharged, 
two  of  whom  will  be  able  to  support  themselves.  The  others,  being  feeble 
in  mind  and  body,  will  necessarily  be  objects  of  charity. 

Thoee  who  remain  in  the  school  are  among  tlie  best  of  the  inmates  of  the 
iBstittttion.    They  appear  intelligent  and  well-informed.    I  carefuUy  ex- 
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amined  the  record  of  their  conduct  and  scholarship,  and  found  some  of  them 
standing  at  the  head  of  their  respective  classes  in  a  portion  of  the  studies 
pursued  ;  and  very  rarely  in  any  study  was  any  beneficiary  of  the  Stale 
below  the  average  of  the  class  to  which  he  or  she  belonged.  The  girls  are 
also  instructed  in  household  work  ;  the  boys,  in  addition  to  the  studies  they 
pursue,  are  taught  the  trades  of  making  brooms  and  cane-seating  chairs. 
All  the  children,  who  show  any  aptitude  for  it,  are  taught  music,  and  with 
marked  success.  Some  of  the  beneficiaries  will  probably  earn  a  good  liveli- 
hood by  this  profession. 

At  the  Massachusetts  School  for  Idiotic  and  Feeble  Minded  Youth, 
located  in  South  Boston,  about  a  mile  from  the  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
this  State  had  in  attendance  on  the  third  of  January  inst. ,  three  beneficia- 
ries. One  of  these  has  made  some  progress,  can  read  and  write  a  little,  and 
can  do  some  simple  kinds  of  handiwork,  such  as  braiding  mats.  Of  the 
others,  one  is  a  boy  of  very  feeble  mind,  in  whose  case  there  is  not  much 
hope  of  improvement,  and  who  should  be  discontinued  at  an  early  day. 
The  third  is  a  little  girl,  who  has  been  placed  there  for  special  medical 
treatment.  A  short  time  will  determine  the  value  of  the  experiment.  In 
this  case  insanity  seems  to  be  the  form  of  development,  and  for  this  class  of 
cases  the  school  makes  no  provision.  It  is  a  very  pitiable  case,  and  one 
appealing  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  charitable,  but  having  no  claim 
upon  the  Executive  discretion. 

During  the  year,  this  institution,  and  that  for  the  blind,  have  sustained  a 
great  loss  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Howe,  the  founder  and  life-long 
friend  of  both.  Probab)y  no  man  living  has  labored  more  faithfully  and 
unselfishly  for  the  care  and  development  of  these  two  classes  of  unfortunates. 
His  philanthropical  labors  have  established  the  schools  on  sound  foundations, 
and,  under  the  care  of  their  able  officers  and  instructors,  they  will  continue 
to  do  the  very  beneficent  work  which  has  for  nearly  half  a  century  been 
the  mission  of  the  school  for  the  blind,  and  for  nearly  thirty  years  that  of 
the  school  for  the  feeble  minded. 

The  public  exhibitions,  given  during  the  last  January  session,  by  pupils 
from  the  American  Asylum  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  by  pupils  from  the 
institution  for  the  blind,  illustrated  the  character  of  the  work  pursued,  and 
the  success  attained.  The  interest  shown  by  the  large  audiences  present 
will  be  remembered;  and  if  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  the  legislature,  the 
officers  of  those  schools  have  expressed  their  readiness  to  give  other  exhibi- 
tions during  the  coming  session,  at  such  time  as  may  be  designated. 

In  addition  to  the  beneficiaries  above  named,  the  State  contributes  liber- 
ally for  the  indigent  insane  at  the  Butler  Hospital.  There  are  twenty  bene- 
ficiaries, who  each  receive  state  aid  to  the  amount  of  $100  per  annum;  the 
remainder  of  their  expense  being  paid  by  their  friends. 
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There  are  forty-four  city  or  town  paupers  at  the  same  institution.  Por 
the  support  of  these,  the  State  contributeb  $30  per  quarter  each,  the  city  or 
town  sending  them,  paying  the  balance  of  the  expense.  When  these  cases 
are  decided  to  be  incurable,  the  person  is  sent  to  tiie  State  Farm. 

The  commission  on  complaints  of  the  insane,  of  which  the  undersigned 
ia  one,  have  had  no  case  brought  to  their  knowledge  during  the  year  in 
which  there  was  any  reason  to  suspect  improper  treatment.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Simorahle  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  JRhode  leland, 
at  their  January  Sesnon^  A.  2>.  1877  : — 

The  Railroad  Commisgioner  has  the  honor  of  presenting  the 
fdlowiDg  report 

While  the  accidents  during  the  time  since  my  last  report  have 
materiallj  decreased,  in  number,  as  compared  with  former  years, 
the  proportion  of  fatal  cases  have  iDcreased. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  yarious  accidents  since 
Mayl: 

June  15.  ChabIjBS  Smith,  a  Swede,  was  found  injured  on  the 
track  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Company, 
near  Norwood  station.  He  was  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital, 
vhere  I  found  him  about  10  o'clock  A.  m.,  in  an  unconscious  state. 
He  remained  so  and  died  about  noon.  This  corporation  has  a 
double  track,  always  using  the  right  hand  one.  When  Mr.  Smith 
was  first  discovered,  about  4. 15  A.  M.,  he  was  laying  with  his  head 
80  dose  to  the  rail  of  the  easterly  track  (the  up  tiack),  that  the 
man  who  found  him,  hearing  a  train  coming  up,  moved  him,  in 
Older  that  the  train  might  pass  without  hitting  him.  The  last  train 
that  came  over  this  track,  was  nearly  two  hours  before  this.  If 
that  train  had  hit  him,  it  could  no^  have  left  him  in  the  position  in 
which  he  was  found.  If  that  train  had  flung  him  ofif,  some  marks 
would  have  been  discovered  on  the  ground,  and  some  one  on  the 
train  must  have  seen  him  ;  neither  could  he  have  been  left  by  the 
down  train,  on  the  other  track,  as  no  marks  could  be  found  there. 
He  was  a  man  of  intemperate  habits,  and  when  last  seen,  the  eve- 
ning before,  he  was  evidently  in  a  very  excited  state  of  mind.  My 
own  impressions  are,  that  he  received  his  injuries  by  either  jump- 
ing or  falling  from  the  bridge. 
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Jane  15.  Mrs.  Julia  A.  Ooldthwaits  was  almost  instantly 
killed,  near  Albion,  by  the  cars  of  the  Proyideuce  and  Worcester 
Bailroad  Company,  while  walking  upon  the  track.  All  the  em- 
ployfe  on  the  train,  properly  and  promptly  did  aU  they  could  to 
avoid  the  accident,  but,  in  my  judgment,  the  whole  cause  of  the 
accident  is  directly  chargeable  to  the  corporation  for  the  ill  arranged 
and  dangerous  location  of  their  station.  According  to  the  testimo- 
ny of  the  Station  Agent,  the  station  is  by  measurement,  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three  feet  from  the  carriage  road.  TVithin  the  enclos- 
ures of  the  Railroad  Corporation  are  a  double  track,  a  turnout,  and 
a  spur.  All,  or  nearly  all,  the  passengers  to  and  from  this  station, 
drive  on  to  the  carriage  road,  then  are  compelled  to  walk  this  three 
hundred  and  sixty-three  feet,  to  the  station.  The  heavy  baggage  is 
transported  on  barrows.  The  numerous  regular  passenger  and  freight 
trains,  in  addition  to  the  frequent  extra  trains,  which  their  laige 
business  compels  them  to  run,  renders  this  place  one  of  very  great 
danger.  I  had  called  their  attention  to  this  matter  over  a  year  pre- 
vious to  the  accident,  and  immediately  after  it,  I  renewed  the  siigges- 
tion  relative  to  a  new  location  for  their  station,  but  everything  now 
remains  the  same  as  before  the  accident  occurred. 

July  5.  Hbnby  Simikin,  injured  by  cars  of  the  Providence,  War- 
ren &  Bristol  Railroad  Company,  near  Ocean  Cottage,  while  stand- 
ing upon  the  track  talking  with  a  friend.  Owing  to  a  curve  in  the 
road,  neither  he  or  the  trainmen  could  see  each  other,  until  quite 
near  together.  Immediately  upon  being  seen,  the  whistle  was 
blown  and  the  air  brake  applied.  He  received  injuries  on  his  leg, 
and  also  on  his  arm.  He  was  promptly  conveyed  to  the  Rhode 
Island  Hospital,  and  although  he  remained  there  some  time,  and  I 
made  frequent  inquiries  about  him,  yet  immediately  upon  his  oom^ 
ing  out,  he  left  the  state  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  haying  a 
formal  investigation. 

July  21.  Nicholas  Rilet,  a  man  65  or  70  years  of  age,  was  in- 
stantly killed  near  Greenwich  station,  by  the  cars  c^  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Co.  This  man's  eyesight  was  very 
defective,  and  he  was  also  hard  of  hearing.  He  was  in  the  habit 
of  frequently  crossing  the  track  in  this  vicinity,  and  had  often 
been  cautioned  by  the  station  agent  to  take  care  of  himself  when 
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near  the  depot.  This  time  be  stood  near  the  track,  and  then  started 
to  cross  it  apparently  looking  down,  and  almost  directly  in  front  oi 
Ae  coming  shore  line  noon  express  train.  There  was  several  quite 
near  him,  some  of  whom  shouted  to  him,  but  as  the  train  was  so 
near  and  coming  so  fast,  none  could  help  him.  A  curve  in  the  road 
prevented  those  on  the  engine  from  seeing  him  until  they  were 
ahnost  on  to  him.  The  power  brake  was  promptly  applied,  but 
the  breast  beam  of  the  engine  hit  him,  and  killed  him.  The  bell 
was  ringing  at  the  time,  and  the  whistle  had  been  blown  but  a  few 
seconds  before  for  the  crossing. 

Ai^piBt  16.  Thomas  Cook,  killed  near  Lonsdale,  on  Providence 
and  Worcester  Railroad.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer,  he  was 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  off,  walking  between  the  two  tracks,  and 
gomg  the  Kame  direction  as  the  train  was.  He  was  then  in  a  safe 
position,  but  when  the  train  was  within  about  one  hundred  feet  of 
Mm,  without  looking  back,  he  stepped  directly  on  to  the  track  of 
the  coming  train.  The  whistle  was  immediately  blown,  promptly 
followed  by  the  signal  for  brakes,  and  the  engine  was  reversed,  but 
the  man  was  hit  and  instantly  killed. 

September  2.  Ann  Mubbat,  killed  near  Olneyville,  by  cars  of 
the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  while 
attempting  to  walk  across  the  track.  The  whistle  had  just  been 
blown  for  a  crossing,  and  the  bell  was  rung  at  the  same  place, 
which  wan  about  twenty-five  rods  from  the  place  of  accident 
The  woman  suddenly  appeared,  and  when  the  engineer  first  per- 
ceived her,  she  was  so  near  he  could  not  tell  whether  he  had  hit  her 
or  not  The  power  brake  was  instantly  applied,  but  the  accident 
was  inevitable. 

In  examining  the  surrounding  grounds  near  the  place  of  this 
icddent,  I  found  well  trodden  foot  paths,  and  well  worn  places 
on  the  fence  on  each  side,  unmistakably  showing  that  persons  fre- 
qnently  make  this  one  of  their  convenient  walking  places.  When 
I  considered,  that  within  these  fences,  there  were  two  tracks  of  the 
New  York.  Providence  &  Boston  Bailroad  Company,  and  one  each 
of  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  and  the  Providence  and 
Springfield  Railroad  Company  there,  with  such  a  large  number  of 
1%^  trains,   with  frequent  extra  trains,  running  at  almost  all 
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hours  of  the  day  and  night,  that  it  ^ould  be  utterly  imposdble  to 
know  the  time  when  trains  were  due,  that  I  recommended  the 
Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  in  connection 
with  the  other  corporation,  to  procure  painted  notices,  to  be  placed 
on  each  side  of  the  track,  informing  persons  of  danger,  and  forbid- 
ding them  entering  the  enclosure. 

October  14.  William  Heeney  was  slightly  injured,  near  the 
Gaspee  street  crossing,  Providence,  by  an  engine  of  the  Hartford, 
Providence  &  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  used  for  switching  in  the 
yard.  Mr.  Heeney  was  driving  in  a  wagon,  and  had  been  to  the 
freight  depot.  On  returning  from  the  depot,  his  attention  was 
attracted  by  some  work  going  on  near  by,  and  he  was  driving  in 
one  direction,  and  looking  in  an  opposite  one,  his  wagon  was  hit  by 
the  engine,  he  was  flung  out  and  injured.  The  engine  was  moving 
only  some  four  or  five  miles  per  hour ;  the  bell  had  been  ringing  for 
some  time,  and  was  ringing  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  and  the 
engineer  reversed  the  engine  as  soon  as  possible.  Mr.  Heeney  was 
carried  home  in  a  hack,  by  a  policeman,  to  whom  he  admitted  the 
accident  was  his  own  fault,  and  in  which  decision  I  fully  concur. 

September  27.  An  unknown  man  was  instantly  killed  on  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad,  near  the  slaughter  house,  in 
Providence.  When  first  seen,  he  was  walking  between  the  two 
tracks^  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  off,  going  same  direction  as  the 
train.  The  whistle  was  blown,  and  the  man  turned  twice  and 
looked  towards  the  coming  train,  and  then  stepped  one  side  where 
he  would  have  been  perfectly  safe.  He  then  jumped  over  on  to 
the  other  track  immediately  in  front  of  the  engine,  and  within 
twenty  or  thirty  feet  of  it.  He  dropped  a  bundle :  stopped  to  pick 
it  up,  was  hit  in  the  head,  and  was  instantly  killed.  The  whistle 
was  sounding  all  the  time  after  he  was  first  seen,  until  the  acci- 
dent, and  the  engine  was  reversed.  It  was  either  a  deliberate 
suicide,  or  the  result  of  the  grossest  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
man. 

November  16.  Fbakk  Loyell,  a  brakeman  in  the  employ,  of 
the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  was  instantly 
killed  between  Lonsdale  and  Ashton.  It  was  a  freight  train,  and 
when  he  was  last  seen  alive  by  either  of  the  employes,  he  was  at 
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his  post,  on  the  top  of  the  car.  He  had  before  been  seen  climbing 
from  the  door  of  the  freight  car  to  the  top,  by  help  of  a  rope,  when 
the  train  was  in  motion.  He  had  been  cautioned  against  it  and 
ako  been  informed  that  it  was  in  direct  violation  of  one  of  the  rules 
of  the  corporation.  As  a  piece  of  broken  rope  was  found  fastened 
to  the  top  of  the  oar,  it  is  presumed  that  his  life  was  lost  by  the 
breaking  of  the  rope.  The  car  did  not  belong  to  this  corporation  but 
eame  with  freight  from  another  line. 

November  23.  John  Sulmvan  was  fatally  injured  on  the 
Proyidence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Railroad,  in  East  Providence,  near 
the  Wilkes- Barre  Coal  Company  wharf.  It  was  a  freight  train,  and 
on  time,  and  as  it  was  moving  very  slow,  this  boy  and  one  other 
nn  along  by  the  side  of  it,  and  this  boy  caught  hold  of  the  side  of 
the  car,  fell  underneath  it,  and  some  of  the  wheels  went  over  one  of 
his  feet  There  has  for  a  long  time  been  a  very  conspicuous  painted 
Dotioe  near  the  place  of  the  accident  forbidding  boys  from  coming 
there.  The  train  was  stopped  as  soon  as  po^ible,  and  after  the 
accident,  this  corporation  did  for  him  all  they  could.  The  cause  of 
the  accident  rests  solely  on  the  fact  that  the  boy  was  where  he 
ought  not  to  be,  and  doing  what  he  had  no  right  to  do. 

November  23.  John  Fogbbtt,  a  boy,  was  injured  in  Cranston, 
OQ  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad  Company.  I  have 
made  great  efforts  in  regard  to  this  accident,  to  ascertain  just  how 
it  was  caused,  but  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  one  that  saw  it. 
This  was  a  freight  train,  and  was  standing  near  the  station,  and  the 
probabilities  are,  that  this  boy  attempted  to  go  between  the  cars, 
and  that  before  he  had  got  across  the  track,  the  train  started,  and 
the  wheel  went  over  one  of  his  feet. 

November  26.  John  Hjebnbt,  killed  near  the  slaughter  houses, 
in  North  Providence,  by  the  steamboat  train  of  the  Boston  and 
Providence  Railroad  Company.  When  firat  seen  by  the  engineer, 
he  was  only  about  one  hundred  feet  off,  laying  on  the  track.  Steam 
^asshut  off,  power  brake  applied,  train  stopped  as  soon  as  possible, 
bat  all  without  avail  The  train  was  nearly  on  time,  being  some 
two  or  three  minutes  late,  running  at  the  usual  speed,  and  the  head 
Kght  Wcis  lighted.  The  eveiiing  before  the  accident,  this  John 
Henry,  in  company  with  two  others,  drank  very  frec^uently  and  at 
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various  placea  This  drinking  commenced  in  the  evening,  and  was 
kept  np  all  night,  in  fact  his  companions  testified  to  being  ^tk 
him  up  to  nearly  4,  A.  ll,  and  the  accident  occurred  very  shortly 
after  that  time,  and  the  cause  of  it  can  be  very  properly  charged  to 
the  intoxication  of  the  man. 

One  other  quite  serious  accident  has  occurred  on  the  Providence, 
Warren  and  Bristol  Bailroad,  but  the  man  is  not  yet  able  to  attend 
to  his  business,  and  I  postponed  the  investigation  so  that  I  can  be 
able  to  have  the  testimony  of  the  man  himself.  One  other  acddent, 
on  the  Union  Railroad,  reported  December  27th,  the  investigation 
of  which  is  also  postponed. 

There  were  one  or  two  other  accidents  reported,  but  upon  inquir- 
ing into  the  cause  of  them,  I  did  not  deem  any  further  investigation 
necessary. 

This  closes  the  list  of  accidentB,  but  one  thing  is  very  noticeable 
in  regard  to  them.  In  my  last  January  report,  eleven  accidents  on 
the  Union  Railroad  were  reported,  one  of  which  was  fatal  and  sev- 
eral of  which  were  very  serious,  while  in  this  report,  oovering  the 
same  length  of  time,  with  a  material  addition  to  the  length  of  their 
track,  only  one  accident  is  reported.  In  my  last  report  I  stated, 
that  I  had  recommended  to  this  corporation,  to  place  a  notice  on 
each  end  of  each  car,  warning  people  not  to  enter,  or  leave  the  car 
by  the  front  platform,  and  also  not  to  allow  any  person  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  to  ride  in  the  car&  My  own  judgment  is,  that 
by  the  strict  enforcement  of  these  suggestions,  and  the  extraordinary 
care  and  caution  of  the  employes  of  this  corporation,  this  gratify- 
ing result  has  been  attained. 

I  now  submit  a  detailed  statement  of  the  business,  and  financial 
position  of  all  the  Railroad  Corporations,  with  a  recapitulation  of 
the  prominent  items  of  the  same,  with  a  corresponding  table  of  the 
previous  year.

WORK  FOR  THE  YEAR. 


NABBAQAl^SBTT   PIEB    RAILBOAD. 

This  road  was  completed  and  opened  for  travel  in  July  last,  and 
previous  to  the  opening  I  went  over  it,  and  gave  it  a  thorough  ex- 
amination. The  work  is  well  done,  and  the  masonry  unusually 
well.  There  are  severtd  bridges  on  the  road,  and  I  suggested  the 
lengthening  of  the  ties,  so  that  they  should  extend  eight  or  ten  feet 
oQtside  of  the  rails,  on  each  side,  and  that  an  additional  rail  should 
be  added  to  each  bridge,  to  be  placed  between  the  other  rails,  and 
aecorely  fastened  to  the  ties.  I  believe  this  would  materially  add 
to  the  safety  of  the  bridge,  and  would  be  almost  a  thorough  protec  - 
tion  against  a  train  going  off. 

This  road  has  some  of  the  most  dangerous  crossings  that  can  be 
found,  and  I  made  suggestions  in  regard  to  them. 

This  road  opens  up  another  portion  of  our  State,  hitherto  neglected 
by  railroad  facilities,  and  as  it  now  completes  an  unbroken  route, 
&om  the  great  cities  to  the  fashionable  summer  resort  of  Narragun- 
eett  Pier,  its  success  in  every  respect  is  almost  beyond  a  doubt. 

NSW  YOBK,  PBOYIDBNCE  AND  BOSTON  BAILBOAD  OOMPANT. 

This  corporation  has  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  $190,- 
979.61,  including  152,707.88  for  new  steel  rails,  and  for  purchase 
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of  new  rolling  stock  981,075,  and  for  repairs  of  the  same,  (42,- 
233.55.  They  charge  to  expense  accoont  $600,026.58,  and  to  con- 
struction account  $186,976.83,  the  last  item  including  new  rails, 
and  new  engine  and  cars. 

PBOYIDENGB  AND  WOBCESTER  BAILBOAD  OOMPANY. 

Superintendent  Hilton  writes, "  we  have  completed  the  stone  work 
connected  with  Branch  Avenue  bridge,  and  also  lengthened  the 
abutments  to  bridge  over  highway  near  Horton's  groy& 

The  piece  of  land  along  the  road  next  north  of  Branch  Avenae, 
known  as  the  Hartshorn  land,  we  have  commenced  to  utilize,  by 
laying  some  two  miles  of  sidings,  and  have  found  them  very  valua- 
uable  for  handling,  and  distributing  freight  consigned  to  Provi- 
dence. 

The  steady  increase  of  business  at  Valley  Falls,  the  junction  of 
our  main  line,  and  East  Providence  Branch,  has  received  attention 
by  the  addition  of  new  sidings  and  with  the  opening  of  the  load  to 
Franklin  there  will  be  additional  call  for  tracks  at  that  point. 

The  necessarv  track  has  been  laid  at  Lonsdale  to  connect  with 
the  new  road  built  by  the  Lonsdale  Company,  connecting  the  old 
village  with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad.  We  have  rebuilt  the 
bridge  in  Woonsocket  known  as  the  old  Maid's  bridge,  invdving 
the  reconstruction  of  the  abutments  throughout 

The  road  and  all  apurtenances  have  been  kept  up  in  good  work- 
ing order  ready  for  the  revival  of  business." 

They  have  expended  during  the  year  for  maintenance  of  way 
•181,257.28,  including  •18,900.07  for  new  steel  rails,  and  •10,637.02 
for  new  iron  rails,  and  for  purchase,  or  repairs  of  rolling  stock 
•126,10175,  including  one  new  locomotive,  one  new  passenger  mail 
and  baggage  car  combined,  and  new  freight  cars,  amounting  in  all 
to  921,140,  making  the  total  of  these  expenditures  $»07,359.0S,  of 
which  was  charged  to  expenses  •251,464.01,  and  to  construction 
account  •55,895.02. 

Boston  and  Providbnce  Railboad  Compaky. 

This  Corporation  has  expended  during  the  year  •96,253.83  for 
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poichase,  or  repairs  of  rolling  stock,  and  for  maintenance  of  way, 
indading  buildings,  1351,481.89.  Included  in  this  amount,  is  $58,- 
910.19  for  new  steel  rails,  $64,604.92  for  buildings,  $21,863.50  for 
aleepers,  $32,714.73  for  bridges.  These  total  expenditures  amount 
to  $447,785.72,  all  of  which  was  charged  directly  to  expenses. 

Habtfobd,  Pbovidbnge  and  Fishkill  Railboad  CoMPAiinr, 

HaTe  during  the  year  expended  $151,063.76  for  purchase,  or  re- 
pairs of  rolling  stock,  which  amount  includes  $44,950.36  for  new 
Tolling  stock,  and  for  maintenance  of  way  $234,601.04,  including 
156,587.40  for  new  steel  rails,  and  $25,919.69  for  stationa  These 
aggr^;ate  amounts  of  $385,664.80,  were  charged  to  Profit  and  Loss 
account 

They  have  extended  their  side  tracks  1  ^^  miles ;  haye  added 
to  their  equipment  two  new  locomotives,  twenty-six  freight  cars, 
two  baggage,  and  one  derrick  car. 

PBOYIDISrGE  Ain>  SPBmQEIELD  BAILBOAD  OOMPANY. 

During  the  year  have  expended  for  purchase  or  repairs  of  rolling 
8tock  $2,508.61,  and  for  maintenance  of  way  $42,900.50,  making 
an  aggregate  of  $45,409.11,  which  was  charged  to  expense& 

WABWIOK  BAILBOAD  OOHPAKY. 

Their  report  is  as  follows :  *'  Owing  to  the  non-payment  of  the  sub 
scribers  to  the  stock — leaving  no  money  in  the  treasury,  and  while 
the  operating  expenses  were  in  excess  of  the  receipts,  from  both  pas- 
BengeiB  and  freight,  it  was  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
discontinue  the  operating  of  the  road  on  the  31st  of  July,  1876. 

Operations  it  is  expected  will  be  resumed  when  the  negotiation 
for  compromise,  now  pending,  shall  have  been  completed  and  ful- 
filled. Had  the  stockholdeis  met  their  first  obligation,  and  paid  for 
their  stock  as  agreed  to  when  signed,  this  corporation  might  have 
been  in  strong  hands ;  its  line  completed  to  Cranston ;  the  road  fully 
equipped  lor  the  transport  of  coal,  passengers  and  freight  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  wiser  counsels  will  prevail,  and  that  the  subscribers 
vin  come  forward,  and  liquidate  their  just  obligations,  which  will 
place  the  road  in  a  condition  to  command  the  necessary  capital  for 
its  completion,  and  active  operations." 
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WOOD  BITES  BRANCH  BAILBOAD  COMPAli^Y. 

DurlDg  the  year  they  have  expended  for  purchase,  or  repairs  of 
rolling  Block  $274.28,  and  maintenance  of  way  $4,687.25,  making 
a  total  expenditure  of  $4,961.53,  which  was  charged  to  expenses. 

OLD  COLONY  RAILBOAD  COMPANY, 

Have  expended  for  purchase,  or  repairs  of  rolling  stock  $232,- 
641.57,  which  includes  four  new  locomotives  $30,490.01,  two  new 
passenger  cars  $9,887.01,  fourteen  new  merchandise  cars  $11,- 
765.00,  for  maintenance  of  way  $321,958.90,  including  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  tons  new  steel  rails,  and  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  tons  new  iron  rails,  costing  together  $69,699.57.  This  total 
amount  of  expenditures  of  $544,600.47,  was  all  charged  to  expenses. 

FBOYIDENCE,  WABBEN  AND  BBI8T0L  BAILBOAD. 

During  the  year  they  have  expended  for  purchase,  or  repairs  of 
rolling  stock  $21,240.87,  and  for  maintenance  of  way  $26,563.68, 
making  an  aggregate  of  $47,804.55,  all  of  which  was  charged  to 
expense& 

NEW  YOBK  AND  NEW  ENGLAND  BAILBOAD  COMPANY. 

This  corporation  has  expended  during  the  year  for  purchase,  or 
repairs  of  rolling  £tock  $151,806.47,  including  for  two  new  locomo- 
tives, nine  new  passenger  cars,  one  new  baggage,  and  ten  new 
freight  cars  $41,916.21,  and  for  maintenance  of  way  $218,040.62, 
making  total  expenditures  $369,847.09,  of  which  amount  $325,- 
508.72,  was  charged  to  expenses,  leaving  a  balance  of  $44,33837 
which  was  charged  to  Equipment  Account. 

UNION  BAILBOAD  COMPANY. 

During  the  year  they  have  added  three  and  one  half  miles  to 
their  track,  and  also  added  eight  new  cars,  and  teki  horses.  They 
have  expended  during  the  year  for  maintenance  of  way  $23,931.96, 
and  for  purchase  and  repairs  of  rolling  stock  $25,269.24,  making  sd 
aggregate  expenditure  of  $49,201.20,  all  of  which  was  charged  to 
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expenses,  except  the  amount  required  for  tke  purchase  of  the  new 
cais.  If  these  new  cars  are  required  for  the  additional  track  laid 
dnring  the  year,  their  division  of  the  charges  was  correct,  but  if 
these  cars  were  for  other  it>utes,  then  the  whole  aggregate  should 
have  been  charged  to  expenses. 

I  now  make  another  {classification  in  r^ard  to  the  expenditures 
of  these  ooporations,  because  these  accounts  are  variously  kept.  I 
am  aware  that  I  shall  lay  myself  open  to  criticism,  nevertheless  my 
views  being  so  entirely  different  from  the  views  of  some  of  the 
ooiporations,  I  now  proceed  to  place  them,  under  two  heads,  as 
follows :

I  classify  those  as  all  right,  because  each  of  those  corporations 
have  directly  charged  to  expenses,  all  their  ex]>enditures  of  the 
jear,  for  maintainance  of  way,  and  for  purchase,  or  repairs  of 
rolling  stock.  I  classify  those  as  all  wrong,  that  have  charged  any 
proportion  of  those  expenditures  either  to  construction,  or  to 
equipment  account.  When  a  road  is  thoroughly  completed  the 
construction  account  shows  the  cost  of  the  grading,  rails,  sleepers, 
bridges,  stations,  turnouts,  &c.,  and  the  equipment  account  shows 
the  cost  of  all  the  rolling  stock.  The  value  of  all  these,  except 
perhaps  the  investments  in  land,  necessarily  from  constant  use,  are 
daQy  depreciating  in  valua  These  accounts  are  all  allowed  to 
stand,  as  first  made  up,  and  this  being  so,  I  maintain  that  all  other 
expenditures  should  be  charged  to  expenses.  If  a  road  was 
chartered,  built  and  finished  from  Providence  to  Woonsocket, 
and  after  operating  it  for  some  time,  it  was  extended  to  Worcester, 
ia  that  case,  it  certainly  would  be  proper  to  add  both  to  con- 
straction  and  equipment  account  the  additional  expenditure,  but 
this  is  the  only  case  in  my  judgment,  when  such  charges  can  be

justifiable.  No  one  would  claim  that  repairs  made  to  replace  worn 
out  rails,  bridges  or  stations  ought  to  be  charged  to  construction^ 
and  I  cannot  see  why  expenditures  for  new  stations,  double  tracks, 
new  bridges,  new  cars  or  engines  should  be  charged  any  other  waj, 
because,  commencing  with  what  was  then  required, — all  these 
other  expenditures  are  either  to  replace  worn  out  material,  or  else 
the  natural  result  of  an  increased  businesa  I  regard  these  invest- 
ments somewhat  similar  to  the  fixtures  required  to  transact  other 
kinds  of  business.  Some  maintain  that  the  ordinary  repairs 
made  from  time  to  time  on  rolling  stock,  keeps  up  fully  the  origi- 
nal value  of  that  stock,  but  I  cannot  admit  it  Take  an  entirely 
new  car  that  has  been  in  use  for  a  few  months  only,  sell  it  to  day, 
and  it  must  be  sold  as  a  second  hand  car  and  priced  accordingly. 
Should  there  be  a  certain  per  centage  of  the  original  cost,  both  oi 
construction,  and  equipment  charged  to  expenses  each  year,  to 
equal  the  actual  depreciation  of  it,  then  perhaps  these  accounts 
might  be  increased  by  the  new  expenditures.  To  illustrate  still 
farther,  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Ca,  have  been  doing 
business  over  forty  years,  their  average  expenditures  per  year  for 
for  the  last  three  years  for  purchase,  or  repairs  of  rolling  stock 
has  been  $122,914.88,  and  for  maintainance  of  way,  including 
buildings,  $864,236.40.  Now  if  we  take  half  of  this  as  the 
average  for  the  past  forty  years,  leaving  out  the  amount  they 
originally  commenced  with  as  charged  these  two  accounts^  their 
construction  account  would  now  stand  $7,284,708.00  and  their 
equipment  account  at  $2,458,297.60,  thus  after  sinking  all 
the  amount  originally  invested,  these  accounts  would  represent 
nearly  double  the  amount  of  theur  capital  and  their  indebtedness. 
Sales  of  stock  made  on  this  basis,  would  show  a  wonderful  shrink- 
age should  the  road  be  foreclosed.  I  am  aware  that  in  some  years, 
direct  charges  to  expenses,  of  all  these  expenditures,  might  perhaps 
entirely  dispense  with  the  payment  of  dividends,  still  I  believe  that 
the  stockholders  would  be  better  satisfied,  because  they  would  then 
know  the  solid  basis,  and  actual  value  of  their  stock. 
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WORK  PROPOSED  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR. 

POlilTIAO  BBAKGH  BAILBOAD  GOMPAKT, 

Report  as  follows : 

^  CoDtracts  were  awarded,  and  work  of  grading  this  road  was 
commenced  November,  1875.  The  road  bed  is  nearly  completed, 
work  was  discontinued  waiting  to  arrange  proper  connections  with 
connecting  roada  As  soon  as  these  arrangements  are  completed, 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  complete  the  road." 

HOSHAS8XJ0K  VALLEY  BAILBOAD  COMPANY, 

Tepoit  as  follows : 

**•  The  road  is  nearly  completed  as  far  as  the  bleacheries  of  W. 
F.  &  F.  C.  Sayles,  and  they  are  receiving  their  freight  on  it. 

The  load  will  not  be  built,  at  present,  further  than  to  the  south 
line  of  the  branch  road,  so  called,  that  crosses  at  the  south  end  of 
Soott's  pond,  l^/\f  miles  from  the  point  where  it  intersects  with 
the  Providence  and  Worcester  road  at  Wood  Lawn  Station. 

We  expect  before  Spring,  to  run  a  passenger  car  over  the  road 
seyeral  times  a  day  to  connect  with  what  are  called  short  trains 
from  Valley  Falls  to  Providence." 


RHODE  IHLAND  Ain>  KASSACHITSBTTS  BAILBOAD  OOMPANY. 

They  report :  *'  This  road  is  to  run  fix)m  Valley  Falls,  R,  L,  to 
Franklin,  Mass.,  connecting  at  Valley  Falls  with  the  Providence 
and  Worcester  Railroad,  and  at  Franklin  with  the  New  England 
Raib-oad  Company.  The  distance  is  about  fourteen  miles,  about 
balf  of  which  is  in  Rhode  Island  and  the  remainder  in  Massachusetts. 

We  are  now  building  that  portion  in  Rhode  Island,  under  a  charter 
and  amendments  granted  by  the  general  assembly  of  this  State. 
About  one-third  of  the  grading  has  been  done,  but  the  time  for 
completion  of  the  road  will  depend  very  much  upon  the  severity  of 
the  weather  this  winter. 

The  amount  of  stock  subscribed  is  892  shared  of  $100  eacL  We 
We  not  proposed  to  issue  bonds  at  present 
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That  portion  of  the  road  in  Massachusetts  is  now  being  built  by 
a  Massachusetts  Company,  under  their  general  railroad  law. 

The  road  is  to  have  iron  rails.  The  number  of  stations  have  not 
yet  been  determined  upon.  There  are  no  bridges  in  Rhode  Island, 
but  there  will  be  about  three  hundred  feet  of  tressle  work.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  road  is  about  9100,000.'' 

NBWFOBT  HOBSB  BAILBOAD  COMPANY. 

This  road  has  not  yet  been  commenced,  and  I  should  judge  from 
the  best  information  that  I  can  obtain,  I  think  they  have  abandoned, 
at  least  for  the  present,  any  idea  of  building  it 

On  the  6th  of  September,  I  attended  a  meeting  in  Boston,  when 
there  were  present  most  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  New 
England  States,  and  the  representatives  of  a  few  of  the  railroad 
corporations. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  devise  a  plan,  whereby  a  uni- 
formity in  the  railroad  reports  of  the  various  States  might  be  made. 

This  certainly  would  be  very  desirable,  and  I  earnestly  hoped 
that  a  plan  might  be  deyised,  whereby  the  desired  end  would  be 
attained,  but  when  the  result  of  the  meeting  showed,  that  the  ac- 
cepted plan  would  require  the  printing  of  twenty-six  full  pages  of 
questions,  for  each  corporation  to  reply  to,  including  two  hundred 
and  sixty-three  questions,  many  of  which  necessarily  must  have 
extended  replies,  besides  requiring  a  transcript  of  the  balance  sheet 
of  each  corporation,  I  did  not  assent. 

I  do  not  consider  that  a  very  laige  proportion  of  the  information 
thus  sought  is  of  any  value,  either  to  the  public  or  the  corporations, 
and  the  only  object  to  be  attained,  is  the  gathering  and  compiling 
of  statistics  of  no  value  to  any  one. 

I  doubt  very  much,  whether  the  corporations  themselves  com- 
pare many  ot  the  details  of  their  own  statistics,  with  the  others,  or 
even  glance  at  them  after  their  completion,  and  the  very  size,  and 
extent  of  them  most  assuredly  would  drive  many  from  looking  at 
them,  even  if  they  were  desirous  of  obtaining  information  on  some 
particular  point 

The  United  States  bank  officials  in  obtaining  information  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  various  banks  of  the  country,  submit  to  each 
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banking  institution  a  series  of  twenty-two  questions,  and  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  in  gathering  information  relative  to  sundry  man- 
ufaGtoriog  corporations,  submits  a  series  of  eleven  questions,  both 
of  ivhich  are  considered  ample,  and  each  of  which  represent  a  huge 
capital,  and  a  vast  number  of  stockholdera  It  is  certainly  very 
unfortunate,  that  the  stockholders  of  our  New  England  railroad 
coiporationB,  should  be  deemed  so  incompetent  to  manage  their  own 
fands,  or  that  the  directors  and  superintendents  of  these  railroad 
corporations  should  be  classed  so  much  under  the  average  business 
ability  as  to  require  them  to  make  oath  to  the  correct  replies  of  two 
hundred  and  sixty-three  questions.  I  cannot  imagine,  whether  the 
iofonnation  thus  sought  for  on  such  an  extended  plan,  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  traveling  public,  that  they  might  know  the  probabili- 
ties of  recoyering  in  cases  of  accidents,  or  is  it  for  the  investing  pub- 
lic, who  after  having  waded  through  an  interminable  mass  of  sta- 
tistics and  understanding  but  a  very  small  portion  of  them,  or  is  it 
for  the  benefit  of  the  curious  public,  that  they  may  be  gratified  to 
know,  how  much  is  sought  for,  and  how  little  is  really  necessary. 

I.  propose,  and  desire  to  present  all  such  items  in  regard  to  each 
of  these  railroad  corporations,  as  in  my  judgment  wiU  be  of  general 
interest,  and  I  respectfully  submit,  that  the  thirty-three  questions 
which  I  propounded  to  these  corporations  do  contain  all  that  is 
desired 

Bj  my  non  assent  to  the  plans  and  questions  adopted,  the  rail- 
load  reports  of  this  State  will  not  be  in  conformity  with  those  of 
the  other  New  England  States,  and  while  I  have  not  the  least  ob- 
jection to  adopting  that  form,  as  far  as  the  labor  is  concerned,  I  will 
collect  and  collate  precisely  the  same  as  the  other  New  England 
States,  if  your  honorable  body  so  desire  it,  but  the  expenses  of  the 
publication  of  it  will  undoubtedly  be  more  than  ten  fold  the  pres- 
ent cost. 

On  the  20th  of  June  I  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Honor- 
able City  Council  of  the  City  of  Providence,  in  relative  to  a  grade 
croBsbg  at  Greenland  street,  in  the  north  part  of  the  City  of  Provi- 
dence. The  tracks  of  the  Boston  and  Providence,  and  Providence 
^  Worcester  Railroad  Companies,  each  crossed  this  street,  and  as 
looold  not  see 'the  least  particle  of  necessity,  for  having  the  cross- 
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ing,  I  petitioned  to  haye  the  street  closed.  After  yarious  meetings 
of  the  Committee,  and  the  necessaiy  delays,  the  yote  was  finallj 
passsed,  declaring  that  portion  of  Greenland  street  unnecessaiy  as 
a  highway,  and  the  following  day  I  had  both  sides  of  the  track  pro- 
tected by  a  substantial  fence,  and  now  haye  the  satisfaction  of  say- 
ing, there  is  one  dangerous  crossing  les& 

I  subsequently  addressed  the  same  body  relatiye  to  two  grade 
crossings  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  City,  where  a  double  track  of 
one  corporation,  and  a  single  track  of  two  others  cross  it  One  of 
them,  I  think,  might  be  closed  without  any  detriment  to  any  one, 
and  the  other  one  bridged,  the  expenses  of  which,  I  think,  should 
be  proportionately  borne,  by  the  City,  and  each  of  the  three  rail- 
road corporations. 

This  petition  was  referred  to  a  Committee  which  has  been  essen- 
tially changed  since  the  reception  of  the  petition,  but  I  propose  to 
renew  the  matter  inmiediately  alter  the  organization  of  the  new 
City  goyernment 

In  August  I  receiyed  an  appeal  from  the  Honorable  Town  Coun- 
cil of  Warren,  in  relation  to  two  grade  crossings  in  that  town.  I 
immediately  wrote  the  Superintendents  of  the  two  Railroad  Coipor- 
ations,  appointing  an  early  meeting  on  the  ground.  Preyious  to 
meeting  these  gentlemen  there,  I  examined  the  location,  and  was 
prepared  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Superintendents  imme- 
diately upon  meeting  theuL  The  result  was,  that  the  corporations 
filled  in  on  one  side  of  the  track,  upon  my  purchasing  for  them  a 
small  piece  of  land,  so  as  to  extend  and  widen  a  highway  upon  the 
side  of  the  track,  and  thereupon  the  grade  crossing  was  closed.  In 
regard  to  the  other  crossing,  I  suggested  that  the  highway  should 
be  made  under  the  track,  but  upon  a  careful  suryey  and  measure- 
ment, the  land  would  not  allow  it,  therefore  the  highway  was 
improved  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Honorable  Town 

Council. 

The  law  passed  at  the  last  Januaiy  session,  relatiye  to  carrying 
water  on  the  trains,  has  receiyed  the  unqualified  approval  of  the 
whole  traveling  public.  The  words  of  the  law  are,  "  carry  on  each 
passenger  car  a  suitable  quantity  of  good  drinking  water.'*  Imme- 
diately upon  the  passage  of  the  law,  I  had  it  printed^  and  forwarded 
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a  oop7  to  each  corporation.  At  the  same  time,  I  forwarded  a  circu- 
lar to  them,  giving  my  construction  of  the  law,  which,  in  regard  to 
water,  was  as  follows :  *^  That  water  shall  be  carried  through  ecLch 
tiain,  say  every  thirty  minutes,  when  the  running  time  is  over  an 
hour,  but  through  every  irain^  however  short  the  running  time  may 
bd"  This  plan  met  the  letter  of  the  law,  and  is  far  preferable  to 
having  tanks  of  water  kept  in  each  car,  because  it  is  a  difficult  mat- 
ter, for  ladies  and  children,  to  go  to  the  extreme  end  of  a  car  when 
the  train  is  in  motion,  to  say  nothing  of  finding  the  floor  wet  when 
they  get  there,  and  the  drinking  vessels  covered  with  cinders  and 
dost  By  having  the  water  carried  through,  the  drinking  vessels  are 
at  all  times  inviting,  and  all  other  objections  are  entirely  removed. 

The  subject  of  lighting  cars  is  one  that  is  receiving  the  earnest 
attention  of  our  prominent  railroad  corporations  l^hrough  our  whole 
oonntry.  Our  January  law  provides  that  nothing  except  gas  or 
candles  shall  be  used  in  this  State,  The  practical  results  of  using 
gas  show  that  some  very  serious  accidents  have  arisen  from  its  use, 
and  is  now  in  great  disfavor.  Corporations  that  have  used  it  are 
now  using  candles,  and  in  fact,  candles  are  now  generally  used  on 
the  most  important  roads  of  our  land.  Almost  everything  has 
been  tried,  no  one  thing  however  resulting  in  such  a  large  loss  of 
life  as  from  the  use  of  kerosene  oil,  and  I  hope  never  again  to  see 
the  time  when  it  c£n  be  used  in  our  State. 

The  adoption  of  candles  is  not  a  popular  one  with  some  of  our 

corporations,  on  account  of  their  cost,  and  I  have  heard  unfavorable 

eomments  on  their  use  by  some  of  the  travelling  public.    I  believe 

that  generally    these    complaints   come    from    those  passengers 

who  have  but  a  few  miles  to  travel,  while  invariably  those  who 

have  long  distances  to  travel,  especially  in  the  late  hours  of  the 

night,  approve  their  usa     The   opposition  to  their  use  seems  to 

oome  from  those  corporations,  who  I  believe  seeking  to  make  them 

unpopular,  use  but  two  candles  for  a  long  car.     This  of  course 

makes  a  very  dim  light,  altogether  too  little  to  read  by,  and  scarcely 

^ongh  to  discern  any  thing  by.    They  reluctantly  put  in  even  those 

two,  because  there  is  no  penalty  in  the  law  for  using  anything  else, 

»till  I  imagine  in  case  an  accident  should  occur,  which  might  have 

Wn  prevented  by  a  strict  compliance  with  the  law,  or  proof  con- 
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elusive  to  show  that  the  accident  was  aggravated  by  the  use  of 
something  else  except  gas,  or  candles,  that  the  co(rporation  would  DOt 
find  any  surplus  sympathy  at  the  hands  of  a  juiy. 

I  did  not  propose  to  carefully  examine  the  different  cars  to  ascer- 
tain the  quantity  of  light  they  had,  or  to  specially  invite  the  dis- 
satisfied travelers  to  send  a  protest  to  me  t^ainst  the  insuJOSdencj 
of  light,  but  should  those  protests  be  received,  I  think  the  present 
law  gives  me  ample  power  to  remedy  the  fault. 

If  I  had  preserved  all  the  notices  of  accidents  that  have  been 
caused  by  kerosene  oil  on  cars,  that  have  been  in  my  possession, 
the  number  would  be  perfectly  astounding.  Kerosene  oil  when  up 
to  the  standard,  is  a  safe  light  for  ordinary  purposes,  but  to  be  used 
^n  cars,  the  lamps  must  be  made  of  metal,  and  that  lamp  has  never 
yet  been  made,  th^t  will  remain  tight  against  the  constantly  jost- 
ling moving  of  the  car&  Glass  would  never  answer,  because  it  is 
so  easily  broken.  To  obtain  a  safe  light  we  must  be  prepared  to 
see  these  cars  overturned,  and  then  on  fire,  and  lamps  filled  with 
kerosene,  or  even  with  sperm  oil,  having  before  the  accident  satu- 
rated well  that  portion  of  the  floor  under  them,  now  break  and 
materially  add  fuel  to  the  flamea  I  therefore  most  earnestly  hope 
that  the  present  law  may  be  allowed  to  remain.  If  any  amend- 
ment is  to  be  made,  J  would  recommend  the  same  penalty  for  sec- 
tion 3,  as  is  now  a  part  of  section  2. 

The  matter  of  warming  cars  is  another  thing  that  engages  my 
serious  thoughts.  In  the  recent  fearful  accident  at  Ashtabula,  un- 
doubtedly by  far  the  largest  number  of  lives  were  lost  by  burning, 
than  fnim  all  other  causes  combined,  and  although  no  material  now 
known  used  for  stoves,  could  withstand  that  fearful  plunge  of  over 
seventy  feet,  on  to  the  rocks,  still  it  seems  to  me  that  we  should 
make  every  precaution  against  such  accidents  as  might  occur. 
These  stoves  should  be  made  materially  different  from  most  of  those 
now  in  use.  The  door  should  be  the  only  opening  in  them,  and 
that  should  be  fastened  by  a  lock  and  key.  It  should  be  firmly 
fastened  through  the  floor,  and  so  strongly  made  that  when  a  car  is 
overturned,  it  would  retain  its  position,  and  not  scatter  the  red  hat 
coals.  I  have  frequently  called  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
body  to  the  matter,  and  do  believe  that  legislation  is  necessary  on 
this  point  to  make  travelling  as  safe  as  possible. 
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The  only  suggestions  that  I  propose  now  tp  make,  are  upon  only 
two  matters,  and  are  almost  a  repetition  of  what  I  have  made 
befor&     The  first  is  in  relation  to 
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This  matter  I  have  given  my  earnest  attention  to  for  a  long  time 
past,  and  while  I  have  been  successful  in  many  instances  in  having 
crossings  dosed,  yet  new   ones  are  made  much  faster  than  I  can 
close  the  old  ones.    These  are  made  by  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Courts  for  the  lay  out  of  a  new  road,  and  they  have  not 
the  faintest  shadow  of  the  first  particle  of  authority  given  them  by 
the  laws  of  our  State,  by  the  Courts,  or  by  their  commissions  to 
grant  any  such  applications.     The  only  excuse  they  can  possibly 
render,  is  that  a  similar  authority  has  been  previously  exercised  by 
other  commissioners :  a  matter  of  precedence  only.     A  large  pro- 
portion of  these  crossings  are  entirely  unnecessary,  entirely  un- 
caUed  for,and  while  the  lives  of  the  travelling  public  areconstantiy 
placed  in  jeopardy  by  these  crossings,  it  seems  to  me  a  matter  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  legislation  should  be  promptly  made  to 
arrest  the  astounding  growth  of  these  crossinga     There  is  another 
source  of  evil  on  this  same  subject,  and  that  is  after  a  railroad  has 
been  located,  and  the  corporation  doing  business,  then  to  have  the 
various  Town  Councils  authorized  to  lay  out  new  roads,  crossing  at 
grade  these  railroad  tracks. 

In  the  first  place  this  is  an  act  of  great  importance  to  the  whole 
travelling  community,  who  would  view  it  in  altogether  a  different 
light,  from  what  the  members  of  a  Town  Council  would,  as  they 
would  be  looking  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  their  own  town. 
Second,  it  is  an  act  of  great  injustice  to  the  railroad  corporation. 
Their  right  of  way  had  already  been  secured,  and  had  they  known 
that  a  road  at  grade,  was  contemplated  across  their  tracks  they 
would  in  many  instances,  have  changed  their  location  in  preference 
to  having  it.  Again,  the  benefits,  and  advantages  of  the  highways 
are  exclusively  for  those  not  ti-avelling  on  the  railroad,  while  the 
whole  responsibility  and  liability,  in  case  oi  an  accident,  is  thrown 
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on  to  the  railroad  corporation,  and  finally  as  there  is  nothing  among 
us,  that  possesses  equal  danger  to  all,  that  a  grade  crossing  does, 
I  would  recommend  that  the  authority  to  lay  out  new  highways,  or 
private  crossings,  at  grade,  across  any  railroad  track,  shall  be  placed  i 
only  subject  to  the  decision  of  our  Courts,  when  due  notice  shall 
be  given,  and  all  parties  can  be  fully  represented  and  heard. 

The  other  remaining  suggestion  that  I  make,  is  prompt  legislation 
in  reference  to  stoves  used  in  cars.

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RHODE  ISLAKD  STATE  PRISON. 


The  Inspectord  of  the  State  Prison  present  their  report  for  the 
year  1876,  to  the  General  Assembly.  But  in  view  of  the  fact, 
that  the  work  of  building  the  new  Prison  will  doubtless  be  com- 
pleted before  the  end  of  another  year,  and  the  present  building 
will  pass  beyond  their  control,  they  have  thought  proper,  in  yield- 
ing their  trust,  to  prepare  a  brief  sketch  of  the  action  of  the  State, 
in  leference  to  the  provisions  made  for  the  imprisonment  of  offen- 
ders against  its  laws. 

The  building  now  occupied  is  of  comparatively  recent  construc- 
tion, and  the  system  of  which  it  is  the  exponent,  dates  back  less 
than  forty  years.  But  the  need  of  this  method  of  restraint  for 
ttioae  who  violate  law — as  manifest  within  the  limits  of  our  State 
—is  as  old  as  the  beginning  of  our  colonial  history.  It  was  found 
necessary,  at  the  very  start,  to  provide  a  place  of  confinement  for 
tlioee  who  could  not  live  at  peace  with  their  neighbors.  As  early 
as  the  Summer  of  1688,  the  town  of  Portsmouth  directed,  in  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  that  a  house  *^  for  a  Prison  con- 
taming  twelve  foote  in  length  and  tenn  foote  in  breadth  and  tenn 
foote  studd  be  forthwith  built  of  sufficient  strength. "  William 
Brenton  was  appointed  to  oversee  the  work.  It  was  finished  at 
aome  time  during  the  subsequent  Winter  or  Spring,  and  Henry 
Bull— chosen  town  Sergeant — ^was  appointed  keeper  On  the  28th 
of  February^  1689,  the  people  who  lived  on  the  southwest  part  of 
ttelsUnd  of  Aquidneck  formed  a  body  politic  by  themselves,  and 
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on  the  16th  of  March  following,  they  called  their  ^^  Plantation'\by 
the  name  of  Newport  Among  these  persons  was  Henry  Bull, 
^^  near  "  or  ^*  joyned  unto  "  whose  house  the  prison  had  been  built 
A  regular  organization  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  island  was 
effected  in  January,  1640,  the  ^^  Plantation"  at  the  other  end  of 
the  island  was  called  Portsmouth,  and  a  Governor,  Deputy  Goy- 
emor  and  other  officers  were  elected.  In  1643,  commissioners 
were  appointed  by  Parliament,  who  in  1647,  granted  a  patent  or 
charter  of  incorporation,  uniting  the  towns  of  Providence,  Ports- 
mouth and  Newport  The  town  of  Warwick  makes  its  first  record, 
imder  date  of  August  8, 1647,  although  there  seems  to  have  been 
some  organization  previous  to  this  time.  A  *^  General  Court  of 
Election  "  was  held  at  Warwick,  May  22d,  1649,  at  which  the 
general  officers  of  the  colony — now  the  colony  of  Providence 
Plantations — ^were  regularly  chosen.  At  this  session,  it  was 
ordered,  that  ^*  each  town  within  this  coUonie  shall  provide  a  prison 
with  a  chimneye  and  necessaries  for  any  offender  that  shall  be 
committed,  within  nine  months ;  and,  in  the  meanwhile,  it  was 
ordered  ^^  that  the  Prison  in  Newport " — doubtless  the  structure 
at  first  ordered — ^^  shall  be  the  coUonie  Prison  and  Richard  Knight 
shall  be  the  keeper  of  it "  This  was  afterwards  amended  by 
ordering  a  prison  for  Warwick,  and  a  cage  for  each  of  the  towns 
of  Providence  and  PortsmoutL  The  dissensions  which  arose 
between  the  northern  and  southern  towns  prevented  obedience  to 
the  order  directing  the  building  of  a  prison  in  each  place.  But 
upon  the  resumption  of  united  counsels,  the  subject  was  agitated 
anew.  In  the  session  of  March,  1656,  it  was  again  enacted,  that 
the  work  should  go  on,  and  the  20  th  of  September  was  fixed  as 
the  date  of  its  completion.  But  from  some  cause  not  sufficiently 
apparent,  no  prison  was  built. 

The  only  decisive  action  that  was  taken  in  the  premises  seems 
to  have  been  at  Newport,  where  the  town  ordered  the  construction 
of  a  new  building,  or  possibly  the  enlargement  of  the  old  one. 
Accordingly,  at  the  session  of  May,  1658,  "  the  Court,  fynding  by 
experience,ho  w  difficult  it  will  be  to  procure  two  prissons  according 
to  former  order,  as  alsoe  two  cages  &c. ;  and  alsoe  the  great  un- 
certainty and  difficulty  as  will  from  time  to  time  arise  in  the  using 
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gach  piissons  and  cages  for  want  of  sufficient  keepers ;  and  fur- 
thermore, taking  into  consideration  the  direct  and  absolute  way 
and  course  that  the  towne  of  Newport  have  lately  taken  for  the 
piQBent  farnishinge  the  prisson  in  their  towne,  which  prisson  is 
already  in  a  good  forwardness — upon  the  consideration  of  the 
afoiesayd,  the  Court  do  therefore  order  and  declare  that  the  sayd 
prisson  house  at  Newport,  accordingly  finished  as  the  sayd  towne 
baye  lately  agreed  to  doo,  shall  be  accounted  to  be  the  prisson  for 
the  occasions  that  may  arise  in  any  part  of  the  coUony  to  make 
use  of  the  same.  "  For  defraying  the  expense  of  building  the 
prison,  Providence  was  to  pay  thirty  pounds,  Warwick  twenty 
pounds,  and  Portsmouth  ten  pounds,  besides  what  it  had  already 
paid.  The  former  order  relating  to  the  construction  of  a  prison 
at  Warwick  and  cages  at  Providence  and  Portsmouth,  was  revoked. 
The  building  at  Newport  thus  became  the  Colony  Prison,  and  the 
General  Sergeant  was  to  ^^  take  care,  that  the  prison  be  not  voyd 
of  a  sufficient  keeper. "  The  town  of  Newport,  moreover,  was  to 
be  at  the  cost  of  keeping  the  building  in  repair,  Richard  Knight 
of  Newport,  was  the  General  Sergeant  for  that  year,  and  to  him 
the  care  of  the  prison  was  committed.  But  at  the  next  election, 
James  Rogers,  of  Newport  succeeded  to  the  place,  which  he  filled, 
by  annual  election,  till  his  decease  in  the  Autumn  of  1676,  when 
Thomas  Frye  was  chosen  to  the  office. 

Whether  Sergeant  Knight  or  Sergeant  Rogers  was  the  keeper 
of  the  prison  in  person  is  somewhat  doubtful,  for  on  the  accession 
of  Seigeant  Frye,  one  Robert  Taylor  is  recorded  as  keeper.  He 
is  deprived  of  his  office  by  special  vote  of  the  General  Assembly, 
It  the  May  session  of  1677,  and  Henry  Lilly  is  appointed  ^^  keeper 
of  his  Majesty's  Prison  or  Jail  in  Newport.  "  But  at  the  October 
session  of  the  same  year,  both  Sergeant  Frye  and  keeper  Lilly 
ue  found  among  the  grantees  of  the  tract  of  land  in  the  Narra- 
ganaett  country,  to  which  was  given  the  name  of  East  Greenwich. 
Mr  Frye  was  chosen  General  Sergeant  in  1678,  but  was  succeeded 
in  1679  by  Edmund  Calverly,  who  held  the  office  till  1681,  when 
Hr.  Frye  was  again  elected.  At  the  May  election  of  1682,  Mr. 
Oalrerly  was  once  more  chosen  to  the  office,  which  he  filled,  by 
siiocessive  elections,  until  1686,  when  the  colony  lost  its  indepen- 
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dent  goyemment  in  the  troublous  times  of  Dndlej,  Randoli^  and 
AndroB.  It  seems,  however,  that  CaLverly  was  continued  as  Jail- 
or. Upon  the  recovery  and  restoration  of  the  charter  of  166S, 
under  the  government  of  Henry  Bull,  now  *^  more  than  octogena- 
rian, "  Thomas  Ftye  was  elected  General  Sergeant,  and  held  the 
o£Sce  till  1691,  when  Charles  Tillinghast  was  chosen.  A  hiatus 
in  the  Colonial  Records  here  occurs,  and  when,  in  1696,  they  again 
appear,  Frye  is  found  as  a  deputy  from  East  Oreenwidi,  and 
the  office  of  General  Sergeant  is  lost  in  that  of  Sheriff,  to  which 
Captain  Thomas  Townsend  is  chosen. 

Calverly  does  not  seem  to  have  been  very  efficient  in  his  posi- 
tion. He  at  one  time  had  a  serious  trouble  with  the  Geneial 
Attorney,  John  Pocoke,  in  which  the  Assembly  judged  the  Ser« 
geant  to  be  wrong,but  excused  him,  as  his  negligence  of  dul^was 
**  not  through  wilfulness,  but  through  ignorance.  *'  He  also  per- 
mitted the  escape  of  some  ot  his  prisoners,  *^  by  leaving  the  prison 
doore  open,''  which  also  the  Assembly  excused,  in  part,  at  least— 
this  time  on  account  of  *^  his  poverty.  "  Sheriff  Townsend  also 
came  under  the  censure  of  the  Assembly,  for  allowing,  by  ^  con- 
nivance or  wilful  neglect,"  the  escape  of  a  prisoner  held  on  a 
charge  of  piracy.  He  did  not  get  off  so  easily  as  his  predecessor, 
for  the  matter  came  up  afterwards  in  the  Royal  Council,  and  was 
made  the  subject  of  special  investigation.  From  this  time  onward, 
the  Jail  at  Newport — ^until  1778  the  Colony  Prison — was  under 
the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  Newport  County,  annually  elected  at 
the  May  session  of  the  General  Assembly.*  At  the  June  session 
of  1729,  an  act  was  passed,  dividing  the  Colony  into  three  counties, 
Newport,  Providence,  (first  incorporated,  June,  1708,)  and  King's, 
and  at  the  May  session  of  1780,  sheriffs  of  these  counties  were 
chosen. 

*The  snccessors  of  Townsend,  while  the  Newport  Jail  continued  to  be  the  Colouj 
Prison,  were  Jireh  Bull  (1698-'99),  Thomts  Mallet  (1099-1703),  Francis  Pope  (170S-'05) 
WiUiam  Ooddington(1705'07),  Nicholas  Lang  (1707-'15),  WUliam  Ooddinfi^n(in0-'^)b 
Jahleel  Brenton  (1721-'38),  John  Ooddington  (1733-'38),  Jonathan  Nichols  (1738-'40), 
Thomas  Potter  (1740-'45),  Joseph  Scott  (1745-'46),  Peleg  Brown  (1746  '47),  Jossph 
Scott  (1747-'66),  George  Gardner  (1756-59),  Joseph  Wanton,  jr.  (1759-'eO).  George  Gard- 
ner (1760-'61)  Joseph  Wanton  (1761-'63),  Samuel  Brenton  (1763-65),  Joseph  Wanton 
(l765-'67).  Walter  Ohaloner(l767-'68),  Joseph  Wanton  (1768-'e9),  Walter  Chaloner 
(1769-75),  JahezGhamplin  (1775-'81). 
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Various  attempts  had  already  been  made  to  build  prisons  and 
jafls,  or  cages,  in  different  parts  of  the  colony.  The  General 
Aflsembly,  June,  1663,  ordered  a  cage  to  be  built  at  Warwick, 
with  the  necessary  accompaniment  of  a  pair  of  stocks.  In 
June,  1686,  the  Boyal  Commissioners,  (having  taken  the  power 
from  the  Colonial  Govemment  and  established  a  new  Proy- 
ince  in  the  Narragansett  country,)  ordered  a  prison  to  be 
biult  and  stocks  erected  at  Rochester,  [Kingstown,]  and  ap- 
pointed Daniel  Vernon  marshal  of  the  Province  and  keeper  of 
the  prison.  The  expense  of  this  erection  was  to  be  defrayed  by 
seizmg  thirty  wild  or  unmarked  horses,  and  selling  them  under 
the  direction  of  the  justices  of  the  peace.  In  November,  1695, 
the  General  Assembly,  ^^  sensible  of  the  want  of  a  prison  upon 
the  main  land,'' — ^by  which  it  would  seem  that  the  order  of  the 
Conmiissioners  had  not  been  obeyed — directed  a  prison  to  be 
built  in  Providence,  at  the  expense  of  the  town.  It  is  doubtful, 
indeed,  if  either  structure  was  built,  for  the  authority  which  the 
Affiembly  exercised  over  the  towns  was  not  of  a  veiy  strin- 
gent kind.  Judge  Staples,  in  his  Annals  of  Providence,  tells  the 
itoiy :  **  At  a  town  meeting  in  February,  1696,  the  town  agreed 
to  erect  a  jail  'near  the  water's  side,  next  Gideon  Crawford's  ware- 
home,'  The  prison  was  to  be  ten  feet  by  twelve.  Judging  from 
the  contentious  spirit  manifested  in  their  town  meetings,  one 
eurnot  imagine  that  a  prison  of  these  dimensions  afforded  very 
imple  and  roomy  accommodations  for  such  a  community.  At 
ihe  April  town  meeting,  the  town  voted  to  change  the  location, 
bnt,  says  the  record,  '  whilst  the  matter  was  in  propagating  by  the 
town,  obstruction  was  made  by  Samuel  Windsor  against  the 
nme,  thereby  raising  such  a  tumult  among  the  people  that  the 
moderator  was  put  upon  to  dissolve  the  meeting.'  "  And  thus 
ended  the  matter  for  the  time.  The  jail  of  Newport  was  evi- 
dently the  only  building  worthy  the  name,  and  this  was  found  to 
be  insecure  and  insufficient. 

Accordingly,  at  the  May  session  of  1702,  the  Assembly  ordered 

that  the  ^^  Governor  and  Council,  or  any  four  of  them,  shall  have 

^  power  to  cause  to  be  erected  in  the  town  of  Newport,  a  good 

ind  sufficient  jail,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  fiilly  completed 

s 
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and  finished,  as  they  in  their  wisdom  shall  see  meet."  To  meet 
the  expense  of  this  building,  the  government  did  not  resort  to 
the  doubtful  expedient  of  catching  and  selling  wild  horses,  or 
possibly  the  equally  doubtful  one  of  assessing  the  town  treasury, 
but  wisely  directed  the  Governor  and  Council  **to  take  and 
receive  from  the  general  treasury  of  the  colony,  so  much  as  shall  be 
sufBcient  to  finish  and  complete  said  jail."  At  the  February  ses- 
sion, 1703,  a  tax  was  levied  to  pay  sundry  expenses  of  the  colony, 
among  which  was  the  sum  of  £150,  ^*  for  the  building  a  jail"  At 
the  April  session  of  the  same  year,  the  work  on  the  jail  is  spoken 
of  as  repairs.  There  had,  however,  been  bmlt  at  Providence,  in 
1698-'99,  a  prison  of  some  kind,  but  that  it  was  at  all  suited  to  its 
purpose  is  hardly  to  be  supposed.  Its  cost  is  stated  to  be  X21, 
178.,  exclusive  of  the  locks.  It  had  but  a  short  existence,  for  it 
was  burnt  before  February,  1705.  At  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  held  at  that  time,  Joseph  Latham  and  John  Scott  aie 
declared  to  be  bound  to  buHd  a  jcul  at  Providence,  ^'  in  as  good 
manner  as  that  was  that  was  burnt."  But  the  Assembly  were  to 
judge  whether  they  were  to  be  allowed  to  do  it,  or  pay  X83. 
The  latter  course  was  decided  upon,  and  the  two  men  were 
ordered  to  pay  the  money,  of  which  £S0  were  appropriated  to 
buUd  a  new  jail.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been  bmlt  on  the  west  side 
of  Benefit  street,  nearly  opposite  the  old  Grammar  School  House 
in  that  district.  It  was  not  a  building  large  enough  for  a  colonial 
prison.  Newport  was  then  the  chief  town  in  the  colony,  with  a 
population  nearly  twice  as  large  as  Providence,  and  was  the  place 
where  most  of  the  business,  criminal  and  otherwise,  was 
dispatched.  Its  jail  was  estimated  at  JC150,  and  within  its  walls, 
**  pirates  "  and  *^  privateersmen  "  from  abroad,  as  well  as  domestic 
offenders,  found  a  temporary,  and  not  always  a  secure,  habitation. 
Whatever  was  done  at  the  Newport  jail  in  1702-'08  must  have 
been  of  an  imperfect  character.  It  was  doubtless  found  difficult 
to  raise  the  needful  money,  and  the  building  was  kept  along  from 
year  to  year,  with  only  sufficient  repairing  to  make  it  barely 
habitable.  For  at  the  June  session  of  1714,  the  sheriff. protested 
against  its  condition,  and  the  Deputy  Governor,  Major  Nathaniel 
Sheffield,  and  Col.  William  Wanton,  were  appointed  a  committee 
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to  consider  the  subject  and  decide  what  was  best  to  be  done.  At 
the  June  session  of  1715,  the  subject  came  up  again  for  considera- 
tion, and  His  Majesty^s  jail  was  declared  to  be  in  *^  ruinous  con- 
dition, and  daily  growing  worse,"  There  was  ^'  no  securing  any 
peraon  who  was  there  committed — the  which "  it  was  thought 
might  *^  prove  to  the  imspeakable  loss  of  creditors,"  and  would 
'^gieaUy  encourage  malefactors."  The  keeper's  house,  also,  was 
''not  tenantable."  It  was  therefore  enacted,  that  **  Lieut.  CoL 
John  Wanton  and  Mr.  John  Odlin  be  a  committee  to  repair, 
rebuild,  augment  and  enlarge  the  house  and  jail  aforesaid,  so  as 
to  make  it  substantial  and  firm,  and  fit  for  the  use  intended." 
They  were  also  **  to  bmld  or  cause  to  be  built  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient yard,  adjoining  and  contiguous  "to  the  jail ;  and,  as  before, 
the  ^*  charges  were  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  treasury."  At 
thb  time  Elzekiel  Bull  is  mentioned  as  keeper.  At  the  July  ses- 
sion of  the  same  year,  an  act  was  passed  emitting  JC  80,000  in  bills 
of  credit,  and  the  necessary  funds  having  been  thus  secured,  the 
long  desired  object  was  at  last  attained.  It  was  easier  to  print 
money  than  to  catch  wild  horses.  At  the  June  session  of  1717, 
Messrs.  Wanton  and  Odlin  presented  their  accounts.  The  cost  of 
building  the  jail  was  £426, 19s.  5d.,  and  the  two  gentlemen  were 
allowed  £S  each  for  their  services.  The  addition  to  the  yard,  if 
made  at  this  time,  was  not  paid  for  till  1728,  when  the  sum  of 
420  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Newport  having  become 
**  metropolitan,"  now  had  a  jail  corresponding  to  its  consequence, 
and,  while  the  towns  on  the  main  land  were  permitted — as  in 
1725— to  '*  build  and  erect  a  house  of  correction  "  and  *^  a  small 
jail''  in  addition,  if  they  were  so  disposed,  it  was  yet  especially 
enacted,  that  ^'  all  offenders  "  who  were  to  be  brought  to  trial, 
should  not  be  kept  in  these  places  ^^  longer  than  till  they  "  could  be 
"  conveniently  transported  to  Newport  Jail." 

But  when  the  Counties  were  established,  in  1729,  it  became 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  more  speedy  and  convenient  trial  of 
offenders,  and  the  court-house  and  jail  became  needful  structures. 
Those  for  King's  county  were  ordered  to  "  be  set  upon  the  lull " — 
Tower  Hill — "  near  Robert  Case's  dwelling  house  in  South  Bangs- 
town."  In  1731,  Major  WiUiam  Smith  seems  to  have  been  engaged 
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in  building  a  ^*  county  court-house  and  jail  in  Proyidence,"  for 
which  he  received  the  sum  of  £664,  9s.  But  the  latter  structaie 
must  have  been  of  little  value  or  importance,  for  in  January,  1733, 
it  was  found  that  Providence  Comity  required  that  a  new  jail 
should  be  built  The  buUding  which  had  been  used  for  the  pur- 
pose,  and  the  land  which  belonged  to  it,  were  to  be  sold,  aud 
the  amount  thug  obtained  was  to  be  applied,  ^*  as  far  as  it  would 
go,"  to  the  new  structure.  It  was  suggested,  that  possibly  some 
public  spirited  citizens  would  give  a  lot  of  land  near  the  county- 
house  for  the  purpose.  But  at  all  events,  a  new  jail  was  to  be 
buUt,  ^^in  some  suitable  and  convenient  place  in  Providence,  of 
the  same  bigness  of  that  in  King's  Comity."  Col.  Nicholas  Pow- 
er, John  Angell,  Jr.,  and  Daniel  Abbott,  sheriff  of  the  county, 
were  appointed  to  carry  on  and  finish  the  work.  A  piece  of 
land  was  bought  on  the  north  side  of  wh^t  is  now  called  Meeting 
street—  giving  to  that  thoit)ughfare  the  name  of  Jail  Lane.  But 
this  was  only  a  temporary  structure.  The  stirring  events  which 
soon  followed — the  Spanish  war,  the  war  with  France,  the  cap- 
ture of  Louisburg,  the  invasion  of  Canada,  and  the  like— drew 
public  attention  to  matters  outside  the  colony  limits.  In  the 
meantime,  paper  money  had  increased  in  volume  to  an  enormous 
extent,  and,  in  1758,  the  General  Assembly  was  ready  to  set  about 
the  matter  of  the  new  Jail  in  Providence  in  earnest.  By  an  hp- 
propriation  of  £1000,  in  June,  followed  in  October  by  an  addi- 
tional sum  to  an  equal  amount,  the  prosecution  of  the  work  was 
assured.  The  old  building  and  land  on  which  it  stood  were  to  be 
sold,  and  the  new  jail  was  finally  built  under  the  direction  of 
Messrs.  Daniel  Jenckes  and  Elisha  Brown.  The  proprietors  of 
Providence  gave  the  lot  of  land,  on  which  it  stood — ^^  a  lot  adjoin- 
ing the  cove  and  west  of  the  lot  on  which  the  court-house  now 
stands." 

Possibly,  the  action  taken  in  King's  County  may  have  stimu- 
lated the  people  of  Providence  to  move  more  effectively  in  this 
matter.  In  February,  1752,  the  citizens  of  South  Kingstown  and 
others  interested  iu  the  subject,  decided  that  the  court-house 
and  jail  on  Tower  Hill  had  gone  to  decay, — '*  being  miserably 
built  at  first," — and  would  be  a  perpetual  tax  upon  the  people  to 
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"keep  ihem  fit  for  use ;"  that  they  were  in  an  inconvenient  posi- 
tion, and  that  new  buildings  were  imperatively  necessary.  Messrs. 
Elisha  Reynolds,  William  Potter  and  Latham  Clarke,  stood  ready 
to  giye  the  land  and  erect  the  buUdings  at  their  own  cost,  pro- 
Yided  they  were  placed  on  Little  Rest  Hill,  nearer  the  centre  of 
the  couDty.  The  Tower  Hill  people  protested,  but  the  offer  was 
too  generous  to  be  declined,  and  the  ^^  court-house,  jail  and  jail 
house  "were  ordered  to  be  built— the  three  gentlemen  giving 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  £20,000  for  the  ^^performance  of  the 
conditions,"  and  agreeing  to  complete  the  work  in  a  year's  time. 
The  colony  had  by  this  time  been  divided  into  five  counties.  The 
County  of  Bristol  had  been  incorporated  in  February,  1747,  and 
the  County  of  Kent  in  June,  1750.  Court-houses  and  jails  fol- 
lowed as  a  matter  of  course — those  in  the  latter  county  having 
been  built  by  the  free  contributions  of  the  people,  but  aided  in 
iheir  "  furnishing  "  by  a  lottery.  The  King's  County  Jail,  with- 
out doubt,  served  well  for  a  time  the  purpose  of  its  erection.  But 
on  the  night  of  October  S,  1770,  a  successful  attack  was  made 
upon  it  from  without,  by  persons  in  disguise,  who  broke  it  open 
and  liberated  four  prisoners.  One  of  these,  Samuel  Casey, 
was  mider  sentence  for  counterfeiting.  Another,  by  a  curi- 
ous coincidence,  bore  the  name  of  Elisha  Reynold&  They  all 
made  good  their  escape,  fleeing  upon  horses — ^which  seem  to  have 
pbiyed  a  somewhat  prominent  part  in  the  history  of  this  jail.  The 
court-house  required  rebuilding  in  1774-'76. 

The  jail  at  Newport  was  also  falling  out  of  repair,  and  it  was 
accordingly  decided  at  the  October  session  of  the  year  1771,  to  sell 
the  ^'  old  prison  house,"  and  to  build  anew  in  the  place  best  suited 
to  the  purpose.  Messrs.  Oliver  R.  Warner,  Thomas  Freebody, 
Walter  Chaloner,  Job  Bennett  and  John  Wanton,  were  appointed 
a  Conunittee,  with  full  power  to  act  in  the  premibos.  The  new 
structure  was  to  be  38  feet  wide  and  not  exceeding  45  feet  in 
length.  The  jail  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  colonial  govern- 
ment during  the  occupation  of  the  town  by  the  British  forces, 
from  December  8, 1776,  to  October  25,  1779.  It  was  used,  in  con- 
nection with  prison-ships  anchored  in  the  harbor,  for  the  confine- 
ment of  prisoners  of  war.     Offenders  against  the  colonial  laws  were 
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distributed  among  the  jails  of  the  other  counties.  In  the  Autumn  of 
1778,  the  jail  at  Bristol  was  burnt  in  a  bombardment  of  that  towD 
by  the  British  forces,  and  in  December  of  the  same  year,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  ordered  that  the  sheriflGs  of  Newport  and  Bristol 
counties  should  deliver  their  prisoners  to  the  custody  of  the  sheii£b 
of  Providence  County,  to  be  kept  in  the  Providence  Jail.  From 
that  time  imtil  1889,  this  jail  was  the  place  of  confinement  for  the 
chief  offenders  in  the  State,  and  thus  belongs  to  the  history  of  the 
State  Prison.*  The  British  occupation  of  Newport  was  destruc- 
tive to  its  prosperty.  The  inhabitants  were  left  in  great  poverty 
and  distress.  "  Hundreds  of  buildings  had  been  destroyed,  the  ves- 
sels and  wharves  had  gone  to  decay  altogether.  The  war  had  de- 
stroyed" the  town,  ^^  and  taken  from  its  population  the  means  of 
rebuilding  it."  Thereafter,  Newport  lost,  in  a  measure  its  metro- 
politan position  in  domestic  afiG&irs,  as  also  its  foreign  trade,  and 
Providence  soon  began  to  assume  the  controlling  place  in  all  aflEeurB 
of  State. 

Durilig  the  Revolution,  the  jail  in  Kent  County  required  some 
repairs,  which  were  made  in  the  autumn  of  1779.  At  the  October 
session  of  1781,  the  name  of  Kings  County  was  changed  to  Wash- 
ington, '*  in  perpetual  and  grateful  remembrance  of  the  eminent 
and  most  distinguished  services  and  heroic  actions  of  the  illustri- 
ous commander-in-chief  of  the  forces  of  the  United  Statea"  Had 
the  County  of  Kent  received  the  name  of  Greene  at  the  same  time, 
it  would  have  been  a  grateful  and  appropriate  act  of  commemora- 
tion of  Rhode  Island's  own  distinguished  son.  Washington  County 
required  a  new  jail.  At  the  March  session  of  1789,  a  comsuttee 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Rowse  J.  Helme,  Samuel  J. 
Potter,  John  Gardner,  and  Rowland  Brown,  to  find  a  suitable  lot 
on  Little  Rest  Hill,  and  to  report  plans  and  estimates.    The  Com* 

*A  list  of  the  Sher  ifs  of  ProyJdence  Count j,  from  1778  to  the  time  of  bnilding  the

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mittee  reported  at  the  January  Session  of  1790,  that  they  had 
**  contracted  with  Col.  Thomas  Potter  for  a  suitable  lot  of  land  on 
the  south  side  of  the  road  opposite  the  old  jail."  They  also  sub- 
mitted plans.  Messrs.  Samuel  J.  Potter,  Jonathan  J.  Hazard, 
and  Rowland  Brown  were  appointed  to  purchase  the  lot  and  build 
thereon  a  jail  two  stories  in  height  and  ^'  of  the  dimensions  of  forty 
feet  by  thirty-two."  "  Two  thousand  one  hundred  pounds  in  bills 
of  credit "  were  appropriated  for  the  ^^  purposes  aforesaid."  This 
jful  was  finished  in  1798,  and  cost  £694,  7s.  10  8  4d.— of  which 
£90  were  paid  for  superintendence.  Rhode  Island  became  an  in- 
t^ral  part  of  the  Federal  Union  in  the  Spring  of  1790,  and  at  the 
September  session  of  that  year,  an  act  was  passed  allowing  the 
use  of  the  county  jails  to  the  United  States,  for  the  imprisonment 
of  offenders  against  the  national  laws,  **  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
per  month  for  each  prisoner."  In  the  Spring  of  1782,  some  re- 
paiis  were  made  upon  the  jail  in  Providence,  of  which  at  this  time 
Jeflse  Whitmore  is  recorded  as  keeper.  This  building  continued 
in  use  till  1799. 

When  the  State  government  had  become  fairly  established, 
th^e  began  to  be  some  question  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  State  Prison. 
Up  to  the  time  of  the  occupation  of  Newport  by  the  British 
forces,  the  jail  in  that  town  had  been  the  Colonial  Prison,  as  has 
already  been  stated.  But  that  arraDgement  could  no  longer  con- 
tinne.  In  December,  1778,  the  Providence  Jail,  as  has  been  said, 
became  the  principal  jail  in  the  Colony.  The  common  punishments 
in  Yogue  at  this  date,  were  flogging,  confinement  in  the  pillory 
and  stocks,  branding,  fine  and  imprisonment  for  periods  of  com- 
paratively short  duration.  The  death  penalty  was  inflicted  by 
the  code  of  1647,  for  the  crimes  of  "  high  treason,  murder,  petit 
treason,  manslaughter,  witchcraft,  burglary,  robbery,  arson,  rape, 
and  the  crimes  against  nature."  In  the  revision  of  the  laws  which 
was  made  in  1718,  arson  and  rape  were  omitted  from  the  list  of 
capital  crimes.  In  1767,  witchcraft  was  omitted.  In  the  digest 
of  1797,  according  to  Judge  Staples's  enumeration,  arson  and  rape 
were  again  added  to  the  list,  and  high  treason,  petit  treason,  and 
the  crimes  against  nature  were  taken  from  it.  From  that  time  till 
1838  the  list  remained  unaltered.     But  in  January  of  that  year. 
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**  imprisonment  was  substituted  for  the  death  penalty  for  all 
crimes  except  murder  and  arson."  The  latter  was  punishable  by 
death  or  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  In  Janu- 
ary,  1852,  capital  punishment  was  abolished,  and  the  penalty  for 
murder  was  imprisonment  for  life.  In  the  revision  of  1872,  the 
death  penalty  was  affixed  to  murder  committed  by  one  **  under 
sentence  of  imprisonment  for  life." 

The  gradual  mitigation  of  the  criminal  code  was  due  mainly  to 
the  increased  attention  given  to  the  subject  of  prison  discipline,  both 
in  this  country,  and  in  Europe,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  last  cen- 
tury. The  custom  of  infiUcting  cruelties,  torture,  mutilation  and 
de^th,  was  found  to  be  ineffectual  for  the  prevention  of  crime. 
Imprisonment  came  to  be  regarded  as  a  punishment  in  itself,  and 
it  began  to  be  thought,  that,  under  proper  regulations  as  to  labor 
and  discipline,  there  might  be  some  hope  even  for  the  reforma- 
tion of  the  offender.  But  the  jails  and  prisons  everywhere  were 
in  wretched  condition.  No  labor  was  provided,  prisoners  were 
crowded  into  the  cells,  the  buildings  were  comfortless  and  inse- 
cure, and  the  entire  system  of  treating  criminals  was,  in  fact,  if 
not  in  design,  directed  to  making  them  worse  than  they  had  been 
before.  Within  our  own  limits,  as  has  been  set  forth,  it  was  neces- 
sary, at  short  intervals,  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  structures,  used  for 
puiposes  of  imprisonment,  in  the  different  counties.  Besides,  it 
was  easier  to  whip,  brand  or  hang  a  man,  than  to  take  care  of  him 
in  jaiL 

Judge  Staples,  writing  as  late  as  1858,  speaks  thus :  **  In  the 
county  jails  no  means  are  provided  by  the  State,  and  no  pains  taken 
to  reform  criminals.  In  only  one  [Providence]  are  the  inmates 
obliged  to  labor.  In  all  others,  they  are  left  to  brood  over  their 
fancied  wrongs,  and  to  plan  deeper  schemes  of  villainy."  The 
condition  of  things  half  a  century  before  that  time,  may  be  imag- 
ined rather  than  described.  The  note  of  reform,  however,  had 
been  sounded,  and  it  was  beginning  to  dawn  upon  the  public  per- 
ception, that  men,  even  if  they  were  criminals,  were  fitted  for 
something  better  than  hanging.  How  was  it  best  to  treat  them, 
so  that  they  might  be  improved  in  character,  and  returned,  if  pos- 
sible, to  society,  prepared  to  become  useful  members  thereof?   At 
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the  dose  of  the  last  century,  the  objects  proposed  were  the  follow- 
ing :  ^^  Safe  keeping,  moderate  expense,  determent  from  crime, 
maintenance  of  health,  and  the  reformation  and  moral  and  Intel  - 
lectoal  improvement  of  the  prisoners."  The  first  requisite  was  to 
giye  the  prisoners  occupation.  It  was  thought,  that  these  objects 
could  best  be  attained  by  complete  isolation  of  the  convict,  and 
his  confinement  in  a  cell  large  enough  to  give  him  room  to  labor, 
as  well  as  to  live  by  day  and  sleep  by  night.  While  here,  he  was 
to  have  no  sight  of  his  feUow  prisoners,  scarcely  of  any  visitor, 
and  was  to  be  known  only  by  a  certain  number— that  of  the  cell 
be  occupied,  or  the  number  of  his  committal.  The  plan  is  said  to 
have  been  firbt  adopted  in  the  prison  connected  with  the  hospital 
of  San  Michele,  at  Rome,  in  1708.  It  was  introduced  into  this 
coantry  in  1786,  in  the  construction  and  management  of  the  Wal- 
nat  street  Prison  in  Philadelphia.  It  has  since  been  carried  to  its 
perfection  in  the  Eastern  Penitentiary  in  Pennsylvania,  where  both 
its  merits  and  its  defects  can  profitably  be  studied.  The  evils  of  the 
congr^ate  system  had  been  so  glaring  as  to  make  the  separate 
system  highly  acceptable  at  first  to  the  public  mind. 

The  discussion  of  the  subject  had  its  influence  in  Rhode  Island. 
As  has  been  stated,  a  new  jail  had  been  built  in  Washington  Coun- 
ty. In  Bristol  County,  also,  a  new  jail  was  built  at  Bristol  in 
1793,  at  a  cost  of  ^109,  88.  lid.  The  jail  m  Kent  County  was 
repaired  in  1 794.  The  Providence  County  Jail  claimed  especial 
attention.  Providence  had  become  by  this  time  the  principal 
place  for  the  confinement  of  prisoners,  and  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  Courts.  In  June,  1792,  a  movement  was  made 
toward  putting  the  building  in  proper  order.  Messrs.  Welcome 
Arnold,  Nicholas  Easton  and  Edward  Smith  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  examine  the  condition  of  the  Jail,  that  it  might  be 
repaired  at  a  cost  of  ^30.  In  February,  1798,  they  reported  that 
the  building  was  not  worth  repairing,  and  recommended  that  the 
lot  be  filled  out  to  the  channel  and  a  new  Jail  be  built.  The  ob- 
ject in  view  was  to  combine,  if  possible,  a  State  Penitentiary  with 
a  Jail  for  the  County,  so  that  both  State  and  County  prisoners 
could  aid  in  their  maintenance  by  their  own  labor.  In  June,  1794, 
tiie  project  bad  secured  so  much  favor  and  support,  as  to  induce 
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the  General  Assemblj  to  make  a  grant  of  £2,000,  and  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  erect  a  building,  three  stories  in  height,  53  feet  in 
length  and  42  feet  in  width.  Messrs.  Charles  Lippitt,  John  Smith 
and  Jason  Newell  were  empowered  to  build. 

An  active  opposition  to  the  plan  was  immediatelj  encountered. 
There  was  a  strong  feeling  on  the  part  of  many  persons,  that  the 
connection  of  the  two  institutions  was  not  advisable.  The  State 
should  have  a  prison  by  itself,  which  should  have  an  independent 
system  of  management.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  urged, 
that  an  institution  of  this  kind  would  involve  great  expense,  and, 
with  the  small  number  of  prisoners,  would  fail  of  its  intended  pur- 
poses. Possibly,  the  plans  themselves  were  not  thoroughly  ma- 
tured. At  all  events,  the  movement  proved  abortive,  and  in  Jan- 
uary, 1795,  the  action  of  the  Assembly  was  revoked.  The  grant, 
however,  was  continued,  and  the  same  gentiemen  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  build,  but  now,  according  to  such  plans  and  of 
such  dimensions  as  the  Representatives  from  Providence  should 
agree  upon.  A  small  grant  of  £200  vras  added  in  June.  The 
whole  matter  remained  in  abeyance  for  a  year  and  more.  The 
subject  was  felt  to  be  of  such  importance,  as  to  preclude  any 
hasty  action  in  the  same  premises.  Perhaps  there  was  the  same 
reluctance  to  proceed  as  was  manifested  when  the  proposition  to 
rebuild  a  jail  was  submitted  to  the  freemen  of  Providence,  a  cen- 
tury before.  But  in  October,  1796,  the  matter  began  to  assume 
a  more  pi-actical  form.  Messrs.  Moses  Brown,  Simeon  Martin, 
Thomas  Holden,  Rowse  Bab  cock  and  Ichabod  Cole  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  prepare  and  report  a  plan  of  jail  in  Providence, 
*'  together  with  a  plan  for  the  confinement  of  criminals  to  labor, 
to  be  connected  therewith,  and  also  a  plan  of  discipline."  In 
May,  1797,  the  committee  reported  a  general  plan  for  a  building 
to  cost  912,000,  and  added  to  their  report  a  printed  list  of  the 
regulations  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  prison  for  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia — ^the  Walnut  Street  jail,  before  referred 
to.  In  June,  the  report  was  so  far  acted  upon,  as  to  order  the  lot 
to  be  filled  up  and  preparations  to  be  made  for  lajdng  a  suitable 
foundation — the  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lip- 
pitt and  his  associates.    In  October,  the  foundations  were  ordered 
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to  be  laid,  and  an  appropriation  of  91000  was  made  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

But  the  adverse  influences  which  had  previously  hindered  the 
enterprise  were  still  powerful  enough  to  frustrate  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work — so  far  as  a  State  Prison  was  concerned.  The 
foundations  were  laid.  So  much  at  least  had  been  accomplished. 
But  the  plans  for  a  State  Prison  must  be  laid  aside  for  a  new  gen- 
eration to  execute.  In  January,  1798,  it  was  finally  decided  by 
the  General  Assembly,  that  *^  a  County  Prison  should  be  built 
in  Providence  on' the  foundation  laid  for  the  erection  of  a  State 
Prison  and  Penitentiary  House."  Messrs.  Lippitt,  Smith  and  Allen 
were  enq)owered,  as  before,  '^  to  receive  proposals  for  building  " 
the  Prison.  But  it  was  to  be  built  with  **  such  alterations  in  the 
Prison  and  apartments  from  those  contained  in  the  plan  for  build- 
ing a  State  Prison  and  Penitentiary  House,  reported  to  the  As- 
sembly in  June,  1797,  as  are  necessary,  in  consequence  of  the  re- 
jection of  that  part  of  said  plan  which  related  to  the  State  Prison." 
Joshua  Lindley  had  prepared  the  plans,  and  still  retained  them  in 
lus  possession,  but  now  it  appears,  that,  as  a  portion  of  them  had 
been  rejected,  he  declined  to  allow  the  use  of  them  to  the  Com- 
mittee. Caleb  Howard  had  contracted  to  do  the  work,  and  he 
prepared  his  own  plans  for  a  brick  structure.  The  work  now  pro- 
ceeded in  earnest.  Appropriations  were  made  from  time  to  time, — 
at  this  date,  of  1700 ;  in  October,  98000 ;  in  June,  1799,  of  $4000. 
At  the  session  of  the  last  mentioned  time,  Messrs.  Edward  Man- 
toiL,  Richard  Mathewson,  Ichabod  Cole,  Caleb  Williams  and  Henry 
Spencer,  were  appointed  to  examine  the  work  and  settle  with  the 
contiactor.  In  October,  they  reported  that  with  a  slight  deduction, 
tiiey  had  agreed  to  accept  the  building,  and  it  was  accordingly 
dedared  to  be  completed,  and  was  delivered  into  the  charge  of 
Nememiah  Knight,  sheriff  of  the  County.  But  Howard  still  had  a 
dabn  of  91200,  which  the  Assembly  allowed,  and  a  further  sum 
of  1200  was  granted  to  Mr.  Smith,  of  the  building  committee,  for 
Ids  services  as  superintendent.  In  February,  970.00  were  paid  to 
Idndley,  and  Howard  received  9226.00,  as  a  final  payment.  Judge 
Staples,  says  that  the  cost  of  the  building  was  98,500.00.  It  was 
a  little  more  than  99,000.00. 
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After  the  jail  was  built,  it  continuallj  needed  repairs.  Almost 
every  jear,  for  thirty  years,  an  appropriation  was  made  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  it  in  proper  order.  But  all  to  no  purpose.  Its 
condition  and  character  were  continually  growing  woi*se.  Irreg- 
ularities of  all  kinds  prevailed.  Many  persons  now  living  remem- 
ber the  method  of  communication  and  trade  employed  by  the 
prisoners.  All  authorities  agree,  that  it  became,  in  the  later  years 
of  its  existence,  *^  a  disgrace  to  the  State  and  a  nuisance  to  the 
town."  Its  memory  excites  mingled  emotions  of  ridicule  and  hoi^ 
ror.  Meanwhile,  the  building,  of  which  it  took  the  place,  after 
being  used  in  1799  for  the  temporary  confinement  of  a  few  French 
prisoners  and  for  barracks  for  troops,  was  condemned  in  1820  as  a 
building  unfit  to  stand,  and  after  being  demolished,  by  order  of 
the  General  Assembly,  the  materials  of  which  it  was  composed, 
were  gianted  to  the  town  of  Providence— for  what  purpose  it  do^ 
not  sufficiently  appear.  The  jail-yard  had  been  enlaiged  by  the 
purchase  of  land  east  of  the  building  in  1809,  and  now,  in  1820, 
the  lot  was  filled  up  west  of  the  Jail  wharf  Two  years  later, 
and  the  jail  was  supplied  with  medical  attendance  at  the  cost 
of  the  State— Drs.  P.  and  Richmond  Brownell  being  appointed 
physidans. 

The  project  of  a  State  Prison  had  only  been  slumbering.  Pub- 
lic attention  was  again  drawn  to  the  subject  of  Prison  Discipline 
by  the  experiment  made  by  the  keeper  of  the  New  York  State 
Prison  at  Auburn,  in  1823.  The  defects  which  appeared  in  the 
solitary  system  had  induced  those  who  were  moving  in  this  mat- 
ter to  attempt  some  other  plan.  The  silent  system,  as  it  was  once 
called,  was  tried  at  Auburn,  with  such  flattering  success  as  to  ex- 
cite the  greatest  interest.  It  is^  needless  to  describe  it  now,  as  it 
has  become  established,  with  some  modifications  suggested  by 
experience,  in  most  of  the  prisons  in  this  country,  and  has  passed 
over  into  one  or  two  of  the  prisons  of  Europ&  It. is  said  to  have 
been  tried  at  Ghent  as  early  as  1772,  but  for  some  reason  was 
soon  abolished.  It  may  therefore  be  considered  as  essentially  the 
American  system  of  Prison  Discipline,  although  the  managers  of 
the  Eastern  Penitentiary  still  cling  to  the  separate  system,  and 
assert  its  supremacy  over  all  othei-s.     It  may  ba  ai^pressed  in 
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two  simple  phrases — separate  confinement  by  night ;  congregate 
but  silent  work  by  day.  With  this,  permission  is  granted  to  con- 
Teise  with  the  Inspectors,  officers,  and  visitors  in  the  presence  of 
an  officer,  as  also  to  join  in  singing  in  public  worship,  at  stated 
times  to  engage  in  social  religious  exercises,  and  in  one  prison  at 
least,  to  eat  together  in  the  same  mess  room.  The  System,  differ- 
ing entirely  £rom  former  methods,  thus  challenged  scrutiny  and 
awakened  the  attention  of  the  most  thoughtful  minds. 

hi  October,  1825,  therefore,  the  matter  was  brought  up  in  the 
General  Assembly,  on  a  motion  to  appoint  a  committee  to  examine 
the  Pioyidence  Jail,  and  to  ascertain  on  what  terms  the  property 
oonld  be  sold  and  a  new  jail  built.  Messrs.  Samuel  W.  Bridgham, 
Edward  Carrington,  and  Judge  Samuel  Randall,  were  appointed 
the  committee,  with  power  to  report  plans  and  estimates.  The 
opposition — ^for  opposition  there  was — took  alarm.  But  the  mat- 
ter coald  not  well  be  dropped  altogether.  In  May,  1826,  by  what 
aeems  to  have  been  a  compromise,  a  new  committee  was  appointed, 
consistmg  of  Messrs.  Elisha  R.  Potter,  Samuel  W.  Bridgham,  Elea- 
zar  Trevett,  John  R.  Waterman,  and  Joshua  Bicknell,  to  report 
on  the  subject  of  a  State  Prison,  with  reference  to  ^dmilar  estab- 
iidunents  in  other  States.  Massachusetts  on  one  side,  Connecti- 
cut on  the  other,  were  moving,  and  Rhode  Island  could  not  well 
remain  still.  The  Committee  thought  it  inexpedient  to  report 
plans  without  visiting  other  prisons,  especially  that  at  Auburn. 
Aoeordingly,  Messrs.  Bridgham  and  Waterman  were  directed,  in 
Janoaty,  1827,  to  visit  Auburn  and  such  other  prisons,  as  they 
judged  best,  and  after  proper  deliberation  to  report.  For  some 
leason,  however,  this  movement,  which  seemed  so  promising,  came 
to  a  premature  end,  and  nothing  more  appears  to  have  been  done. 

hi  October,  1828,  the  General  Assembly,  again  obliged  to  take 
Vitionupon  the  subject,  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Joseph  L.  Tillinghast,  Zachariah  Allen  and  Christopher 
BhodeSfto  examine  the  Jail  and  lot  These  gentlemen  reported 
ia  January,  1829,  that  a  new  jail  was  very  greatly  needed,  and 
i^mmended  that  a  tract  of  land  of  four  or  five  acres  at  Great 
Point,  80  called,  be  purchased.  The  project  was  again  killed — 
^  at  least  put  into  a  state  of  suspended  animation — ^by  continu- 
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ing  the  committee,  and  adding  to  it  Mr.  Nathan  Brown  of  the 
Senate.  But  the  friends  of  the  measure  now  determined  to  carty 
the  subject  to  the  people.  A  petition  was  prepared,  circulated 
for  signatures,  and  presented  to  the  General  Assembly — a  form  of 
procedure  not  then  very  common  in  Rhode  Island  legislation- 
asking  that  a  State  Prison  be  built.  The  Assembly,  this  time,  met 
the  appeal  by  appointing  Governor  John  Brown  Francis,  James 
F.  Simmons,  and  William  R.  Staples,  to  consider  the  whole  sub- 
ject,  and  report  the  best  method  of  answering  the  request  of  the 
petitioners.  To  this  Committee  were  added,  in  January,  1834, 
Messrs.  Rensellaer  B.  Smith  and  Elisha  Mathewson.  There  was 
evidently  a  disposition,  on  the  part  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
take  the  matter  seriously  in  hand,  and  with  a  view  to  come  to 
some  definite  conclusion.  The  result,  to  which  the  Committee 
and  the  Assembly  came,  was  eminently  characteristic.  With  that 
recognition  of  the  power  of  the  people  and  that  deference  to  the 
popular  will,  which  are  to  be  noticed  in  the  legislation  of  Rhode 
Island,  the  question  was  referred  to  the  freemen  of  the  State. 
Shall  a  State  Prison  be  built,  to  be  paid  for  by  a  tax  on  the  ratable 
polls  and  estates  ?  The  third  Wednesday  in  April,  1884,  was  the 
day  fixed  ^^  for  the  freemen  to  vote  upon  the  question.  Four 
thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  (4433)  voted  yes;  five 
hundred  and  two  (502)  voted  no.  The  subject  had  been  so  thor- 
oughly canvassed,  that  the  vote  may  be  taken  as  the  voice  of  tjie 
citizens  of  the  State,  acting  intelligently  and  deliberately  upon  a 
matter  which  they  deemed  of  great  importance. 

At  the  June  session  of  1834,  Messrs.  John  Stevens  of  Newport, 
R.  B.  Smith  of  Glocester,  John  H.  Cross  of  Westerly,  Oliver  G. 
Waterman  of  Coventry,  William  R.  Staples,  of  Providence,  and 
James  F.  Simmons  of  Johnston,  were  appointed  to  select  a  site, 
report  estimates  of  cost,  and  such  other  preliminary  arrangements 
for  the  work.  In  the  following  January,  (1835,)  they  reported 
that  Great  Point,  in  Providence,  seemed  the  most  suitable  place, 
and  they  were  ordered  to  purchase  the  land  at  a  cost  not  exceed- 
ing $500.00.  Messrs.  Smith,  Waterman,  Staples,  George  D.  Gross, 
Christopher  Spencer  and  Christopher  Rhodes,  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  receive  proposals  for  building  at  Great  Point,  where 
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the  land  was  bought  of  the  city  of  Proyidence  for  two  hundred 
doUais.  Messrs.  Staples,  Rhodes  and  Zuiiel  Potter  were  chosen 
Commissioners,  and  they  were  ordered  to  go  on  and  build,  with- 
out departing  from  the  plan  of  separate  confinement  at  labor  with 
instractors.  In  the  comparison  between  the  Philadelphia  and 
Auburn  systems,  the  former  had  thus  been  preferred.  Mr.  Sta- 
ples, having  been  elected  as  associate  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  June,  1885,  resigned  his  position,  and  Mr.  Edward  S.  Williams 
was  appointed  in  his  place. 

It  was  soon  found  that  more  land  would  be  required,  and  two 
acres  more  were  added  to  the  area  of  the  premises.  In  October, 
1835,  a  contract  was  madb  with  James  Lewis,  but,  owing  to  some 
mistake  in  his  estimates,  this  was  rescinded  in  June,  1886,  and  a 
new  contract  was  made.  Mr.  James  M.  Warner  was  appointed 
saperintendent  of  the  work.  With  the  new  contract  and  the  new 
saperintendent,  there  seemed  to  be  a  disposition  to  have  new 
oommissioners.  In  January,  1837,  Messrs.  Asa  Pierce  and  Elisha 
0.  Angell  were  appointed  commissioners  to  complete  the  work. 
Mr.  Angell  was  to  be  at  all  times  present,  and  give  to  it  a  contin- 
nal  oversight,  with  a  compensation  of  three  dollars  per  day.  Mr. 
Pierce  was  to  visit  the  scene  of  labor  at  least  once  a  week,  and 
leceive  **  a  reasonable  compensation  "for  his  servicer  Perhaps 
it  was  found  by  the  General  Assembly,  that  work  of  this  kind 
eoold  receive  a  stricter,  attention  from  those  who  were  able  to  give 
their  entire  time  to  it  with  an  adequate  compensation — or  what 
was  thought  so — than  if  it  were  merely  a  labor  performed  gratui- 
tously, or  with  an  uncertain  amount  of  payment  The  work  from 
this  time  was  prosecuted  with  vigor,  and  though  it  was  thought, 
that  the  building  should  have  been  placed  farther  away  from  the 
oove,  upon  higher  grotind,  it  was  still  accepted,  as,  on  the  whole, 
well  and  properly  situated.  Yet  there  was  still  considerable  dis- 
atisCaction,  which  found  expression  in  the  appointment  of  Messrs. 
Simmons,  John  H.  Clarke,  Asa  Winsor,  and  Christopher  Spencer, 
by  the  General  Assembly,  in  May,  1837,  to  consider  the  expedi- 
ency of  continuing  the  work.  These  gentlemen  were  also  empow- 
oed,  if  they  thought  best,  to  convert  the  building  into  a  jail  for 
the  County,  or  even  to  stop  the  work  altogether.     But  they  de- 
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cided,  that  the  enterprise  should  be  carried  out.  The  Prison  was 
finally  compleied  in  the  Summer  or  early  Autumn  of  1888,  and 
on  the  16th  of  November,  of  that  year,  four  conyicts  were  com- 
mitted to  its  cells. 

That  Prison  is  the  building,  which,  now  used  for  a  House  of 
Correction,  has  been  repeatedly  condemned  by  the  lk>ard  of  In- 
spectors who  have  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  institution. 
Built  of  huge  granite  blocks,  clamped  with  iron,  it  is  indeed,  a  pile 
of  massive  masonry,  which,  at  the  time  of  its  erection,  might  well 
have  been  thought  *^  impregnable  from  within."  The  original 
plan,  it  is  said,  '^embraced  a  keeper's  house,  two  stories  high,  48  feet 
square,  fronting  the  cove,  adjoining  this  on  the  north  a  small  build- 
ing uniting  it  with  the  State  Piison,  and  the  Prison,  48  feet  by  93 
feet,  two  stories  higL  A  corridor,  ten  and  a  half  feet  wide  passes 
through  the  centre  of  the  prison,  on  each  side  of  which  are  the 
cells."  Of  the  cells  there  were  40,  those  on  the  lower  stoiy  8 
feet  wide,  15  feet  long,  and  9  feet  high,  those  on  the  upper  stoiy 
of  the  same  width  and  height,  but  of  only  12  feet  in  length.  The 
light  is  admitted  through  a  narrow  aperture  at  the  top  of  the  cell, 
the  ventilation  is  attempted  through  a  still  narrower  aperture 
at  the  bottom.  With  inadequate  means  of  heating,  with  no  lining 
of  brick  or  plaster  to  the  outside  walln,  it  is,  in  the  winter  season, 
the  most  comfortless  place  imaginable.  The  frost  can  be  scraped 
from  the  inside  wall  of  the  cell  upon  any  day  when  the  tempeia- 
ture  is  low,  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  the  inmate,  who 
has  succeeded  in  avoiding  sufiPocation  for  want  of  air,  can  escape 
being  frozen  by  excess  of  cold.  By  what  means  the  Commission- 
ers or  the  General  Assembly  could  have  become  convinced  that 
this  was  the  best  method  of  construction  at  the  time,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  perceive.  But  taken  captive  by  the  glowing  accounts  of 
the  results  attained  by  the  Pennsylvania  system,  they  built  a  stmo- 
ture  which,  in  five  yeai-s'  use,  was  found  to  be  unsuited  for  its 
uses,  and  which,  for  thirty  years,  has  been  thought  to  be  a  dis- 
grace to  the  State.  Its  cost  was  9ol,501 .69,  or  an  average  of  about 
*1300  per  cell. 

During  the  progress  of  the  building,  it  was  thought  best  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  construct  and  connect  with  the  State  Piison 
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a  new  Jail  for  the  County  of  Providence.  The  work  was  ordered 
at  the  January  session  of  1838,  and  was  completed  in  the  Spring  of 
1889.  Mr.  Asa  Pierce  superintended  its  construction,  and  its  cost 
was  17,89441.  This'  was  built  on  a  somewhat  different  plan  from 
the  other,  and  was  a  smaller  and  more  compact  structure.  It  ad- 
joined the  keeper's  house  on  the  east.  It  was  27  feet  wide,  66 
feet  long,  and  two  stories  in  height.  It  was  divided  into  18  cells, 
1  feet  wide  by  9  feet  in  length,  and  4  rooms  for  persons  committed 
for  debt  Unlike  the  State  prison,  the  cells  occupied  the  centre 
of  the  building,  ^*  the  corridor  being  between  them  and  the  walls." 
Water  was  supplied  to  both  prison  and  jail  by  a  tank  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  small  building,  occupjdng  the  central  space  between 
them  and  the  keeper's  house,  and  both  buildings  were  warmed  by 
hot  water  pipes,  running  through  the  different  cells  and  corridors. 
The  Jail,  as  well  as  the  Prison,  seemed  to  have  proved  itself  unfit. 
Jadge  Staples,  writing  in  1848,  declared  that  it  had,  even  in  that 
&hort  period,  ^*  gained  for  itself  anything  but  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion." 

Bat  for  better  or  for  worse,  the  Prison  and  Jail  had  been  built 
and  joined  together.  The  question  of  management  had  already 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  at  the  Jan- 
uary session  of  1838,  an  act  was  passed  for  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  Prison.  A  board  of  seven  Inspectors  was  to  be 
annually  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  at  the  May  session, 
and  these  gentlemen  were  to  have  the  supervision  and  control 
of  officers  and  convicts.  The  appointment  of  warden,  under- 
keepers  and  physician,  was  placed  in  their  hands,  but  the  com- 
pensation of  these  officers  was  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly. 
They  could  arrange  and  contract  for  the  labor  of  iiie  prisoners, 
and  fix  upon  the  style  and  fashion  of  the  prison  uniform,  accord- 
ing to  their  discretion.  They  were  to  serve  gratuitously,  and 
▼ere  to  report  in  October  of  each  year  to  the  General  Assembly. 
At  the  May  session  of  1838,  Messrs.  Samuel  W.  King,  William 
K.  Staples,  William  S.  Patten,  Christopher  Rhodes,  Henry  G. 
Mumford,  Isaac  Thurber,  and  George  B.  Holmes,  were  elected  to 
constitute  the  first  Board  of  Inspectors.  Messrs.  Thurber  and 
Holmes  declined  to  accept  the  appointr^ent.    On  the  26th  of  May, 
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the  Board  was  oiganized.  Mr.  King  was  chosen  chairman,  and 
Mr.  Staples,  clerk,  but  upon  Mr.  Staples  declining  the  office,  Mr. 
Patten  was  elected.  The  Inspectors  elected  Dr.  Thomas  Cleve- 
land, warden,  and  Dr.  Isaac  Hartshorn,  physician,  their  terms  of 
office  beginning  on  the  1st  of  November.  The  General  Assem- 
bly, in  October,  1888,  directed  that  the  warden  of  the  State  Prison 
should  also  be  keeper  of  the  Providence  County  Jail,  and  bodi 
institutions,  in  1841,  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  In8pector&  Be- 
fore the  term  of  the  first  Board  had  expired,  a  third  vacancy 
occurred  by  the  resignation  of  Judge  Staples,  and  Messrs.  John  J. 
Stimson,  John  L.  Hughes,  and  Roger  W.  Potter,  then  sheriff  of 
the  County,  were  elected,  in  January,  1889,  to  fill  the  places.  ) 
The  Board,  in  fuU  working  order,  was  thus  enabled  to  begin  its  j 
administration.  ; 

The  first  and  second  reports  of  the  Inspectors  are  very  com-  J 
mendatory  of  the  separate  system,  thus  fairly  inaugurated.  They  j 
find  some  difficulty  in  heating  the  cells,  but,  on  the  whole,  they  ! 
seem  satisfied  with  the  arrangements,  both  for  the  punishment  ' 
and  the  instruction  of  the  convicts.  ^*  Of  the  effect  of  the  disci- 
pline and  regimen  of  the  State  Prison  upon  the  convicts,"  they 
express  ^^  a  very  favorable  opinion.  Experience  shows  it  to  be 
beneficial  rather  than  injurious.  The  cells  are  commodious,  well 
ventilated  and  cleanly.  The  prisoners  were  anxious  for  employ- 
ment, and  solicited  it,"  and  deprivation  of  labor  would  be  consid- 
ered a  hardship.  **  Their  docility  and  contentment  are  remarkable. 
They  have  sufficient  food,  which  is  simple  and  healthful ;  they  are 
treated  with  all  proper  kindness ;  they  are  instructed  in  the  valae 
of  good  conduct  and  good  principlea  Perhaps  no  condition  can 
be  imagined  in  which  they  could  be  placed,  all  circumstances  con- 
sidered, more  advantageously  for  society  and  themselves."  The 
Inspectors  anticipate  ^^  successful  results  from  the  methods, 
which  the  State  had  thus  adopted  to  diminish  crime  and  to  refonn 
criminals.  "  Perhaps  the  contrast  between  the  new  building  and 
the  old  jail  was  so  great  as  to  make  the  former  assume  qualities 
which  it  did  not  really  possess.  The  principal  labor  carried  on  at 
this  time  was  the  making  of  shoes.  To  this  was  afterwards  added 
the  painting  and  finishing  of  fana     Matters  were  thus  conducted 
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till  1840,  when  Messrs.  Patten,  Stimson,  Hughes,  and  Mumford, 
left  the  Board,  and  Messrs.  Samuel  Y.  Atwell,  Gideon  Spencer, 
Martin  Stoddard  and  Amherst  Everett  were  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion. Mr.  Everett  was  elected  clerk  in  place  of  Mr.  Patten.  In 
1841,  Mr.  King,  having  been  elected  governor  in  1840,  retired,  and 
Mr.  Thomas  M*  Burgess  was  chosen  Inspector  in  his  place.  Messrs. 
Atwell  and  Spencer  also  retired,  and  their  places  were  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Messrs.  Barzillai  Cranston  and  George  Rice. 
At  the  regular  meeting  in  May,  1841,  Mr.  Burgess  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Board.  In  the  internal  direction,  warden  Cleve- 
hnd  remained  in  ofiBce ;  but  two  changes  were  made  in  the  sanitary 
department.  Dr.  Hartshorn  retiring  and  Dr.  Henry  W.  Rivers 
receiving  the  appointment,  November  1,  1840,  and  Dr.  Rivers 
giving  place,  July  14,  1841,  to  Dr.  Richmond  BrownelL 

By  this  time,  there  had  grown  up  a  very  strong  feeling  of  dis* 
approbation  of  the  system  which  the  first  Board  of  Inspectors  had 
regarded  so  favorably.  A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  in  Jime,  1841,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Samuel  Y.  Atwell, 
Alfred  Bosworth,  and  E.  S.  Wilkinson,  to  examine  the  Prison  and 
Jail,  and  ascertain  if  any  reduction  of  the  expenditures  could  be 
made,  and  if  any  abuses  existed  which  might  call  for  further  leg- 
islation. The  Inspectors,  in  their  report  of  October,  1841,  find 
that  the  ^^  labor  in  the  Prison  is  not  a  source  of  profit  to  the  State." 
They  also  declare,  that  ^^  many  of  the  prisoners  are  inclined  to  be 
idle,"  and  that  ^^  the  cases  in  which  the  taking  away  of  labor  would 
be  considered  a  hardship  are  very  rare."  They  "  further  report, 
Uiat  the  experiment  of  solitary  confinement  has  not,  since  the 
Prison  has  been  in  operation,  proved  perfectly  satisfactory.  They 
fear  the  effect  is  to  injure  strong  minds,  and  to  produce  imbecility 
in  those  that  are  weak." 

The  report  of  1842  is  no  better.  The  number  of  convicts  had 
increased  to  87,  of  whom  6  had  become  insane,  and  several  others 
had  shown  symptoms  of  derangement.  The  year  1843  brought 
a  slight  alleviation  in  the  form  of  a  law  allowing  the  prisoners  to 
work  together  in  the  corridors  of  the  Prison.  But  the  Inspectors 
deemed  that  a  workshop  would  be  a  desirable  addition,  and  ear- 
nestly and  successfully  pressed  the  subject  upon  the  attention  of 
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the  General  Asselnbly.  In  response  to  their  appeal,  a  shop  was 
biiilt,  42  feet  wide,  54  feet  long,  10  feet  high  to  the  eaves,  with  a 
steep  roof,  and  lighted  from  the  top,  the  cost  of  which  was 
(2,897.20.  Thej  appeared  to  think  in  those  early  days,  that  the 
State  might  derive  from  the  Prison  labor  a  certain  profit  But  it 
is  evident  that  they  were  working  at  a  disadvantaga  The  sepa- 
rate system  was  in  danger  of  breaking  down.  The  warden,  in 
his  report  for  1844,  gave  the  finishing  stroke  to  it,  by  enlarging 
at  considerable  length  and  with  great  vigor  upon  ^'  the  injurious 
and  alarming  effects  of  solitary  imprisonments  upon  those  who 
are  subjects  of  it  "  He  also  defended  the  administration  of  the 
Prison,  from  the  charge  brought  against  it  by  some  *^  foreign  writer 
of  distinction, "  who  had  declared,  that  the  *^  system  had  failed 
in  this  State,  through  the  mismanagement  of  those  charged  witii 
the  duty  of  carrying  it  into  effect  **  Dr  Cleveland  discusses  the 
subject  wich  considerable  ability,  and  he  comes  to  the  conclusion 
that  ^^it  is  impossible  for"  him  **to  hesitate  in  condemning  the 
penal  system  of  solitary  confinement "  It  is  needless  in  this 
place  to  speak  of  the  comparative  merits  or  demerits  of  the  sys- 
tem. It  simply  suffices  at  present  to  record  its  utter  feulure  in 
the  early  managemeut  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison,  and  its 
consequent  abandonment  Some  changes  were  made  at  this  time 
in  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Stoddard  in 
1843,  and  Messrs.  Rice  and  Potter  in  1844.  Mr.  Stoddard's  place 
was  filled  by  Mr.  Rufus  W.  Kimball,  and  the  other  two  gentlemen 
were  succeeded  by  Messrs.  James  Y.  Smith  and  Isaac  Thurber. 

The  year  1844  was  signalized  by  the  passage  of  a  stringent  set 
of  rules  and  regulations  by  the  Inspectors,  the  chief  penaltr  for 
the  violation  of  which  was  the  deprivation  of  food  and  water  to 
the  offender.  Jail  prisoners  were  also  set  to  work,  and  an  addi- 
tion to  the  jail  itself  was  begun,  which  was  completed  in  1845. 
In  their  report  for  the  last  named  year,  the  Inspectors  impress 
upon  the  Genend  Assembly  that  the  reduction  of  the  prison  ex- 
penses should  not  be  the  chief  object  of  the  managers.  The 
Prison  and  Jail  ^^  were  rather  to  be  maintained  as  places  for  the 
safe  confinement  of  criminals,  where,  under  wholesome  restraints, 
proper  efforts  may  be  made  to  give  them  habits  of  industry,  and 
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to  teach  those  who  are  to  return  to  society,  correct  ideas  of  their 
duties  to  their  fellow-men." 

This  period  of  the  history  of  the  State  Prison  is  memorable  in 
being  marked  by  the  incarceration  of  a  political  prisoner — the 
first,  and  it  is  hoped  the  last,  in  our  State— Thomas  W.  Dorr.  It 
is  needless  to  recall  here  the  incidents  of  that  peculiar  political  con- 
Yulfiion  of  the  years  1841  and  1842,  in  which  Mr.  Dorr  acted  a  con- 
spicuous part.  It  is  difficidt  at  the  present  day,  to  appreciate  the 
intensity  of  feeling  which  arrayed  the  citizens  of  the  State  in 
two  opposing  camps,  and  which  threatened  at  one  time  to  bring 
upon  our  community  the  horrors  of  a  civil  war.  Mr.  Dorr,  who 
bad  been  elected  governor  by  those  who  were  opposed  to  the 
ebarter  government,  succeeded  in  escaping  from  the  State,  imme- 
diately upon  the  failure  of  the  movement  of  which  he  was  the 
bead.  But  on  returning,  in  the  year  1844,  he  was  arrested,  tried, 
and  convicted  for  treason,  for  which  he  was  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment for  life.  Ue  was  committed,  June  27,  1844.  The  records  of 
the  Inspectors  at  the  time  show  that  there  was  considerable  ap- 
prehension that  some  improper  communication  might  be  had 
between  him,  his  parents  and  counsel  The  rules  of  the  Prison 
were  enforced  with  great  strictness,  not  to  say  severity,  and  were 
not  relaxed  till  the  spring  of  1845.  The  question  of  a  general  am- 
nesty to  those  who  had  been  engaged  in  ^^  the  rebellion  "  entered 
birgely  into  the  canvass  for  the  election  of  that  year.  By  the 
Constitution,  which,  in  1842,  took  the  place  of  the  old  charter,  the 
obnoxious  restrictions  to  suffrage  were  removed,  and  the  result  of 
the  election  was  favorable  to  those  who  desired  Mr.  Dorr's  release. 
The  General  Assembly,  at  the  June  session  of  1845,  although  de- 
clining to  make  a  special  case  of  releasing  Mr.  Dorr,  yet  enacted  a 
law  granting  complete  amnesty,  and  providing  that  no  person  was  to 
be  thereafter  prosecuted  for  treason  against  the  State.  All  persons 
in  custody  were  to  be  discharged.  U'he  law  was  passed  June  26, 
and  Mr.  Dorr  was  accordingly  set  at  liberty  June  27,  having 
passed  exactly  a  year  in  the  Prison.  He  occupied,  for  a  large 
part  of  the  term,  what  is  now  cell  No.  17,  and  it  is  even  at  this 
day  an  object  of  curiosity  and  interest  to  visitors;  The  experi- 
ence through  which  he  had  passed  impaired  his  health,  and  he  died 
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on  the  27th  day  of  December,  1854,  at  the  age  of  49  yeais.  But 
the  last  year  of  his  life  was  soothed  by  the  passage  of  an  act 
in  January,  1854,  annulling  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Gonrt 
in  his  case.  That  judgment  was  ^*  repealed,  reversed,  annulled, 
and  declared  in  all  respects  to  be  as  if  it  had  never  been  rendered," 
and  the  clerk  of  the  Court  at  Newport  was  ordered  to  write 
across  the  face  of  the  record — ^'  reversed  and  annulled  by  order 
of  the  General  Assembly,  January,  A.  D.  1854  " 

The  year  1847  was  marked  by  the  death  of  warden  Cleveland. 
He  was  a  physician  by  profession,  and  had  undertaken  the  duties 
of  a  prison  official,  with  the  sincere  desire  to  carry  out  the  system 
adopted  at  the  first.  But  he  soon  became  convinced  that  it  was 
not  conducive  either  to  the  good  health  or  the  good  morals  of  the 
prisoners,  and  while  he  endeavored  to  do  the  best  possible  in  the 
circumstances,  he  felt  that  success  was  of  very  difficult  attain- 
ment. His  physical  strength  gave  way,  and  on  the  1st  of  May, 
1847,  he  resigned  the  office  of  warden,  and  the  charge  of  the 
Prison  passed  by  law  into  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
Roger  W.  Potter,  who  had  been  Inspector  from  1839  to  1844.  Di. 
Cleveland  died  September  29, 1847,  aged  45  years,  leaving  behind 
him  the  memory  of  a  true  and  fodthful  man.  Mr.  Thomas  W. 
Hay  ward,  who  had  been  underkeeper  and  clerk  in  the  prison  for 
a  considerable  time,  was  elected  warden  on  the  11th  of  August,  to 
enter  upon  his  duties  on  the  1st  of  October.  In  May,  1847,  the 
election  of  Inspectors  was  relinquished  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  the  appointment  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Governor.* 
The  Board  was  now  entirely  changed  Messrs.  Burgess,  Everett, 
Rhodes,  Cranston,  Kimball,  Smith  and  Thurber  retired.  The 
Governor  appointed  to  their  places,  Messrs.  Edward  S.  Williams, 
Daniel  Wilkinson,  Adnah  Sackett,  Abner  Peckham,  Edward  Pot- 
ter, William  Sheldon  and  Ariel  Ballon.  Mr.  WiUiams  was 
elected  chairman,  and  Mr.  Wilkinson,  clerk.  The  Board  con- 
tinued unbroken  until  May,  1849,  when  Messra  Sheldon  and  Bal- 
lon retired,  and  Messra  Alfred  Wright  and  Thomas  Davis  were 
appointed.     On  the  13th  of  July,  of  the  same  year,  the  chairman, 
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Mr.  WilliamB,  died,  and  the  Board  put  on  '^'cord  their  estimate  of 
bis  service  in  the  following  resolution,  passed  August  8th :  ^^JRe- 
iotved^  That  this  Board  have  received,  with  deep  regret,  the  an- 
Doimcement  of  the  death  of  their  late  chairman,  Edward  S.  Wil- 
liams, whose  industry,  fidelity  and  experience  they  have  highly 
appreciated."  Beyond  this,  there  is  little  to  record  besides  the 
changes  which  took  place  in  the  Board  and  administration  by  ap- 
pointment. Mr.  Wright  succeeded  Mr.  Williams  as  chairman. 
Dr.  Isaac  Hartshorn  was  added  to  the  Board.  Mr.  Wright  re- 
tired in  1850,  and  the  Reverend  Dr.  Francis  Wayland,  suc- 
ceeding, was  elected  chairman,  which  position  he  held  till  1854. 
In  1851,  Messrs.  Wilkinson,  Potter  and  Hartshorn  left  the  Board, 
and  were  succeeded  by  Messr&  George  L.  Clarke  and  Zachariah 
Men,  the  latter  of  whom  was  soon  succeeded  by  Mr.  Amasa  Man- 
ton.  Mr.  Clarke  was  chosen  clerk.  Mr.  Hayward  resigned  his 
poeition  as  warden.  June  5, 1851«*  and  Mr.  Francis  B.  Lee,  of  Nor- 
wich, Conn.,  was  elected  as  his  successor.  Dr.  Brownell  resigned 
in  October,  1848,  and  Dr.  Salmon  Augustus  Arnold  was  chosen  as 
Prison  Physician,  holding  the  post  till  October,  1852,  when  Dr.  £. 
V.  Hathaway  was'  elected.  Dr.  Hathaway  retired,  April  12, 18o4, 
and  Dr.  George  P.Baker  was  chosen.  Mr.  Lee  held  the  position 
of  warden  till  July  1, 1862,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Wil 
liam  Willard,  who  in  turn  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Blais- 
dell,  August  1,  1854.  During  this  period  some  additions  were 
made  to  the  workshop,  and  attempts  were  made  to  improve  the 
ventilation,  both  of  the  Prison  and  JaiL  The  labor  was  carried  on 
under  the  direction  of  instructors  and  officers,  and  on  account  of 
the  State. 

The  year  1852  was  notable  for  the  abolition  of  capital  punish- 
ment. It  was  also  signalized  by  a  work,  whose  necessity  had  for 
some  time  been  evident,  the  erection  of  a  new  wing  on  the  west 
side  of  the  premises,  to  be  used  thenceforward  for  a  State  Prison. 
The  "impregnability"  of  the  first  structure  had  been  disproved 

*Mr.  Hayward  lias  been  conDected  with  the  prison  for  at  least  twenty-five  years, 
bdilbreiit  positions,  lately  as  clerk  and  accountant.  While  these  pages  were  pass- 
log  through  the  press,  he  died,  on  the  2d  of  January,  1877,  in  the  sixty-fifth  year  of 
^ige.  He  was  a  very  faithful,  conscientioas  and  pains-taking  o£Bcial,  and  his 
tlmroQgh  knowledge  of  the  prison  and  its  affairs,  made  him  a  public  servant  whose 
place  It  will  be  extremely  difficult  to  fill. 
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by  escapes  firom  time  to  time,  and  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
buildings  had  required  the  occupancy  of  some  of  the  cells  by  two 
or  more  persons  each.    The  defects  of  the  construction  had  be- 
come obvious,  and  the  system  generally  had  become  extremely 
distasteful  to  all  concerned.     Indeed,  it  had  been  virtually  aban- 
doned at  the  date  of  the  erection  of  the  workshop.     A  new  prison 
had  become  necessary,  and  the  General  Assembly,  in  June,  1851, 
made  an  appropriation  of  $16,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
the  need.     The  work  was  very  properly  and  wisely  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  Inspectors,  who  chose  Messrs.  Sackett,  f^eckham, 
and  Allen,  a  committee  to  prepare  plans.    It  was  decided  that  the 
dimensions  of  the  cells  should  be  in  the  clear,  four  feet  wide,  seven 
feet  high,  and  seven  and  a  half  feet  long.    Mr.  Clarke  was  added 
to  the  building  committee,  and  the  work  was  immediately  taken 
in  hand.    Mr.  Thomas  A.  Tefft  furnished  the  plans,  and  Mr.  Allen, 
of  the  Inspectors,  invented  the  door  and  lock ;  Mr.  Peckham  super- 
intended the  entire  construction,  which  was  completed — a  block 
of  88  cells— in  the  Autumn  of  1852,  at  a  cost  of  $18,143.71— an 
average  of  about  $200.00  to  a  cell— ^^  a  sum,"  as  the  Inspectors 
might  well  say,  ^^uch  lessthan  has  generally  been  expended  upon 
prisons  of  this  description."     The  separate   system  of  labor  was 
thus  in  the  construction  completely  set  aside.     The  new  wing  of 
the  prison  was  built  with  the  cells  in  the  centre,  and  the  corridor 
upon  the  outside — the  method  of  construction  now  generally 
adopted  in  our  country.   In  building,  one  cell  in  each  story,  and  on 
each  side  of  the  old  prison,  was  removed  where  connection  was 
made  with  the  new  wing. 

At  this  time,  also,  a  change  was  made  in  the  time  of  presenting 
the  annual  report  of  the  Inspectors,  from  October  to  January — 
caused  by  the  amendment  of  the  constitution  in  1854.  The  con- 
tract system  of  employing  the  prisoners  was  introduced  in  1852, 
and  the  State  gave  up  the  business  of  manufacturing  on  its  own 
account.  The  first  contractor  was  Mr.  James  H.  Field,  and  the 
price  of  labor  was  fixed  at  '^  25  cents  a  day  for  the  first  year,  30 
cents  for  .the  second,  and  35  cents  for  the  third  year."  But  the 
most  important  improvement  made  was  the  establishment  of  a 
library  for  the  prisoners.     The  Inspectors,  in  1851,  asked  for  a 
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giant  of  $200.00  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  also  desired  au- 
thoiity  to  allow  the  warden  to  admit  visitors  at  his  discretion, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  small  fee — the  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to 
Ae  contin nance  of  the  library.  The  authority  was  given,  and 
Messrs.  Wayland  ard  Davis  were  appointed  to  select  and  buy  the 
books.  From  that  time  to  the  present,  the  sums  received  yearly 
firom  visitors  have  been  sufficient  to  give  an  annual  increase  to  the 
library,  creditable  both  as  to  the  number  and  quality  of  the  books 
purchased.  The  library  now  numbers  about  1,260  volumes.  In 
their  report  for  the  year  1863,  the  Inspectors  say :  "  The  library 
of  the  Prison  contains  at  present  four  hundred  well-selected  vol- 
umes, and  abundant  means  of  enlargement  are  provided  for  devot- 
ing to  this  purpose  the  fees  received  for  the  admission  of  visitors. 
Free  access  to  the  library  is  granted  to  the  prisoners,  and  as  a  lamp 
is  allowed  to  each  cell,  opportunity  is  afforded  for  intellectual  im- 
provement, after  the  labors  of  the  day  are  ended.  It  will  then  be 
seen,"  adds  the  report,  "  that  it  has  been  the  design  of  the  Board  to 
render  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison  not  only  a  place  of  confine- 
ment and  useful  labor,  but  especially  a  school  of  reformation,  and 
to  do  this  at  the  least  possible  expense  to  the  State.'^ 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1853,  the  number  of  convicts  in  the  State 
Prison  was  49 ;  in  the  County  Jail,  84,  of  whom  several  were  wo- 
men. While  the  Inspectors  were  hopeful  for  the  former  class  of 
prisoners,  they  regarded  the  condition  of  the  latter  as  something 
requiring  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  1854,  there  were  51  convicts  in  the  State  Prison,  and  117 
prisoners  in  the  County  Jail.  For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the 
Prison  accounts  exhibited  an  excess  of  income  to  the  amount  of 
1125.65.  But  the  Jail,  as  nearly  always  before  and  since,  showed 
still,  that  the  expense  was  greater  than  the  receipts.  In  1854,  this 
excess  was  $1,442.85.  As  has  been  already  stated,  Mr.  Willard 
retired  from  the  office  of  warden,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Blais- 
delL  Mr.  Willard  resigned  for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of 
the  Connecticut  State  Prison  as  its  warden.  The  Inspectors,  in 
parting  with  him,  expressed  their  "  high  estimation  "  of  his  per- 
flonal  character  and  the  value  of  his  service. 

The  success  which  had  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Inspectors  in 
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procuring  the  construction  of  the  new  wing,  encouraged  them  to 
still  another  attempt  to  improye  the  premises.  In  the  course  of  a 
few  yeai's,  under  the  personal  direction  and  oversight  of  Dr.  Arnold, 
the  unsightly  sand  hill  immediately  outside  the  wall  became  a 
smUing  garden.  The  wall  was  covered  with  vines,  and  various 
kinds  of  fruit  trees  contributed  their  product  to  the  dietary  of  the 
Prison.  In  1854,  a  special  statement  was  made  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, covering  the  expression  of  the  necessity — 1.  Of  the  erec- 
tion of  a  wing  on  the  side  of  the  prison  opposite  to  the  last  new 
structure,  upon  the  same  plan,  and  with  ^^  sufficient  capacity  for 
two  hundred  prisoners,  with  an  hospital,  chapel,  bath-room  and 
suitable  apartments  for  female  convicts."  2.  Of  the  erection  of 
workshops  of  a  sufficient  size  to  employ  all  the  prisoners.  3.  Of 
the  extension  of  the  wall  that  the  new  shops  might  be  enclosed. 
The  statement  was  referred  in  the  Assembly  to  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  John  Boyden,  Jr.,  A.  M.  Gammell,  N.  C. 
Peckham,  George  Manchester  and  Simon  H.  Greene,  who  reported 
favorably,  and  the  Inspectors  were  authorized  to  proceed  at  once 
to  the  work.  Immediately  upon  the  grant  of  a  sufficient  sum,  the 
work  was  begun,  and  was  carried  forward  with  such  expedition 
as  to  complete,  by  the  end  of  the  year  1855,  the  new  wing,  with 
chapel,  the  extension  of  the  wall,  the  construction  of  a  boiler- 
house  with  engine,  and  other  necessary  additions,  a  force-pump 
and  drains.  A  new  workshop  was  so  nearly  built  as  to  promise 
its  completion  in  the  Spring  of  1856.  The  total  cost  of  these  new 
works  was  $47,143.37,  of  which  about  825,000.00  was  expended 
in  the  construction  of  the  new  wing  and  chapel.  In  the  new  build- 
ing there  was  sufficient  accommodation  for  thirty  six  male  and 
thirty-six  female  prisoners,  with  hospital-cells  upon  each  side. 
The  work  was  done  under  the  superintendence  of  Messrs.  Sacket, 
Amasa  R.  Tourtellot  and  James  G.  Anthony.  The  last  two  gen- 
tiemen  had  been  appointed  to  the  Board  in  May,  1854.  Mr.  Tour- 
tellot gave  to  the  construction  a  special  supervision. 

An  additional  improvement  was  now  made  in  the  appointment 
of  a  chaplain.  The  Inspectors  in  their  reports  had,  for  several 
years,  called  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  neces- 
sity of  making  this  appointment,  and  at  this  time  a  petition,  nu- 
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meroualy  signed  by  some  of  the  best  and  most  influential  citizens 
of  the  State,  supported  their  recommendation.  In  1856,  the  As- 
sembly passed  the  requisite  act,  and  the  Rev.  William  Douglas 
was  apik)in'ted  chaplain.  It  is  appropriate  at  this  point  to  give 
an  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  department  of  religious 
instruction  has  been  administered.  In  tl^e  act  creating  the  Board 
of  Inspectors,  authority  was  granted  to  them,  to  '^  license  any 
proper  person  who  will  serve  without  compensation,  to  visit  the 
convicts,  as  a  moral  and  religious  instructor."  The  further  pro- 
vision was  made,  for  holding  "  public  religious  services  in  the  cor- 
ridor, measures  being  taken  to  prevent  the  convicts  from  seeing 
each  other,  or  communicating."  Preaching  to  stone  walls,  with, 
perhapB,  the  application  of  the  ear  of  a  convict  to  a  small  aper- 
ioie  in  the  cell  door,  or  even  to  the  open  door  itself,  cannot  be 
regarded  as  a  spiritual  exercise,  stimulating  to  the  preacher,  or 
calculated  to  excite  devotion,  or  strengthen  the  moral  sense  of  the 
listener.  But  notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  surroundings,  there 
were  still  found  men  and  women  who  were  moved  to  the  benev- 
olent, but  not  always  hopeful  work  of  religious  instruction.  Prayer 
books  and  Bibles  from  the  first  were  furnished  to  the  convicts — 
the  former  through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  B.  Chace.  But  it 
needed  the  living  voice  and  the  personal  presence  of  a  wise  coun- 
aellor,  to  give  direction  to  the  reading  and  study  of  those  devo- 
tional manuals. 

In  May,  1889,  the  Reverend  Messrs.  John  Maxcy  and  William 
Donglas,  and  Mr.  Gilbert  Congdon,  were  authorized  to  visit  the 
prisoners  as  religious  instructors,  to  converse  with  them  and  teach 
Qiem  in  their  cells.  The  following  pei*sons  were  also  authorized 
from  time  to  time  to  perform  this  duty :  September,  1840,  Mr.  T. 
Salisbury ;  May,  1841,  Messrs.  R.  M.  Field,  Jr.,  and  Abner  Gay,  Jr.; 
March,  1842,  the  Reverend  Henry  F.  Harrington  ;  August,  1842, 
Mr.  John  B.  Chace ;  September,  1842,  Mr.  Healy ;  December, 
1842,  the  Rev.  Henry  Bacon ;  October,  1843,  Mr.  Carpenter ;  June, 
1844,  the  Rev.  Doctor  Alva  Woods ;  April,  1848,  Mrs.  Anna  Jen- 
kins, and  Mrs.  John  Maeder,  June,  1848,  Mrs.  Adnah  Sackett, 
and  January,  1861,  Mrs.  Alva  Woods,  as  instructors  of  the  female 
prisoners.    It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  Mr.  Douglas,  who  now  holds 
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the  position  of  chaplain,  has  been  connected  with  the  Prison  from 
the  beginning,  and  has  the  satisfaction  of  looking  back  over  a  con- 
tinuous and  faithful  service  of  38  years,  as  '^  Ofioral  and  religious 
instructor  "  in  our  State  Penitentiary.  There  could  be  no  preach- 
ing in  the  corridor  of  the  State  Prison,  it  is  true,  but  in  July, 
1844,  the  public  services  on  Sunday  for  the  State  prisoners,  were 
held  in  the  new  building,  then  erected — a  portion  of  which  now 
remains,  and  is  incorporated  with  the  Chapel  at  present  in  use. 
Here  a  better  opportunity  for  preaching  and  for  Sunday  School 
instruction  was  presented,  and  the  religious  instructor  was  cheered 
by  the  collective  presence  of  his  congregation.  The  labors  of  a 
preacher  in  this  place  were  performed  by  the  Reverend  Doctor 
Woods,  from  1844  to  1854,  when  religious  exercises  were  inter- 
rupted by  the  alterations  of  the  buildings.  In  1856,  the  new  chap- 
el was  fitted  up,  and  Mr.  Douglas  was  elected  chaplain.  Doctor 
Woods  was  also  largely  instrumental  in  procuring  funds  for  the 
establishment  of  a  library  for  the  prisoners.  He  remarks,  as  a 
gratifying  circumstance,  the  presence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
Mr.  Burgess,  during  his  administration  of  the  Prison,  at  the  preach- 
ing service  on  Sundays.  The  Inspectors  in  their  reports  from  year 
to  year,  make  mention,  with  deserved  commendation,  of  this  kind 
and  gratuitous  service. 

Mr.  Douglas,  even  before  his  connection  with  the  Prison,  had 
been  laboring  with  the  prisoners  in  the  old  jail  on  Meeting  street, 
and,  like  other  pastors,  he  followed  his  flock,  when  they  were 
transferred  to  their  new  fold.  The  jail  prisoners  were  brought 
from  their  cells  into  their  own  corridor,  and  Mr.  Douglas  preached 
to  them  in  the  open  space.  When  the  west  wing  of  the  Prison 
was  built,  he  preached  to  all  the  prisoners  in  the  corridor. 
Upon  his  appointment  as  chaplain  of  the  State  Prison,  and 
the  erection  of  the  Chapel,  the  Sunday  school,  which  three 
years  previously  had  been  formed,  was  more  thoroughly  organized. 
Dr.  Wayland,  Professor  George  I.  Chace,  Mr.  Stephen  Atwater 
and  Warden  Willaixl  are  mentioned  as  having  taken  part  in  the 
school,  and  given  great  assistance  to  the  chaplain  in  his  labor. 
Singing  was  introduced,  and  became  a  very  important  part  of  the 
services.    The  library  soon  came  into  constant  use,  and  its  influence 
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was  beneficial  to  a  marked  degree.  But  the  chapel  was  found  to 
be  too  small,  as  scarcely  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  prisoners 
could  attend  divine  service. 

In  December,  1867,  the  Inspectors  ordered  the  upper  story  of 
the  old  workshop  to  be  fitted  as  a  chapel,  and  ample  accommoda- 
tions for  the  Sunday  exercises  were  thus  secured.  The  old  chapel 
is  now  used  for  the  sewing-room  of  the  female  prisoners.  Mr. 
Douglas  says,  ^'  we  now  have  a  well  organized  Sunday  school,  an 
efficient  and  intelligent  corps  of  teachers,  and  a  well  selected  lib- 
rary. No  person,unless  an  eye  witness  to  the  facts,  can  form  any 
adequate  conception  of  the  improvement  in  the  deportment  and 
appearance  of  the  inmates,  which  we  have  reason  to  believe  has 
been  effected,  to  a  great  extent,  by  the  religious  and  moral  in- 
fluences exerted  upon  them."  The  Inspectors  say  in  their  report 
of  the  year  1867 — a  year  also  marked  by  the  removal  of  the  last 
Testige  of  the  separate  system,  in  the  restoration  of  the  prisoner's 
peisonalitiy,  by  the  substitution  of  his  name  for  his  number — ^^  the 
proportion  of  the  discharged  convicts,  who  are  becoming  reputa- 
ble members  of  society,  furnishes  evidence  that  the  Prison  is  ac- 
complishing the  purpose  of  a  house  of  reformation,  and  thus  real- 
iang  the  benevolent  design  of  the  General  Assembly."  Certainly 
it  can  be  added,  that  too  much  commendation  cannot  be  given  to 
those  faithful  men  and  women,  who,  through  many  years  of  often- 
times discouraging  labor,  have  given  their  time  and  strength  to 
the  duty  of  instruction  in  the  Prison  and  (fail.  It  has  been  mostly 
gratuitous,  and  had  its  source  in  a  genuine  ohristian  sympathy  for 
the  unfortunate  and  the  vicious,  and  in  the  sense  of  obligation 
to  help  the  weak  and  wanting  to  a  better  knowledge  and  a 
stronger  and  higher  life.  It  is  impossible,  and  it  will  not  be  con- 
sidered necessary,  even  by  those  most  interested,  to  give  the 
names  of  aU  who  have  taught  in  the  Sunday  school.  It  is  enough 
that  they  have  done  their  work  well  and  faithfully,  and  such 
labor  does  not  ask  for  the  poor  reward  of  an  earthly  record.  Two 
men  are  especially  mentioned  in  the  reports — Mr.  Vamiun  J. 
Bates,  who  died  in  1868,  and  Mr.  Benjamin  White,  who  died  in 
1875,  both  of  whom  have  left  the  memory  of  devoted  and  self- 
s&erificing  labor.    During  the^  last  year,  the  Sunday  school  has 
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suffered  a  loss  by  the  death  of  Rer.  Thomas  Vernon,  and  of  llr. 
Joseph  W.  Beynon,  who  for  several  years  have  been  faithful  and 
earnest  instructors.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  W.  Goodwin  are  also 
commended  for  the  essential  and  valuable  aid  they  have  rendeied 
in  conducting  the  music. 

But  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  in  making  the  changes  and 
improvements  apparent  at  this  period,  the  personal  influence  of 
Dr.  Wayland  was  largely  exercised.  That  he  was  ably  seconded 
and  cordially  supported  by  such  men  as  Messrs.  Sackett,  Feck- 
ham,  Davis,  Allen,  Clarke,  Tourtellot,  S.  A.  Arnold  and  Thomas 
P.  Shepard — all  men  of  positive  opinions — is  as  much  to  the  credit 
of  their  good  judgment  and  sound  policy  as  to  his  own  execu- 
tive ability.  They  and  their  associates  would  doubtless  all  agiee, 
that,  if  his  mind  did  not  furnish  the  guiding  impulse  of  their  ad- 
ministration, they  still  relied  upon  the  assurance,  that  the  re- 
markable power  which  had  been  displayed  in  other  fields  of  labor 
would  be  applied — even  in  this,  unpromising  as  at  first  sight 
it  might  appear — to  make  it  fruitful  unto  good  results.  He 
might  not  have  originated  these  movements  and  plans,  which 
gave  an  essentially  new  direction  to  the  government  of  the  Prison ; 
but  he  contributed,  in  no  small  measure,  to  their  successful  prose- 
cution. Doctor  Wayland  was  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1850  to 
1884.  He  was  chairman  from  1850  to  1854,  and  again  in  1860-61. 
Retiring  in  1861,  he  was  re  appointed  in  1863,  and  served  as  chair- 
man for  one  year.  Mr.  Sackett  was  chairman  from  1854,  to  his 
death,  February  15,  1860.  He  served  as  Inspector  from  his  ap- 
pointment in  May,  1847,  to  the  time  of  his  death — a  term  of  nearly 
13  years — the  longest  continuous  term  of  any  Inspector  from  the 
construction  of  the  Prison.  It  was  a  very  faithful  and  conscien- 
tious labor,  and  its  results  remain  to  this  day.  Mr.  Wilkinson 
was  clerk  from  1847  to  1851,  when  he  retired  from  the  Board  to 
be  re-instated  in  1854,  and  to  be  re*appointed  to  his  clerkship, 
which  he  held  till  1860.  Mr.  Clarke  was  clerk  from  1851  to  1854, 
when  he  retired  from  the  Board.  The  Inspectors,  during  all  this 
period,  speak  in  terms  of  high  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
warden,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  BlaisdelL  In  1859,  for  the  first  time 
since  their  establishment,  the  Prison  and  Jail  united  showed  a 
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balance  of  income.  The  Prison  alone,  since  the  1st  of  August, 
1854,  had  more  than  paid  for  its  maintenance  ;  but  now  the  In- 
spectors were  able  to  report  a  surplus  from  both  of  $685.07 — the 
expenses  of  the  Jail,  which  had  been  always  in  excess,  being  more 
than  counterbalanced,  by  the  returns  from  its  labor,  increased 
hj  the  income  from  the  Prison.  In  1860,  the  entire  surplus  was 
*2,588.29.  In  1861,  the  net  profit  was  $76.68.  In  1862,  the 
Jail  accounts  showed  an  excess  of  income  of  $143.16,  and  the 
Piison  accounts  the  handsome  income  of  $8,194.95.  In  1868,  the 
Jail  income  was  $13.83,  and  the  Prison  income  $1,177.90.  In 
1864,  the  last  year  of  Mr.  BlaisdelFs  wardenship,  the  Jail  income 
was  879.60,  and  the  Prison  income  $1,186.42.*  Through  all  the 
jears  in  which  Mr.  Blaisdell  had  the  immediate  direction  of 
affidrs,  the  results,  both  financiaUy  and  morally,  were  very  credit- 
able to  his  skill  and  spirit.  In  every  Report,  the  Inspectors  bear 
cheerful  and  united  testimony  to  the  excellence  of  his  discipline, 
the  humane  yet  firm  character  of  his  government,  the  strict  in- 
tegrity which  characterized  his  business  transactions,  and  the 
general  efficiency  of  his  administration. 

Besides  the  changes  already  noted  in  the  Board,  there  are  now 
to  be  recorded  the  following  :  Mr.  Davis  retired  in  3  863,  and 
Messrs.  Clarke  and  Peckham  in  1854 ;  Messrs.  William  P.  Bul- 
lock and  Walter  S.  Burges  served  firom  1852  to  1854  ;  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Sheldon  from  1854  to  1855 ;  Mr.  Amasa  R.  Tourtellott  from 
854  to  1865,  being  clerk  in  1860-'61 ;  Dr.  S.  A.  Arnold  from 
1854  to  1861 ;  Mr.  James  G.  Anthony  from  1854  to  1861 ;  Mr. 
Zachariah  Allen  from  1855  to  1861  ;  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Shepardfrom 
1860  to  1864,  being  chairman  from  1861  to  1863;  Mr.  Byron 
Sprague  from  1860  to  1865  ;  Bishop  Thomas  M.  Clark  from  1861 
to  1868 ;  Mr.  William  E.  Hamlin  from  1861  to  1863,  being  clerk 
dining  that  time  ;  Mr.  Horatio  N.  Slater  from  1861  to  1868 ;  Mr. 
George  H.  Whitney,  also  as  clerk,  1868-64 ;  Mr.  Thomas  Brown 
from  1863  to  1866,  clerk  for  the  last  two  years  ;    Mr.  Thomas  K. 

*  A  table  containing  an  aoconnt  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Prison 
voA  the  Jail  from  the  time  of  building  the  Prison,  with  the  surplus,  deficit,  expense 
fir  capita  of  each  year,  &o.,  has  been  prepared,  and  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  Re- 
poft   It  wttl  be  seen  that  the  average  net  cost  per  year  has  been  about  $2,357.02 
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King,  also  as  chairman,  from  1864  to  1866  ;  the  ReYerend  A. 
Huntington  Clapp,  1864-'65 ;  Messrs.  Hiram  H.  Thomas  and 
George  L.  Clarke  from  1864  to  1866. 

There  were  two  objects  dear  to  the  heart  of  Dr.  Wayland,  and 
those  longest  associates  with  him  :  1.  The  completion  of  the 
Prison  buildings,  by  the  demolition  of  the  oldest  wing — what  was 
now  the  old  Jail  with  its  ^^  dungeon  " — ^and  the  construction  of 
a  new  wing  upon  the  site  and  2.  The  prolongation  of  the  sen- 
tences of  those  committed  for  petty  offences  and  drunkenness. 
The  two  really  belonged  together,  for  it  would  be  an  added  in- 
humanity to  doom  any  human  being  to  a  long  imprisonment  in  the 
old  Jail.  Let  a  new  jail  be  built,  substantially  on  the  same  plans 
as  the  other  wings  had  been,  and  then  let  these  offenders  be  con- 
fined long  enough  within  its  walls  to  wean  them  from  their  bad 
habits  and  vices,  and  instil  into  them  some  good  and  useful  prin- 
ciples of  conduct  For  the  furtherance  of  the  first  object,  the 
efforts  of  the  warden  and  Inspectors  to  make  the  Prison 
profitable  to  the  State,  were  mainly  directed.  They  hoped  to  ac- 
cumulate a  sufi&cient  amount  to  partially  defray  the  cost  of  the 
new  erection,  and  then,  having  the  money  at  their  own  disposal, 
they  could  easily  obtain,  as  they  thought,  a  grant  of  authority 
from  the  General  Assembly,  with  whatever  additional  sum  was 
necessary  to  do  the  work.  Plans  were  prepared  by  Mr.  James  C. 
Bucklin,  and  eveiything  was  got  in  readiness  to  begin  the  struc- 
ture, and  to  press  it  to  completion  without  unnecessary  d^y. 
More  than  ^7,000  had  been  saved  by  the  end  of  the  year 
1868,  and  the  subject  was  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature.  Indeed,  for  at  least  ten  years  previous  to  this  time, 
the  matter  had  been  brought  up  for  consideration.  Year  by  year, 
the  Inspectors  had  ui*ged,  with  ever  increasing  warmth,  the  need 
of  the  new  structure.  But  it  was  found  impossible  to  make  the 
Qeneral  Assembly  believe  that  the  first  State  Prison  which  the 
State  had  built,  had  become,  in  less  than  thirty  years,  "  a  hideous 
remnant  of  barbarism,"  a  collection  of  "  cheerless  dungeons  "  and 
"  noisome  cells,"  and  a  disgrace  and  scandal  to  the  good  name  of 
our  commimity.  But  this  was  not  all.  In  May,  1868,  the  General 
Assembly  authorized  the  Inspectors,  at  their  discretion,  to  deposit 
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the  surplns  earnings  of  the  Prison  and  Jail  with  the  General 
Treasurer,  at  an  interest  of  5  per  cent.,  and  in  May,  1864,  directed 
them  to  do  so — ^leaving  them  no  discretion  in  the  premises.  Dr. 
Wayland,  seeing  no  prospect  of  carrying  out  his  plan  for  rebuild- 
ing, resigned  on  the  12th  of  July,  1864,  and  Dr.  Shepard  accom- 
panied him  in  his  retirement  from  the  Board. 

The  second  object  which  Dr.  Wayland  had  in  view — the  pro- 
longation of  sentences — ^was  afterwards  partially  attained  by  the 
oiganization  of  the  institutions  on  the  State  Farm.  But  Dr.  Way- 
land  did  not  live  to  see  the  day.  Meanwhile,  although  the  subject 
was,  year  after  year,  pressed  upon  the  General  Assembly,  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  of  the  Jail,  it  was  impossible  to 
accomplish  any  satisfactory  result.  It  was  either  treated  with  in- 
difference, or  rejected  when  the  measure  was  proposed  in  practical 
form.  It  is  needless  now  to  urge  the  subject  anew.  It  would 
seem  that  any  candid  mind  would  readily  perceive,  that  in  order 
to  accomplish  any  beneficial  results  from  prison  discipline,  a  longer 
detention  than  a  week  or  ten  days  is  imperative.  The  provisions 
of  the  charters  of  the  cities  of  Providence  and  Newport,  and  the 
town  ordinances,  which  apply  to  this  subject,  work  only  mischief. 
They  are  bad  for  the  community,  bad  for  the  towns  and  cities,  and 
bad  for  the  persons  subject  to  restraint  One  thing  has  been  ac- 
complished— ^imprisonment  for  debt  has  been  abolished,  in  name 
at  least,  though  not  actually  in  fact.  It  is  hoped  that  not  many 
jears  wiU  pass,  when  the  Legislature  will  see  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding some  place  where  petty  offenders,  and  those  committed 
for  drunkenness,  will  have  an  opportunity  to  free  themselves  from 
habits  of  intemperance  and  vice.  Wholesome  discipline  for  three 
months  at  least,  would  accomplish  good  results. 

On  the  18th  of  February,  1865,  Warden  Blaisdell  resigned,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  Richard  W.  Blaisdell,  who  had  been 
acting  as  deputy  warden  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  previous 
year.  It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  he  would  prove  as  suc- 
cessful an  administrator  as  the  former  warden  had  been.  But,  in 
1865,  the  accounts  showed  a  net  surplus  of  ef  347.80,  and  the  In- 
spectors speak  of  him  as  judicious  and  efficient.  The  Board  at 
^  time  consisted  of  Messrs.  King,  Brown,  Clarke,  Thomas, 
Stephen  R.  Weeden  and  Stephen  C.  Arnold. 
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In  May,  1866,  the  Board  was  very  materially  changed.  Messrs. 
Weeden  and  Arnold  remained,  but  the  places  of  the  other  gentle- 
men were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Augustus  Woodbury,  Samuel  L. 
Caldwell,  Lewis  Fairbrother,  Edwin  M.  Snow  and  Moses  B.  Lock- 
wood.  Mr.  Woodbury  was  elected  chairman,  and  Mr.  Weeden, 
clerk.  Mr.  Lockwood  resigned  in  the  autumn,  and  Dr.  George  L. 
Collins  was  appointed  in  his  place.  Dr.  Collins  remained  but  a 
few  months,  and  upon  his  resignation,  Mr.  William  Binney  was 
appointed,  in  April,  1867.  The  new  Board,  upon  entering  on  their 
duties,  found  that  the  contract  for  labor,  which  had  been  held  by 
the  East  New  York  Boot,  Shoe  and  Leather  Company,  had  expired, 
about  three  weeks  preyious  to  their  appointment,  and  the  male 
prisoners  were  entirely  idle.  A  new  contract  could  not  be  made 
until  the  1st  of  September,  when  the  labor  was  let  at  a  considera- 
ble reduction  from  former  rates.  The  financial  exhibit  of  the 
year  was,  consequently,  not  so  favorable  as  in  previous  years.  The 
expenditures  exceeded  the  income  to  the  amount  of  $1,594.25. 
Nearly  four  months  of  enforced  idleness  made  a  considerable  dif- 
ference in  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution.  But  the  year 
was  occupied  by  the  Inspectors  in  an  attempt  to  give  a  more  tho^ 
ough  organization  to  the  Prison  and  its  concerns.  The  goyem- 
ment  was  divided  into  six  departments, — 1,  general  management; 
2,  sanitary ;  3,  religious  instruction ;  4,  labor  and  finance ;  5,  sub- 
sistence and  clothing,  and  6,  repairs.  The  first  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  chairman  and  one  Inspector,  and  to  each  of  the  oth- 
ers, one  Inspector  was  assigned.  A  new  set  of  regulations  was 
prepared,  by  which  each  officer  was  specially  informed  of  his  sta- 
tion and  its  duties.  A  new  catalogue  of  the  library  was  prepared, 
and  the  library  itself  revised  under  the  particular  direction  of  Dr. 
Caldwell.  The  Inspectors  recommended  the  construction  of  a  new 
Prison,  upon  some  site  properly  selected,  or  if  found  more  feasible 
a  partial  reconstruction  upon  the  present  site.  Public  sentiment 
in  the  State  was  already  drifting  toward  the  establishment  of  some 
reformatory  institution,  to  be  connected  with  a  State  asylum  for 
the  insane,  a  State  alms-house  and  other  kindred  institutions.  The 
General  Assembly,  in  January,  1867,  appointeda  committee  to  in- 
quire into  the  matter,  and  in  1868  and  1869,  other  committees  were 
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appointed,  with  power  to  select  a  site  and  purchase  the  land  In 
the  summer  of  1869,  a  farm,  finely  situated  on  a  commanding  ele- 
yation  in  the  town  of  Cranston,  was  bought,  and  the  "  State  Farm,'* 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Correc- 
tioDs,  was  duly  and  legally  constituted.  The  act  of  establishment, 
as  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  contemplated  the  erection 
of  a  State  workhouse,  a  house  of  correction,  a  State  asylum  for  the 
insane,  and  a  State  almshouse,  and  these  departments  are  now  fully 
organized.  The  concentration  of  all  the  penitentiary  establish- 
ments of  the  State  gradually  became  the  policy  of  the  authorities, 
sustained  by  the  sentiment  of  the  people.  The  construction  of 
a  new  Prison  upon  the  State  Farm  was  soon  to  be  expected.* 

Meanwhile,  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison  endeavored  to 
make  the  institution,  under  their  immediate  charge,  serve  its  pur- 
poses, as  well  as  the  circumstances  would  permit.  The  equip- 
ment was  found  to  be  low,  and  the  buildings  somewhat  out  of 
repair.  In  1867,  Mr.  Arnold  retired,  and  Dr.  Benoni  Carpenter 
was  appointed  to  the  place.  Some  changes  in  the  internal  admin- 
istration had  already  been  found  necessary,  and  on  the  1st  of  May, 
Warden  Blaisdell  resigned,  and  General  Nelson  Yiall,  previously 
elected  by  the  Board,  entered  upon  his  duties.  General  Yiall 
bad  served  for  a  year  or  two  as  Chief  of  the  Providence  Police, 
and  at  once  commended  himself  to  the  favor  of  the  authorities. 
The  parti-colored  uniform  of  the  prisoners  was  thrown  aside,  and 
neat  and  serviceable  clothing  was  received  from  the  Quartermas- 
ter's Department  of  the  State.  The  upper  story  of  the  old  work- 
shop, which  had  been  mainly  used  of  late  for  a  lumber-room,  was 
cleansed  and  fitted  up  for  a  chapel.  The  room  used  for  this  pur- 
pose had  always  been  too  small  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the 
prisoners  on  Sunday.  The  lower  hall  was  used  for  a  time,  and 
fonnd  to  be  inadequate.  But  the  fitting  of  the  room  in  the  work- 
shop at  once  supplied  the  need,  and  an  airy,  commodious  and  capa- 


*Aii  aooonnt  of  the  Proyidence  Beform  School  hardly  oomes  within  the  scope  of 
tbit  report,  as  it  is  more  of  a  municipal,  than  a  State  institution,  and  is  under  the 
thu^  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  City  Council  of  Providence.  The  school  was 
formally  opened,  November  1, 1800,  and  has  been  instrumental  in  saving  a  large 
naber  of  boys  and  girls  from  the  harmful  influence  of  street  life,  and  the  contam- 
ination of  the  JaO. 
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cious  chapel  was  furnished.    Two  years  afterwards,  in  1869,  the 
kitchen  was  removed  from  the  basement  below  the  central  hall  to 
the  lower  story  of  the  old  workshop,  and  the  change  was  felt  to 
be  in  every  way  an  improvement.     ChaDges  could  not  thus  be 
made  without  an  increase  of  expense.     In  1867,  the  sum  of 
$1,799.40  was  spent  for  repairs,  $1,596.58  for  clothing  and  bed- 
ding, and  $898.48  for  furniture.    The  excess  of  expenses  for  the 
first  four  months  was  $3,242.81,  for  the  remaining  eight  months, 
from  May  1st,  $3,418.14.    The  Inspectors  recommended  the  pas- 
sage of  a  law  authorizing  a  commutation  of  imprisonment  for  good 
behavior,  and  the  General  Assembly  at  once  acted  upon  their  ad- 
vice.     The  law  has  proved  to  be  a  most  efficient  agency  for 
promoting  good  conduct  among  the  convicts.    In  the  early  part  of 
1868,  the  small  pox  appeared  in  the  Prison  and  continued  for  two 
or  three  months,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  the  physician  to 
check  its  progress.     Happily,  but  one  prisoner  died,  but  the  pres- 
ence of  the  disease  was  sufficient  to  cause  a  hindrance  to  labor,  a 
reduction ^of  income  and  increase  of  expense.    The  balance  against 
the  Prison  and  Jail  was  $3,829.03.     Dr.  Baker,  after  a  service  of 
fourteen  years,  resigned  on  the  14th  of  July,  and  Dr.  George  W. 
Carr  was  elected  to  the  position.    A  relaxation  of  the  rules  was 
permitted,  allowing  the  prisoners  to  enjoy  an  hour  or  two  of  com- 
parative freedom  in  the  yard  and  chapel  on  the  public  holidays. 
Dr.  E.  M.  Snow  retired  from  the  Board  in  1869,  and  Mr.  Jesse 
Metcalf  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  1869,  the  excess  of  expenditures  was  $5,078.54,  of  which, 
$8,005.95  were  paid  for  new  steam  boilers,  pumps,  &c.,  for  venti- 
lators for  shop,  for  new  gas  pipe,  and  burners  for  lighting  each  cell 
in  the  Prison  wing  and  other  extraordinary  expenses.  The  bal- 
ance against  the  Institution  for  ordinary  expenses  was  a  little  over 
$2,000.00.  During  the  winter  of  1868-69  a  course  of  lectures 
was  delivered  in  the  Prison  chapel  by  different  gentlemen  of  the 
city  of  Providence,  and  an  evening  school  was  opened  for  the 
instruction  of  such  prisoners  as  desired  to  obtain  some  familiarity 
with  the  common  English  branches  of  knowledge.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  chaplain  was  able  to  say  in  his  report :  "  At  no  time 
since  my  connection  with  the  Prison  as  a  religious  teacher,  extend- 
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ing  over  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years,  has  the  institution 
been  in  a  better  condition  than  at  the  present,  to  accomplish  the 
design  of  its  establishment — the  protection  of  society  and  the  refor- 
mation of  offenders/'  In  1870,  a  board  of  women  to  visit  the 
correctional  and  penal  institutions  in  the  State,  was  established 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  female  prisoners — ^few  in  num- 
ber since  the  organization  of  the  State  Farm — were  encouraged  by 
the  presence  and  counsels  of  members  of  their  own  sex,  officially 
appointed  to  consider  their  needs.  During  this  year,  the  amount 
expended  for  repairs — in  fitting  up  a  bath-room,  building  an  oven 
in  the  kitchen,  finishing  the  attics  of  the  warden's  house  and 
making  other  improvements  of  the  premises,  was  f  1,765.60,  and 
the  deficiency  for  ordinary  expenditures  was  $847.19.  A  new  and 
more  favorable  contract  for  labor  was  made  on  the  1st  of  August. 

In  1871,  the  buildings  still  needed  repairs  to  the  amount  of 
11,101.11,  but  the  accounts  of  the  Prison  and  Jail  showed  a  balance 
of  income  over  all  expenses  of  $3,018.46.  The  Inspectors  recom- 
mended the  appointment  of  a  special  commission  for  building  a 
new  State  Prison  They  also  adopted  a  system  of  classification  and 
gradation  of  prisoners,  which  went  into  effect  January  1st,  1872. 
They  suggested  to  the  General  Assembly  the  feasibility  of  provid- 
ing, that  a  portion  of  the  earnings  of  the  prisoners  should  be  paid 
to  them  at  their  discharge,  or  applied  to  the  assistance  of  their 
families  during  their  imprisonment.  In  1872,  the  subject  was  again 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  in  the  form  of  a  recoin- 
mendation,  and  an  act  embodying  the  principle  was  soon  after 
passed.  The  balance  of  income  for  this  year  was  $4,518.90.  The 
Prison  school  began  to  show  unexpected  results.  One  or  two  con- 
victs went  beyond  "  the  rudiments  "  to  engage  in  higher  studies, 
and  one  made  considerable  progress  in  the  study  of  both  ancient 
and  modem  languages. 

In  May,  1878,  Mr.  Weeden  was  re-elected  clerk  of  the  Board, 
bot  was  obliged,  in  the  following  November,  to  resign  the  office, 
on  account  of  feeble  health,  and  Mr.  Metcalf  was  ehosen  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Mr.  Weeden  received  the  thanks  of  the  Inspectors  for 
liis  faithfcd  service.  In  September,  Doctor  Caldwell  resigned  his 
position  on  the  Board,  having  removed  from  the  State.    His  retire- 
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ment  was  a  source  of  smcere  regret  [to  his  associates,  and  they 
placed  on  record  a  minute,  expressing  their  grateful  appreciation 
of  his  fidelity  and  usefulness.    The  Reverend  Doctor  Alexis  Cas- 
well was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.    During  this  year  a  change 
of  labor  was  made,  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  the  contract 
held  by  the  former  parties.     The  manufacture  of  boots  and  shoes 
had  been  the  chief  branch  of  industry  pursued  in  the  Prison  since 
1858,  when  the  contract  with  Mr.  Field  expired.    Contracts  weie 
made  in  September  for  finishing  furniture   and  weaving  wire. 
Chair  seating  was  also  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent.    The 
loss  of  a  month's  labor,  incurred  during  these  changes,  and  the 
subsequent  depression  of  business,  which  prevented  any  remuner- 
ative occupation,  seriously  affected  the  receipts,  and  the  balance 
of  income  feU  to  $2,365.02.     A  fire,  which  occurred  in  the  work- 
shop,  on  the  morning  of  January  15, 1874,  caused  a  damage  which 
required  an  expenditure  of  $5,109.89  to  repair.     The  balance  of 
income  over  the  ordinary  expenditures  fell  to  $461.47.  The  Inspec 
tors  endeavored,  by  a  thorough  investigation,  to  ascertain  the  ori- 
gin of  the  fire,  but  without  arriving  at  any  satis&ctory  results. 
They  immediately  took  measures  to  provide  against  a  similar  mis- 
fortune, by  the  introduction  of  Pawtuxet  water,  with  the  neces- 
sary hose,  upon  each  floor  of  the  workshop. 

In  January,  1874,  the  General  Assembly  began  to  move,  pre- 
liminary to  the  erection  of  a  new  Prison  for  the  State.  A 
Commission,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Edwin  M.  Snow,  William  B. 
Law  ton,  and  William  D.  Brayton,  was  appointed  to  select  a  site, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  and  to  prepare 
plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison.  This 
commission,  after  consultation  with  the  two  Boards,  reported  to 
the  Assembly  in  May.  A  site  was  selected  on  the  State  Farm 
near  the  Pontiac  road,  and  plans,  combining  recent  improvements 
in  Prison  architecture,  prepared  by  Messrs.  Stone  and  Carpenter, 
Architects,  were  submitted  to  the  Inspectors  and  received  their 
approval.  A  new  Commission  was  appointed,  consisting  of  the 
same  gentlemen,  with  whom  were  associated  the  Chairman  of  the 
Inspectors,  and  Mr.  George  I.  Chace,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
State  Charities,  ex  officUs.  The  foundations  were  laid  in  the  Autumn 
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of  1874,  and  the  work  has  been  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. The  estimate  of  the  cost  for  a  prison  of  252  cells  was 
1334,000.00 — an  average  per  cell  yery  nearly  the  same  as  that  for 
the  first  State  Prison,  built  forty  years  ago.  The  Inspectors  con- 
gratolate  themselves  and  their  fellow  citizens,  that  the  old  Prison 
will  soon  be  known  only  in  memory.  Public  sentiment, 
directed  at  last  into  the  right  channel,  has  decided  upon  the  demo- 
lition of  a  structure  which  had  become  a  reproach  and  scandal  to 
our  good  name. 

The  year  1875  was  not  marked  by  any  event  of  special  impor- 
tance.   A  new  branch  of  industry  was  introduced  in  the  manu- 
facture or  repairing  of  cotton  ties,  but  it  was  found  impossible  to 
obtun  emplojrment  for  scarcely  more  than  half  the  inmates  of 
the  Prison  and  Jail,  except  at  prices  ridiculously  small.    Never- 
theless, the  men  were  kept  at  work,  for  idleness  is  especially  demor- 
alizing in  Prison  life.    The  excess  of  expenditures  was  $5.63,  and 
the  reserved  fond — encroached  upon  largely  by  the  fire — amounted 
to  $4,43120.    An  enumeration  of  the  different  branches  of  labor 
pursued  during  the  existence  of  the  Prison  may  not  be  without 
interest.    It  is  as  follows :    Boot  and  shoe  making,  and  finishing 
of  fans,  on  account  of  the  State ;  manufacture  of  furniture,  boot 
and  shoe  making,  broom-making,  finishing  of  furniture,  upholst- 
ery, wire-weaving,  chair-seating,  manufacture  of  cotton- ties,  and 
preparation  of  shoddy,  imder  contract;  finishing  and  manufacture 
of  furniture  on  account  of  the  State.     From  the  beginning,  the 
Inspectors  have  been  mindful  of  the  necessity  of  furnishing  for 
the  prisoners  constant  employment.     The  want  of  occupation  is 
a  prolific  source  of  trouble  and  irregularity,  both  within  and  with- 
out the  Prison  walls.    No  prisoner,  who  has  been  committed  for 
any  length  of  time  to  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison,  has  gone 
forth  without  having  learned  some  useful  employment,  by  which 
he  might,  if  so  he  chose,  gain  an  honest  livelihood.     At  this  day, 
there  are  as  good  workmen  in  the  Prison  as  can  be  found  any- 
where, and  many  of  them  have  become  skilful  artisans  by  the 
occupation  afforded  them  in  the  Prison  workshops.     The  know- 
ledge of  a  trade  is  in  itself  a  certain  restraining  influence  from 
crime.    In  the  case  of  convicts,  it  helps  to  prevent  a  relapse  after 
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they  are  discharged.  And  thus,  while  steady  work  is  one  of  the 
best  aids  to  good  government  within  the  Prison,  it  is  also  a  con- 
tribution to  the  instrumentalities  which  tend  to  promote  the 
safety  of  society  and  the  preservation  of  public  order.  To  furnish 
employment  to  discharged  prisoners  is  a  benefit  to  the  commxmity, 
as  well  as  to  the  individuals  personally  concerned ;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  General  Assembly,  in  its  revision  of  the  laws  pertaining 
to  the  direction  of  our  penitentiary  establishments,  will  find  some 
place  for  an  agency,  which  will  help  in  the  attainment  of  so  desir- 
able an  end. 

For  the  year  1876,  the  Inspectors  have  to  report  a  decided 
increase  of  numbers,  both  in  the  Prison  and  Jail.  The  buildings 
have  been  crowded  more  than  ever  before — ^the  number  of  inmates 
rising  upon  some  days  as  high  as  270,  while  there  are  but  214  cells 
that  are  available  for  the  confinement  of  prisoners.  The  new 
State  Prison  will  be  finished  none  too  soon,  and  it  certainly  is 
gratifying  to  feel,  that  the 'present  winter  will  be  the  last  in  which 
the  old  Jail  will  be  occupied  by  human  beings.  Fortunately,  no 
serious  disease  has  prevailed  among  the  prisoners.  Indeed,  through 
the  entire  period  of  the  existence  of  the  Prison,  there  has  been  a 
somewhat  remarkable  continuance  of  good  health  within  the  walls. 
With  the  exception  of  the  cases,  when  the  small  pox  gained  an 
entrance — ^happily  with  but  little  loss  of  life — ^the  premises  have 
been  exempt  from  epidemic  dieases.  Sanitary  regulations  have 
been  well  observed,  and  the  prison  physicians  have  faithfully  per- 
formed their  duty.  In  this  connection,  the  Inspectors  would  make 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  kindness  of  the  ladies  connected 
with  the  Union  for  Christian  Work,  for  gifts  of  flowers,  which,  for 
several  years,  have  brightened  the  life  of  the  Prison,  and  especially 
of  the  hospital. 

With  careful  attention  to  the  physical  health  of  the  prisoners, 
there  has  been  the  same  diligent  labor  for  their  moral  well-being. 
The  evening  school,  which  was  opened  in  1869,  has  been  continued 
with  results,  which,  with  every  succeeding  year,  have  given 
renewed  satisfaction.  To  the  regular  religious  instructions  of 
Sunday,  a  religious  meeting  of  a  more  social  character  has  been 
held  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month,  and  also  during  the  week 
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on  every  Friday  eyening.  In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the 
ehapfado,  the  Inspectors  authorized  the  warden  to  allow  the  State 
Pnaon  oonvicts  to  eat  their  last  Christmas  dinner  together.  A 
table  was  spread  in  the  old  chapel,  and  they  sat  down  in  company, 
instead  of  taking  their  dinner  to  their  cells.  In  some  State  Pris- 
ons this  practice  is  followed  daily,  and  a  mess-room  is  as  necessary 
an  adjunct  as  a  work-shop.  The  Commissioners  for  building  the 
new  State  Prison,  have  proposed,  in  their  plans,  to  make  provis- 
ion for  its  adoption  in  the  management  of  that  institution.  On 
the  occasion  now  referred  to,  the  meal  passed  off  in  a  manner  grati- 
fying to  the  officers,  and,  as  an  experiment  for  the  day,  was 
regarded  as  a  success. 

The  continued  derangement  of  labor  and  the  depression,  which 
has  existed  in  all  branches  of  industry,  have  naturally  had  their 
effect  upon  the  Prison  finances.  Mr.  William  Sweeney's  contract, 
for  furnishing  and  upholstering  furniture,  expired  on  the  8th  of 
September.    The  Inspectors  advertised  the  labor  of  50  men,  thus 
deprived  of  employment,  but  no  one  seemed  willing  to  enter  into 
a  contract,  which  would  not  be  likely  to  continue  for  more  than 
a  year.    It  was,  therefore,  decided  to  carry  on  the  business,  with 
which  the  men  had  become  familiar,  on  account  of  the  State.    As 
soon  as  the  necessary  preparations  could  be  made,  the  prisoners 
were  set  to  work.    The  results  thus  far  are  as  satisfactory  as  could 
reasonably  be  expected  in  the  circumstances,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  State  will  suffer  no  loss.     The  contract  heretofore  made 
with  Mr.  H.  H.  Fenner  for  the  manufacture  of  wire  goods,  was 
transferred  to  Mr.  George  Campbell,  in  May  last,  and  is  to  con- 
tinue in  force  till  October  1st,  1877.      Mr.  Campbell  employs 
8  men,  at  the  rate  of  80  cents  per  day.      The  contract    with 
the  Providence  Cotton  Tie  Company,  for  the  labor  of  no  less  than 
15  men,  at  the  rate  of  40  cents  per  day,  was  renewed  for  one  year, 
on  the  11th  day  of  May.      At  least  8  men  are  employed  by 
Mr.  T.  A.  Cunliff,  at  the  rate  of  40  cents  per  day,  in  the  cutting 
of  woolen  rags  for  the  preparation  of  shoddy.     The  remainder  of 
&e  men  are]employed  inchair-seating  for  diffarent  parties  in  Massa  - 
dmsetts.    The  price  paid,  for  the  last  mentioned  labor  is  very 
low,  but  the  Inspectors  have  judged  it  best  to  keep  the  men  steadily 
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employed,  even  if  the  returns  would  be  no  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  supervising  officer.  During  the  year, 
as  during  the  period  of  his  management  of  the  Prison  and  Jail, 
Warden  Viall  has  performed  his  duties  with  efficiency  and  good 
judgment.  The  internal  administration  has  been  conducted  with 
ability  and  accuracy,  and  both  the  Warden  and  his  subordinate 
officers  have,  in  the  main,  exhibited  a  ready  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  a  commendable  interest  in  promoting  the  success  of  the  Insti- 
tution.

Thus  it  will  be  seen,  that  while  .the  number  of  prisoners  has 
mcreased  29  per  cent,  the  expenses  have  been  reduced.  The  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  work  has  materially  reduced  the  receipts  of  the 
Institution,  and  in  view  of  the  continuance  of  the  existing  depres- 
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fiioD,  the  iDspectors,  for  the  first  time  since  1870,  are  obliged  to 
ask  for  an  appropriation. 

During  the  year,  there  ha^e  been  committed  to  the  Piisou, 
under  sentence  of  imprisonment  of  life  for  the  crime  of  murder, 
three  convicts.    It  happened  that  the  trials  of  these  prisoueis  all 
took  place  in  the  same  week.     The  unusual  circumstance  attracted 
attention,  both  in  our  own  State  and  beyond  our  borders.    The 
question  as  to  the  effect  of  the  aboUtion  of  capital  punishment 
upon  the  progress  of  ciime  came  up  anew  for  discussion.    It  is 
not  infrequently  the  case,  that  letters  are  received  from  students 
of  criminal  jurisprudence  in  other  States,  asking  for  information 
upon  the  piactical  influence  of  our  poUcy.    Since  the  institu- 
tion of  the  State  Prison,  in  1888,  28  persons  have  been  sen- 
tenced for  murder,  of  whom   23   have    been    sentenced    since 
the  abolition  of  the  death  penalty,  in  1852.    The  population  of  the 
^tate  in  1850  was  147,545;  in  1875,   258,239.     It  is  doubtful 
if  coDsiderations  of  the  penalty  enter  largely  into  the  calcula- 
tions of  the  criminal.     Crimes  of  violence  are  generally  committed 
under  the  influence  of  a  sudden  frenzy,  or  in  the  excitement  of 
passion,  or  fiom  the  impulse  of  angry  provocation.     Deliberate 
murder,  as  the  result  of  a  systematic  plan,  induced  by  cupidity  or 
revenge,  or  as  proceeding  from  the  murderous  disposition,  is  some- 
what rare.     But  it  is  by  no  means  clear,  that,  when  thus  induced 
to  crime,  the  murderer  thinks  of  the  consequences  of  his  deed.    If 
the  thought  should  occur,  there  is  still  the  hope  of  escaping  detec- 
tion.    A  case  in  point  was  presented  a  few  years  ago,  by  the  mur- 
der of  a  man  in  Worcester,  by  two  brothers,  belonging  to  fihode 
Island.     The  victim  was  frequently  in  Providence,  and  opportu- 
nities for  killing  him  in  Rhode  Island  were  not  wanting.     But  his 
enemies,  actuated  by  the  spirit  of  revenge  for  some  real  or  fancied 
wrong,  dogged  his  steps  for  a  considerable  time,  and  finally  des- 
patched him  in  Massachusetts,  where  they  knew  that  the  penalty 
of  their  crime  was  death.    It  appears,  that  they  were  so  absorbed  by 
their  desire  to  gratify  their  enmity,   as  to  think  but  little  or 
nothing  of  subsequent  possibilities.     The  chief  requisite  in  deal- 
ing with  criminals  of  this  class  is  to  convince  them  that  punish- 
ment— whether  by  imprisonment  or  death — will  be  sure  and 
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qpeedy,  and  that  no  morbid  or  unhealthj  sympathy  with  the  crim- 
inal will  preyent,  or  even  hinder,  the  infliction  of  the  penalty  for 
his  crime. 

During  the  period  of  the  existence  of  the  Prison,  of  829  con- 
victs committed,  182  have  been  pardoned,  or  about  15.9  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number — an  avei-age  of  8.48  per  year.  No  more  deli- 
cate function  is  the  Executive  called  upon  to  discharge  than  this 
exercise  of  Hie  pardoning  power,  and  none  should  be  considered 
with  a  clearer  and  more  impartial  judgment  To  pardon  a  con- 
?ict,  through  sympathy  with  his  misfortunes  or  the  grief  he  has 
brai^ht  upon  his  kindred,  through  the  inclination  to  do  an  act  of 
clemency,  or  through  a  desire  to  secure  the  favor  of  any  particular 
daae  of  citizens,  is  a  proceeding  not  only  of  questionable  propriety, 
but,  also,  in  some  cases,  of  positive  harm.  As  a  general  rule,  the 
decisions  of  our  courts, — the  conclusions  of  judges  and  juries,  may 
be  accepted  as  wise  and  just,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  no  small  impor- 
tance to  undertake  to  pass  them  in  review.  It  is  true,  that  an 
iDatance  may  occasionally  be  found,  when  new  evidence  is  discov- 
ered, or  some  extraordinary  circumstance  can  be  pleaded  in  exten- 
uation of  the  ojSence  or  mitigation  of  the  penalty,  or  when  the 
^plication  of  the  statute  may  be  necessarily  of  exceptional 
severity,  or  when  such  proofs  of  sincere  and  thorough  penitence 
ue  adduced,  as  to  make  it  clear  that  the  ends  of  justice  have  been 
attained,  in  the  prevention  of  a  repetition  of  the  offence.  But 
eaaes  like  these  are  exceedingly  rare.  In  the  very  large  majority 
of  instances,  it  b  humane  and  just,  as  well  as  politic,  to  let  the 
law  take  its  course,  and  the  crime  meet  its  deserved  penalty. 
Generally,  the  pardoning  power  has  been  judiciously  exercised. 
But  sometimes  there  seems  to  have  been  a  lack  of  proper  discrimi- 
nation in  conferring  the  boon  of  Executive  clemency.  The  largest 
number  pardoned  in  one  year  was  14 — in  1853,  when  there  were 
26  convicts  committed,  8  discharged,  and  but  49  left  in  the  Prison 
on  the  1st  of  January,  1854.  In  1850, 11  were  pardoned,  leaving 
42,  and  in  1851, 10,  leaving  49.  It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to 
state  the  reasons  for  such  extraordinary  generosity,  but  it  bears  the 
^peaiance  of  a  mistaken  kindness.  Of  course,  it  cannot  be  aj£rmed 
that  pardons  are  never  to  be  granted.    But  it  should  be  fully  under- 
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stood,  both  by  the  convict  and  the  community,  that  the  cases  will 
be  subjected  to  the  keenest  scrutiny,  and  favorably  decided  only 
upon  grounds  which  can  never  be  called  in  question. 

The  completion  of  the  new  State  Prison  will  render  necessary 
certain  changes  in  the  direction  of  the  Institution,  and  a  revision  of 
Title  XXXII  of  the  General  Statutes.  The  Inspectors,  in  1875, 
urged  the  subject  upon  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly.  The 
removal  of  the  Prison  to  the  site  upon  the  State  Farm  will  require 
special  care  in  legislation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly will  take  the  matter  into  consideration  at  the  earliest  possible 
data  It  seems  to  be  desirable  that  there  be  no  divided  authority 
in  the  administration  of  the  institutions,  which  now  are  and  will 
hereafter  be  established  on  the  State  Farm.  It  is  possible,  and  even 
probable,  that  this  is  the  last  Board  of  Inspectors  which  will  be 
recognized  in  the  legislation  of  the  State.  Whether  it  be  advisa- 
ble to  place  the  entire  management  of  the  penitentiary  establish- 
ments of  the  State  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
and  Corrections,  or  to  abolish  that  board  and  the  Board  of  Inspect- 
ors, and  appoint  a  new  board  of  Commidsioners,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  all  the  Prisons,  Penitentiaries  and  Correctional  and  Char- 
itable Institutions  belonging  to  the  State,  is  for  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  determine.  In  the  former  case,  the  authority  of  the  Board 
oi  State  Charities  will  require  considerable  enlaigement  In  the 
latter,  the  range  of  the  inspection  of  the  Commissioners  should  be 
extended,  so  as  to  include  the  County  Jails  and  the  Providence 
Reform  School,  so  far  as  that  is  a  beneficiary  of  the  State,  and 
indeed  all  institutions,  which  are  the  objects  of  the  care  of  the  State 
and  receive  its  bounty.  The  subject  requires  a  calm,  careful  and 
thorough  considerati(»n  at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature.  Bat  it 
does  not  become  the  Inspectors  to  make  any  reconmiendation  in  the 
premises. 

The  Inspectors,  in  common  with  their  fellow  citizens,  keenly  feel 
the  loss  which  the  entire  community  has  suffered  in  the  death  of  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Caswell,  on  the  8th  of  January,  1877.  Since  the 
time  of  his  appointment  upon  the  Board,  he  has  had  charge  of  the 
department  of  religious  instruction,  and  with  it  the  care  of  the 
library.    Not  infrequently  he  has  conducted  religious  service — the 
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last  time  on  Cliristmas  day,  at  the  table  where  the  convicts  dined, — 
and  has  always  shown  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners. 
Many  valuable  books  have  been  added  by  his  judicious  purchases 
to  the  Prison  Library.     As  a  member  of  the  Board,  a  regular 
attendant  at  the  monthly  meetings,  his  counsels  were  marked  by 
kindness  and  impartiality,  and  his  personal  intercourse,  it  is  need- 
less to  say,  was  of  the  most  genial  and  attractive  character.     At 
ihe  regular  meeting  in  January,  1877,  the  Board  ordered  the  fol- 
lowing minute  to  be  put  on  record  :  '*  The  Inspectors  of  the  Rhode 
Island  State  Prison,  receiving  with  unfeigned  sorrow,  intelligence 
of  the  death  of  their  associate,  the  Keverend  Doctor  Alexis  Cas- 
well, would  express  their  grateful  appreciation  of  the  wisdom  and 
linmanity  of  his  personal  counsels  and  the  faithfulness  of  his  public 
service,  and    would  tender  to  his  bereaved  family  their  cordial 
sympathy."     Mr  Joseph  C.  Hartshorn  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
Tacancy. 

In  closing  this  review  of  the  past,  a  single  personal  allusion  will 
not,  it  is  trusted,  be  deemed  amiss.  The  present  Board  of  In- 
spectors have  nothing  to  say  of  themselves  or  their  administra- 
tion. But  they  may  be  permitted  to  speak  in  gelieral  terms  of 
the  character  of  the  past  The  composition  of  the  Board  of 
Inspectors  has  evidently  been,  with  the  appointing  power,  a 
matter  of  considerable  importance  and  moment.  It  certainly  is  not 
in  office  to  be  sought.  But  it  is  an  office,  which  requires,  for  the 
propel  and  faithful  discharge  of  its  functions,  wisdom,  tact,  hmnan- 
ity,  knowledge  of  men  and  affiiirs,  a  careful  attention  to  the  interests 
of  die  State,  and  a  sincere  desire  for  the  welfare  and  improvement 
of  those  who  come  under  its  direction.  The  philosophy  of  crime 
and  the  treatment  of  criminals  are  subjects,  which  might  weU  chal- 
lenge the  best  thought  of  the  most  judicious  and  careful  minds. 
It  is  not  enough  to  have  a  warm  and  sympathetic  heart.  There 
must  be  combined  with  it  a  clear,  well-balanced  and  well-adjusted 
brun.  The  list  of  Inspectors  for  the  last  thirty-eight  years  com- 
prises men  of  different  professions  and  callings — clergymen,  phy- 
sicians, lawyers,  manufacturers,  and  men  of  business.  Two  have 
filled  the  office  of  Presidentof  Brown  University;  one,that  of  Bishop 
of  the  Episcopal  diocese  of  Rhode  Island  ;  two,  that  of  Judge  of  the 
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Supreme  Court ;  two,  that  of  Grovernor ;  three,  that  of  Mayor  of  the 
city  of  Providence ;  one,  that  of  representatiYe  in  CoDgress.  All, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  have  been  active  participants  in  the  affiurs 
of  the  city  and  the  State.  In  one  respect,  the  Board  of  Inspectors 
has  been  especially  fortunate,  in  being  free  from  any  political 
influences.  The  office  has  never  been  a  reward  in  any  sense  for 
partizan  service.  Without  a  dollar  of  compensation,  and  claiming 
no  conspicuous  position,  it  has  offered  no  temptation  either  to 
cupidity  or  ambition.  The  wisdom  of  the  policy  which  has  been 
pursued  in  the  direction  of  our  penitentiary  institutions,  can 
easily  be  appreciated,  and  it  is  believed,  as  it  is  hoped,  that  the 
State  will  long  be  enabled  to  command  the  willing  service  of 
wise  and  enlightened  citizens,  in  the  conduct  of  its  charities  and 
the  care,  discipline — and  possibly — ^the  reformation  of  its  perishing 
and  dangerous  classes.

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PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Hanorahle  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Bhode  Island,  ai  it$ 
January  Session^  A.  D.  1877. 

The  undersigned,  physician  to  the  Bhode  Island  State  prison,  respectfully 
presents  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1876  : 

A  fair  degree  of  health  has  attended  the  prison  during  the  year  past. 
There  has  b«ien  a  falling  off  la  the  number  of  chronic  complaints,  and  a 
small  increase  of  cases  of  acute  disease.  The  average  number  in  the 
Hospital  Ward  has  been  somewhat  larger  than  during  the  previous  year, 
owing,  in  part,  to  the  gravity  of  the  cases  treated,  and  in  part  to  increased 
efforts  to  promote  the  comfort  of  the  sick.  We  have  endeavored  to  make 
the  best  of  circumstances,  and  to  do  all  in  our  power,  consistent  with 
prison  discipline,  that  would  conduce  to  their  restoration  to  health.  The 
Hospital  Ward,  though  scarcely  worthy  of  the  name,  is  better  heated  than 
the  ordinary  cells,  and  also  afibrds  a  fair  opportunity  for  exercise. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  either  in  the  State  Prison  or  the  (^ounty  Jail 
during  the  year.  All  the  sick,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  chroaic  cases, 
still  under  treatment,  have  recovered  or  are  convalescent. 

Fifty-five  professional  visits  were  made  to  the  prison  during  tiie  year, 
and  seven  hundred  and  thirty-four  applicants  received  medical  or  surgical 
treatment.

CHAPLAIN'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Oemfiral  Aisemhly  of  the  State  o/Bhode  Island^  at  its 
January  5e««ton,  A.  D.  1877: — 

We  have,  during  the  past  year,  continued  our  usual  efforts  for  the  intel- 
lectual, moral  and  religious  improvement  of  (he  inmates  of  the  State  Prison 
and  County  Jail.  These  efforts  consist  in  Sunday  school  instruction  and 
preaching  the  Gospel. 

Our  Sunday  school  is  well  organized,  and  has  an  intelligent  and  devoted 
band  of  teachers.    We  still  conlinue  to  use  the  '*  International  Sunday 
School  Lessons  "  and  find  that  the  prisoners  take  increasing  interest  in 
their  study.    We  also  continue  our  Sunday  school  concert  with  profit,  and 
many  of  the  inmates  take  part  by  reciting  passages  on  the  topic  assigned 
them.    As  the  number  of  prisoners  has  increased  we  have  a  larger  number 
of  classes  and  teachers  than  formerly.    The  teachers  have  been  generally  * 
prompt  and  regular  in  their  attendance  although  many  of  them  come  from 
quite  a  distance.    The  school  has,  during  the  year,  suffered  a  great  loss  in 
the  death  of  two  of  our  faithful  teachers.    Mr.  Joseph  W.  Beynon  was  '■ 
connected  with  the  school  for  somewhat  more  than  ten  years.    He  ean-  i 
eslly  sought  the  reformation  and  spiritual  interest  of  those  he  taught  and 
gave  personal  counsel  and  encouragement  to  many  a  dischai^ed  convict. 
The  Rev.  Thomas  Yemon,  M.  D.,  was  for  five  years  connected  with  the 
school  as  an  efficient,  able  and  devoted  instructor.  He  oftentimes  addressed  J 
us  on  the  Sabbath  with  great  acceptance  and  profit.    He  was  much  beloved  ^ 
by  the  prisoners  and  was  always  listened  to  respectfully.    So  greatly  was 
he  interested  in  the  work,  that  he  brought  with  him  his  son  and  daughter 
who  are  still  laboring  with  us  in  this  Christian  work.    The  memory  and  j 
instructions  of  Dr.  Yemon  will  be  cherished  by  us. 

After  the  session  of  the  Sunday  school,  we  hold  our  regular  religious 
service,  the  order  of  which  is  similar  to  that  observed  by  the  churches  of 
the  city.  At  times  during  the  past  year,  these  exercises  have  been  deeply 
solemn  and  impressive.  Some  of  the  clergymen  of  the  city  have  occa- 
sionally preached  here  on  the  Sabbath,  whose  appropriate  discoones  we 
hope  will  prove  to  have  made  lasting  impressions. 
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We  have  held  a  weekly  prayer  and  conference  meeting  on  Friday  even- 
ings, at  which  a  number  of  the  prisoners  are  present  and  take  part,  and  as 
many  of  the  Sunday  school  teachers  as  can  attend.  At  these  meetings, 
several  of  the  convicts  have  professed  to  have  received  new  light  from  on 
High,  and  that  they  are  striving  after  a  purer  and  nobler  life,  day  by  day. 
Some  that  have  gone  out  are  giving  good  evidence  that  the  discipline  of 
their  prison  life  has  not  been  in  vain. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  W.  Goodwin  continue  to  lead  the  singing  and  train 
the  choir.  All  the  inmates  tafce  a  deep  interest  in  this  part  of  the  service, 
and  its  influence  is  very  beneficial  in  preparing  the  mind  for  the  reception 
of  the  truth  presented  to  them  in  the  sermon. 

Our  conference  meetings,  held  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month,  are  still 
seasons  of  special  interest  to  all.  When  some  of  these  men  teli,simply,their 
own  story  of  sin  and  suffering,  their  fellow  'prisoners  are  deeply  affected. 
They  often  with  great  emotion  describe  the  various  influences  which  have 
led  them,  step  by  step,  to  their  present  miserable  condition.  They  often 
speak  of  the  resolutions  they  had  formed  to  change  their  course  of  life. 
Many  of  them  speak  ot  maternal  influences  thrown  around  them  in  their 
jouth,  and  how  they  were  led  by  evil  associations  to  break  away  from  these 
counsels  and  restraints.  The  liberty  granted  them  at  these  meetings  and 
also  the  indulgences  of  the  holidays  and  especially  the  opportunity  afforded 
them  on  Christmas  Day,  ot  dining  together  at  the  same  table,  has  had  a 
pleasant  and  happy  effect,  in  relieving  to  some  extent,  the  tediousness  of 
prison  life. 

The  evening  school  is  still  doinj  its  quiet  yet  efficient  work  for  the  men- 
tal improvement  of  the  inmates.  The  progress  made  by  most  of  them  is 
very  encouraging. 

Daring  the  past  year  many  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
library.  It  is  kept  in  a  good  and  available  condition,  and  contains  the 
works  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  inmates. 

I  have  had  the  cheerful  and  ready  co-operation  of  General  Yiall  and  his 
snrbordinate  officers  in  all  ray  efforts  to  benefit  the  prisoners,  for  which  I 
wish  to  return  them  my  sincere  thanks.

To  His  ExceUenqf  Henry  Lippitt^  Oovemor  and  C<mMnander4nr  Chief: 

GovEBNOB, — I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you,  this, 
my  Annual  Report,  with  the  inventory  of  State  property 
in  the  possession  of  the  militia  and  this  department,  as  re- 
quired by  law. 

ABHS,  EQUIPMENT,  &0. 

The  arms,  equipment,  and  other  military  property  owned 
by  the  State  are  the  same  as  reported  by  inventory  of  Jan- 
nary  1876,  no  change  having  been  made. 

The  effort  to  exchange  some  old  arms  (and  other  prop- 
erty) for  those  of  a  more  recent  invention  and  manufacture, 
is  still  being  made,  and,  I  trust,  will  yet  meet  with  success. 

The  muskets,  equipments,  cannon,  carriages,  and  other 
property  in  the  hands  of  the  militia  are  well  cared  for,  and 
in  most  excellent  order,  generally;  while  a  considerable  in- 
terest is  shown  by  those  having  them  in  charge  to  acquire 
a  better  knowledge  of  the  proper  method  of  cleaning  them, 
Amounting  to  a  spirit  of  rivalry,  among  some  of  the  com- 
panies. 


4  QdABTBBMASTBB  GENERAL'S  BEPOBT. 

Although  it  is  quite  difficult  for  all  of  the  companies  to 
engage  the  services  of  men  competent  to  hold  the  position 
of  an  armorer  and  fulfil  the  duties  properly,  many  of  them 
have  succeeded  in  securing  the  services  of  such  persona, 
and  the  present  condition  of  their  muskets  show  great  im- 
provement over  that  of  previous  yeara  Some  of  the  armor* 
ers  employed  are  very  skilful  in  their  work,  and  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  asserting  that  the  condition  of  the  arms  in 
this  State  is  not  equaled  by  that  of  any  other  State,  while 
the  arms  of  some  companies  cannot  be  excelled,  being  ab- 
solutely perfect  in  their  condition. 

The  loss  of  property  during  the  past  year  has  been  much 
less  than  formerly,  but  any  loss  is  hardly  pardonable,  and 
generally  results  from  a  lack  of  system  making  all  the  men 
accountable  to  their  commanding  officer  for  the  property 
placed  in  their  hands ;  but  very  few  companies,  however, 
have  such  system,  or  any  books  showing  inventory  of  either 
State,  or  private  property.  One  organization  has  lost  dur- 
ing the  past  year  another  B.  L.  musket,  making  three  of 
these  fine  arms  lost  since  they  received  them,  and  tor  which 
no  excuse  can  be  offered.  I  again  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  law  be  so  revised,  that  an  amount  equal  to  the  cost 
thereof,  be  retained  from  the  pay  or  allowance  of  any  com- 
pany failing  to  satisfactorily  account  for  any  property  of 
the  State  lost  or  damaged  while  in  their  possession. 

The  amount  of  clothing  owned  by  the  State  is  very  mea- 
gre,  and  yearly  decreasing,  the  only  portion  of  any  value 
being  a  few  overcoats  of  various  kinds,  and  they,  much 
worn.  A  supply  of  good  servicable  overcoats,  sufficient  to 
protect  at  least  one  battalion,  should  be  kept  on  hand  for 
case  of  any  sudden  call  to  duty  in  cold  or  inclement  weath- 
er, such  as  the  militia  are  at  all  times  liable  to  perform. 
The  overcoats  now  on  hand  aie  used  mostly  for  the  LigLt 
Battery  men  and  drivers. 
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I  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State  owns  no 
camp  equipage  of  any  description.  It  would  be  economy, 
as  it  may  at  any  time  be  a  necessity,  to  have  a  small  amount 
on  hand. 

The  cost  of  hiring  tents  for  the  muster  of  the  two  Brig- 
ades for  1875,  was  $176 ;  for  the  muster  of  October,  1876, 
it  was  $222.25. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  and  recommend  that  authority 
be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  the  coming  session, 
to  procure  a  certain,  or  necessary,  amount  of  tents,  suffi- 
cient to  shelter  at  least  one  battalion,  and  also  suitable 
headquarter  tents  for  the  brigades.  I  am  earnestly  urged 
by  the  Division  and  Brigade  Commanders  and  the  officers 
of  the  Battalions  to  bring  this  petition  before  you.  The 
present  time  would  be  a  favorable  one  to  procure  good  tents 
at  a  reasonable  price. 

The  amount  of  ammunition  furnished  for  Artillery  has 
been  larger  than  for  previous  two  years  by  reason  of  the 
many  Centennial  salutes.  The  buck  and  ball  cartridges, 
&a,  so  long  on  hand  have  been  taken  from  the  inventory, 
as  they  are  in  process  of  exchange  for  other  ammunition. 

ABMOBIB8  AND  ABSENAL. 

The  armories  owned  by  the  State,  four  in  number,  are  in 
fair  order,  requiring  but  little  immediate  outlay. 

The  windows  upon  two  sides  of  the  Armory  at  Woon- 
aocket  require  to  be  protected  by  wire  screens,  as  many  of 
them  have  been  broken  by  stones  thrown  from  the  school 
house  yard  adjoining,  and  the  windows  are  now  covered 
with  boards,  which  obstruct  the  light. 

The  roof  of  the  Armory  occupied  by  Battery  A.,  at  Provi- 
dence,  is  again  leaky,  and  will  require  repairs,  a  want  that 
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seems  to  be  chronic  with  this  bailding.  The  magazine 
ander  this  armory,  intended  for  the  use  of  the  State,  is  to- 
tally unfit  for  storage  of  ammunition,  by  reason  of  the 
dampness,  and  I  have  removed  the  metallic  cartridges  to  a 
more  proper  place  of  deposit,  before  they  become  unfit  for 

service,  as  was  the  case  with  the  carbine  cartridges,  fur- 
nished to  the  Cavalry  last  summer,  and  which  were  taken 
from  this  magazine. 

The  want  of  a  proper  building  for  an  Arsenal  in  which 
to  store  the  property  of  the  State,  and  to  supply  a  hall  of 
sufficient  dimensions  for  the  drill  of  a  battalion,  is  every 
day  more  apparent.  No  better  investment  could  be  made 
for  the  militia,  and  its  good  results  would  be  quickly  mani- 
fested. Within  the  past  few  years  many  occasions  have  oc- 
curred when  a  number  of  our  companies  from  outside  the 
city  have  been  exposed  to  the  sun  or  rain,  or  waiting  in 
streets  and  depots  for  the  time  of  their  departure,  for  want 
of  a  suitable  place  of  shelter,  such  as  this  building  might 
afford. 

The  cost  of  a  suitable  building  would  be  but  little  if  any 
more  than  by  the  present  system  of  armories  in  Providence 
and  vicinity,  while  its  advantages  are  greater  than  can  be 
imagined  by  those  who  are  not  conversant  with  the  Militia 
and  its  needs. 

"annual   IKSPEOnON," 

The  last  annual  inspection  was  commenced  and  completed 
earlier  than  usual,  but  every  armory  has  been  visited,  and 
all  the  arms  and  equipments  of  every  description  have  been 
carefully  inspected. 

Previous  to  entering  upon  the  duty,  I  issued  the  follow- 
ing circulars,  and  the  inspections  were  held  upon  the  days 
and  hours  appointed.

The  ioBpectioD  of  the  First  Battalion  of  Infantry  was  held 
in  Howard  Hall,  their  present  armory  rooms  being  entirely 
inadequate.  Several  handred  ladies  and  gentlemen  had 
gathered  here  to  witness  the  ceremonies,  which  were  con- 
ducted with  that  admirable  precision  and  steadiness  for 
which  this  battalion  is  noted.  The  brilliancy  of  their 
uniforms,  arms,  and  accoutrements,  flashing  under  the  gas 
light,  together  with  the  stirring  music  of  the  drum  corps, 
and  the  soft  strains  from  the  orchestra,  made  the  scene  one 
of  unusual  attraction.  The  absence  of  Col.  Goddard,  by 
reason  of  sickness,  was  much  regretted.  The  ceremonies 
opened  with  a  Review,  tendered  me  by  the  Lieut.  Colonel 
in  command,  which  was  well  performed,  and  followed  by 
the  inspection  in  form,  which  was  well  executed,  the  men 
standing  firmly,  and  handling  their  pieces  handsomely. 

The  muskets  were  found  to  be  in  perfect  order,  and  were 
favorably  commented  upon  by  all  who  saw  them.  Your 
Excellency  can  vouch  for  the  condition  of  many  that  you 
inspected  personally.  The  cartridge  boxes,  belts  and  scab- 
bards worn  are  the  property  of  the  Battalion. 

After  the  inspection,  the  ceremony  of  dress  parade  was 
performed,  in  all  its  details  with  admirable  style  and  pre- 
cision, the  fine  drum  corps  of  17  drums,  under  Drum  Major 
Lewis,  sounding  off  in  a  splendid  manner.     In  the  orders 
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pablished  by  the  Adjatant,  the  annouDcement  was  made 
of  the  resignation  of  Lieut.  Col.  E.  B.  Bullock,  who  has. so 
long  been  identified  with  the  "  First  Light  Infantry,"  and 
proved  himself  to  be  an  able  and  efficient  officer.  His  re- 
signation and  removal  from  the  city,  is  not  only  a  source 
of  regret  to  the  Battalion  and  his  many  friends,  but  a  pos- 
itive loss  to  the  Militia.  Company  D,  of  this  Battalion, 
reported  as  present,  the  largest  number  of  any  Company  in 
the  Division,  Company  B,  being  the  second  largest 

The  pleasure  of  the  evening  was  much  enhanced  by  the 
presence  of  your  Excellency,  and  your  words  of  advice  and 
commendation  to  the  Battalion.  Dancing  was  in  order 
after  the  ceremonies,  the  National  Orchestra  furnishing  fine 
mnsia 

The  inspection  of  the  Second  Battalion,  showed  a  marked 
improvement  had  been  made  during  the  past  year,  the  most 
noticeable  being  that  of  Company  A,  (Warren  Artillery) 
both  officers  and  men,  showing  decided  advancement  in  their 
knowledge  of  the  tactics,  and  the  drill.  The  property  in 
their  possession  was  in  its  usual  excellent  order.  The  com- 
pany paraded  in  much  larger  force  than  usual,  notwith- 
standing the  severe  storm.  After  the  inspection  they, 
with  their  guests,  and  a  large  number  of  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen, adjourned  to  a  neighboring  hall  and  partook  of 
a  fine  supper,  which  was  accompanied  by  speeches  from 
several  of  the  officers,  and  othera 

Company  B,  at  Newport,  presented  everything  in  fine 
order,  with  a  good  company  present,  who  gave  a  drill  show- 
ing considerable  proficiency  in  the  manual. 

Company  C,  at  Bristol,  was  large  in  numbers,  and  gave 
a  good  exhibition  of  drill.  The  muskets  were  in  good 
order,  even  better  than  they  were  la«t  year. 

The  Third  Battalion  paraded  Companies  A   and  B,  at 
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Westerly.  The  battalion  ot  two  coiii])auie8  ander  the 
command  of  Capt.  J.  A.  Brown,  of  Go.  B.,  and  accompa 
nied  by  the  Westerly  Band,  escorted  the  inspecting 
officer,  with  Generals  Walker  and  Chace,  from  the  Hotel  to 
the  Armory,  where  the  inspection  was  held  in  the  presence 
of  an  audience  of  ladies  iind  gentlemen.  The  muskets  and 
equipments  were  found  to  be  in  very  fine  order,  much  im- 
provement having  been  made  since  last  inspected.  These 
companies  are  composed  of  fine  young  men,  Company  A 
men  being  particularly  stalwart,  and  above  the  average 
height  The  armory  is  large,  well  lighted  and  in  good  order. 

Companies  C  and  D  were  excused  from  parade,  their 
arms,  equipment  and  armory  being  inspected  in  presence 
of  their  officers  and  proved  to  be  in  fair  condition  only. 
The  muskets  are  the  old  pattern  (ISrO  smooth  bore,  much 
used  before  they  received  them. 

The  Fourth  Battalion  evinced  a  decided  advancement 
in  their  drill,  discipline  and  general  appearance. 

Company  A,  at  Wo<msocket,  appeared  with  double  the 
number  usually  present,  its  drill  and  discipline  so  much 
improved,  I  should  have  failed  to  have  recognized  it 
but  for  the  uniform.  The  members  are  certainly  deserving 
of  gi'eat  credit  for  their  efforts  in  resuscitating  this  old 
command,  that  once  held  so  prominent  a  place  in  the 
militia.  The  captain  commanding  would  do  well  to  con- 
fine himself  to  the  tactics,  and  leave  out  fancy  movements. 
The  muskets  were  in  the  best  order  I  have  yet  seen  them, 
and  I  hope  to  find  them  placed  in  a  good  case  or  rack 
before  the  spring  parade.  The  re-introduction  of  gas 
makes  the  armory  more  cheerful  and  attractive  for  the 
members  at  their  drill  meetings. 

Company  B,  at  Providence,  gave  a  fine  exhibition  of 
its  drill,  and  is  not  excelled  in  the  manual  of  arms  by 
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any  company  in  the  division  The  muskets  appeared 
well,  but  the  armorer  was  too  profuse  with  his  oil.  The 
equipments  are  used  only  for  drill  purposes.  The  present 
fine  quarters  of  this  command  prove  an  attraction  for  the 
ladies,  who  grace  it  frequently  on  social  occasions. 

The  Fifth  Battalion  appeared  in  good  numbers,  with 
much  better  discipline  than  usual.  The  men  in  line  were 
better  set  up,  more  tidy  in  dress  and  general  appearance^ 
with  less  of  the  inclination  to  swagger,  that  pervaded  some 
portions  of  the  command.  The  drill  is  generally  good  in 
the  manual  of  arms,  bat  there  is  a  want  of  better  instruc- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  ofBicers  and  guides,  there  being  a 
variety  of  interpretations  of  the  tactics  prevailing.  This 
want  is  not  confined  to  this  Battalion,  but  is  quite  general. 
The  muskets  were  found  to  be  in  very  good  order  with 
few  exceptions,  and  these  did  not  appear  to  be  caused  by 
neglect,  but  from  oversight.  In  one  company  there  was  a 
want  of  the  requisite  knowledge  of  properly  cleaning  the 
arms,  but  the  intention  to  have  everything  in  fine  order 
was  well  manifested  throughout  the  Battalion. 

Companies  A,  D  and  F  are  the  largest  and  best  drilled, 
being  quite  proficient  in  the  manual. 

Company  E  has  made  most  marked  improvement  during 
the  past  six  months  both  in  numbers  and  drill,  while  the 
discipline  was  shown  to  be  excellent,  and  the  captain  com- 
manding  seems  competent  to  enforce  it. 

Companies  C  and  B  have  the  difficulty  to  encounter  of  a 
scattered  command,  but  the  records  of  members  attending 
drills,  give  evidence  of  their  interest  in  them.  Company 
B  turned  out  a  large  company,  in  spite  of  the  severe  snow 
Btonn  prevailing. 

The  Sixth  Battalion  (colored)  paraded  a  battalion  of 
three  companies  at  Providence,  in  a  fair  state  of  drill  and 
appearance,  with   their  muskets  i^nd  equipments  in  good 
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order  for  the  class  of  arms.  The  armory  is  not  suited  to 
their  purposes,  and  the  officers  are  in  quest  of  better  quar- 
terSy  of  ^hich  they  are  in  much  need. 

Company  D,  at  Newport,  has  just  occupied  a  fine, 
large  and  well  lighted  hall  on  Bellevue  avenue,  where  it 
was  inspected.  The  numbers  were  much  larger  than  at 
previous  inspections,  the  drill  much  improved,  and  the 
muskets  and  equipments  in  better  order  than  any  other  of 
their  class  of  arms,  viz. :  the  smooth  bore  muzzle  loading 
caL  69.  The  improvement  in  the  **  order  arms,"  was  par- 
ticularly noticeable  in  this  Battalion. 

The  Battalion  of  Cavalry  presented  their  property  and 
that  of  the  State,  in  good  order  as  usual,  the  saddles  being 
in  especial  good  order,  and  well  arranged  in  the  Quarter 
master's  rooms.  The  bridles  and  sabres  were  in  as  good 
order  as  before  reported.  Company  C,  at  Pawtucket,  gave 
a  fine  exhibition  in  the  manual  of  the  sabre,  and  in  marching. 

Companies  A  and  B,  at  Providence,  under  the  command 
of  the  Major,  passed  in  review,  and  performed  the  cere- 
mony of  dress  parade. 

The  Battalion  of  Light  Artillery  paraded  in  fair  num- 
bers, and  all  their  property  is  well  cared  for. 

Battery  A,  at  Providence,  have  a  large  amount  of  valu- 
able property  which  requires  much  labor  to  keep  in  order, 
but  the  harnesses,  saddles,  i&a,  were  in  unusual  fine  order 
and  well  placed  in  the  harness  room.  The  guns  were 
nicely  polished,  and  the  carriages,  limbers,  caissons,  wagon 
and  forge  weye  in  good  order,  having  been  recently  thor- 
oughly repaired  and  painted.  Two  detachments  gave  the 
numerous  vif^itors  an  opportunity  to  witness  their  profi- 
ciency in  the  manual  of  the  piece,  dismounting  and  mount- 
ing guns,  carnages,  <&c. 

Battery  B,  at  Pawtucket,  had   all   the  property  in  fine 
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order,  guns  well  cleaned,  all  the  iron  and  wood  work  in 
proper  order,  the  harnesses  and  saddles  properly  hung  up, 
and  in  usual  condition.  A  detachment  gave  an  exhibition 
of  the  drill  in  the  manual  of  the  piece,  dismounting  and 
mounting  guns  and  carriages,  which  was  very  creditably 
performed. 

The  Newport  Artillery  Company  appeared  at  inspection, 
with  very  fall  ranks,  accompanied  by  the  Newport  Brass 
Band.  The  appearance  of  the  armory  on  entering  it, 
presents  the  most  military  aspect  of  any  in  the  State ;  the 
muskets  arranged  in  fine  cases  with  glass  fronts,  the  three 
colors  spread  to  view  in  their  cases,  the  cartridge  boxes, 
belts,  &a,  hung  on  the  wall,  each  one  the  same,  the  knap- 
sacks placed  ai*ound  the  hall  above  the  cases,  the  swords 
of  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers,  bright  as  gold, 
placed  in  a  conspicuous  place,  in  fact  everything  having  a 
place,  and  in  perfect  order  in  its  place.  The  muskets  of 
this  command  are  the  first  in  point  of  condition ;  under 
the  superintendence  of  Col.  Powel,  and  the  skilful  hands 
of  Sergeant  Lawton,  they  have  become  models  of  beauty 
in  their  finish.  The  accoutrements  were  in  unusually  fine 
order,  and  the  cannon  marvellously  bright. 

Through  the  generosity  of  its  friends,  and  the  citizens 
of  Newport,  the  Company  has  during  the  past  year,  pur- 
chased 114  overcoats,  100  pair  of  trowsers,  100  bats  and 
pompons,  100  knapsacks,  100  fatigue  blouses  and  caps,  100 
canteens  and  100  gun  covers,  at  an  expense  of  about  $5,- 
500,  and  made  an  excursion  to  Philadelphia,  costing  $3,500. 

The  command  paraded  at  inspection  as  a  battalion  of  4 
companies,  executing  the  forms  of  inspection,  a  series  of 
movements  in  the  school  of  the 'Battalion,  and  the  manual 
of  arms,  with  great  promptness  and  precision,  under  the 
command  of  Lieut.  Col.  Sherman,  who  never  seemed  more 
in  his  element  than  on  this  occasion. 
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Tbe  officers  and  Don-commissioned  officers  gave  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  immense  benefit  derived  jfi-om  a  school  of 
instruction.  Colonel  Powel's  absence  wa«  regretted  by  all 
present. 

The  United  Train  of  Artillery,  inspected  as  a  battalion, 
with  two  companies,  small  in  numbers,  and  a  drum  corps 
with  7  drums. 

The  brilliant  uniforms  of  this  command  with  the  large 
numbers  of  visitors  present,  made  an  animated  scene.  The 
inspection  ceremonies  were  well  performed,  and  the  musk- 
ets shown  to  be  in  very  fine  order,  (with  the  exception  of 
those  lost  or  broken).  State  equipments  are  not  used. 
Company  D  gave  an  exhibition  of  its  drill,  in  which 
it  has  no  superior.  The  ceremonies  closed  with  a  dress 
parade,  in  which  most  of  the  officers  and  sergeants  gave  evi- 
dence of  a  want  of  drill  in  the  school  of  the  Battalion,  and 
of  more  familiarity  with  the  tactics.  The  location  of  this 
Armory,  as  before  reported,  is  unfit  as  a  place  for  deposits 
of  arms  and  equipm^mt 

The  Bristol  Artillery  Company  appeared  in  fair  numbers, 
but  in  an  indifferent  state  of  drill.  The  muskets  were  in 
very  good  order,  and  a  decided  improvement  has  been  made 
in  their  appearance  since  last  inspected.  The  equipments 
not  in  use  had  received  but  little  care.  The  two  small  can- 
non, though  worthless  probably  for  service,  could  be  im- 
proved in  their  condition,  inside  especially.  The  armory 
is  probably  the  property  of  the  Company,  appears  to  be  in 
good  order,  and  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  company. 

The  Mowry  &  Goff  School  Battalion  inspection  has  been 
postponed  to  a  later  date,  by  the  reason  of  the  day  assigned 
occurring  during  a  vacation.  The  arms  are  in  fine  order, 
being  under  the  constant  care  of  an  armorer,  employed  for 
that  purpose. 
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The  Armories  throughout  the  State  appear  clean  and  in 
good  order,  and  many  oi  the  companies  have  good  sized 
rooms  for  drill,  but  the  exceptions  are  the  infantry  eom- 
panies  in  the  city  of  Providence,  who  are  unable  to  lease 
halls  or  rooms  of  suitable  size  and  desirable  location  with- 
out incurring  an  expense  they  are  unable  to  meet.  The 
allowance  by  the  State  for  Armory  rent  is  the  same  for  a 
company  in  the  city  of  Providence  as  in  the  small  towns, 
viz.:  $100.  The  companies  in  this  city  should  and  ougbt 
to  be  allowed  $250  each  at  least.  The  members  of  these 
commands  are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  their  interest 
in  sustaining  the  militia  in  these  depressed  times,  paying 
as  they  do  a  considerable  sum  for  their  uniforms  and 
equipments,  and  a  monthly  or  quarterly  tax  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  rents,  &c.,  besides  giving  liberally  of  their  time 
for  drills  and  parades. 

The  wide  difi(erence  in  discipline,  drill,  and  the  care  of 
the  arms,  that  always  existed  between  some  of  the  com- 
panies, has  been  somewhat  lessened,  and  the  new  organiza- 
tion is  doing  much  towards  bringing  the  poorer  companies 
up  to  a  better  standard ;  but  it  will  never  reach  the  uni- 
formity desirable,  neither  will  the  battalions  or  companies 
arrive  at  that  degree  of  excellence  and  efficiency  that 
should  be  requisite  for  them  to  attain,  until  the  officers 
and  sergeants  are  better  and  more  properly  instructeil 
in  the  tactics,  and  their  duties  in  the  field  and  drill 
room. 

A  school  of  instruction  is  as  much  needed  and  required 
by  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  as  their 
swords  and  muskets  for  drill;  many  of  them  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  for  it  to  be  organized  under  proper  au- 
thority. 

Any  candid  observer  of  the  condition  of  the    militia 
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must  admit,  that  although  a  gain  has  been  made  during 
the  past  three  years  in  the  organization  and  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  commands,  the  men  in  the  ranks  have 
made  more  improvement  than  the  officers  and  guides.  Very 
few  officers  give  their  orders  full  and  proper,  or  handle 
their  swords  as  well  as  their  men  handle  their  muskets,  or 
even  seem  to  suspect  they  are  required  to  draw,  carry,  or 
return  them  properly,  and  in  accordance  with  the  tactics ; 
while  the  salutes  are  most  of  them  ill-timed  and  ungraceful. 
An  officer  should  never  be  careless  of  his  dress  and  ac- 
coutrements, or  tolerate  carelessness  by  his  men  while  on 
duty.  Wherever  I  find  an  officer  with  his  coat  only  partly 
buttoned,  his  belt  or  hat  put  on  loosely  and  unbecoming, 
there  I  find  the  men  careless  in  their  dress  and  accoutre- 
ments. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  is  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  report,  that  so  far,  during 
the  performances  of  the  duties  of  an  inspector,  any  orders  I 
have  given,  have  been  received  with  a  spirit  of  obedience, 
and  any  suggestions  made,  have  been  adopted  willingly  and 
readily,  and  whenever  I  have  sought  to  derive  information 
concerning  the  management  of  the  different  companies,  the 
inquiries  have  been  met  and  answered  fully  and  courteous- 
ly by  the  officers,  with  the  exception  of  one  single  instance, 
and  I  doubt  if  this  one  would  again  occur. 

The  presence  of  the  Adjutant  General,  the  Division 
and  Brigade  Commanders  and  other  officers  of  the  Militia 
at  many  of  the  inspections,  has  been  a  pleasure  to  me  and 
gratifying  to  the  commands  visited. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  all  the  companies,   for  their   great  interest   mani- 
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fested  in  making  the  inspection  not  only  pleasant,  bat 
interesting  and  profitable.  My  especial  thanks  are  due  to 
the  ofiGicers  of  the  Newport  Artillery  Company ;  Company 
A.  2d  Battalion,  at  Warren  ;  Company  C«  2d  Battalion,  at 
Bristol;  Company  A.  and  B.,  third  Battalion,  at  Westerly; 
Company  C,  5th  Battalion,  at  Central  Falls ;  and  Commis- 
sary George,  of  the  6th  Battalion,  for  their  hospitalities 
and  courtesies. 

My  staff  ofScer,  Capt.  F.  S.  Arnold,  has  been  constant  in 
attendance,   rendering  Valuable  and  necessary  assistance, 
with  a  knowledge  of  his  duties  as  an  officer.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


RHODE  ISLAND  STATE  PRISON  COMMISSION. 


Peovidbncb,  January  9, 1877. 

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island^ 
at  iU  Jamiary  Session^  A.  D,  1877  : — 

The  State  Prison  Commission  herewith  presents  its  Third  An- 
nual Report,  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  General 
Aflaembly  passed  at  the  May  Session,  A.  D.  1874,  authorizing  the 
boQding  of  a  new  State  Prison  at  the  State  Farm. 

The  second  report  of  the  Commission  was  for  the  year  ending 
December  81, 1875 ;  the  present  report  is  for  the  calendar  year, 
1876. 

During  the  year  1876,  the  Commission  has  held  twenty-five 
stated  meetings ;  but  this  represents  only  a  small  portion  of  the 
time  devoted  to  the  work  by  different  members  of  the  Commission. 
Besides  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission,  the  different 
members  have  spent  seventy-two  days  during  the  year,  in  attend- 
ing to  the  business  of  building  the  prison. 

The  first  meetings  of  the  year  were  devoted  to  the  examination 
of  the  plans  for  the  prison,  and  to  the  final  decision  upon  some 
points  not  previously  decided.  At  the  meeting,  February  8, 1876, 
it  was  voted  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  granite  for  the  trim- 
mings of  the  prison  buildings.     At  the  same  meeting,  Mr.  Horatio

L.  Briggs  was  employed  as  Superintendent,  and  Mr.  Isaac  Walker 
as  Assistant  Superintendent,  of  ason  Work  on  the  prison  build- 
ings, for  the  ensuing  season. 

At  the  meeting,  February  23d,  the  proposal  of  the  *^  Smith 
Gitinite  Company'*  of  Westerly,  was  accepted,  to  furnish  the 
granite  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  prison 
buildings,  delivered  at  the  site  of  the  prison,  for  the  sum  of  twenty- 
two  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eighty  dollars,  ($22- 

At  the  meeting,  March  3, 1876,  Mr.  James  C.  Plant  was  ap- 
pointed clerk  and  time  keeper  of  the  work  at  the  prison,  his  duties 
having  been  defined  previously. 

The  appropriations  for  the  work  on  the  prison,  for  the  year,  hav- 
ing been  made,  and  not  being  sufficient  to  do  all  the  work  necessary 
to  complete  the  prison  and  other  buildings,  at  a  meeting  April  10th, 

it  was 

VoUd^  That  we  proceed  to  build  the  nuun  centre  building,  and  the  wings 
of  the  prison,  this  year. 

Voted^  That  the  upper  portion  of  the  centre  building  be  built  in  an  octa- 
gon form,  and  of  stone,  like  the  rest  of  the  building,  instead  of  iron,  as  had 
been  proposed. 

At  the  same  meeting,  an  additional  contract  for  the  granite  for 
the  cornices  and  quoins  of  the  centre  building,  was  awarded  to  the 
Smith  Granite  Company  for  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  dollars  ($1,889). 

At  the  same  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  advertise  for  proposals  to 
furnish  lime  and  cement,  and  also  iron  gratings  for  the  windows, 
window  frames,  sash,  etc. 

At  the  next  meeting,  April  17th,  the  proposal  of  Messrs.  Hop- 
kins &  Pomroy  was  accepted,  to  furnish  one  thousand  barrels, 
more  or  less,  of  best  Dexter  Lime,  delivered  at  the  Prison,  for  two 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents  per  barrel ;  also  to  furnish  six  hundred 
barrels,  more  or  less,  of  the  Newark  Lime  and  Cement  Company's 
Cement,  at  one  dollar  fifty-two  and  one-half  cents  per  barrel,  de- 
livered at  the  State  Prison. 

April  27, 1876,  the  proposal  of  the  **  Pawtucket  Lumber  and 
Builders*  Supply  Company."  to  furnish  window  firames,  sash,  glas- 
ing,  &0.,  according  to  specifications,  was  accepted  for  95,987^'^. 
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At  a  meeting,  June  8, 1876,  the  proposal  was  accepted,  of  the 
Watson  Manufacturing  Company  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  to  furnish 
Wrought  Iron  Window  Guards,  Iron  Window  Sills,  &c.,  accord- 
ing to  specifications,  for  the  sum  of  lil7,950. 

In  the  month  of  June,  by  vote  of  the  State  Prison  CJommission, 
a  copper  box  was  prepared,  and  placed  in  the  corner  stone,  at  the 
nortiieast  comer  of  the  north  wing  of  the  prison  building.  The 
box  contains  the  following  articles : 

'*  1.  Bhode  Island  Manual,  for  1876-76;  2.  Annual  Beport  of  the  In- 
spectors of  the  State  Prison  for  the  year  1875;  3  and  4.  Annual  Beports  of 
the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  for  the  years  1870  and  1875;  5. 
Preliminary  Bex>ort  of  the  Commissioners  to  select  a  site  and  prepare  plans 
for  a  new  State  Prison,  in  1874;  6.  First  Annual  Beport,  1874,  and  7.  Sec- 
ond Annual  Beport,  1875,  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  build  a  new 
State  Prison;  8.  Bules  and  Begulations  of  the  Bhode  Island  State  Prison 
printed  in  1867;  9.  Sheet  containing  the  General  Statistics  of  the  State 
Census  of  1875;  10.  One  copy  each  of  the  Providence  Daily  Journal,  the 
Erening  Bulletin,  the  Evening  Press,  and  the  Morning  Star;  11.  A  List  of 
the  Commissioners  for  building  the  new  State  Prison,  with  their  Autographs, 
and  the  names  of  the  Architects,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  work;  12, 
An  Envelope  containing  one  each  of  50  cent,  25  cent,  and  10  cent  Fractional 
currency;  also  one  each  of  half  dollar,  quarter  dollar,  two  dime,  and  one 
dime  silver  currency,  and  one  five  cent,  one  three  cent,  and  one  one  cent 
coins." 

At  the  meeting,  August  7, 1876,  the  proposal  of  Jerome  Patter- 
son to  furnish  lumber  and  do  the  work  for  the  roofs  of  the  prison 
building,  was  accepted  for  $3,485. 

At  the  next  meeting,  August  Slst,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
proposal  of  the  Danforth  Locomotive  and  Machine  Company  of 
PateisoU)  N.  J.,  to  furnish  the  iron  work  needed  in  the  roof  and 
floors  of  the  central  building  according  to  plans  and  specifications, 
for  the  sum  of  $20,700,  and  the  contract  was  signed  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission. 

Monday,  September  4th,  a  contract  was  voted  to  be  made  with 
Michael  Grolrick  to  furnish  the  slate  and  do  the  slating  of  the  pris- 
on building  and  the  wings  for  the  sum  of  $5,876. 

At  the  meeting  December  4, 1876,  it  was  voted  to  discontinue 
the  work  on  the  prison,  as  soon  as  the  buildings  can  be  properly 
protected  for  the  winter. 
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The  work  on  the  buildings  was  commenced  for  the  year,  on 
Monday,  April  8d,  and  finally  closed  on  Wednesday,  December 
IS,  1876,  the  buildings  and  other  property  having  been  carefully 
secured  so  far  as  possible  for  the  winter,  and  an  exact  inyentoiy 
of  all  the  moYcable  property  having  been  made. 

Mr.  Woodbury  and  Mr.  Ballou  have  acted  as  Superintending 
Committee  of  the  work  at  the  Prison,  on  the  part  of  the  Commis- 
sion, during  the  past  year,  and  have  given  much  time  and  care  to 
the  work. 

THE  WOSK  DONE  THE  PAST  YEAB. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  1876,  has  been  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  The  foundations  of  the  prison  buildings  have  been  completed. 

2.  The  sentiy  turrets,  and  the  walls  around  the  prison  yard  have 
been  completed,  except  one  gateway  in  the  west  wall,  which  has 
been  left  for  convenience  in  the  work. 

8.  The  wings  of  the  prison  building,  covering  the  blocks  of  cells, 
have  been  built  and  roofed  over,  and  the  roofs  have  been  covered 
with  slate. 

4.  The  walls  of  the  centre,  or  main  prison  building,  have  been 
carried  up  about  eight  feet  above  the  chapel  floor,  and  all  the  iion 
beams  for  all  the  floors  have  been  placed  in  position. 

The  above  work  protects  the  blocks  of  cells,  and  the  centre  build- 
ing has  been  covered  over  with  a  temporary  covering,  so  that  all 
the  work  is  protected  for  the  winter.  It  was  the  expectation  of 
the  Commission  to  put  on  the  roof  of  the  centre  building  the  past 
year,  but  it  was  found  to  be  impossible. 

All  the  work  has  been  done  that  was  possible,  with  the  reduced 
eppropriation  made  by  the  General  Assembly.  All  the  work 
upon  the  buildings,  and  all  the  mason  work  of  the  past  year,  has 
been  done  by  day's  work,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Mr. 
Horatio  L.  Briggs  as  Superintendent,  and  Mr.  Isaac  Walker  as 
Assistant  Superintendent,  and  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
everything  has  been  done  in  a  most  faithful  and  workmanlike 
manner. 
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The  rough  stone  for  all  the  work  has  been  famished  by  the 
Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  from  the  State  Farm. 

In  the  work  of  the  year  1876,  there  were  laid  766  cubic  yards  of 
fomidation  not  completed  in  1875,  also  8,559  cubic  yards  of  super- 
structure, of  which  2,981  yards  were  of  State  Farm  stone,  and  578 
jards  of  Westerly  granite,  also  223  yards  to  complete  the  yard 
wall  and  the  cut  granite  for  the  two  East  gateways ;  making  a  total 
of  4,548  cubic  yards  of  stone  work  laid  in  1876,  besides  the  erec- 
tion of  three  granite  sentry  turrets. 

There  were  also  laid,  587,600 -bricks,  which  were  used  in  back- 
ing up  the  stone  work  of  the  walls,  and  to  make  an  inside  finish  to 
all  parts  of  the  building  that  are  not  to  be  plastered. 

The  cost  of  the  labor  in  the  whole  year  1876,  was  divided  as

There  remain  246  yards  of  State  Farm  stone,  and  101  yards  of 
granite,  to  be  laid  in  1877,  to  complete  the  stone  work  of  the 
centre  building. 

OONTSAOTS  OF  THE  PAST  YEAR. 

The  condition  of  the  contracts  made  by  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission, during  the  year  1876  and  previously,  is  as  follows  : — 

The  contract  with  the  "Oneco  Quarry  Company,*'  for  granite 
for  the  coping  of  the  yard  walls,  the  sentiy  turrets,  and  the  gate- 
ways, was  completed,  and  they  were  paid  in  ftiU,  July  7, 1876. 

*'  The  Architectural  Iron  Works,"  of  New  York,  haye  delivered 
all  the  iron  work,  under  their  contract,  that  could  be  used  during 
the  past  season,  and  have  been  paid  $31,500.  The  whole  amount 
of  their  contract  is  $48,000. 

Messrs.  William  Hall  &  Co.«  of  Boston,  have  delivered  all  the 
locks  for  cell  doors,  under  their  contract,  and  have  been  paid 
ll«621  45.  A  balance  due  them  of  $311  39  is  reserved  until  the 
ocks  are  placed  upon  th^  doors  of  the  cells, 


8  STATE  PBI80N  COMHISSIOlSr. 

By  a  contract  agreed  to  at  the  meeting  of  the  CommissLon,  Feb- 
ruary 28, 1876)  and  with  additions  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  the 
«« Smith  Granite  Company,"  of  Westerly,  agreed  to  famish 
and  deliver  on  the  ground,  aU  the  granite  required  in  the 
centre  building  and  wings  of  the  prison,  for  quoins,  belt  courses, 
cornices,  &o.,  &c.,  for  the  sum  of  $24,667  26.  The  granite  has 
all^een  delivered,  and  the  most  of  it  set  in  the  buildings,  and  they 
hare  been  paid  nearly  in  full,  only  reserving  a  small  balance  until 
the  granite  is  aU  laid. 

The  contract  made  April  17th,  1876,  with  Messrs.  Hopkins  & 
Pomroy,  to  furnish  Dexter  lime  and  Rosendale  cement,  has  been 
fulMed  satisfactorily,  and  they  have  been  paid  in  fulL 

A  contract  was  voted  by  the  Commission,  April  27, 1876,  with 
the  ^^Pawtucket  Lumber  and  Builders'  Supply  Company, "to 
furnish  window  frames,  sash,  glazing,  &c.  The  window  frames 
are  nearly  all  set,  and  the  glazed  sash  has  been  delivered,  and  thej 
have  been  paid  $4,025  72  on  account,  towards  contract. 

The  contract  agreed  to  by  the  Comn  ission,  June  3,  1876,  with 
the  ^*  Watson  Manufacturing  Company,"  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,to  fur- 
nish the  wrought  iron  window  gratings  and  the  iron  work  con- 
nected with  them,  for  the  sum  of  $7,950,  has  been  completed,  and 
they  have  been  paid  $7,600,  the  balance  to  be  paid  when  the 
work  is  all  set 

A  contract  was  agreed  to  by  the  Commission,  August  81, 1876, 
with  the  ^^Danforth  Locomotive  and  Machine  Company, "of 
Paterson  N.  J.,  to  furnish  iron  beams  for  floors,  iron  trusses,  the 
guard  room  iron  cage,  &c.,  for  the  sum  of  $20,700.  The  iron 
beams  have  been  delivered  and  set,  and  other  iron  work  has  been 
delivered,except  with  slight  delays,  as  fast  as  it  could  be  used, and 
they  have  been  paid  $5,000  on  account,  towards  the  contract. 

A  contract  was  made  August  7, 1876,  with  Jerome  Patterson, 
to  furnish  the  material  and  frame  and  board  the  roo&  of  the  prison 
building  and  wings,fbr  the  sum  of  $3,485.  This  contract  has  been 
completed  except  the  framing  and  boarding  the  roof  of  the  centre 
building,  and  the  contractor  has  been  paid  the  sum  of  $2,350  on 
account. 
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A  contract  was  voted,  September  4, 1876,  with  Michael  Gol- 
lick,  to  famish  the  slate  and  do  the  slating  of  the  prison  bmlding 
and  the  wings  for  the  sum  of  $5,875.  The  work  has  been  done, 
except  the  roof  of  the  centre  building,and  the  contractor  has  been 
paid  $3,500  on  account,  towards  the  contract. 

The  contract  in  1876,  with  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and 
Coirections,  was  similar  in  character  to  those  of  the  previous 
years,  and  was,that  they  should  ^^  furnish  the  stone  needed  fo^  the 
prison  buildings,  as  needed  during  the  year ;  the  amount  called 
for  not  to  exceed  fifty  cubic  yards  per  day,  at  $1,75  per  cubic 
yard,  or  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  same,  if  that  should  prove  to  be 
less;  said  cost  being  estimated  upon  the  following  basis,  namely : 
11.00  per  day  for  a  pair  oxen,  horses,  or  mules  and  cart,  and  $1.00 
per  day  for  the  inmates  of  the  Work  House  and  House  of  Correc- 
tion, including  drivers,  or  for  the  price  actually  paid  for  men  and 
teams,  if  necessary  to  hire  them ;  and  all  other  expenses,  such  as 
powder,  wear  and  tear  of  tools,  &c.,  &c.,  incurred  in  doing  the 
worL" 

In  accordance  with  this  contract,  the  State  Prison  Commission, 
during  the  year  1876,  paid  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections the  sum  of  $10,298  06.  This  amount  was  divided  as  fol- 
lows : —

The  stone  furnished  by  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections under  this  contract,  not  having  all  been  laid,  cannot  be 
measured.  It  is,  therefore,  impossible  to  tell  at  this  time  the 
exact  cost  per  cubic  yard,  of  the  stone  furnished. 

The  stone  that  has  been  brought  to  light  on  the  State  Farm, 
by  the  demands  for  the  State  Prison,  proves  to  be  of  a  most  ex- 
cellent quality  for  building,  and  in  quantity  more  than  suflBcient 
for  all  the  present  and  future  wants  of  the  State  Farm  and  State 
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Prison.  If  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  stone  had  been  earlier 
discovered,  the  Work  House  building  on  the  State  Farm,  and  the 
wall  of  the  prison  yard,  might  have  been  much  improved  in  ap- 
peamce,  and  the  granite  comers  and  trimmings  in  the  prison 
buildings  might  have  been  dispensed  with. 

WOBK  BEMAININa  TO  BE  DONSL 

For  the  completion  of  the  new  State  Prison,  there  yet  remams: 

1.  To  finish  the  centre  main  building,  including  its  annexes, 
the  kitchen,  mess  room,  and  hospital. 

2.  To  build  the  Warden's  house,  including  offices. 
8.    To  build  the  work-shops. 

4.  To  put  in  steam  heating  apparatus,  and  provide  the  neces- 
sary furniture. 

It  is  for  the  General  Assembly  to  decide,  by  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  for  this  object,  how  much  shall  be  accomplished  the 
present  year.  On  many  accounts  it  is  extremely  desirable  that 
the  prison  should  be  completed  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  The 
present  State  Prison  and  Jail  connected  with  it,  are  crowded  to 
excess,  and  on  this  account,  as  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors  show 
every  year,  they  have  long  been  a  disgrace  to  the  State.  The  ciy 
of  the  Inspectors  for  relief  has  been  long  continued  and  urgent 

Again,  it  has  been  fully  settled  as  the  poliey  of  the  State  to 
concentrate  its  institutions  of  charities  and  of  correction  at  the 
State  Farm.  It  is,  therefore,  desirable  both,  for  economy  and  for 
the  best  results,  that  this  policy  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as 
convenient — the  sooner  the  better.  The  whole  work  on  the  State 
Prison  can  be  completed  during  the  present  year,  if  the  Greneral 
Assembly  so  directs,  and  furnishes  the  necessary  means  to  do  it. 

PLAN  PROPOSED  BY  THE  C0MMI8SI0K. 

For  the  sake  of  economy,  it  is  desirable  that,  if  possible,  some 
of  the  work  on  the  prison  should  be  done  by  the  prisoners  them- 
selves. It  is  thought  by  the  State  Prison  Conmiission,  that  if 
provision  can  be  made  for  feeding  the  prisoners,  and  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  officers,  the  prisoners  might  be  safely  em- 
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ployed  inside  of  the  prison  yard,  in  building  the  work-shops  and 
other  necessary  buildings.  The  cells  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
prisoners  could  be  made  ready  in  a  very  short  time. 

It  this  arrangement  should  be  made,  the  prisoners  can  be  re- 
moved to  the  new  prison  before  the  first  day  of  January  next^ 
and  can  be  employed  in  building  the  workshops  and  other  build- 
ings, probably  with  greater  profit  to  the  State  than  in  their  present 
employment  This  will  relieve  the  old  prison  at  the  earliest  date 
now  possible,  and  during  the  time  required  for  building  the  work- 
shops, the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  perma- 
nent employment  of  the  prisoners. 

The  State  Prison  Commission  would,  therefore,  suggest  that 
provision  be  made  for  completing,  during  the  present  year,  the 
centre  building,  including  the  kitchen  and  mess  room;  for 
building  the  Warden's  house ;  and  for  providing  the  necessary 
fondture  and  heating  apparatus  for  the  prison. 

It  is  understood  that  the  necessary  furniture  for  the  prison,  and 
Warden's  house,  can  all  be  made  at  the  present  State  Prison,  and 
if  the  proposed  plan  be  approved  by  the  General  Assembly,  the 
work  on  the  furniture  can  be  commenced  immediately. 

ESTIMATES. 

To  accomplish  the  work,  in  accordance  with  this  plan,  it  is  es- 
thnated  by  the  architects,  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($100,000)  will  be  needed  during  the  present  year,  and 
the  State  Prison  Commission  would  hereby  respectfully  ask  for 
tn  appropriation  of  that  amount 

A  portion  of  the  above  sum  is  now  due  to  the  contractors  for 
material  already  delivered^  While  the  subject  is  under  considera- 
tion in  the  General  Assembly,  the  Commission  would  ask  that  a 
special  appropriation  of.  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  from  the 
above  sum,  may  be  placed  at  their  disposal  for  immediate  use. 


BAILBOAD  TO  THE  PBISON. 

The  railroad  passing  near  the  new  State  Prison,  which  was 
commenced  and  worked  to  a  considerable  extent  at  the  date  of 
oil  last  report,  has  been  abandoned  for  some  months.    The  State 
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Prison  Commission  has  had  no  communication  with  the  projectorB 
of  the  road,  and  has  no  infoimation  in  relation  to  their  plans.  We 
would,  however,  repeat  the  opinion  expressed  in  our  la^t  report, 
that  the  construction  of  a  railroad  connecting  the  city  with  the 
State  Prison  and  State  Farm  is  a  matter  of  great  importaoce  to 
the  State,  and  it  is  desirable  that  such  a  means  of  communication 
should  be  provided.  Had  the  railroad  been  available  for  the  trans- 
portation of  freight  to  the  State  Prison  and  State  Farm,  during 
the  past  year,  several  thousands  of  dollars  would  have  been  saved 
to  the  State.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  plan  will  be  devised  for 
completing  the  road  without  delay.

To  his  Excellency  Henry  Lvppitt^  Oovemor  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Governor  : — In  accordance  with  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  trans- 
mit through  you  to  the  Honorable  General  Assembly,  an  abstract 
of  the  Active  Militia,  together  with  a  report  of  this  department  for 
the  past  year. 

THE    MILITIA  ORGANIZATION. 

The  active  militia  of  this  State  is  now  organized  in  one  division 
of  two  brigades,  which  are  divided  into  small  battalions,  of  which 
there  is  one  battalion  of  six,  three  of  four,  one  of  three  and  one  of 
two  companies  of  Infantry,  together  with  one  battalion  of  Light 
Artillery,  composed  of  two  light  batteries  of  four  guns  each,  and 
one  battalion  of  Cavalry  having  three  companies. 

This  organization,  while  not  the  most  desirable,  seemed  best 
fitted  to  meet  the  situation  at  the  time  the  law  was  framed,  and  was 
intended  to  accommodate  many  of  the  commands  as  they  then  existed 
without  making  too  radical  a  change  in  their  composition.  Former- 
Ij  the  battalion  was  the  exception,  rather  than  the  rule.  The  force 
as  DOW  constituted,  was  not  supposed  to  be  permanent,  but  was 
calealated  as  a  stepping  stone  from  the  old  time  of  the  skeleton 
regiment  formation,  when  a  command  with  scarcely  men  enough 
for  a  company,  had  all  the  elements  of  a  regimental  organization. 
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The  old  system  has  given  place  to  the  new ;  both  officers  and 
men  have  accastomed  themselves  to  the  change,  and  the  general 
feeling  is  tending  towards  an  increase  of  the  number  of  companies 
in  a  battalion. 

At  the  Centennial  Anniversaries  of  Lexington,  Bunker  Hill, 
Philadelphia  and  elsewhere,  large  numbers  of  the  militia  from  dif- 
ferent States  congregated,  and  the  exhibition  of  so  many  large  and 
celebrated  regiments,  has  created  a  desire  on  the  part  of  our  mili- 
tary ,  that  thet  superior  material  our  State  possesses,  should  be  organ- 
ized into  regiments,  as  well  equipped  and  effective  as  those  of  oar 
sister  States. 

There  are  various  reasons  why  an  immediate  change  in  the  law, 
or  a  re-arrangement  of  battalions  is  not  desirable,  it  should  be  kept 
steadily  in  mind,  however,  and  when  this  depressed  condition  of  the 
business  interest  of  the  State  and  country  shall  have  given  place  to 
an  era  of  prosperity,  a  movement  should  be  made  towards  the  in- 
crease in  the  size  of  the  battalions,  by  a  decrease  of  their  number, 
or  rather  by  consolidation.     There  is  still  a  portion  of  the  uniformed 
militia  who  do  not  feel  it  a  duty  to  unite  with  the  majority  of  the 
active  Militia.  These  companies  number  more  than  one  fifth  as  many 
as  the  others,  and  in  our  small  force,  this  proportion  of  **  Indepen- 
dents "  is  larger  than  it  should  be.     They  are  composed  of  the  best 
of  our  old  companies,  and  ought  to  see  it  for  their  own  interest  as  well 
as  obligation,  to  unite  with  those  who  certainly  would  be,  and  have 
been,  their  comrades  in  cases  of  emergency.     Their  union  with  the 
others,  would  augment  to  a  great  degree,  the  efficiency  of  the  whole. 
In  fact,  their  separate  action,  as  I  have  often  expressed,  is  one  of 
the  most  sematM  impediments  in  the  way  of  our  State  Militia  taking 
a  position  second  to  that  of  no  State  in  the  Union  in  point  of  efficien- 
cy.    I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  my  former  judgment,  that 
their  claims  to  independent  privileges  under  their  charters,  are  not 
what  was  granted  them  by  the  General  Assembly  when  they  were 
chartered, 

MUSTSR. 

The  annual  muster  required  by  law,  occurred  on  the  18th  day  of 
October.     The  past  year  having  been  one  of  anniversaries,  in  which 
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the  Gommander-in-Chief  and  Staff,  the  General  and  Staff  Officers, 
together  with  some  of  the  commands  had  taken  part,  it  was  thought 
advisable,  in  order  to  save  time  and  expense,  to  have  both  brigades 
muster  on  one  day,  and  the  tii^ie  having  passed  when  the  Major 
General  could  order  the  Division  to  assemble,  an  order  was  issued 
from  this  department,  directing  M%jor  General  Walker,  command- 
ing the  Division,  to  assemble  his  command  on  the  day  above  named, 
at  Dexter  Training  Ground,  for*  the  purposes  required  by  law. 

Brigadier  General  Thomas  W.  Chace,  commanding  the  First 
Brigade,  assembled  his  command  on  the  field  south  of  Cranston 
street,  occupied  by  the  second  brigade  last  year.  The  Second 
Brigade,  Brig.  Gen3.  Frederick  Miller  commanding,  formed  in  line 
on  Exchange  Place,  at  9  a.  m.,  and  marched  to  the  Dexter  Train- 
ing Ground.  The  morning  was  occupied  by  both  commands  in  the 
usual  exercises  of  muster,  inspection  and  drill.  At  12  m.,  both 
brigades  being  in  line,  the  Gommander-in-Chief  accompanied  by 
his  Staff  was  received  with  appropriate  honors. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  Division  was  reviewed  by  His  Excellency 
Gov.  Lippitt,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  when  it  proceeded  through 
the  streets  of  Providence  to  Exchange  Place,  where  it  was  dis- 
missed. 

The  appearance  of  the  troops  was  very  fine  indeed,  and  their 
drill  under  the  circumstances  was  creditable,  and  especially  so,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  so  little  opportunity  is  attainable  for  the  as- 
sembly of  the  companies  by  battalion,  in  consequence  of  which 
some  of  the  commands  have  no  other  occasion  than  this  for  bat- 
talion drill.  It  certainly  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
militia,  if  there  could  be  an  encampment  for  a  period  of  a  week  at 
least ;  if  this  cannot  be  done  I  think  the  old  custom  of  assembling 
for  muster  for  one  day  only,  is  of  sufficient  benefit  to  the  Militia, 
to  have  it  continued.  In  this  connection,  I  have  to  say,  that  an 
additional  appropriation  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  School  of  in- 
struction for  officers,  would  produce  better  results  than  any  thing 
else  that  could  be  done  for  the  militia. 
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PAY. 

From  a  special  report  of  the  General  Treasurer,  dated  February 
14, 1874,  on  the  expenses  of  the  militia  for  a  period  of  six  years,  I 
make  the  following  extracts,  viz. :

This  amount  does  not  include  the  total  expense  of  the 
Militia  for  that  period,  as  rendered  by  the  General 
Treasurer.  The  expenses  for  the  last  two  years  cov- 
ering the  same  items  as  enumerated  above,  do  not 
exceed  per  year $  18,000 

The  above  statement  does  not  cover  appropriations  for  erection 
and  repairs  of  armories,  special  appropriations  to  companies  for 
uniforms,  &c.,  nor  the  expenses  of  the  Adjutant,  Quartermasteri 
and  Paymaster  General's  Departments. 

The  total  amount  paid  during  this  period  of  six  years, 

(which  covers  these  items,)  averaged  per  year $  32,710 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  last  two  years,  has  averaged 

per  year  less  than 9  19,500 

As  the  bills  for  the  past  year  have  not  all  been  rendered,  I  do 
not  give  the  exact  figures,  but  have  allowed  enough  (and  probably 
more  than  enough)  to  cover  the  case,  A  careful  comparison  will 
show  that  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  running  expenses  of 
the  Militia  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars,  ($4,500)  a  year,  for  the 
past  two  years,  or  twenty  per  cent 

A  comparison  of  the  total  amounts  expended,  shows  that  includ- 
ing special  appropriations  for  armories*  uniforms,  &a,  the  Militia 
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have  cost  thirteen  thousand  dollars  a  year  less,  than  the  average  for 
the  term  of  six  years  above  cited. 

It  is  believed  that  no  other  department  in  the  service  of  the  State 
can  sbow  such  a  proportionate  reduction  of  expenses. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  January  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
the  law  was  hurridly  amended,  so  that  but  one  thousand  men  could 
be  paid  for  duty  performed.  In  view  of  the  above,  showing  of  re- 
duction of  expenses,  it  certainly  would  be  an  act  of  justice  if  th»^ 
Assembly  would  voluntarily  remove  this  restriction. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The  inspections  of  Armories,  Military  property  and  of  such  com- 
mands as  voluntarily  appeared  for  that  purpose,  has  lately  been 
made  by  Brig.  Genl.  Chas.  R.  Dennis,  Quartermaster  General,  as- 
sisted by  Capt  Frank  S.  Arnold,  Assistant  Quartermaster  General. 

Occasional  reports  from  General  Dennis  show,  that  the  Militia  is 
at  least  in  as  good,  if  not  better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  years, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  effect  of  the  general  business  depression, 
it  is  remarkable  that  such  should  be  the  case. 

I  have  heretofore  attested  to  the  value  of  these  annual  inspec- 
tions, and  it  shows  that  the  companies  appreciate  its  value,  by  their 
voluntary  appearance  in  line,  and  by  their  general  interest  on  these 
occasions. 

OFFICE  BUSINESS. 

For  various  reasons,  and  partly  as  the  result  of  amendments  made 
to  the  law  at  the  January  session  of  the  past  year,  the  duties  of 
this  office  have  been  less  complicated  than  for  the  year  preceding 
my  last  report  Nevertheless,  receiving  and  making  reports  and 
returns,  and  attending  to  the  many  requirements  of  the  Militia,  to- 
gether with  the  large  number  of  cases  of  varied  character,  arising 
from  details  of  the  late  war,  makes  the  daily  routine  of  business 
very  much  larger  in  the  aggregate  than  is  generally  supposed  to  be 
the  case. 

CONCLUSION. 

Two  years  duty  has  now  been  performed  since  the  adoption  of 
the  present  law,  and  although  the  system  never  was  claimed  to 
have  been  such  as  was  supposed  to  be  wanted,  yet  it  cannot  be 
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denied  that  the  organizatiou  is  more  efficient  than  formerly.  It 
certainly  has  effected  a  reduction  in  the  expenses.  If  for  no  other 
reasons,  these  would  amply  repay  the  expense  and  trouble  incident 
lo  the  change.  So  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  Militia  are  generally  sat- 
isfied with  the  law  as  it  is ;  the  principal  point  made  in  objection 
to  it  being  this,  that  the  battalions  should  be  less  in  number,  with 
more  companies  to  the  battalion. 

I  recommend  no  material  change  at  present,  but  look  forward  to 
the  time  (in  the  near  future,  I  trust,)  when  wc  can  show  a  model 
Militia  organization,  second  to  that  of  no  other  State.

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kiDs,  who  has  been  confined  to  the  house  by  illness  since  Septem- 
ber. 

Mr.  Norman  W.  Eayrs,  who  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office 
of  Superintendent  of  the  State  Farm  in  January,  tendered  bia  res- 
ignation, February  18,  to  t»ke  effect  May  1.  He  remained  a  few 
weeks  after  the  latter  date,  until  his  suoceasor  was  appointed.    Mr. 
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Eayrs,  in  his  letter  of  resignation,  says :  ^*  I  believe  that  it  was  the 
expectation  of  the  Board,  that,  if  a  young  man  was  appointed  super- 
intendent, he  would  grow  up  with  the  institution,  and  devote  a 
large  portion  of  his  life  to  it  My  appointment  for  three  months 
was,  I  think,  to  give  me  a  chance  to  try  the  work  and  life,  and  also 
to  give  you  an  opportunity  to  try  me.  *  *  ♦         ♦ 

I  thank  the  Board  most  heartily  for  the  cordial  support  they  have 
given  me.  Every  aid  that  I  could  ask  for  has  been  given  me,  and 
almost  more  authority  than  I  cared  to  receive.  It  is  not  from  any  i 
want  of  harmony  between  us,  that  I  have  determined  to  resign. 
My  reason  is  simply  this, — that  I  do  not  like  the  situation  well 
enough  to  retain  it  for  a  number  of  years." 

Mr.  S^amuel  L.  Blaisdell  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
State  Farm,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  May  17,  and  assumed     j 
the  oflSce,  May  22. 

Mr.  William  L.  Roberts  gave  up  the  position  of  Deputy  of  the 
Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  in  the  latter  part  of  January, 
and  Mr.  Ira  B.  Wilson  was  appointed  Acting  Deputy  by  the  Sup- 
erintendent. 

Miss  Naomi  Thompson  was  promoted  to  be  matron  of  the  Work- 
house and  House  of  Correction,  January  7. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred.  W.  Perry  continue  in  charge  of  the  Asylum 
for  the  Insane,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  G.  Ward  in  charge  of 
the  Almshouse. 

Mr.  George  H.  Snow  resigned  the  place  of  farmer  and  engineer 
of  the  State  Farm,  October  31.  No  one  has  been  appointed  in  his 
stead. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

But  little  building  has  been  done  during  the  year.  The  sum  of 
$1515.96  has  been  expended  upon  the  new  barn  since  January  1, 
1876,  in  preparing  the  interior  for  occupation ;  and  the  sum  of 
$150.60,  received  from  the  Prison  Commission  for  sts^ing  plank 
and  poles,  charged  to  the  barn  last  year,  has  been  credited  to  it ; 
making  the  net  expenditure  for  the  year  $1365.46.  This  amount, 
added  to  the  cost  reported  a  year  ago,  $28,034.33,  makes  a  total 
to  date  of  $29,399.79.     Of  the  above  amount,  the  sum  of  $369.91 
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for  plumbing.  Water  is  brought  through  tlie  barn  in  a  three- 
inch  cast-iron  pipe ;  and  is  distributed  through  one-inch  lead  pipes 
to  seven  cast-iron  troughs,  placed  in  difiFerent  parts  of  the  building, 
and  to  a  trough  in  the  yard.  Two-inch  lead  waste-pipes  lead  from 
the  troughs  to  the  drains  in  the  cellar.  This  work  has  been  done 
in  the  most  thorough  manner,  and  the  pipes  are  so  arranged  that 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  any  one  of  them,  or  from  the  en- 
tire barn,  to  prevent  freezing  in  extremely  cold  weather. 

To  complete  the  barn  and  the  piggery,  which  is  greatly  needed,  to- 
gether with  the  sheds  and  fences,  will  require  $3,000.  This  sum 
we  include  in  the  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  coming  year. 

The  extension  of  the  cottage  for  excited  patients  at  the  Insane 
Asylum,  described  in  the  report  of  1875,  has  been  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $1142.54.  This  includes  an  additional  boiler  for  heating, 
11  feet  long  by  36  inches  in  diameter ;  and  a  steam  water-heater  for 
the  bath-rooms,  6  feet  long  by  20  inches  in  diameter ;  costing  to- 
gether^  with  the  necessary  connections,  etc.,  $727. 

The  cottage  for  the  deputy  of  the  Insane  Asylum  and  his  family, 
referred  to  as  finished  in  the  last  report,  was  found  to  require  an 
additional  outlay  of  $127.60. 

The  Almshouse  improvements,  spoken  of  the  report  of  1875  as 
in  proccBS  of  construction,  have  been  completed  at  an  expense  of 
^11.  This  includes  the  cost  of  converting  the  old  blacksmith's 
shop  into  a  sitting-room  for  the  men,  and  a  small  wash-room  for 
the  women.  The  actual  cost  of  completing  the  Insane  Asylum  ex- 
tension and  the  Almshouse  improvements  is  considerably  less  than 
the  estimate  given  in  the  last  report 

In  the  summer,  when  work  ceased  in  many  of  the  mills  in 
the  State,  it  was  thought  that  there  might  be  a  large  number  of 
poor  persons  sent  the  Almshouse  the  coming  winter.  To  provide 
for  this  contingency,  the  old  storehouse  was  moved  a  short  dis- 
tance into  the  Almshouse  yard,  and  placed  where  it  might  be  used, 
if  needed.  Nothing  has  been  done  towards  preparing  the  interior 
for  use,  the  condition  of  the  poor  indicating  later  in  the  season, 
that  there  would  be  no  unusual  demand  for  admittance  to  this  in- 
stitution. 

An  old  barn,  used  for  carriage  horses,  which  stood  beside  the 
storehouse)  was  pulled  down  when  the  storehouse  was  moved. 
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The  old  basket  shop  has  also  been  taken  down.  It  was  in  the 
way  of  the  grading  and  road-making  in  front  of  the  workhouse, 
and,  standing  outside  of  the  workhouse  yard,  had  ceased  to  be  of 
use  as  a  shop.  The  roof  was  saved,  and  was  moved  to  the  rear  of 
the  new  barn  to  be  used  as  a  shed.  The  cost  of  moving  the  old 
storehouse  and  the  basket  shop  roof  was  $225. 

LAYING  OUT  THE  WOKKHOUSB  6BOUNDS. 

In  June,  the  Board  voted  to  adopt  the  plan  which  had  been 
prepared  by  Messrs.  Bowditch  &  Copeland,  of  Boston,  of  laying  out 
the  roads  and  grounds  in  front  of  and  around  the  Workhouse. 
This  work  has  been  pushed  forward  during  the  summer  and 
autumn,  and  a  great  improvement  is  already  apparent  The 
roads  have  been  laid  with  large  stone  to  the  depth  of  two  feet ; 
broken  stone  and  gravel  have  then  been  spread  upon  them  and 
thoroughly  rolled.  A  large  area  has  been  graded  and  prepared 
for  turfing  and  the  planting  of  shade  and  ornamental  trees  the 
coming  spring.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  earth  taken  from 
the  roads  has  been  carried  into  the  women's  yard  of  the  Workhouse, 
which  will  soon  be  in  condition  to  lay  down  to  grass  and  be  made 
more  suitable  for  an  exercise  and  recreation  ground  for  the  inmates. 

Before  the  main  avenue  through  the  farm,  to  which  the  name  of 
**  Howard"  has  been  given,  can  be  completed,  the  o!d  barn  will 
have  to  be  removed.  The  old  farm  wall  in  front  of  the  Insane 
Asylum  also  encroaches  upon  the  avenue,  and  must  be  taken  down. 
The  Board  think  it  desirable,  instead  of  replacing  this,  to  begin 
along  the  line  of  Howard  avenue  the  building  of  a  high  stone 
wall»  to  enclose  the  entire  Asylum  grounds.  This  work,  which 
will  occupy  several  years,  ciua  doubtless  be  done  mostly  by  the  in- 
mates, and  can  be  carried  forward  to  completion  as  time  and  op- 
portunity allow.   But  a  small  outlay  will  be  needed  for  material. 

! 

WORK  FOR  THE  NEW  STATE   PRISON. 

An  asrreement  was  made  in  December,  1875,  to  furnish  the 
stone  for  the  new  prison  during  the  season  of  1876,  at  $1.75  per 
cubic  yard,  or  at  the  actual  cost,  should  it  be  less.    This  has  been 
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done,  we  belieye,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  The  amount 
delivered  and  laid  is  8,970  cubic  yards.  The  cost  has  exceeded  the 
price  agreed  upon  by  eleven  cents  per  yard,  as  a  better  kind  of  stone 
was  furnished  than  any  heretofore  quarried  upon  the  farm.  To  pro- 
cure this  rttone,  which  lies  in  detached  masses,  it  ha.s  been  necessary 
work  over  a  large  area,  at  an  increased  expense  of  digging,  mov- 
iDg  deriicks,  etc.  A  quantity  of  stone  delivered,  but  not  laid,  was 
not  considered  in  calculating  the  cost*  This  will  enter  into  the 
account  the  coming  season,  should  a  similar  contract  be  made  with 
the  Prison  Commission  in  1877.  The  experience  of  the  past  year 
has  proved,  that  there  exists  upon  the  farm  a  considerable  quantity 
of  stone,  suitable  for  the  trimmings  of  any  building  that  may  here- 
after be  erected  there. 

The  Board  have  also  furnished  to  the  Prison  Commission,  at 
prices  agreed  upon,  in  addition  to  the  contract  work,  several  of  the 
iarm  teams,  the  labor  of  some  of  the  inmates,  the  use  of  derricks, 
staging  plank  and  poles,  and  other  material. 

The  whole  amount  received  from  the  Prison  Commission  during 
the  year  was  $10,298.06,

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WOBKHOUSE    AND   HOUSE   OF   CORRECTION. 

There  has  been  no  great  change  in  the  number  and  condition  of 
the  persons  sent  to  this  institution  during  the  past  year,  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years.  The  statistics  show  that  the  number 
of  commitments  for  vagrancy  and  (or  prostitution  were  somewhat 
larger,  and  the  number  for  drunkenness  somewhat  smaller,  than  in 
1875.  Against  the  vagrant  or  "tramp"  class,  the  authorities  of 
§ome  of  the  towns  have  taken,  at  times,  unusually  vigorous  action. 
Eleven  persons  were  committed  as  vagrants  from  one  town  of 
about  4,000  iohabitants  within  ten  days;  seven  were  committed 
from  another  town  of  about  the  same  population,  within  four- 
teen days ;  and  from  another  five  were  committed  as  vagrants  in  one 
day. 

It  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  State,  if  the  town  authorities  would 
refrain  from  committing  to  the  Workhouse  aged  and  disabled  per- 
sons, who  are  more  fit  to  be  inmates  of  the  Almshouse  than  of 
the  former  institution,  and  who,  in  many  cases,  could  be  sent  ai;ray 
from  the  State  by  the  Superintendent  of  State  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections, at  a  less  cost  than  is  incurred  for  court  and  commitment 
expenses. 

The  labor  of  the  inmates  has  been  employed  mostily  oat  of 
doors,  upon  the  farm,  in  digging  stone  for  the  state  prison  and  for 
farm  walls,  in  grading,  and  in  the  various  employments  which  the 
institutions  and  the  extended  area  of  the  farm  afford.  Basket- 
making  was  carried  on  during  the  winter  and  up  to  July,  by  those 
of  the  inmates  who  could  not  be  trusted  in  the  fields.  After  the 
first  of  July,  these  men  were  employed  in  the  Workhouse  yard 
breaking  stone  for  the  roads. 

The  basket  shop  will  be  in  operation  again  about  the  first  of 
January,  and,  under  the  energetic  supervision  of  the  present  super- 
intendent, will  doubtless  show  better  results  than  heretofore,  al- 
though the  price  which  the  product  brings  in  the  market  is  but 
slightly  remunerative. 

The  men,  by  weaving  wire,  and  the  women,  by  picking  over 
cotton,  have  earned  small  sums. 

The  following  tables  show  the  kinds  of  labor  upon  which  the  in- 
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mates,  both  men  and  women,  have  been  employed  since  July  Ist, 
when  the  record  was  begun,  and  the  number  of  days  devoted  to 
each:

Under  existing  circumstances,  it  has  been  thought  best,  as  was 
stated  in  the  report  of  1874,  to  employ  as  many  of  the  men  as  pos- 
sible upon  the  faim,  and  in  improving  the  land  and  grounds  around 
the  buildings.  To  convert  the  entire  area  of  the  State  Farm  into  a 
series  of  smooth,  well-cultivated,  and  thoroughly-drained  fields  and 
meadows,  properly  divided  by  eveoly-built  and  solid  stone  walls. 


' 
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with  stoDe-laid  roads  and  tasteful  grounds  around  the  institutions, 
will  furnish  an  abundance  of  employment  for  many  years  to  come. 
A  number  of  the  Workhouse  men,  however,  must  always  be  con- 
fined within  walls.  For  these  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  Superintendent  to  obtain  paying  employment,  either  by 
letting  the  labor  on  contract  or  otherwise ;  and  measures  have  al- 
ready been  taken,  but  thus  far  without  success,  towards  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  end. 

Employment  of  some  kind,  they  are  quite  aware,  is  important 
beyond  its  mere  economic  results.  It  is  necessary  for  the  good  of 
the  inmates  themselves.  The  first  condition  of  improvement  is 
honest  labor ; — steady,  earnest,  faithful  work.  This,  if  not  volun- 
tarily rendered,  must  be  enforced.  So  long  as  laziness  and  sham- 
ming are  tolerated,  moral  appliances  are  of  little  avail.  The  habit 
of  industry  and  useful  occupation  is  the  only  basis  upon  which 
right  character  can  be  built  up.  For  the  vagrant  and  tramp,  work 
is  the  specific  remedy ;  and  there  is  little  danger  of  its  being  too 
liberally  administered.  Those  who  are  too  indolent  or  too  selfish 
to  provide  for  their  families,  must  not  complain,  if  they  do  not  find 
the  service  of  the  state  an  easy  or  agreeable  one.  And  for  all 
classes ;  even  for  those  who  are  weak  rather  than  depraved ;  who 
deserve  our  pity  more  than  our  censure ;  over  whose  wills  appetite 
and  passion  have  gained  a  fatal  mastery,  so  that  the  firmest  resolve 
give  way  before  temptation  ; — even  for  these,  constant  employment 
is  indispensable.  Its  drudgery,  however,  should  be  relieved  as 
much  as  possible  by  kindness,  sympathy,  and  encouragement 
Something  may  then  be  hoped  from  more  direct  moral  agencies; 
from  the  lessons  of  the  school,  from  good  books,  and  from  earnest 
Christian  appeals.

In  this  connection,  we  take  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  escapes,  as  an  evidence  of  the  more 
watchful  care  exercised  under  the  present  management  Forty- 
four  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  only  thirteen  io  the 
second ;  a  total  of  fifty-seven,  which  is  twenty-three  less  than  the 
total  of  1875.

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent,  and  no  deaths  are 
reported.  Of  3459  persons  committed  to  the  Workhouse  since  it 
was  established  in  1869,  only  eighteen  have  died ;  a  trifle  over  one 
half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  and  an  average  of  less

than  three  per  annum. 

STATB  ASYLUM  FOB  THE  IN0X7BABLE  INSANE. 

The  extension  of  the  cottage  for  excited  patients,  begun  in  1875, 
was  finished  and  occupied  early  in  the  year  ;  as  was  also  the  house 
built  for  the  use  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  W.  Perry,  who  continue  to 
have  charge  of  this  institution. 

ITie  new  rooms  were  provided  none  too  soon,  the  statistics  showing 
an  increase  of  twenty-three  in  the  number  of  patients  since  January 
1,  1876.  Several  of  these  were  brought  from  the  Butler  Hospital, 
where  they  had  been  kept  on  account  of  want  of  room  at  the  state  in- 
stitution. 

Ad  enlargement  of  the  dining-rooms  at  the  cottage  for  excited 
patients  is  made  necessary  by  the  increase  of  the  number  of  inmates ; 
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and  additional  rooms  for  the  attendants  in  this  building  are  also 
needed.  These  improvements  can  be  effected  by  extending  the 
projection  from  the  cottage,  at  an  expense  of  about  91000. 

The  same  amount  of  liberty  has  been  allowed  the  patients  as 
heretofore.  The  greater  part  of  them  are  free  to  roam  at  will 
through  the  grounds,  and  deriye  from  this  treatment  great  benefit; 
being  made  happier  and  more  tractable  than  when  under  restiaint. 

The  garden  was  cultivated  by  the  inmates  with  almost  the  usual 
success,  notvnthstanding  the  dryness  of  the  season.

Until  the  State  provides  a  better  buQding  for  the  inmates  of  the 
Almshouse,  the  Board  can  never  give  a  satisfactory  report  of  the 
condition  of  this  institution. 

The  joint  select  committee,  in  their  report,  speaking  of  the  Alms- 
house buildings,  say :  '^These  are  not  what  they  should  be.  They 
are  all  built  of  wood,  are  low-studded,  and  the  ventilation  is  any- 
thing but  the  best'* 

Owing  to  the  manner  in  which  the  buildings  are  constructed, 
they  cannot  be  pioperly  ventilated.  Everything  possible  has  been 
done  to  improve  them  in  this  respect  and  the  master  and  matron 
are  indefatigable  in  their  efforts  to  bring  about  the  greatest  degree 
of  cleanliness,  and  to  keep  the  air  pure  and  healthful ;  but,  not- 
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^rithstanding  the  efforts  of  the  Board  and  of  its  officers,  complete 
success  has  not  been  attained. 

The  health  of  the  inmates,  however,  has  been  as  good  as  in  or- 
dinaiy  institutions  of  this  kind ;  and,  when  we  consider  that  in  1873 
these  buildings,  which  were  then  used  as  a  workhouse;  and  weie 
less  commodious  than  they  now  are,  contained  at  times  over  two 
hundred  and  fifty  persons ;  with  less  than  the  usual  amount  of  sick- 
ness incident  to  such  institutions,  we  cannot  but  conclude  that, 
although  the  rooms  are  low  and  the  ventilation  deficient,  the  insti- 
tatioQ  is  not  an  unhealthful  one.  It  has  been  occupied — at  times 
crowded — during  seven  years,  and  no  epidemic  has  occurred  there. 

It  is  true,  however,  as  the  committee  say,  that  the  accommoda- 
tioDS  for  the  state  poor  are  not  what  they  should  be  ;  and  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  that,  before  many  years  pass  by,  the  present 
wooden  buildings  of  the  Almshouse  should  be  replaced  by  a  suit- 
able stone  structure.  The  location  of  the  institution  also  should  be 
changed,  as  it  is  at  present  too  near  the  jj^esidence  of  the  Superin- 
tendent.

In  our  report  of  last  year,  we  urged  the  importance  of  making, 
at  an  early  day,  some  suitable  provision  for  the  children  of  the 
Almshouse.  This  remains  still  a  pressing  need.  Since  the  open- 
ing of  the  Almshouse,  in  August,  1874,  a  little  more  than  two 
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years  ago,  173  different  children  have  been  admitted  to  it.  Of 
these,  seventeen  have  been  admitted  a  second,  and  two  a  third 
time.  In  addition  to  the  173  children  received  into  the  Alms- 
house, 34  have  been  bom  in  it,  making  a  total  of  207.  Of  the 
children  bom  in  the  Almshoase,  18  were  illigitimate ;  and  of  six 
the  mothers  were  under  twenty.  What  proportion  of  the  whole 
number  of  children  are  from  families  in  the  habitual  receipt  of 
public  or  private  assistance,  the  Superintendent  of  State  Charities  is 
unable  to  ascertain  with  precision,  as  they  come  to  him  from  all  parts 
of  the  state.  He  is  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  more  than  one- 
half,  perhaps  three-fouiths,  of  them  belong  to  the  permanently  de- 
pendent class. 

These  children  have  been  removed  from  the  debasing  influences 
of  pauper  association,  as  fast  as  suitable  places  could  be  found  for 
them.  Five,  and  only  five,  have  been  placed  in  familiea  While 
children,  especially  girls,  from  a  well-conducted  orphan  house,  are 
always  in  demand,  there,  is  great  reluctance  among  a^  classes  to 
receive  them  from  a  poorhouse.  Ten  have  been  bound  to  the 
managers  of  the  Providence  Children's  Friend  Society,  who  be- 
come responsible  for  their  maintenance  and  instruction,  until  thej 
can  be  placed  in  suitable  families.  After  they  are  put  out,  thej 
are  still  watched  over,  and  frequently  heard  from,  each  child  beiog 
under  the  special  care  of  some  one  of  the  managers,  until  they  ar- 
rive at  majority. 

This  society  has  been  in  existence  forty^one  years,  and  of  the 
1050  children, — ^largely  the  offspring  of  pauper  parents — which  it 
has  reared,  not  a  single  one  is  known  to  have  become  a  charge  to 
the  State  in  any  of  its  institutions. 

Forty-five  have  been  taken  from  the  Almshouse  by  the  St 
Aloysius  Orphan  Asylum.  They  are  simply  received  into  this 
charitable  institution,  and  cared  for  until  their  parents  or  relatives, 
desire  to  take  them,  or  consent  to  their  being  put  out  to  service,  or 
indentured  to  some  trade,  or  adopted  into  families.  There  is  no 
restriction  upon  the  numl  er  of  times  which  children  may  enter 
and  leave  the  AsyluuL  They  come  and  go,  as  the  ability  and  cir- 
cumstances of  those  upon  whom  they  are  natm-ally  dependent  may 
vary. 
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While  affording  present  relief,  therefore,  which  is  most  accept- 
able^  it  offers  but  a  slender  guarantee  against  future  burdens.  Five 
of  the  number  taken  by  it  have  since  come  back  to  us. 

Thirty  children  who  had  no  residence  in  the  state,  have  been  re- 
moved to  other  states  and  communities  justly  chargeable  for  their 
support.  Fifteen  have  died.  Eighty-eight  have  returned  to  such 
homes  as  their  parents,  or  other  relatives,  were  able  to  provide  for 
them.  *^  A  large  number  of  these,"  says  the  Superintendent  of 
State  Charities,  Mr.  George  W.  Wightman,  **  will,  in  all  prob- 
ability, become  sooner  or  later,  dependents  upon  the  state ; 
for  their  parents  are,  in  many  cases,  intemperate  and  shiftless,  and 
entirely  unfit  to  rear  a  family.  There  is  little  hope  that  those  who 
are  bom  paupei-s,  and  pass  their  early  years  amid  the  debasing  and 
enervating  influences  of  an  almshouse,  will  ever  become  self-sup- 
porting citizens.  My  experience  is  decided  on  this  point."  Such, 
also,  is  the  experience  of  all  who  have  had  to  do  with  this  unfor- 
tuoate  portion  of  the  community.  Pauperism,  like  vice  and  crime, 
with  which  it  is  so  often  associated,  tends  to  run  in  families.  The 
children  of  paupers,  if  left  to  their  surroundings,  rarely  rise  above 
the  condition  of  their  parents.  It  is  thus  that  an  hereditary  pauper 
class  comes  at  length  to  be  formed.  Freed  from  the  restraints  of 
virtue,  prudence,  and  self-respect,  they  incresse  in  a  ratio  quite  out 
of  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  population.  This  rapidly-growing 
class  of  dependents  upon  society,  is  constantly  receiving,  through 
various  causes,  additions  from  the  classes  above  it ;  so  that  as  com- 
munities grow  older,  unless  the  evil  is  in  some  way  checked,  the 
burden  of  its  support  becomes,  every  year,  greater  and  gi  eater. 

"  The  special  investigation,  which  this  Board  (the  New  York 
State  Board  of  Charities)  has  made  during  the  past  year,"  says 
President  Anderson,  ^^  has  proved,  beyond  question,  that  the  great 
mass  of  our  pauperism  is  hereditary.  The  fecundity  of  this  class, 
in  spite  of  all  those  conditions  that  would  seem  naturally  likely  to 
increase  the  death-rate  among  them,  is  something  frightful  Fre- 
quently, three  generations  of  paupers  have  been  found  in  one  alms- 
hodiie.  Nothing  is  more  unfounded  than  the  common  idea,  that 
the  inmates  of  our  poorhouses,  in  general,  are  the  victims  of  un- 
avoidable misfortunes.    Of  those  who  have  reached  adult  age,  and 
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are  not  idiotic,  probably  more  than  two-thirds  of  those  supported 
by  the  State,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $3,000,000,  are  paupers  by  their 
criminal  acts;  and,  worse  than  all,  this  voluntary  degradation 
tends,  by  a  natural  law,  to  reproduce  itself  in  all  their  descendants. 
This  atavism  of  poverty  and  crime,  unless  broken  in  upon  by  the 
separation  of  children  from  their  parents,  and  their  absorption  into 
the  healthy  portion  of  the  conununity,  will  go  on,  in  an  increaang 
ratio,  through  all  time."  Examples  of  hereditary  pauperism  will 
be  found  sufficiently  numerous  in  all  almshouses,  of  considerable 
size,  which  have  been  long  in  existence.  Hon.  William  P. 
Letchworth,  Vice-President  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  met 
with  them  frequently,  in  his  late  examination  of  the  county  poor- 
houses  of  New  York.  In  one  of  these,  containing  only  nineteen 
children,  he  found  three  who  had  pauper  grandfathers;  three 
who  had  pauper  grandmothers;  ten  who  had  pauper  fathers;  six- 
teen who  had  pauper  mothers;  six  who  had  pauper  uncles ;  five 
who  had  pauper  aunts ;  ten  who  had  pauper  brothers ;  and  eleven 
who  had  pauper  sisters.  One  of  the  little  girls  had  been  three 
years  in  the  poorhouse.  Her  father,  mother,  and  younger  sister, 
were  then  inmatea  Six  brothers  and  sisters  had  been,  at  differ- 
ent times,  there.  The  father  was  seventy  years  of  age,  of  intem- 
perate habits,  and  had  been  severel  times  in  jail  for  vagrancy.  *'  In 
this  old  man,"  Mr.  Letchworth  remarks,  ^^  is  seen  a  type  of  debased 
humanity,  fruitful  in  progeny,  who  are  likely  to  follow  in  his  foot- 
stepa" 

The  same  tendency  of  vice  and  crime  to  become  hereditary  has 
also  been  shown  by  recent  investigations.  This  is  remarkably  illus- 
trated in  the  case  of  the  Juke  family,  whose  disgraceful  history  has 
lately  come  beiore  the  public.  Within  the  present  century  were 
living  in  an  obscure  part  of  Ulster  County,  New  York,  six  sisters 
— ^the  best  known  of  them  bearing  the  name  of  Margaret,-'from 
whom  there  have  been  traced  between  six  and  seven  hundred  des- 
cendants. In  this  shameful  lineage  are  found  seventy-six  criminals, 
whose  terms  of  impridonment  aggregate  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
years ;  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  prostitutes,  of  whom  seventeen 
kept  brothels,  and  sixty-three  were  notoriously  diseased  ;  and  two 
hundred  and  six,  who  had  received  out-door  and  almshouse  relief, 
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equal,  in  the  aggregate,  to  seven  hundred  and  thirty-four  years  of 
individual  relief  What  an  amount  of  injury  to  society,  and  of  loss 
to  the  state,  would  have  been  prevented,  had  this  foul  current  of 
vice,  pauperism  and  crime,  been  arrested  at  its  sourca 

Families  that  have  been  reared  in  the  debilitating  atmosphere  of 
in  almshouse,  go  out  from  it  indolent  and  weak  of  purpose.  By  a 
natural  law,  they  seek  to  obtain  a  living  '^  in  the  direction  of  the 
least  resistence."  The  sisters  become  prostitutes,  and  corrupt  the 
communities  in  which  they  live  ;  the  brothers,  being  debarred  from 
that  vocation,  turn  thieves,  and  prey  upon  property.  Hence  the 
affiliation,  so  commonly  observed,  of  pauperism  with  vice  and 
crime. 

The  #3,000,000  referred  to  by  Dr.  Anderson,  is  the  sum  ex- 
pended annually,  in  maintaining  the  State  charitable  institutions 
«nd  county  poorhouses.  Besides  this,  one  and  a  quarter  mil- 
lions are  expended  in  supporting  seven  city  almshouses,  and 
$3,000,000  in  supporting  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  orphan 
asylums,  and  homes  for  the  friendlesa  The  value  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings  belonging  to  these  noble  institutions,  public 
and  private,  is  estimated  at  $22,000,000 ;  the  interest  of  which, 
added  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  them,  will  swell  the  expenditure 
of  the  Empire  State,  in  organized  charities,  to  about  $9,000,000 
annually. 

But  the  cost  of  supporting  the  dependent  classes  in  New  York, 
laige  as  it  is,  is  small  in  comparison  with  what  is  expended  for 
their  maintainance  in  some  of  the  older  cities  of  Europe,  where  the 
causes  at  work  here  have  been  in  operation  a  much  longer  time, 
and  have  worked  out,  without  check,  their  legitimate  result&  In 
London,  with  a  population  differing  not  greatly  from  that  of  the  state 
of  New  ^ork^  the  poor  rates  alone,  amount  to  $10,000,000.  Besides 
this  large  sum,  no  less  than  $35,000,000  are  supposed  to  reach  the 
same  class,  through  innumerable  benevolent  institutions,  and  an 
abounding  private  charity.  And,  notwithstanding  all  this  pro- 
mise almsgiving,  pauperism  is  continually  increasing.  One-eighth  of 
the  entire  population,  it  is  said,  are  in  the  habitual  receipt  of  pub- 
lic or  private  charity.  Moreover,  the  blood  of  the  pauper  class  has 
become  so  tainted,  that  the  consequences  appear  in  the  children. 
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Twenty  per  cent  of  these  are  said  to  be  affected  with  opthalmia 
and  diseases  of  the  skin,  originating  in  transmitted  syphilitic  virus. 
The  contagious  character  of  the  diseases,  with  which  so  many  are 
affected,  opposes  an  insuperable  barrier  to  gathering  the  children 
into  large  communities.  It  is  only  in  small  asylums,  where  they 
may  receive  individual  attention  and  treatment,  that  they  can  be 
properly  cared  for.  So  great  are  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  reach- 
ing the  pauper  class  of  the  great  Metropolis,  and  lifting  it  from  its 
degradation  and  misery.  But  the  best  men  of  England,  backed 
by  a  nation's  wealth,  are  bravely  encountering  them. 

It  is  now  generally  recognized,  that  mere  almsgiving  does  bat 
increase  pauperism  ;  that  the  only  way  to  check  it  is  to  take  care 
of  the  children,  and  leave  the  parents  to  experience,  to  a  certain 
extent,  at  least,  the  natural  consequences  of  idleness  and  vice. 
Most  of  the  states  are  acting  on  this  principle.  They  are  remov- 
ing the  children  from  their  parents,  and  gathering  them  into  prim- 
ary schools  and  orphan  asylums,  where  they  may  receive  a  kindlj 
nurture  and  training.  When  they  have  reached  the  proper  age, 
they  are  either  transferred  to  industrial  schools,  or,  what  is  better, 
if  it  can  be  done,  placed  in  families,  where  they  may  grow  up 
under  healthy  influences,  and  become  respectable  and  respected 
citizens. 

In  New  York,  as  early  as  1868,  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
urged  upon  the  county  superintendents  of  the  poor,  the  importance 
of  removing  the  children  firom  the  county  poorhouses,  to  places 
more  suitable  for  them.  As  the  Board  had  only  advisory  powers, 
their  recommendation,  though  in  many  cases  heeded,  was  nol 
generally  carried  out  Finding  their  continued  remonstrances  un- 
availing, they  recommended,  in  their  report  of  1875,  **  that  the 
commitment  of  children  of  intelligenoe  over  two  years  of  age,  to 
the  county  poorhouses,  be  prohibited  by  statute ;  and  that  the 
proper  authorities  be  required  to  remove  all  such  children  now 
there,  and  provide  for  them  otherwise,  within  a  reasonable  and 
specified  time."  That  same  year,  the  following  law  was  en- 
acted by  the  Legislature :  *•  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
Superintendents  of  the  Poor,  or  other  proper  officers,  charged  with 
the  support  and  relief  of  indigent  persons,  of  the  several  counties 
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of  the  State,  in  which  there  are  county  poorhouses,  to  cause  the  re- 
moYal  of  all  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  sixteen  years, 
not  idiotic,  epileptic,  or  paralytic;  or  otherwise  defective,  diseased, 
or  defoimed;  from  their  respective  poorhouses,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  1876  ;  and,  also,  to  cause  the  removal  of  all  those 
who  may  hereafter  come  under  their  care  and  control,  or  hereafter  be 
boni  in  such  poorhouses,  before  they  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  three 
years,  and  to  provide  for  their  support  and  care,  in  families,  orphan 
asylxmis,  and  other  appropriate  institutions."  Thi  law,  it  is 
onderstood,  has  been  cairied  into  execution  throughout  the  Stata 
Many  of  the  children  have  been  transferred  to  institutions  under 
private  control,  but  receiving,  from  time  to  time,  generous  aid  from 
the  stata  Others  have  been  sent,  largely  through  the  agency  of 
the  Children's  Aid  Society,  of  New  York  city,  to  homes  provided 
for  them  in  the  Western  States.  This  society,  during  the  last 
twenty-three  years,  has  placed  in  families,  chiefly  in  the  West, 
^  some  36,000  boys  and  girls,  a  very  large  portion  of  whom  have 
tamed  out  well." 

The  charities  of  Mas8achusetts,*-quite  as  large,  in  proportion  to 
the  population,  as  the  charities  of  New  York — are  more  thoroughly 
organized  than  those  of  any  other  state.  This  is  due,  in  a  great 
d^ree,  to  the  labors  of  her  Board  of  Charities,  which  has  numbered 
among  its  members,  some  of  her  ablest  and  best  citizens,  and 
whose  supervision  extends  over  the  State  Prison  and  State  Reform- 
atories, as  well  as  the  institutions  more  distinctively  charitable. 
So  careful  is  she  to  remove  the  children  of  her  dependent  and 
vicious  classes  firom  parental  influence,  that,  after  having  exhausted 
the  acconmiodations  specially  provided  for  them  in  the  State  Prim- 
ary School  at  Monson,  in  the  Farm  School  on  Thomson  Island,  and 
in  several  industrial  schools,  she  boards  them  in  private  families  in 
the  rural  districts,  under  proper  local  supervision,  until  they  are 
able  to  repay  by  their  work  the  cost  of  keeping  them.  For  the 
last  six  years  she  has  supported,  at  an  annual  cost  of  more  than 
$16,000,  a  visiting  agency;  whose  business  it  is  to  find  places  for  the 
children  from  the  various  state  establishments,  and  to  visit  them 
fiom  time  to  time  afterwards,  and  see  that  they  are  properly  cared 
for;  with  *^  results  in  th^  highest  d^ree  gratifying."  She  prefers  to 
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support  and  educate  her  poor  children^  and  turn  them  into  prodao- 
live  citizens,  rather  than  to  send  them  out  of  her' territory.  '*  She 
does  not  think  it  her  business  to  depopuhite  the  Commonwealth,  to 
increase  the  population  of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin.  She  does  not  fed 
that  she  has  a  right  to  extradite  her  own  children." 

The  right  of  the  state  to  take  the  children  of  paupers  and  vicious 
parents,  and  educate  them  and  train  them  to  habits  of  iodnstry 
and  virtue,  admits  of  no  question.  Nor  is  it  merely  a  right.  It  is 
a  duty,  which  it  alike  owca  to  them  and  to  society ; — a  duty  which 
caunot  be  evaded  or  disregarded  without  the  entailment  of  the 
greatest  evils. 

The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  a 
separate  house  for  the  children  should  be  added  to  the  buildings  at 
the  State  Farm.  The  cost  would  be  comparatively  small,  and  the 
results  to  the  community,  to  be  hoped  firom  it,  greater  than  from 
alt  the  other  institutiona  It  would  be  the  one  bright  spot  in  a 
moral  landscape  painfully  sombre.  The  labors  of  philanthrophy, 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  are  apt  to  be  disappoint-  | 
ing.  With  a  population,  such  as  is  gathered  at  the  State  Fann,  ] 
they  are  peculiarly  discouraging.  ^  Set  thyself  to  do  good,  and 
thou  shalt  haye  sweet  moments  and  bitter  hours ;  nevertheless,  do 
good  to  thy  neighbor^  or  thou  art  not  worthy  of  Grod^s  gifts." 

The  Board  will  be  happy  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  of  cost,   | 
and  to  famish  any  further  information  that  may  be  desired,  should   I 
their  earnest  recommendation  meet  the  approval  of  your  honorable    i 
body.     The  erection  of  the  building,  should  it  be  decided  upoD« 
might,  with  advantage,  extend  over  two  years.    This  would  afford 
opportunity  for  employing  the  labor  of  the  inmates,  as  far  as  piao- 
ticable,  in  its  construction.    An  appropriation  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
laiB  would  be  sufficient  for  the  first  year. 

CHAPLAIN  AJSny  BEEEJOIOUS  8EBYI0BB. 

In  August,  the  Board  appointed  Rev.  James  Pieroe  Soot,  of  Pet- 
taconsett.  Chaplain  of  the  State  Farm.  Up  to  that  time,  services 
had  been  held  almost  every  Suuday  by  cleigymen  and  others,  pro- 
cured  by  Mr.  George  H.  Slade,  and  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
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Ab  this  work  was  performed  gratuitously,  it  was  often  difficult  to 
find  a  person  disengaged  and  willing  to  undertake  it.  Moreover, 
during  the  heat  of  summer,  and  the  severe  weather  of  winter  and 
spring,  a  drive  to  the  State  Farm  was,  at  times,  attended  with  so 
much  discomfort,  and  risk  of  health,  that  some  hesitancy  was  felt 
in  extending  invitations  to  clergymen  to  go  there. 

Mr.  Root  now  holds  service  regularly  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday, 
and  the  Board  are  no  longer  under  obligations  to  any  one  for  the 
performance  of  this  branch  of  labor. 

Besides  the  usual  Sunday  services,  the  duties  of  the  Chaplain  in- 
clude ,  reading  the  burial  service,  when  an  interment  takes  place  at 
the  Farm ;  furnishing  the  consolations  of  religion  to  the  sick  and 
the  dying,  and  such  other  Christian  work  as  time  and  opportunity 
may  allow. 

Mr.  Boot  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  organizing  and  carrying 
on  the  school,  which  is  held  in  the  chapel,  four  evenings  in  the 
week.  Miss  Coe,  of  Pettaconsett,  and  Miss  Root,  daughter  of  the 
Chaplain,  have  also  lent  their  aid  to  the  matrons,  in  the  school  for 
the  women  of  the  workhouse. 

The  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  continue  to  be 
ministered  to  by  clergymen  of  their  faith  when  they  desire  it. 

To  clergymen  and  others,  who  have  kindly  given  their  services 
in  helping  to  improve  the  moral  condition  of  tlie  inmattjs  of  the 
State  Farm,  and  to  Mr.  George  H.  Slade,  especially,  the  Board  desire 
to  express  their  most  sincere  gratitude. 
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The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Blaisdell,  entered  upon  lus  duties  too 
late  in  the  season  to  effect  any  very  decided  change  in  the  condi- 
tion of  the  farm  this  year.  Enough  has  been  done,  however,  to  give 
great  promise  of  success  in  the  future ;  and  with  the  economy,  good 
judgment,  and  earnestness  of  purpose,  everywhere  apparent  in  the 
present  management,  the  farm  may  soon  be  expected  to  contribute 
largely  to  the  support  of  the  institutions  established  upon  it 

The  yield  of  potatoes  was  good,  considering  the  dryness  of  the 
season,  and  a  vigorous  attack  of  the  Colorado  beetla     The  hay 
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orop  was  about  the  same  as  in  1875 ;  but  was  supplemented  by  the 
planting  of  fodder  com  and  turnips,  whereyer  there  was  a  piece  of 
land  suitable,  and  manure  at  hand  for  the  purpose. 

Some  of  the  Stockbridge  fertilizer  was  tried  upon  potatoes,  and  a 
field  of  fiye  acres  was  prepared,  one-half  with  the  Stockbridge,  and 
one-half  with  Darling's  Animal  Fertilizer,  and  sown  with  millet 
In  both  experiments,  the  drought  prevented  a  satisfactory  result 
In  the  field  of  millet,  no  difference  could  be  detected  in  the  effects 
of  the  two  manurea 

The  side  hill,  in  the  rear  of  the  Almshouse,  to  the  brow  of  which 
the  sewage  pipe  from  two  of  the  institutions  had  been  broi^ht, 
as  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  was  laid  down  to  grass,  and  the 
sewage  distributed  over  the  surface*  This  land  will  need  to  be 
underdrained,  before  the  full  effects  of  the  sewage  can  be  realized; 
but,  as  men  and  teams  were  not  available  for  the  purpose  the  past 
season,  the  work  had  to  be  postponed.  There  will,  doubtless,  be  a 
good  yield  of  grass  here  the  coming  summer. 

A  table  of  the  amounts  of  produce  raised  is  given  in  another 
place. 

At  the  January  session,  1876,  the  following  resolution  was  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly : 

Mesolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  insure  the  buildings  belong- 
ing to  the  State  at  the  State  Farm,  and  that  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  Corrections  are  hereby  so  instructed. 

The  insurance  upon  the  Workhouse  and  other  stone  buildings, 
expired  January  20,  1876,  and  was  renewed  for  another  yeai,  for 
the  amount  of  1170,500.  This  was  done  previous  to  the  passage  of 
the  above  resolution,  and  the  premium  paid,  $1,024.70,  appeais  in 
the  expenditures  of  the  year. 

The  insurance  upon  the  wooden  buildings,  amounting  to  164,700, 
expired  October  15,  1876,  and  was  not  renewed.  After  Januaiy 
20,  1877,  there  will  be  no  insurance  upon  the  buildings  at  the 
State  Farm.

Previous  to  the  January  Session,  1876,  the  appropriations  for 
the  use  of  the  Board  were  special  appropriations,  made  payable 
«<  from  time  to  tinie  upon  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board, 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary,"  and  haying  no  limitation  as  to 
time  of  payment.  The  money  so  received  was  deposited  in  the 
R.  I.  Hospital  Trust  Co.,  and  disbursed  and  accounted  for  by  the 
Board 

At  the  January  Session,  1876,  the  amount  appropriated  "  for 
the  support  of  the  State  Farm  "  was  included  in  the  general  ap- 
propriation act. 

At  the  May  Session,  1876,  no  provision  having  been  made  at 
the  January  Session  for  the  disposition  of  the  various  sums,  which 
are  paid  to  the  Board  for  the  board  of  the  insane,  for  labor,  sale 
of  produce,  &c.,  &c.,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

fieaolved.  That  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  shall  caase 
to  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  as  provided  in  Section  14,  Chapter  26  of 
the  General  Statutes,  all  moneys  received  by  them  for  board  of  inmates, 
labor  and  materials,  and  from  all  other  sources  ;  which  sums,  so  paid  into 
the  Treasury,  shall  be  added  to  the  appropriations  already  made  for  the  use 
of  said  Board  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  April  30, 1877.

To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  : 

OEiiiTLXMEN  : — ^The  following  report  is  offered  by  the  Chaplain : 

For  the  larger  part  of  the  past  year,  religious  worship  and  instruction  at 
the  State  Farm  were  conducted  by  various  clergymen  and  laymen  who 
were  secured  through  the  persevering  efforts  of  Mr.  George  H.  Slade,  aod 
the  Chairman    of  the  Board. 

During  the  brief  period  since  my  appointment  as  Chaplain,  it  has  been 
my  privilege  to  hold  a  stated  religious  service  on  Sundays  in  the  chapel  of 
the  House  of  Correction.  The  attendance  of  all  the  inmates  able  to  be 
present,  is  made  obligatory  by  the  Superintendent,  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  institution  as  well  as  the  good  of  each  one.  The  large  company 
assembled  has  been  orderly  and  attentive,  and  there  has  been  a  marked  in- 
crease of  apparent  interest  in  the  exercises.  The  singing  has  improved 
very  greatly,  and  especially  since  the  efficient  service  in  the  playing  of  (he 
organ  afforded  by  an  inmate,  formerly  an  organist  in  one  of  the  larger  city 
churches. 

It  is  sad  to  contemplate  the  work  of  desolation  which  intemperance  and 
its  associated  vices  have  wrought,  and  the  impressions  upon  the  minds  of 
those  who  are  called  to  address  such  an  audience  are  necessarily  in  a  degree 
painful.  Yet  the  possibility  of  the  reformation  of  some,  is  a  sufficient 
motive  for  earnest  and  constant  endeavor  to  secure  that  result  The 
steady  discipline  pursued  here,  is  highly  favorable  to  the  forming  of  right 
habits,  and  the  religious  Instruction  given  in  the  chapel  and  at  other  times 
is  intended  to  communicate  higher  ideas  of  life,  to  stimulate  courage  to  do 
right,  to  inspire  a  hopeful  feeling  with  the  discouraged,  and  especially  to 
strengthen  the  moral  principle  of  the  many,  who  on  their  return  to  society, 
are  to  be  exposed  once  more  to  trying  temptations.  The  recognized  pres- 
ence of  a  Higher  Power,  and  the  helpful  love  of  a  Saviour  have  been 
enforced  as  the  best  reliance, — the  only  sure  help — of  those  so  liable  to 
fall  again  from  the  place  of  safety,  and  drift  away  from  the  responsibilities

of  life,  becoming  still  more  hardeDed  and  reckless.  The  inefficiency  of 
mere  resolutions  and  good  desires  have  been  so  frequently  illustrated  in  the 
experience  of  numbers  who  have  repeatedly  returned  to  the  institution, 
that  the  need  of  a  radical  change  of  character  can  be  demonstrated  with- 
out much  aigument.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  may  soon  come  when  it 
will  be  practicable  to  sustain  a  ISabbath  School  as  well  as  preaching  and 
ringing  services.  The  evening  schools,  operated  under  the  supervision  of 
the  officers,  and  taught  by  inmates  of  the  institution,  have  proved  valuable 
aids  to  many,  who,  though  commencing  late  in  life,  are  making  good  pro- 
gress in  their  studies. 

I  have  been  called  upon  to  attend  several  funerals  in  the  Alms-house, 
and  other  religious  services  have  been  held  there.  As  much  time  as  could 
be  spared  from  parish  duties  has  been  devoted  to  visits  among  the  sick  and 
feeble  in  that  building.

BEMOYAL  OF  PATTFEB8. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  depression  of  business,  the  policy  of 
removing  dependents  to  their  places  of  settlement,  when  liable  to  became 
a  public  charge,  has  kept  down  the  number  of  admissions  to  the  Almshoose, 
so  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  only  two  in  the  year.  The  number 
of  removals  from  the  State  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year,  reaching  a  total  of  466,  against  329  in  1875,  and  299  in  1874 
Of  the  persons  removed,  52  were  from  the  Almshouse  and  35  from  the 
Workhouse. 

The  total  of  456  includes  28  insane  persons,  of  whom  10  were  removed 
from  the  State  Asylum,  6  from  the  Butler  Hospital,  5  from  the  Workhoase 
and  2  trom  the  Almshouse  ;  the  other  five  were  sent  away  before  entering 
any  institution.

There  is  another  subject  deserving  consideration.  The  practice  of  send 
ing  to  the  Workhouse,  on  a  charge  of  vagrancy,  insane  persons  who  have  j 
wandered  from  home,  and  inmates  of  almshouses,  who  are  \egaSlj  { 
settled  in  the  towns,  is  a  needless  cause  of  expense  to  the  State. 
In  many  instances  I  am  called  upon  to  send  to  their  homes  insane  persoDS 
committed  to  the  Workhouse,  the  State  being  obliged  in  such  cases  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  trial  and  commitment,  and  for  their  support  while  at  the 
institution. 

If  in  these  cases  the  towns  were  compelled  to  share  in  the  expense  by 
paying  board,  it  would  tend  to  discourage  such  prosecutions,  and  the  Ro- 
pers would  bo  disposed  of  at  much  less  cost.  Those  who  have  a  legal 
settlement  in  a  town  and  become  dependent  upon  charity,  should  not  on 
any  pretence  be  made  a  charge  to  the  State.  If,  however,  it  becomes 
desirable,  from  any  cause,  to  sentence  town  paupers  to  the  Workhouse,  the 
least  any  town  can  expect  to  do  is  to  pay  the  board  of  such  paupers,  or  a 
reasonable  share  of  the  cost  of  their  support.

BUTLER  HOSPITAL. 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
passed  at  the  May  session,  1874,  requiring  me  to  visit  all  places  in  the 
State,  where  insane  persons  are  confined,  I  have  made  frequent  inspections 
of  the  Butler  Hospital.  I  can  only  reiterate  what  I  have  said  in  former 
reports,  that  thejnstitution  is  ably  managed,  and  is  well  fulfilling  the  inten- 
tion of  its  founders. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  number  of  paupers  sent  to.  and  dis- 
charged from  the  Butler  Hospital  during  the  year  :

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Hhode  Island^ 
at  its  January  Session,  A,  D.  1877 :  — 

The  License  Commissioners,  in  and  for  the  city  of  Providence, 
State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  compliance  with  an  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 1  of  Chapter  508  of  the  Public  Laws,  made  by  your  honorable 
body,  in  February,  1876,  hereby  respectfully  submit  their  second 
annual  report. 

By  reference  to  our  report  made  March  15th,  1876,  it  will  be 
seen  that  many  of  the  predictions  as  to  results  that  might  be  ac- 
complished by  pursuing  the  course  we  had  adopted  for  the  regula- 
ting and  restraining  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  city,  have 
been  verified. 

The  law  has  been  strictly  enforced.  We  have  sought  to  admin- 
ister it,  in  a  busmess  like  manner,  entirely  free  from  radicalism,  and 
have  now  to  reiterate  the  statement  made  by  us  one  year  since,  viz. : 
that  no  illegal  sales  of  liquors  are  made  in  this  city  openly. 

We  granted  from  the  15th  July,  1875,  to  the  16th  July,  1876, 
664  licenses  of  all  classes,  the  fees  for  the  same  amounting  to  one 
hundred  and  sixteen  thousand,  six  hundred  dollars,  ($116,600.) 

Of  these  licenses,  a  majority  were  of  the  "  fourth  class,  "  entitling 
the  holder  to  sell  lager  beer,  ale  and  other  malt  liquors  only,  for  a 
fee  of  fifty  dollars,  ($50.00.) 

Of  the  violations  of  the  conditions  of  license,  nearly  all  were 
made  by  these  fourth  class  licensees. 

The  penalty  for  violation  was  light,  comparatively,  and  we  dis- 
covered (what  was  really  of  prime  importance)  that  persons  took 
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this  license  who  were  unsuitable  to  be  clothed  with  authority  of 
any  kind. 

In  casting  about  for  a  remedy,  we  decided  tlus  difficulty  could  be 
overcome  by  making  the  fee  for  the  fourth  class  license  $150.00. 
This  piice  was  adopted  at  the  commencement  ot  our  second  year 
and  the  result  we  souglit  has  been  gained. 

In  lieu  of  more  than  300  of  these  fourth  class  licenses  issued  last 
year,  we  have  now  68,  and  of  those  persons  who  last  year  intended 
to  violate  the  law,  but  very  few  now  are  the  holders  of  license. 

Commencing  with  the  t5th,  July,  1876,  we  have  granted  443 
licenses  of  all  classes,  (in  number  one-third  less  than  last  year)  the 
fees  amounting  to  one  hundred  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  ($100,360.) 

The  entire  issue  for  our  second  year  will  not  exceed  probably  450 
and  we  shall  have  collected  in  fees  in  eighteen  months,  the  very 
large  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventeen  thousand  dollars,  ($217,- 
000.) 

The  whole  expense  for  collecting  the  fees  for  license  in  this  city, 
including  salaries  of  the  Commissioners,  amounts  to  about  three  per 
cent,  on  the  sum  collected. 

The  average  cost  of  a  license  last  year  was  about  $175.00.  This 
year  the  average  cost  is  nearly  8227.00. 

When  we  assumed  our  official  duties  on  the  first  of  July,  1875, 
th^re  Wt^re  more  than  700  persons  engaged  in  the  sale  of  liquors  in 
this  city  unmolested.  There  are  now  engaged  in  the  traffic  some 
450,  and  we  believe  this  number  will  be  materially  reduced  another 
year. 

Some  attribute  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  licenses  issued  to 
*'  hard  times.  "  It  must  be  that  advancing  the  fee  for  the  fourth 
class  license  made  *^  hard  times  "  for  those  intending  to  invest  in 
that  for  the  total  of  licenses  of  the  other  classes  issued,  alreadv  ex- 
ceeds  largely  the  number  issued  during  the  entire  year  ending  in 
July,  1876. 

THEORY  OF  EXTREMISTS. 

It  is  a  favorite  theory  of  extremists  that  the  amount  of  revenue 
derived  from  what  they  term  immoral  business,  is  of  no  importance.

That  if  the  collections  from  such  a  source  are  of  some  magnitude, 
thut  only  proves  that  crime  is  on  the  increase  and  that  such  revenue 
will  compensate  but  partially  for  the  support  of  the  convicts  in  our 
reformatory  institutions,  largely  increased  by  illicit  traffic. 

We  invite  the  attention  of  all  such  to  the  statistics  relating  to  our 
business  and  to  an  examination  of  the  police  records  for  the  two 
years  just  passed,  and  urge  them  to  compare  the  figures  now  with 
those  of  1875,  when  license  was  not  the  law  and  because  these  fig- 
ures may  not  be  easily  obtainable  we  are  induced  to  reproduce  them 
here.

THE   PROBLEM  BEING  SOLVED. 

According  to  the  real  friends  of  prohibition,  all  sincerity  in  their 
belief,  we  desire  to  remind  them  that  tlie  heretofore  difficult  pro- 
blem, **How  can  drunkenness  be  checked  ?"  is  rapidly  approaching 
a  solution  in  our  city,  and  we  can  assure  those  of  our  citizens,  the 
friends  of  temperance^  who  are  prepared  to  advocate  the  best  meas- 
ures for  its  promotion,  that  the  weapons  we  are  using  are  most  po- 
tent for  the  advancement  of  the  cause. 

Taking  the  population  for  a  basis,  and  Providence  has  now  a 
smaller  number  of  legalized  drinking  places  than  any  of  our  large 
cities,  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions. 

CLTJB   ROOMS. 

Rooms  furnished  with  all  the  requirements  for  drinking  and 
gambling,  with  the  social  evil  attached  and  born  of  prohibition. 
Establishments  answering  the  above  description,  were  discovered  in 
different  localities  in  this  city.  They  were  situated  in  the  upper 
stoiiesof  buildings  and  entrance  could  only  be  gained  by  those 
holding  keys,  doing  business  ostensibly  with  members  alone,  with 
all  the  transactions  of  the  habitues  subjected  to  secrecy.  It  is  only 
necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  that  portion  of  our  community 
(who  really  desire  the  advancement  of  temperance  and  good  morals)

to  these  and  kindred  establishments,  for  them  to  condemn  sucli 
professed  reformatory  measures  as  induce  young  men  to  frequent 
such  rooms  and  allow  them  to  be  continued  undisturbed.  By  per- 
sistent effort,  most  of  these  establishments  have  been  closed  and  our 
citizens  relieyed  of  their  pernicious  influence. 

HOUSES   OF  ILL  FAMB. 

We  have  granted  no  license  to  keepers  of  these  places  this  year. 
It  is  well  known  that  the  proprietors  and  inmates  are  plying  their 
vocation  without  let  or  hindrance,  as  it  were*  for  notwithstanding 
the  well  directed  efiEbrts  of  the  police  and  the  summary  disposition 
of  this  class  of  offenders  when  arraigned  before  the  Justice  Court 
of  this  city,  they  are  driven  from  their  abodes,  only  to  appear  again 
in  some  other  locality,  or  if  removed  from  the  city,  their  places  are 
soon  filled  by  characters  of  the  same  stripe.  The  query  naturally 
arises,  why  are  they  not  made  to  take  license  and  so  obliged  to  dis- 
gorge a  part  of  their  ill  gotten  gains  ? 

Our  reply  is,  a  large  number  of  our  citizens  are  opposed  to  lend- 
ing these  people  any  authority,  and  from  deference  to  their  opinions, 
we  have  omitted  obliging  those  engaged  in  this  nefarious  business, 
to  take  license.  Making  it  obligatory  for  the  keepers  of  bag- 
nios to  take  a  liquor  license,  would,  in  our  opinion,  decrease  the  , 
numbers  now  in  existence  in  this  city,  would  effectually  close  the 
vilest  in  a  few  weeks,  and  would  add  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
Staters  exchequer. 

These  significant  invitations,  "  Rooms  to  let  furnished,"  and 
**  Machine  Stitching  to  order,"  would  not  be  so  frequently  dis- 
played upon  houses  on  our  principal  streets. 

WArrERESSES  AND  WAITBR   GIRLS. 

As  nothing  is  more  meritorious  than  honorable  employment,  bo 
nothing  is  more  censurable  than  the  want  of  refinement  in  females. 

It  is  for  this  reason,  we  would  make  a  distinction  between  the 
former,  who  are  employed  in  the  respectable  restaurants  and  saloons 
in  this  city,  and  the  latter  who  may  make  a  lodgement  for  a  few 
weeks  in  those  not  altogether  reputable. 
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It  is  not  possible  for  the  attach^  of  these  latter  places  to  enjoy  a 
loDg  lease,  for  armed  with  the  authority  of  license,  the  officers  make 
arrests,  that  would  require  greater  provocation  under  other  circum- 
staDces. 

The  employes  in  saloons  are  not  enlisted  by  the  License  Com- 
missioners, nor  does  the  law  provide  that  either  sex  shall  be  employed 
to  tlie  exclusion  of  the  other  in  this  business,  but  utilizing  the 
discretionary  powers  vested  in  us,  which  we  have  always  endeavor- 
ed to  administer  judiciously,  we  have  exacted  promises  from  the 
keepers  of  many  of  these  saloons,  to  the  end  that  abandoned  girls 
should  not  be  employed  by  them  or  allowed  to  frequent  their  es- 
tablishments, and  those  pioprietors  who  failed  to  fulfill  this  condi- 
tion have  become  ensnared  in  the  meshes  of  the  law. 


DESEGBATION  OF  THE  SABBATH. 

Licensees  were  given  to  understand  fully  and  unequivocally,  that 
any  attempt  at  business  by  them  on  Sunday,  would  receive  the  un- 
quahfied  condemnation  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  performing 
labor  of  their  ordinary  calling  on  that  day,  breaking  as  they  would 
both  the  law  of  God  and  man,  would  surely  bring  themselves  and 
their  business  into  disrepute. 

These  admonitions  were  disregarded  in  some  instances. 

We  were  advised  that  sales  were  being  made  covertly,  very  quiet- 
ly, but  certainly,  on  Sunday. 

To  obtain  evidence  to  convict  persons  who  will  take  such  chances 
isdifiScult,  for  they  are  usually  as  sagacious  as  they  are  unscrupulous, 
but  while  they  were  using  their  cunning  devices  to  make  sales,  and 
congratulating  each  other  upon  their  success,  the  officers  were  weav- 
ing a  net  which  at  the  appointed  time  gathered  in  these  desecrators, 
astounded  and  abashed. 

The  means  used  by  the  police  to  bring  about  these  particular  ar- 
rests and  the  disposition  of  their  cases  by  the  Courts,  had  a  salutary 
effect. 

Sunday  selling,  which  was  the  rule,  is  now  the  exception  in  this 
city. 
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SUITS  ABE  INSTITUTED. 

Suits  are  now  as  heretofore  promptly  instituted  against  all  yiola- 
tors  of  the  law. 

With  the  means  of  discovery  at  our  command,  it  is  next  to  an 
impossibility  for  the  law  to  be  transgressed  in  any  part  of  the  city 
for  any  length  of  time.  It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  those  arrested 
that  we  are  so  conversant  with  their  business,  residing  as  they  do 
in  partial  retirement 

We  believe,  however,  we  know  all  the  persons  in  this  city,  and 
are  familiar  with  their  abodes,  who  are  desirous  of  engaging  in  the 
illegal  traffic  in  liquors,  and  who  are  deterred  only  by  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  present  law. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Opposed  to  tinkering  laws  generally,  nevertheless,  we  believe  an 
amendment  giving  authority  to  the  officers  to  arrest  without  war- 
rant, every  one  detected  in  making  sales  on  Suuday,  would  make 
the  law  more  effective,  and  if  appeals  could  be  more  speedily 
reached,  we  think  they  would  be  fewer  in  number.  These  sug- 
gestions may  be  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

AC  KKO  WLEDGMENTS. 

We  appreciate  the  favors  extended  to  us  by  John  M.  Euowles, 
Chief  of  Police,  and  William  H.  Ayer,  Deputy  Chief  of  Police. 
Always  ready,  as  they  have  been,  to  lend  us  their  experience,  their 
aid  has  proved  invaluable. 

Captains  and  Sergeants  of  Police,  with  all  the  Patrol,  will  accept 
our  acknowledgments  for  ready  attention  to  all  our  suggestions.

The  Cashiers  of  State  Banks  and  Treasurers  of  the  Sayings  Institutions 
transactLng  business  in  the  State,  were  requested,  within  the  time  fixed  by 
our  laws,  to  render  a  sworn  statement  of  their  condition  on  Tuesday,  Nov- 
ember 28, 1876,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  141  of  the 
'  General  Statutes  and  Chapter  427  of  the  Public  Laws  A  similar  request 
!  was  also  made  of  the  President  of  the  Bhode  Island  Hospital  Trust  Com- 
I  pany,  in  accordance  with  a  provision  in  their  charter,  requiring  an  annual 
statement  of  condition  to  be  made  to  this  department,  which  was  promptly 
given.  An  exhibit  of  the  condition  of  the  Cranston  Savings  Bank  and 
Franklin  Institution  for  Savings,  both  of  Providence,  was  cheerfuDy  fur- 
nished at  my  request,  although  no  positive  law  is  in  force  exacting  similar 
statements  from  Receivers.  The  Cranston  Savings  Bank  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Alexander  Famimi,  Esq. ,  as  receiver,  r>n  the  17th  day  of  December, 
1873.  Dividends  amounting  to  8179,986  82,  have  been  deckled  and  paid  to 
depositors  during  the  year  1876.  The  aggregate  of  dividends  thus  far  is 
$1,537,084  40,  being  sixty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  deposits.  Dividends 
amounting  to  about  ten  thousand  dollars  still  remain  unclaimed.  The  total 
disbursements  of  "Winthrop  DeWolf,  Esq.  receiver  of  the  Franklin,  to  this 
date  amount  to  $1,911,097,  being  seventy  per  cent,  of  its  deposits.  This 
report  shows  that  thirty-seven  savings  institutions  are  actually  transacting 
business  in  the  State,  the  Bristol  County  Savings  Bank  of  Bristol  having 
commenced  business  in  August,  1876.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the    General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island^  etc. : — 

The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  established  by  Chapter 
556  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  at  the  January  Session  of  1876, 
respectfully  submit  their  first  annual  report. 

The  members  of  the  Board  were  appointed  on  the  14th  day  of 
June,  and  organized  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month. 

The  Commissioners  are  aware  that  the  duties  which  have  been 
assigned  to  them  are  of  a  very  important  nature,  and  it  will  be 
their  constant  endeavor  to  aid  and  foster  all  the  facilities  for  nav- 
igation now  possessed  and  »dl  improvements  therein  which  may 
be  projected  by  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  to  avoid  interference 
with  any  private  enterprise  looking  to  such  improvements,  except 
in  cases  where,  in  their  judgment,  public  injury  would  otherwise 
result.    * 

The  admirable  location  of  Narragansett  Bay,  reaching  well 
inland  at  the  northern  limit  of  that  portion  of  our  Atlantic  Coast, 
which  can  be  reached  by  vessels  from  the  middle  and  southern 
States,  without  passing  the  dangerous  outer  shore  of  Cape  Cod, 
renders  its  improvement  for  navigable  purposes  of  unusual  impor- 
tance. Within  its  shores  there  is  sufficient  room  for  the  present 
commerce  of  the  world  to  ride  in  safety.  At  its  head  lies  a  city 
of  over  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  situated  upon  territory 
which  gives  a  rare  combination  of  suitable  high  ground  for  dwell- 
ings, and  level  ground  for  business,  within  easy  reach  of  three 
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streams  furnishing  large  water-power  for  manufacturing  purposes, 
and  to  which,  at  a  comparatively  moderate  expenditure,  twenty 
feet  navigation  at'  low  water  can  be  brought.  Two  broad  and  deep 
entrances  from  the  sea,  one  or  the  other  of  which  can  be  made  in 
a  storm  blowing  from  any  direction,  furnish  easy  access  and  make 
this  bay  an  attractive  haven  to  seafaring  men. 

An  Advisory  Board,  consisting  of  Commodore  Daniel  Ammen, 
Chief  of  Bureau  of  Navigation ;  Major  Gouverneur  K.  Warren, 
United  States  Engineer ;  Captain  Carlisle  P.  Patterson,  Sup't.  U. 
S.  Coast  Survey,  has  been  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  to  aid  this  Board  in  the  consideration  of  such  sub- 
jects as  are  of  national  interest,  and  their  advice,  which  is  rendered 
gratuitously,  will  be  of  the  highest  value. 

Maps  and  plans  in  relation  to  our  harbors  and  channels,  obtained 
from  the  Coast  Survey  and  from  the  Engineer  Department  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  others  in  possession  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, and  some  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  a 
few  from  other  sources,  have  been  or  are  being  copied  and  collated 
so  as  to  give  us  valuable  information  in  regard  to  the  changes 
which  have  occurred  or  may  be  going  on  within  our  public  waters. 

Believing  that  the  ship  channels  have  been  injuriously  shoaled 
by  the  dumping  of  ashes  from  steamers,  the  CommissioDeis 
requested  the  agents  of  the  various  lines  to  prohibit  the  throwing 
out  of  ashes  above  Sand  Point,  east  of  Prudence  Island,  above 
North  Point  east  of  Conanicut  Island  and  above  Sand  Point  in  the 
western  passage. 

A  dumping  ground  for  the  deposit  of  dredged  material  has  been 
designated  at  the  ^^  deep  hole  '*  northwest  of  Rumstick  Point, 
where  all  such  material  is  now  required*  to  be  carried.  This 
ground  is  about  nine!  miles  from  Providence  harbor,  but  no  suita- 
ble place  above  this  is  known  to  the  Commissioners,  and  to  go 
farther  down  the  bay  would  not  only  cause  increased  expense  but 
would  subject  the  scows,  at  times,  to  a  rougher  sea  than  thej 
could  be  expected  to  live  in.  A  considerable  portion,  and  perhaps 
the  whole,  of  the  dredged  material  can  be  taken  care  of  in  the 
construction  of  wharves  within  Providence  harbor,  if  plans  now 
under  consideration  are  perfected,  and  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the 
Commissioners  to  aid  in  this  result  so  far  as  they  can. 
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The  Commissioners,  having  studied  the  needs  of  Providence 
harbor,  advised  with  the  Harbor  Committee  of  the  City  Council, 
as  to  the  most  desirable  points  for  expending  the  money  appro- 
priated by  the  City  Council  for  dredging,  from  which  good  accom- 
modations for  the  heavy  coastwise  steamers  at  this  port  will  prob- 
ably result. 

Consultations  have  been  had  with  the  Commissioners  of  Shell 
Fisheries  in  regard  to  the  respective  duties  of  the  two  boards. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  has  been  called  to  the  injury  likely  to  result  to  the  harbor 
&om  the  cutting  off  of  an  estimated  volume  of  more  than  three 
million  cubic  feet  from  the  tidal  flow  by  the  construction  of  a 
lailroad  embankment,  without  an  opening,  across  a  portion  of 
Seekonk  river,  near  Walker's  Point.  This  volume  should  be 
restored  to  the  tidal  flow,  without  delay,  by  the  construction  of 
ai}  adequate  passage-way  through  the  embankment. 

Complaint  having  been  made  to  the  Commissioners  of  injury  to 
the  Pawtucket  harbor,  from  the  washing  in  of  earth  by  storm 
waters  from  the  highways  of  the  town,  and  by  the  deposit  of  ma- 
terial above  the  dam,  which  washes  into  the  harbor  below,  notice 
has  been  given  to  various  parties  responsible  for  such  injury,  to 
the  end  that  a  remedy  may  be  provided. 

Meetings  have  been  held  in  Bristol,  East  Greenwich  and  Paw- 
tucket, to  give  opportunity  to  the  inhabitants  to  offer  any  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  the  public  waters.  It  is  intended  to  hold  similar 
meetincrs  in  other  towns. 

Many  other  subjects  of  interest  in  the  development  or  preserva- 
tion of  the  trusts  committed  to  the  CommissioDcrs  have  been  acted 
upon  or  are  under  consideration. 

The  Commissioners  offer  the  following  suggestions : 

An  office  should  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  Commissioners 
and  the  keeping  of  plans  and  records. 

The  harbor  line  of  East  Providence  is  unsuitable,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioners,  and  they  would  suggest  the  repeal  of  the 
act  establishing  it.     A  new  line  will  soon  be  proposed. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  duties  of  the  commission  in  reference  to 
improvements  within  harbor  lines,  be  more  fully  defined.     The 
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experience  of  the  Massachusetts  Harbor  CommissionerB  will  prob- 
ably be  useful  in  this  regard. 

The  commission  would  have  greater  apparent  authority  and 
probably  greater  weight  in  its  appeals  to  Congress  for  aid  in  im- 
proving the  harbor,  if  a  clause  directly  conferring  authority  to  act 
for  the  State,  in  such  appeals,  were  added  to  the  act 

Additional  legislation  may  be  needed  to  insure  suitable  wharf 
accommodations  for  transient  shipping,  on  account  of  the  practice 
of  pei-manently  occupying  wharves  for  private  business. 

The  desirability  of  requiring  compensation,  in  kind  or  in  money, 
for  tidnl  space  occupied  by  peimanent  structures,  as  is  done  in 
some  States,  should  be  considered.     If  such  compensation  is  re- 
quired in  money,  the  funds  resulting  therefrom  ishouldbe  devoted 
exc  lusi vely  to  dredging  ship  channels  near,  or  valuable  to,  the 
wharves  or  other  structures,  on  account  of  which  the  money  has 
been  paid.     While  it  is  desirable  to  encourage,  or  at  least  to  offer 
no  obt^tacle  to,  the  develoj  ment  of  w^harf   property,  such  devel- 
opment bhouM,  in  our  opinion,  only  follow  the  legitimate  demand, 
including  a  fair  amount  of  accommodation  in  excess  of  immediate 
needs,  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  an  increase  of  trade,  and  a  mod- 
enite  tax  in  compensiition  for  public  property  resigned  to  piivate 
control  and  use  ought  not  to  be  objected  to,  especially  when  it  is 
made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  fund  to  expend  in  repairing 
the  injury  caused  by  such  piivate  occupation  and  in  increasing  the 
value  of  the  propeity  so  taxed.     The  reason  for  imposing  such  a 
tax  consists  chiefly  in  the  fact  that  the  main  channels  are  preserved 
by  the  scour  of  the  tides,  and  the  efficiency  of  this  force  depends 
upon  the  volume  of  watei  which  passes  into  and  out  of  a  basin  at 
each  tide.     Any  lessening  of  this  volume  will  have  a  tendency  to 
cause  the  channels  to  fill  up,  and  to  preserve  them  dredging  must 
be  resorted  to.     The  question  arises  then  as  to  the  source  from 
which  funds  for  this  dredging  should  be  obtained,  and  although  a 
part  of  it  may  fairly  be  raised  by  a  general  tax  upon  the  commu- 
nity benefited  by  the  increased  facilities  for  trade,  it  seems  most 
proper  that  the  structures  causing  the  injury  should  bear  an  addi- 
tional part  <>t  the  cost  of  the  remedy.     By  this  plan,  also,  the 
State  wliich  ^u^^ender^  public  property  to  private  use,  receives  in- 
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direct  compensation  therefor.  There  are  rare  cases  in  which  the 
occupation  of  a  moderate  amount  of  tidal  space,  between  hi^h  and 
low  water,  does  not  injure  the  channels,  but  it  has  been  laid  down 
as  a  law  by  high  autliority  that  "  Where  the  high  water  level  0/  the 
surface  of  the  river ^  estuary^  or  basin  is  the  same  as^  or  higher  than^ 
the  level  seaward  of  the  point  of  abstraction^  a  diminution  of  tide^ 
covered  area  will  reduce  the  effective  backwater.''^  Backwater  being 
the  term  by  which  the  volume  of  water  between  high  and  low  tide 
levels  is  designated. 

Where  the  inner  waters  rise  higher  than  the  outer  it  may  be 
concluded  that  the  space  for  receiving  the  tidal  flow  is  already 
smaller  than  is  required  for  the  fullest  effect  of  tidal  scour.  This 
is  the  case  with  the  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay  and  Providence 
harbor ;  the  waters  pile  up  as  they  flow  inland  and  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  any  lessening  of  the  space  between  high  and  low  water,  to 
receive  the  tide  is  an  injury  and  that  artificial  means  must  be  re- 
sorted to  to  preserve  the  channels. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case  ve  recommend  that  a  com  • 
pensation  fund  be  established  from  a  tax  to  be  levied  on  parties 
who  displace  tide  waters  by  structures  or  otherwise,  and  that  the 
fund  thus  obtained  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
at  their  discretion  in  improving  the  channels  most  affected  by  the 
displacement. 

It  is  supposed  to  be  the  duty  of  thd  commission  to  foster  and 
develop  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  State  in  the  public  waters 
as  well  as  to  prevent  direct  injury.  In  this?  view  it  is  desirable 
that  an  amendment  be  made  to  the  act,  empowering  the  Commis  • 
sioners  to  make  such  examinations  and  observations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners  to  recommend 
such  further  legislation  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  they  there- 
fore submit  herewith  a  new  draft  of  the  act,  under  which  they 
were  appointed,  embodying  such  changes  as  seem  to  them  desira- 
ble.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  BOARD  OF  VISITORS  TO  THE  PENAL 
AND  CORRECTIONAL  INSTITUTIONS  OF  THE  STATE. 


To  the  Senate  and  Souse  qf  Representatives  of  the  Q-eneral  Asem- 
hly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island^  January  Session^  1877 : 

The  Women's  Board  of  VisitorB  to  the  Penal  and  Correctional 
Institutions  of  the  State,  respectfully  presents  to  the  Legislature 
this,  its  Annual  Report : 

We  have,  during  the  past  year,  endeavored  faithfully  to  perform 
the  duties  required  of  us,  namely  to  visit  frequently,  the  Institu- 
tions subject  to  our  inspection,  and  to  make  to  the  proper  authori- 
ties such  suggestions  as  we  have  deemed  necessary. 

The  State  Prison  and  County  Jail  present  the  same  aspect  as 
formerly,  of  order,  cleanliness  and  discipline,  tempered  by  as  much 
kindness  as  is  compatible  with  their  crowded  condition,  and  the 
degree  of  enlightenment  at  present  entering  into  our  penal  system. 
We  hope  that,  with  the  new  building,  will  come  greater  privileges 
and  advantages,  such  as  will  render  this  institution  a  place  for  a 
wise  and  healthy  physical,  mental  and  moral  culture.  More  room 
without  and  within,  a  broader  sunshine,  purer  air  and  additional 
comforts,  will  aid  much  in  the  reformation  of  character,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  the  inmates  to  return  safely  to  life  in  the  outside 
world. 
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The  institutions  at  the  State  Farm,  we  believe  to  be  in  a  more 
encouraging  condition  than  ever  before.  Evening  schools  in  the 
work-house,  both  for  the  men  and  the  women,  are  regularly  orga- 
nized, the  women  are  permitted  more  exercise  in  the  open  air,  and 
we  think  much  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  for  their  efforts  in  the 
way  of  reform.  We  cannot  hope,  however,  for  any  great  progress 
in  this  direction,  while  the  present  large  dormitories  remain  in  use. 
Any  advance  during  the  day,  must,  in  most  cases,  be  materially 
arrested  at  night,  by  the  crowding  together  in  the  same  apart- 
ment, of  all  classes  of  the  inmates. 

We  also  look  for  greater  improvement,  when  the  women  can  be 
employed  in  gardening,  or  in  any  suitable  out-door  work. 

There  is  one  subject  to  which  we  wish  to  call  your  attention, 
that  has  always  been  a  matter  of  concern  to  some  members  of  our 
board ;   and  has  been  the  occasion  of  niuch  conversation  and  re- 
monstrance with  individual  members  of  the  Board  of  State  Chari- 
ties.    And  that  is  the  practice  of  supplying  the  inmates  with  tobac- 
co.    We  believe  it  has  a  tendency  unnaturally  to  stimulate  the 
appetite  and  so  prevents  the  eradication  of  the  desire  for  stroDg 
drink ;  and  also,  that  it  excites  and  irritates  the  nervous  system, 
rendering  its  victims  more  unmanageable.     The  women  are  not 
officially  provided  with  it ;  but  knowing  that  the  men  have  it, 
th^re  is  a  continual  endeavor,  on  their  part,  to  procure  it  from  them ; 
and,  on  the  part  of  the  men,  to  convey  it  to  the  women.    This  is  a 
constant  source  of  excitement,  irritation  and  disregard  of  the  rules 
of  non-intercourse  between  the  two  ;  and,  so  entirely  are  the  bar- 
riej*s  overcome  that  the  weekly  or  monthly  supply  to  the  men,  is 
always  followed  by  a  corresponding  supply  to  the  women.     The 
matrons  have  assured  us,  that   this  one  thing  gives  them  more 
trouble  with  the  women  than  all  other  causes  combined.      They 
say,  also,  that  in  a  number  of  cases  young  girls,  who  had  never 
used  tobacco  before,  have  learned  to  use  it  in  the  State  work-house. 
The  cost  of  the  tobacco  for  the  last  year,  was   nine  hundred  and 
thirty-two  dollars.     This,  which  seems  to  us  worse  than  thrown 
away,  would  go  far  toward  defraying  the  expense  of  much  needed 
improvements.     In   our  judgment,   some  stringent  legislation  in 
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this  matter  is  required.     And  we  should  beg  for  the  substitution 
of  greater  variety  in  fdod. 

In  regard  to  the  state  of  the  Alms-house,  we  need  add  nothing 
to  the  appeal  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  for  better  accomoda- 
tions. We  believe  the  best  is  done  for  the  inmates,  that  the  circum- 
stances allow. 

The  insane  appear  to  be  well  cared  for. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure,  that  we  are  able  to  report  our  satisfac- 
tion with  the  condition  of  the  Reform  School.  The  new  superin- 
tendent and  matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eldredge,  seem  to  us  well  fitded 
for  their  work.  Although  they  have  not  yet  had  time  to  show  all 
the  resiilts  of  their  experiment,  still  the  effect  of  their  firm  but 
gentle  treatment,  the  kindness  they  are  constantly  bestowing,  and 
the  refining  influences  they  are  introducing,  is  already  obvious,  in 
the  improved  appearance  of  the  inmates,  particularly  the  girls. 
The  expression  on  their  faces  is  more  hopeful  and  happy,  and  we 
feel  more  encouraged  in  their  behalf. 

Hut,  our  experience  in  all  these  institutions,  confirms  and  deep- 
ens our  conviction,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide,  as 
speedily  as.possible,  an  educational  institution  for  the  prevention 
of  pauperism  and  crime.  To  this  school,  children  now  consigned 
to  the  Alms-house,  and  other  children  deprived  of  the  guardian^ 
ship  of  parents,  should  be  sent,  not  as  offenders,  but  as  wards, ^to 
be  trained  into  habits  of  honest,  self-supporting  industry,  at  the 
same  time  that  they  are  instructed  in  all  that  is  necessary  to  make 
them  intelligent,  useful  citizens.  Into  this  school  should  enter  no 
influence,  which  shall,  in  the  slightest  manner,  cast  a  shadow  of 
disgrace  or  shame  over  the  after-life  of  the  inmates.  For  this  rea- 
son, we  urge,  that  it  shall  be  wholly  under  the  management  of  a 
board  of  trustees  having  no  connection  with  any  penal  institution, 
which  shall  be  composed  of  men  and  women,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed guardians  of  the  children  to  be  sent  there.  In  closing  we 
are  compelled  to  express  the  hope,  that  the  recommendation  of  the 
Governor,  that  women  be  placed  on  the  Boards  of  Direction  of  all 
the  Penal  and  Correctional  institutions  of  the  State,  will  be  carried 
out.  Our  experience  on  this  Board,  has  made  us  positively  certain 
that  the  aid  of  women  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  good  order- 
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ing  of  these  places,  at  the  same  time,  that  oar  helpleasnees  has 

painfully  oppressed  and  hampered  us.    If  the  service  of  women  is 

needed  and  appreciated,  it  deserves  an  equal  place  in  authority 

and  power.

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To  the  Honorable  the  House  qf  Bepreaentativee^  at  the  January 
Ses^on,  187T  :— 

At  the  January  session  of  1876,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  by  the  House  of  Kepresentatives : — 

^  Resolvbd,  That  the  Committee  on  Education  be  and  hereby 
is  instructed  to  inquire  and  report  to  this  House,  whether  or  not  the 
public  money  now  expended  on  schools  above  the  grade  of  Grammar 
schools,  could  not  be  expended  more,  to  the  public  advantage  in  in- 
structing the  pupils  attending  the  public  schools  in  the  Industrial 
Arts." 

The  state  of  Rhode  Island  appropriates  annually  to 
public  education,  in  addition  to  the  Government  Land 
Grant  fund  given  some  years  ago  to  Brown  University,  the 
income  of  which  is  made  available  in  the  education  of  from 
thirty  to  forty  students,  the  sum  of  ninety  thousand 
dollars.  Of  the  money  thus  appropriated,  $63,000  is  dis- 
tributed to  the  towns  according  to  the  number  of  children 
under  fifteen  years  of  age ;  and  $27,000  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  school  districts  in  each. 

As  children  ordinarily  do  not  complete  the  Grammar 
school  course,  until  they  are  over  fourteen,  it  can  hardly 
be  assumed  that  any   "  public  money  "  is  expended  upon 
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schools  above  that  grade,  if  we  interpret  the  expression 
^^  public  money ''  to  mean  the  amount  mentioned  as  such 
in  the  statute  relating  to  its  appropriation,  and  the  only 
amount  over  whose  disbursement  this  Greneral  Assembly 
has  any  direct  control. 

We  are  satisfied,  however,  that  such  a  strict  construc- 
tion of  the  resolution  was  not  intended,  and  that  the 
subject  referred  to  us,  embraced  expenditures  for,  and  in- 
struction in  all  the  public  schools,  whether  under  state 
or  municipal  patronage.  This  view  of  the  general  scope 
of  the, resolution  oflfers  us  four  special  topics  for  con- 
sideration, which,  taken  in  their  order,  appear  to  be, 

Ist.  The  proper  limit  of  free  education. 

2d.   The  importance  of  the  High  School  in  the  system. 

3d.    The  variety  and  kind  of  instruction  in  the  schools. 

4th.  Industrial  Art  education. 

THE   PROPER   LIMIT   OF   FREE   EDUCATION. 

The  fundamental  principle  underlying  our  public  school 
system  is,  that  the  safety  of  the  state  depends  upon  the 
education  of  all  its  people  ;  and  although  this  principle  is 
universally  recognized,  there  exist  diflferences  of  opinion 
as  to  the  precise  amount  of  education  the  state  should 
furnish. 

There  are  those  who  maintain  that  when  a  child  is  four- 
teen  or  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  has  mastered  the  rudiments 
of  an  English  education,  this  modicum  of  knowledge  will 
suffice  to  meet  all  the  necessities  of  the  case,  and  a  boy 
without  further  scholastic  advantages  can  enter  upon  some 
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mechanical  pursuit,  employment  in  commerce,  or  general 
business  of  life,  and  in  due  time  fulfil  all  the  requirements 
demanded  by  good  citizenship.  Others  carry  the  idea  still 
farther,  in  pronouncing  more  extended  advantages  of  an 
educational  nature  a  positive  detriment  to  the  body 
politic,  because  they  have  a  tendency  to  diminish  the 
number  of  good  artisans,  by  fostering  in  the  minds  of  the 
young  an  aversion  to  mechanical  trades  or  manual  labor  in 
any  form.  They  attribute  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
non-producers  to  a  superabundance  in  the  education  of  the 
masses,  and  aver  that  it  is  unwarranted  in  justice  to  tax 
property  in  order  to  afford  greater  opportunities  for  educa- 
tion than  are  now  presented  in  the  elementary  schools. 

These  objections  to  an  extension  of  the  system  beyond 
the  Grammar  schools  are  but  a  sample  of  the  various 
opinions  upon  the  subject,  and  they  are  perhaps  among 
the  most  familiar  to  those  who  have  carefully  noted  the 
history  of  public  schools  during  the  last  few  years.     Ema 

« 

nating  as  these  sentiments  do,  not  merely  from  the  ignorant 
and  thoughtless,  but  also,  in  many  instances,  from  those 
whose  mental  ability  and  liberal  intellectual  culture  give 
weight  to  their  opinions,  and  enable  them  to  appreciate  the 
advantages  of  a  good  education,  we  have  given  them  care- 
ful and  respectful  consideration,  but,  nevertheless,  feel  con- 
strained to  withhold  our  concurrence. 

A  recent  report  of  our  State  Commissioner  of  Schools 
shows  that  Reading,  Spelling,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic, 
and  Geography,  are  taught  in  all  oar  schools  of  an  inter- 
mediate and   grammar  grade.     History   of  the     United 
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States,  and  English  Grammar,  are  taught  in  most  of  the 
grammar  schools,  and  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing  in  some 
of  them.  These  branches  are  undoubtedly  taught  with 
varying  degrees  of  thoroughness  in  the  different  schools^ 
but  allowing  for  an  adequate  instruction  in  all  of  them, 
we  believe  that  such  a  curriculum  embraces  only  the  minv 
mum  which  the  state  absolutely  requires  for  its  safety^sni 
that  more  is  essential  to  its  welfare  and  prosperity. 

Under  our  democratic  institutions,  the  possibilities  open 
to  every  child  are  far  greater  than  under  monarchical  rule; 
the  requirements,  more  exacting.  We  have  no  hereditary 
class,  born  to  rule  and  hence  educated  for  it  from  infancy, 

but,  on  the  contrary,  our  future  magistrates  and  legislators, 
national,  state,  and  municipal,  must  come  from  the  peo- 
ple generally,  without  regard  to  class  distinctions.  Already 
in  our  history,  more  than  once,  the  chief  position  in  our 
national  government,  has   been  filled  by  those  who  were 

born  in  the  humblest  sphere  of  life,  and  from  Congress  to 
Town  Councils  we  have  seen  the  various  oflSces  filled,  not 

only  by  those  who  have  previously  enjoyed,  but  also 
by  those  who  have  been  deprived  of,  good  educational 
advantages. 

The  jury-box,  too,  that  important  feature  in  our  institu- 
tions, draws  its  complement  from  no  class,  but  from  the 
whole  people,  and  the  welfare  of  all  is  dependent  upon  the 
degree  of  intelligence  possessed  by  those  placed  in  that  re- 
sponsible position.  Ignorance  in  the  voters  is  dangerous 
to  the  state,  and  a  lack  of  suitable  educational  preparation 
in  those  who  are  to  perform  the  multifarious  duties  attend- 
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ant  upon  the  workings  of  democratic  institutions  in  all 
their  ramifications,  is  highly  detrimental,  to  say  the  least. 

Our  state  is  largely  dependent  for  its  prosperity  upon  its 
manufacturing  and  mechanical  industries,  and  these  re- 
quire a  cultivated  intelligence  in  order  to  keep  pace  with 
similar  works  in  other  states  and  countries  in  making  con- 
stant progress  in  skill  and  improvements,  in  methods  and 
machinery.  With  all  these  great  interests  in  view,  we 
cannot  safely  trust  to  the  chance  that  natural  ability  will 
develop  itself,  or  that  those  who  could  be  really  benefited 
by  a  higher  education,  will,  in  some  way,  manage  to  secure 
it.  The  example  of  other  countries  teaches  us  that  suprem- 
acy can  only  be  secured  and  .maintained  by  advancing  the 
general  education  of  the  masses. 

The  statement,  that  any  advance  beyond  the  rudiments 
of  an  English  education  tends  to  unfit  its  recipients  for  the 
practical  duties  of  life,  does  not  seem  justifiable,  unless 
it  be  granted  that  such  advance  is  made  under  the  tuition 
and  supervision  of  persons  deficient  in  the  qualifications 
for  the  exalted  position  of  teacher. 

True  education  looks  to  the  fostering  and  perfecting  of 
all  that  is  ennobling  in  charaeter ;  cultivates  correct  think- 
ing and  reasoning  powers  ;  enlarges  the  mind  to  a  better 
realization  of  the"  duties  and  responsibilities  ofevery-day 
life  ;  helps  to  perceive  the  dignity  of  labor  in  every  form, 
whether  mental  or  manual,  and  prevents  from  narrow- 
minded  or  one-sided  views  of  social  questions.  There  may 
be  a  shallow  imitation,  giving  a  superficial  knowledge  of  a 
few  facts,  dates  or  figures,  which  might  engender  self  conceit, 
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and  puff  up  the  mind  of  the  scholar  t<>  Buch  a  degree  as  to 
cause  him  to  depreciate  honest  labor,  but  if  such  a  sham  is 
disseminated  in  any  of  our  schools,  the  sooner  it  is  exposed 
and  eradicated,  the  better  for  the  community.  An  ideal  ed- 
ucation has  not  yet  been  obtained,  and  ideal  educators  are 
not  yet  found  in  every  school,  but  to  do  them  justice,  our 
teachers,  as  a  class,  are  striving  earnestly  to  implant  in  the 
minds  of  their  scholars  connect  riews  as  to  the  proper  cod- 
duct  of  life. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  however,  that  false  notions  of  life  in 
all  its  details,  do  exist  prevalently,  peimeating  all  classes  of 
society,  producing  social  drones,  conducing  to  extravagance 
and  caste  in  an  odious  foim,  setting  at  defiance  all  true  prin- 
ciples of  democracy,  and  tending  to  subvert  the  best  ele- 
ments not  only  of  social  life,  but  almost,  it  may  be  said,  of 
true  Christianity.  While  we  deplore  the  existence  of  social 
influences  so  baleful  in  their  nature,  so  repugnant  to  the 
spirit  of  our  institutions,  and  ^as  palpably  absurd  as  they 
are  widely  diffused,  it  is  not  our  province,  even  if  it  were 
in  our  power,  to  do  more  than  give  them  a  passing  recc^ni- 
tion  as  facts  or  problems  requiring  solution  at  the  hands  of 
experts  in  philosophy,  religion  and  sociology. 

We  are  compelled,  however,  as  the  result  of  our  observa- 
tion, to  deny  the  propriety  of  ascribing  them  to  our  public 
school  system,  and  venture  the  assertion  that  the  closest 
analysis  cannot  locate  their  origin  inside  of  our  school  doors^ 
and  connect  it  inherently  with  our  school  training. 

We  learn  from  reliable  statistics,  that  not  more  than  three 
per  cent,  of  the  pupils  in  our  public  schools  ever  enter  a 
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High  School,  and  probably  less  than  two  per  cent,  complete 

the  course  ;  hence,  admitting  allthe  alleged  evil  effects  of 

a  surplus  of  education,  it  can,  in  no  case,  contaminate  more 

than  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  rising  generation.  We 

hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  all  of  the  children  in 
our  state  may  be  thoroughly  instructed  in  the  branches 

now  taught  in  the  Grrammar  schools,  but  we  cannot  agree 
with  these  objectors  in  fixing  upon  that  as  the  limit  of  free 
public  education. 

What  may  be  the  exact  place,  if  any,  in  our  system  of 
public  education,  where  it  should  cease  to  be  entirely  free  of 
expense  to  the  scholar ;  whether  admission  in  all  cases  to  the 
higher  grades,  should  be  made  dependent  upon  the  degree 
of  capacity  and  merit  shown  in  the  lower  ones,  upon  the  de- 
velopment of  adaptability  for  further  advantages,  or  upon 
competitive  examinations  for  free  scholarahips,  and  other 
suggestions  that  are  frequently  made  upon  this  subject, 
are  not  strictly  within  the  ^cope  of  this  report,  and  have 
not  received  consideration  in  this  connection.

Higher  education  is  the  fountain  of  popular  education, 
and  we  see  that  in  all  countries  where  great  success  has 
attended  the  efforts  to  instruct  the  masses,  it  has  been  due 
to  the  influences  emanating  from  the  higher  seminaries  of 
learning.  Whatever  influences  operate  detrimentally  to 
the  High  schools,  in  the  same  degree,  militate  against  the 
real  efficiency  of  the  elementary  schools.  The  prospect  of 
advancement  to  the   upper   grade,   serves  as  a   valuable 
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stimulus  to  the  mind  of  the  scholar  just  laboring  to  grasp 
the  rudiments,  and  the  high  school  furnishes  a  goal  for  the 
laudable  ambition  of  many  a  child,  who,  without  it  would 
be  listless  in  his  efforts  and  indifferent  as  to  their  resolta 
The  facilities  afforded  to  any  child  possessed  of  superior 
mental  ability,  however  poor,  to  attain  the  highest  round 
of  the  ladder  of  education,  render  our  system  of  public 
education  truly  substantial  and  democratic. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  some  who  have  received  the 
advantages  of  the  higher  training,  fail  to  develop  in  their 
subsequent  career,  proportionately  beneficial  results,  but  it 
is  equally  true,  that  many  others  who  contribute  largely 
to  all  that  makes  up  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  would 
have  been  unable  to  do  so,  but  for  the  opportunities  af- 
forded them  by  the  High  school. 

Aside  from  its  relation  to  the  lower  grades  as  a  goal  of 
ambition  to  be  eagerly  sought  for,  it  occupies  an  interme- 
diate position  in  furnishing  suitable  preparation  to  those 
boys  for  whom  the  State  has  provided  free  scholarships  in 
Brown  University. 

From  an  economical  and  practical  point  of  view  the 
High  school  is  not  an  extravagant  and  useless  appendage 
to  the  system,  only  to  be  criticised  on  account  of  its  ex- 
pense, for  it  serves  admirably  as  a  fountain,  from  which 
are  drawn  needed  supplies  of  teachers  for  the  elementaiy 
schools,  which  could  be  obtained  in  sufficient  numbers 
from  no  other  source.  In  this  way  the  community  is  di- 
rectly compensated  for  the  increased  expenditure  for 
higher  education.     The  Normal   School   is  indiepensabJe,

but  unless  enlarged  far  beyond  any  present  anticipations, 
would  prove  inadequate  to  the  full  supply  of  teachers  for 
all  the  schools  of  the  State,  for  many  years  to  come.  At 
the  present  time,  more  than  eighty-five  per  cent,  ot  the 
teachers  in  the  schools  of  Providence  have  come  from  the 
High  school,  and  this  ratio  would  undoubtedly  be  main- 
tained in  Newport,  and  other  places  in  the  State,  where 
good  High  schools  exist. 

The  question  of  the  importance  of  High  schools  and  the 
necessity  for  their  existence  has  received  such  thorough 
agitation  and  discussion  during  the  period  when  they  were 
first  established  in  our  State,  that  we  deem  it  supereroga- 
tory to  give  it  at  this  time,  more  than  a  merely  general 
consideration  and  leave  it  with  the  expression  of  our  con- 
viction, that  it  is  ineccpedienty  in  view  of  the  interests  of  the 
public,  that  High  schools  should  be  dispensed  with  as  a 
part  of  our  system  of  public  instruction.  They  may  be 
modified^  altered  or  improved  as  the  exigencies  of  the  vari- 
ous localities  require,  but  never  abolished. 

THE    VAEIETY    AND   KIND    OF   INSTRUCTION'  IN   THE    SCHOOLS. 

The  branches  now  taught  in  the  elementary  schools,  all 
seem  well  adapted  to  the  jiurpose,  and  none  in  our  judg- 
ment could  well  be  omitted.  If  more  can  be  included,  so 
much  the  better. 

The  great  desideratum,  however,  is  that  they  should  be 
taught  thoroughly y  so  that  scholars  who  have  finished  their 
course,  shall  really  hnaw  what  they  have  spent  so  much  time 
in  learning.     The  urgent  need  of  this  is  instanced  in  an  item 
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in  a  recent  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  at  West  Point, 
which  states,  that  during  the  preceding  five  years,  thirty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  applicants  for  admission  to  the  military 
academy,  from  Rhode  Island,  as  well  as  from  other  New 
England  States  where  there  are  good  educational  facUities, 
had  failed  to  pass  the  preliminary  examination  in  these 
elementary  branches. 

There  has  been  in  the  past,  undoubtedly,  a  tendency  in 
many  schools  to  follow  blindly  the  topics  as  arranged  in 
the  text  bopks,  leading  to  unnecessary  minuteness  of  detail 
in  Geography  and  Grammar,  but  we  believe  it  is  now  the 
practice  with  all  judicious  committees  and  teachers  to  con- 
sult common  sense  in  making  omissions  which  save  much 
time  and  incur  no  loss  to  the  scholar.  As  time  advances,  the 
qualifications  of  teachers  will  attain  a  higher  standard,  and 
the  quality  of  their  instruction  become  correspondingly  im- 
proved ;  meanwhile  the  friends  of  good  education  vrill  con- 
tinue to  insist  upon  accuracy. 

Criticisms  upon  the  curriculum  of  the  High  Schools  are 
very  common,  and  diff^e]*ences  of  opinion  are  to  be  expect- 
ed, when  we  consider  the  varying  aims  of  the  pupils  who 
enter  them.  Some  propose  to  take  a  College  course,  others 
commercial  pursuits,  others,  girls,  of  course,  hope  to  become 
teachers,  while  still  others  anticipate  only  a  year  or  two  in 
the  High  School  and  then  some  business  or  mechanical 
pursuit.  Under  such  circumstances  it  would  seem  evident 
that  whatever  may  be  the  regular  course  of  study  prescrib- 
ed, it  should  not  be  inelastic,  but  on  the  contrary,  should 
offer  to  the  necessities  of  each  scholar  that  which  is  best 
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adapted  to  tbem,  and  include  optional  branches.  We  know 
of  some  High  Schools  in  this  State,  where  great  latitude 
in  this  respect  is  allowed,  and  arrangements  are  made  with 
marked  success,  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  all  classes  of 
pupils ;  this  should  be  the  case  in  all  of  them.  Undoubt- 
edly, in  every  place,  those  who  direct  the  schools,  are  in- 
fluenced not  only  by  their  own  belief  as  to  what  is  best  for 
them  but  also  by  the  opinions  of  the  community  in  which 
they  live.  This  has  led  to  changes  and  modifications  from 
time  to  time,  reflecting  the  average  controlling  sentiment  of 
each  community,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  future. 
The  conditions  of  the  problem  of  public  education  are 
constantly  changing.  Continued  immigration  has  in  this 
state  added  an  important  element  to  its  difficulties.  The 
people  have  changed  in  modes  of  thought,  habits  of  life 
and  methods  in  business  ;  the  variety  of  employments  has 
increased  and  mechanical  arts  have  made  such  progress, 
that  the  schools  and  methods  of  culture  which  served  the 
purpose  formerly,  would  not  answer  the  requirementi^  of 
the  present  time.  Once  the  public  school  house  and  the 
meeting-house  were  built  near  together,  and  education  and 
religion  went  hand  in  hand ;  the  schoolmaster  and  the  parson 
labored,  if  not  always  together,  at  least  in  the  same  sphere  of 
duty  and  were  bound  by  a  common  sympathy.  Now,  howev- 
er, education  is  remanded  to  the  teacher  in  the  public  school, 
while  religion  is  banished  from  the  school,  and  relegated  to 
the  home,  the  church  and  the  Sabbath  School.  Again,  in 
the  earlier  history  of  public  schools,  manual  labor  was  far 
more  common  than  now,  from  necessity,  and  hard  work  de- 
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veloped  the  physical  energies  of  the  people  to  such  a 
degree,  that  the  need  of  greater  intellectual  culture  was 
seen  and  led  to  earnest  efforts  in  that  direction.  Hence  the 
schools  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  idea,  by  giving 
greatest  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  the  brain,  educators 
believing  that  even  strictly  disciplinary  studies  were  im- 
portant as  a  part  of  the  preparation  for  the  practical  duties 
of  life.  Now,  however,  we  find  quite  prevalent  among  the 
people,  indications  of  desire  for  some  modification  of  the 
system  of  instruction,  that  shall  look  to  a  more  direct  and 
specific  training  for  such  of  the  scholars  as  may  become 
artisans,  or  rather,  such  a  training  as  may  tend  to  induce 
them  to  become  artisans. 

These  are  but  instances  of  many  changed  conditions  in 
school  matters,  which  have  called   for  the    exercise  of  the 
most  careful  discretion  by  the  managers  of  the  schools,  who 
have  probably  given  in  each  locality,  suet  a  curriculum  for 
the  High  school,  as  in  their  judgment  the  true  interests  of 
the  whole  people  required.    That,  in  any  case,  perfection 
has  been  attained  in  the  course  of  study  designated,  in  the 
methods  of  teaching,  or  in  any  of  the  details  of  the  system 
no  sensible  person  will  claim,  while  all  friends  of  public 
education  will  unite  in  demanding  that  the  schools  shall 
advance  harmoniously  with  the  spirit  of  the  age. 

INDUSTRIAL   ART   EDUCATION. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  our  public  school  system  is  not 
perfected  beyond  criticism  or  improvement,  and  that  it  is 
progi'essive  in  its  nature,  as    well  as   elastic  in  its  adap- 
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tation  to  tlie  wants  of  the  people,  we  mtist  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  sentiment  quite  prevalent  in  the  community, 
that  the  results  are  not  fully  commensurate  with  the  ex- 
penditure of  money,  and  that  the  eletoent  of  "  practicality" 
is  not  as  large  a  factor  as  it  should  be,  in  the  great  edu- 
cational problem  of  the  period.  The  importance  of  this 
opinion  is  acknowledged  by  the  warmest  iriends  of  public 
education,  and  the  popular  demand  has  become  so  urgent, 
that  at  last,  it  has  found  expression  in  that  part  of  the 
resolution  before  us,  requiring  a  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tion of    industrial  art  education  in  the   public  schools. 

The  subject  of  industrial  education  is  by  no  means  new, 
and  were  it  only  the  general  subject,  referred  to  us,  the 
task  would  be  easier  than  now,  since  we  are  confined  to 
the  specific  coneiideration  of  its  aspect  as  an  integral  part 
of  our  present  established  system,  or  at  least  a  supplement 
of  it.  We  find  that  we  are  not  the  only  inquirers  upon  this 
subject,  as  our  investigations  have  developed  the  fact  that, 
in  all  parts  of  our  country,  the  subject  has  recently  risen 
to  prominence,  and  school-boards,  educators,  and  legislators, 
are  seeking  for  information.  The  National  Board  of  Trade 
of  the  United  States  has  interested  itself  in  this  matter, 
and  in  January  last,  sent  a  memorial  to  this  General  As- 
sembly, as  to  each  of  the  legislatures  of  the  other  states, 
reading  as  follows  : — 

^  Your  memorialists,  representing  merchants  and  maaufacturers  of 
the  United  States,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  represent  unto  your  Honor- 
able body,  that  the  interference  and  dictation  of  Trades  Union,  and 
similar  organizations  with  the  system  of  apprenticeship,  in  earlier  times 
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prevailing  in  this  and  other  conntries,  the  aotiye  competition  of  foreign 
manufacturers  with    American  industries  in    hoth  home  and  foreign 
markets,  and    the   increased  attention  being  given  bj  govemmeDts 
abroad,  to  the  development  and  imf>rovement    of  skilled    labor,  by 
instruction  in  science  and  art,  as  applied  to  mechanics    and  manu&e- 
turing,  renders  it  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  of  great  importance  to 
our  material  progress,  that  suitable  provision  be  made  for  the  establish- 
ment of  Art  and  Science  schools  in  each  of  the  several  states,  where 
workmen  and  their  children  may  receive  such  technical  instruction  ss 
will  improve  and  create  skilled  labor,  to  the  end  that  the  poorer  dasaes 
of  society  may  become  better  fitted  for  a  higher  development  of  in- 
dustry, and  our  mechanical  and  manufacturing    interests  be    enabled 
more  successfully  to  compete  with  those  of  other  countries  ;  therefore, 
your  petitioners  would  respectfully  pray  that  your  Honorable  body  will 
adopt  measures  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  school,  or  schools,  as  is 
herein  indicated,  within  the  state  of  Rhode  Island.

NEOLBCT   OF   INDUSTRIAL   EDUCATION,   A   NATION's  WEAKNESS. 

The  Universal  Exhibiton  in  1851  at  London,  bringing 
together,  for  the  first  time,  so  extensive  a  collection  of  the 
industrial  products  of  all  nations,  enabled  each  one  to 
obtain  a  correct  view  of  its  own  condition,  compared  with 
that  of  others.  The  succeeding  exhibitions  in  1856,  1861, 
and  1867  furnished  valuable  lessons  to  all  of  the  European 
countries,  but  especially  to  England,  whose  utter  discom- 
fiture at  the  Paris  exhibition  in  1867,  led  to  systematic 
inquiries,  as  to  the  reasons  for  the  more  rapid  progress 
made  in  other  nations  in  many  of  those  industries  in  which, 
every  thing  else  being  equal,  the  English    ought  toexceL

Government  commissioners  composed  of  representatives  of 
the  educated  professions,  applied  sciences,  engineering, 
education  and  manufacturers,  were  sent  to  the  Paris  ex- 
hibition, and  a  deputation  of  over  fifty  skilled  artisans, 
also,  whose  reports  all  concurred  in  the  statement,  that  the 
superiority  of  other  nations  in  industrial  products,  was  due 
entirely  to  the  greater  interest  given  to  the  industrial  edu 
cation  of  their  people. 

These  statements,  admitting  inferiority  on  their  own 
part,  noting  the  rapid  advancement  of  other  countries  since 
previous  exhibitions,  and  attributing  it  solely  to  the  one 
cause,  were  most  startling,  and  thoroughly  alarmed  all 
Englishmen  who  had  patriotic  pride  in  maintaining  for 
their  country,  precedence  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical 
industries. 

They  examined  continental  systems  of  industrial  edu- 
cation, published  elaborate  reports,  and,  at  once,   adopted 

such  educational  measures  as  were  deemed  useful  to  them. 
During  the  last  ten  years,  since  the  Paris  exhibition,  Eng- 
land has  made  wondrous  efforts  in  this  direction,  and  her 
advancement  in  the  industrial  arts  was  made  manifest  by 
the  many  exhibits  of  her  productions  at  the  Centennial 
Exhibition,  last  year.  Meanwhile,  other  European  coun- 
tries, taught  by  experience,  had  also  improved  upon  the 
industrial  schools,  which  had  given  them  the  advantage  of 
at  least  one  generation  ot  workmen,  and  were  determined 
to  continue  in  the  lead. 

The  French  manufacturers  did  not  fail  to  note  the  ex- 
traordinary exertions  England  was  making. to  contend  for 
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precedence  in  industrial  arts.  They  called  the  attention 
of  the  Government  to  the  matter,  and  demanded  increased 
educational  advantages,  in  addition  to  those  already  in 
existence.  A  government  commission,  upon  fill]  investi- 
gation, learned  that  their  system  was  very  defective  in 
comparison  with  that  of  Germany,  and  the  result  was,  an 
energetic  movement  on  the  part  of  the  state  and  of  parties 
interested,  which  has,  long  ago,  worked  a  great  improve- 
ment  in  every  branch  of  industry. 

Switzerland,  Germany,  Austria,  Russia  and  other  ooan- 
tries  were  alike  stimulated  by  the  necessity  of  the  case,  to 
renewed  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  advancement  of 
the  arts  of  industry,  and  their  schools  which  had  been 
good,  were  made  better,  while  those  which  had  been  best 
of  all,  were  advanced  to  a  still  higher  standard.  The  pro 
cess  of  improvement  is  still  going  on,  and  will  continue  to 
receive  the  utmost  attention  in  each  country  that  hopes  to 
compete  in  the  markets  of  the  world,  with  the  products  of 
her  industry. 

However  satisfactory  may  be  the  present  development 
of  Rhode  Island  mechanical  and  manufacturing  industries; 
whatever  there  may  have  been  of  inventive  genius,  artistic 
skill  or  business  enterprise  to  arouse  feelings  of  pride  in 
our  achievements  in  the  past,  we  must  not  lapse  into  a 
spirit  of  self-complacency^  but  rather  take  to  ourselves  the 
lesson  from  the  experience  of  other  countries,  that  no  State 
can  secure  and  maintain  preeminence  in  mechanics  and 
manufactures,  except  by  the  systematic  and  thorough  train- 
ing of  the  young  in  the  industrial  arts ;  that  the  palm  of 
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superiority,  by  an  unfailing  law,  will  surely  go  to  that 
country,  where  the  hand  of  the  laborer  is  guided  by  a  culr 
ttvated  taste  and  a  soientificaUy  1/rained  intellect 

From  the  last  census  of  this  State  we  learn,  that  in  every 
1,000  of  our  population,  560  are  engaged  in  manufacturing 
or  mechanical  industries,  and  this  fact  in  itself  is  sufficient 
ta  give  us  an  interest  in  the  great  question  of  industrial 
education,  and  should  lead  us  to  the  adoption  of  any  meas- 
ures that  furnish  a  prpspect  of  success  in  solving  this  great 
problem. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  briefly  note  what  has  been  done 
in  European  countries,  where,  as  we  have  stated,  the  inter- 
est in  this  subject  has  become  synonymous  with  their  sell- 
interest,  and  where  the  competition  of  different  countries 
has  compelled  attention  to  it,  under  penalty  of  banishment 
from  the  best  markets  of  tire  world. 

INDUSTBIAL   EDUCATION   IN    GER3LANT. 

The  system  of  general  education  in  Germany  is  well 
known  as  being  most  comprehensive,  and  as  having  been 
successful  in  reducing  illiteracy  toward  its  minimum,  but 
in  its  arrangements  for  industrial  education  it  is  equally 
broad  and  systematic.  The  proportion  of  the  population 
engaged  in  mechanics  and  manufactures  is  less  than  in 
Rhode  Island,  but  there  is  no  place  of  any  considerable 
size,  wanting  in  some  sort  of  instruction    having  in    view 

the  various  industries. 

^•Improvement "  schools,  "Real "  schools,  **Trade " 
schools,  "Weaver's"  schools,  and  special   schools   of  many 
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kinds,  are  found  thickly,  scattered  over  the  entire  country, 
affording  facilities  not   only   for  general   bnt  for  special 
technical  instruction  that  are  unsurpassed.     In   the  lower 
order  of  these  institutions,  'there  is  a  similarity  to  our  ele- 
mentary schools,  with  the  distinction  that,  invariably^  the 
strictest  attention  is  given  to  instruction  in  drawing.    Of 
the  secondary  schools,  we  give  the  curriculum  of  one  of  the 
best,  styled  the  "City -trade   School  of  Berlin."      It  was 
founded   "  to  give  a  more   appropriate  education  tor  the 
mechanic  arts  and  higher  trades,  than  can  be  had  through 
the  courses  of  the  other  schools,"  and  has  the  city  of  Berlin 
as  its  patron.    The  subjects  of  instruction  are  Religion,  Ger- 
man,  French,  English,   Arithmetic,  Algebra,    Geometry, 
Geography,  History,  Natural  History   Physics,  Chemistry, 
Technology,  Writing,  Drawing  and  Vocal  Music. 

The  school  is  provided  amply  with  laboratories,  appara- 
tus, and  all  the  paraphernalia  of  instruction,  and  technolo- 
gy is  taught  by  describing  and  illustrating  the  different 
arts  and  trades  by  models  and  visits  to  workshops  of  which 
there  are  none  connected  with  the  institution.  Pupils  enter 
after  they  are  twelve  years  of  age,  and  remain  five  years  to 
complete  the  course.  Higher  than  this  in  order  and  form- 
ing  the  summit  in  the  grade  of  industrial  schools,  is  the 
Royal  Trade  Academy  at  Berlin,  which  embraces  in  its 
course,  far  more  advanced  mathematical  studies,  and  has 
extensive  workshops  connected  with  it,  where  various 
branches  of  practical  mechanics  are  taught.  The  pupil  be- 
gins with  the  making  of  a  screw,  and  proceeds  in  regular 
order  to  the  most  difficult  mechanical  operations. 
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An  Industrial  Drawing  School  in  Berlin,  also,  trains  de- 
signers of  patterns  for  printing  silk,  woolen  and  cotton 
tissues,  and  paper  hangings,  together  with  all  the  theoreti- 
cal and  practical  branches  of  weaving. 

Among  the  large  number  whose  organization  we  have 
noted,  the  Royal  School  of  Machinery  at  Augsburg,  in 
Bavaria,  is  interesting,  devoting,  as  it  does,  more  time  to 
the  practical  side  of  mechanics.  The  requisites  for  admis- 
sion are  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Algebra  and  Geometry 
and  a  certain  amount  of  practice  in  linear  drawing.  The 
pupils  who  must  be  fifteen  years  old  pursue  a  theoretical 
course  in  higher  Mathematics,  Mechanics,  Physics,  Drawing, 
etc.,  but  devote  an  average  of  three  hours  daily  to  the  work 
shops. 

The  scholar  is  placed  at  a  vise,  and  a  coarse  file  and  a 
piece  of  iron  are  given  him.  He  practises  first  in  filing 
planes  at  right  angles,  and  then  parallel  to  one  another,  then 
he  does  the  same  with  a  finer  file.  Nothing  can  be  done 
superficially  and  no  one  can  go  on  to  other  work  until  he 
has  been  thoroughly  successful.  Next,  he  is  practised  in 
boring,  cutting  screws,  and  in  making  faucets.  Then  comes 
the  turning  of  round  surfaces  and  of  screws,  smoothing  oflf, 
etc.,  all  of  which  is  done  with  simple  pieces  of  iren,  out  Qf 
which  paper-weights,  etc.,  are  made.  Other  simple  opera- 
tions follow  until  the  end  of  the  course,  when  scholars  are 
generally    able   to    support    themselves  by  work  in  any 

factory. 

Enough  examples  have  been  furnished  to  show  the  gen- 
eral scope  and  variety  of  industrial  schools  in   Germany, 
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and  while  from  the  hundreds  of  them  in  operation,  cover- 
ing  very  many  special  trades  and  occupations,  we  might 
select  some  of  unusual  interest,  we  have  not  space  for  the 
details  in  this  report 

In  Austiia,  the  agencies  for  the  education  of  skilled 
labor  are  of  various  kinds  and  increasing  in  number.  They 
have  as  in  Germany,  the  ^^  improvement  ^*  and  the  ordinar 
ry  technical  schools,  but  the  great  impulse  whioh  the  art- 
industrial  movement  has  received  during  the  last  twenty- 
five  years,  has  called  into  existence  new  establishments  of 
a  similar  nature,  but  largely  devoted  to  special  trades  and 
industries. 

These  comprise  theoretical  schools  and  school  shops,  in 
which  the  practical  and  theoretical  teachings  are  combined. 
The  number  of  these  schools  has  increased,  in  the  last  five 
years,  from  ten  to  ons  hundred  and  thirty.  In  the  highest 
of  the  industrial  schools,  nearly  one-third  of  the  time  is 
devoted  to  free-hand  and  geometrical  drawing. 

FRAJNOS. 

France  is  equally  aroused  with  her  continental  neighbors 
to  exertions  for  increased  facilities  for  industrial-art  educa- 
tion, and  has  rapidly  augmented  the  number  of  schools  for 
the  elementary  training  of  the  young  in  this  respect 
While  perhaps,  failing  to  equal  Germany  in  the  universal- 
ity of  the  system,  she  comparer  quite  favorably  in  certain 
localities,  and  in  the  higher  class  of  technical  schoola 

In  1802,  when  Napoleon  was  First  Consul,  he  visited  one 
of  the  government  institutions  and  was  extremely  dissatis 
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fied  with  the  answers  of  the  pupils  about  to  graduate,  as 
to  their  intentions  for  the  ftiture.  These,  he  said,  unless 
they  entered  the  army,  would  become  "  a  burden  rather 
than  an  aid  to  their  families.  "  He  had  observed  work- 
men in  the  manufacturing  establishments,  who  were  ex- 
perts  in  the  manual  labor  of  their  trades  but  deficient  in 
the  theoretical  part,  and  hence  he  determined  to  change 
the  course  at  this  institution,  so  that  it  should  be  devoted 
to  "  the  study  of  trades,  with  so  much  theory  as  is  necessa- 
ry to  their  progress.  "  This  was  done  by  an  order  soon 
after  published,  and  the  result  has  been  one  of  the  most 
successful  institutions  in  the  world  for  this  purpose,  at 
Chalons. 

The  plan  has  been  modified  during  the  last  few  years,  so 
that  instead  of  teaching  a  number  of  trades,  it  is  devoted 
to  general  mechanical  industries  for  which  theoretical 
knowledge  is  indispensable.  The  shops  connected  with  it, 
are  the  Pattern  shop.  Smithy,  Foundry  and  Fitting  shop. 
The  pupils,  who  must  bo  fifteen  years  of  age,  devote  five 
hours  or  more  daily,  to  the  work  shops,  in  which  the 
general  plan  of  instruction  and  practice  is  very  similar  to 
that  previously  described,  at  Augsburg. 

The  general  principles  are,  to  make  only  one  piece  of  the 
same  kind,  and  to  do  all  work,  as  far  as  practicable,  by 
hand,  and  with  the  simplest  tools.  Tne  school  curricu- 
lum embraces  Mathematics,  Drawing  and  the  elementary 
branches. 

Paris  has  numerous  industrial  schools  ol  every  grade, 
and  throughout  the  country  are  found  local   institutions. 
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often  under  the  patronage  of  industrial  societies,  or  estab- 
lished by  individuals  from  philanthropic  motivea 

Notwithstanding  all  that  had  been  done  previously,  a 
government  report  after  the  exhibition  of  1867,  states  that 
^^  additional  efforts  must  be  put  forth  to  maintain  French 
industry  at  the  level  which  it  has  reached,  and  enable  it 
to  meet  the  rivalry  of  other  countries  in  fields,  once  by 
universal  confession,  exclusively  their  own. '' 

The  result  has  been,  as  in  other  countries,  a  period  of 
remarkable  activity  in  this  direction  during  the  last  ten 
years,  the  beneficial  results  of  which  were  seen  in  the  dis- 
play  of  industrial  products  at  our  Centennial,  and  will  be 
far  more  evident  at  the  next  exhibition  in  1878,  on  their 
own  soil. 

It  would  be  a  pleasing  labor,  if  our  time  and  space  al- 
lowed, to  note  in  detail  the  progress  of  other  countries  of 
Europe  and  to  give  comparative  views  of  their  advance  in 
industrial  art  education. 

England,  Holland,  Italy,  Sweden,  Kussia  and  the  other 
countries  have  been  actively  working,  and  in  each  of  them 
we  find  much  to  interest  and  instruct,  but  enough  has  been 
written  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that  in  all  of  them,  the 
problem  of  industrial  education  is  considered  of  vital  im- 
portance, and  that  in  its  solution  they  are  many  years  in 
advance  of  our  own  country, 

OUR   OWN   COUNTRY. 

We  have  had  in  this  country  a  few  technical  schools  of 
a  high  order,  whose  pupils  were  instructed  in  the  theory 
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but  not  in  practice,  unless  we  except  the  chemical  labo* 
ratory  work.  A  prominent  educator,  connected  with  one 
of  the  best  of  them,  remarked  not  long  since ;  "  Our 
graduates  go  out  into  the  world  with  their  brains  well- 
stocked  with  theories,  but  toith  their  ha/nds  tied  behind 
tkem.^ 

In  occasional  instances,  institutions  have  been  estab- 
lished where  theory  and  practice  were  conjoined,  as  in 
the  Worcester  school,  and  the  "Illinois  Industrial  Col 
lege,"  with  good  results.  The  latter  institution  was  es- 
tablished  by  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  carrying  out  the  in- 
tention of  the  act  of  Congress  in  1862,  giving  grants  of 
the  public  lands  and  prescribing,  in  return,  the  promotion 
of  the  "  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life," 
as  conditions,  accompanying  acceptance.  The  State  of 
Illinois  has  added  liberally  to  the  original  fund,  and  the 
university  now  has  property  valued  at  nearly  a  million 
dollars,  including  a  system  of  mechanical  workshops  and 
other  paraphernalia  for  a  complete  industrial  training. 

In  the  State  of  Massachusetts  much  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  subject,  and  throughout  the  State  drawing 
has  been  taught  in  the  public  schools,  being  correctly 
deemed  the  true  foundation  of  industrial  art. 

In  Philadelphia,  an  association  of  private  gentlemen 
organized  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  of  Art,  early  in 
1876,  and  took  advantage  of  opportunities  offered  at 
the  Centennial  Exhibition  to  secure  a  large  collection  of 
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industrial  masterpieces,  to  form  the  fotrndation  of  the 
museum,  which  like  its  prototype,  the  South  Censing- 
ion  Museum,  in  England,  which  within  twenty  years 
has  revolutionized  many  branches  ofindustry  and  created 
new  ones,  is  expected  to  become  an  important  aid  to 
industrial  education  and  culture.  The  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania is  moving  in  this  matter,  and  recently  at  the 
Governor's  request,  Pro£  Smith  of  Boston,  made  an  ad- 
dress  to  the  legislature  of  that  State,  which  made  such 
a  favorable  impression  upon  the  members,  as  to  leave 
little  doubt  of  a  speedy  legislative  enactment  making 
Drawing  an  obligatory  branch  in  the  public  schools  of 
that  State. 

In  New  York  city,  the  schools  of  industrial-art,  organ- 
ized  through  the  munificence  of  private  individuals  and 
associations,  have  for  some  years  past  been  doing  a  noble 
work,  especially  for  young  women,  hundreds  of  whom,  have 
been  enabled  by  the  instruction  there  obtained,  to  secure  re- 
munerative and  congenial  employment,  adapted  to  their 
sex.  There  are  various  institutions  in  other  states  as  well 
as  individual  organizations  prompted  by  philanthropic 
motives,  which  have  accomplished  a  good  work,  but,  for 
the  people  as  a  whole,  it  must  be  admitted^  we  have  done 
very  little.  Probably,  our  wonderful  progress  in  inven- 
tions, and  our  ability  to  draw  from  Europe,  by  the  popu- 
larity of  our  democratic  institutions,  and  a  higher  rate  o\ 
wages,  constant  supplies  of  skilled  workmen,  have  induced 
our  past  apathy,  but  the  vital  importance  of  immediate  ac- 
tion is  now  generally  recognized. 
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In  his  paperj  read  before  the  Boston  Society  of  Arts,  on 
the  ^  Social  and  Political  Economy  of  Universal  Industrial 
Education,"  Dr.  Bartol  says  :  "  Industrial  education  of  the 
whole  people  would  make  the  whole  people  honest.  It 
would  detect  the  mechanical  or  artistic  genius,  which  now 
is  left  to  be  discovered  by  an  accident,  or  to  be  buried  in 
a  studiously  neglected  nature,  as  in  a  living  grave.  Ofben 
in  the  circle  of  my  acquaintance,  some  gift  for  artistic  hand- 
work has  struggled  forth  ;  had  it  been  searched  for  and 
tempted  forth  by  the  expert  educator  at  an  early  stage,  it 
would  have  won  the  prize  it  now  lags  behind.  Industrial 
education  can  do  more  to  ameliorate  woman's  lot  and 
man's  than  the  ballot,  an  external  implement  which  wield- 
ed intelligently,  is  a  blessing,  ignorantly,  a  curse  to  the 
land." 

Sentiments  like  these,  emanating  from  a  man  of  such 
marked  culture  and  mental  ability,  fitted  by  his  training 
and  long  experience  in  matters  affecting  the  public  welfare 
to  give  a  sound  opinion,  are  a  sure  indication  that  the  sub- 
ject of  the  education  of  the  hand  is  worthy  of  general  con- 
sideration, both  as  a  question  of  morals  and  of  political 
economy.  While  many  persons  of  the  highest  intellectual 
resources,  are  endeavoring  by  thought,  study  and  speech  to 
aid  in  obtaining  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question, 
others,  in  a  quiet  way,  are  striving  to  work  it  out  by  ex- 
periment. One  instance  of  this  has  come  to  our  knowledge 
and  in  reply  to  a  request  for  specific  information,  we  have 
received  the  following  letter,  which  is  extremely  interesting 
in  furnishing  the  details  of  a  simple  experiment,  which  has 
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8o  far,  proved  to  be  so  practical  and  successfal  as  to  deserve 
imitation.     We  quote  the  letter  as  follows  : — 

Boston,  Fib.  1877. 
Dbab  Sib  : 

Oar  **  whittling  school^  has  opened  its  jack-knife  every  winter  for  five 
years.  Thirty  or  forty  boys  from  twelve  to  sixteen  years  of  age  haye 
belonged  to  it,  and  with  the  aid  of  jig-saws,  a  turning  lathe  and  a  few 
simple  tools,  they  have  made  brackets,  match-boxes,  ^mall  chests 
checker  boards,  and  snch  trifling  things.  We  have  accommodated  Uie 
school  in  our  chapel,  and  found  no  difficulty  in  accomplishing  the  little 
thus  described,  with  portable  work-benches,  etc  The  value  of  such  s 
school,  is  not  in  the  amount  of  skill  the  boys  attain  to,  but  in  the  bent 
it  gives  their  taste,  and  in  the  innocent  enjoyment  it  gives  to  their  leis- 
nre  hours.  The  boys  say  they  do  six  times  as  much  work  at  home  as 
they  do  at  the  school. 

This  year,  our  school  is  on  a  different  basis.  The  dty  has  given  as 
the  use  of  one  of  its  ward-rooms  on  Church  streeti  and  we  have  pat 
up  excellent  work-benches,  with  a  vbe  to  each,  a  box  or  drawer,  and 
three  chisels  to  each  boy.  We  have  planned  a  course  of  twenty 
four  lessons  in  wood  carving,  and  begun  with  thirty-two  boys.  The 
lessons  are  graded  and  pursue  a  natural  and  progressive  course,  just  as 
writing  is  taught  in  our  public  schools,  beginning  with  stiaight  Imes 
and  going  on  to  curves.  I  wish  you  would  go  down  to  the  Charoh, 
Street  ward-room  any  Tuesday  or  Friday  evening,^from  7  to  9  o'dock, 
and  see  the  school.  To  my  eye,  it  is  the  finest  sight  in  Boston.  It 
shows  what  can  be  done  for  hand-culture,  and  how  easily  it  can  be  done. 
Mr.  Frank  Rowell  of  Allen  &,  Rowell,  Photographers,  is  at  the  head  of 
the  school.  He  has  been  the  superintendent  of  our  whittling  school 
from  the  first.  He  has  two  practical  wood  carvers  under  him,  at  %1M 
an  evening.  We  who  care  for  the  work,  have  formed  a  society  called 
the  *' Industrial  Edcuational  Association"  and  we  meet  every  other 
Tuesday  evening,  in  HoIIis  street  Chapel. 

We  devote  ourselves,  for  the  present,  to  this  one  school,  hoping  to 
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« 

make  it  a  demonBtration  to  the  School  Board,  that  Hand-Schools  can 
be  systematized  and  conducted  by  them,  if  they  will  do  it.  Please 
accept  this  as  an  answer  to  your  inquiry,  and  use  it  as  you  like."

Other  individual  enterprises  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  have  come  to  our  knowledge,  interesting  in  their 
details  and  successful  as  to  results,  but  enough  has  been 
given  to  show  that  the  people  of  this  country  are  aroused 
to  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  a  complete  education, 
and  are  eagerly  l6oking  for  something  that  may  offer  to 
the  rising  generation,  in  connection  with  the  culture  of  the 
intellect,  a  coresponding  training  for  the  hands. 

The  teaching  of  specific  trades  has  often  been  urged,  but 
the  objections  are  so  numerous,  and  the  experience  of  the 
past  so  decidedly  in  opposition  to  such  a  plan,  that  aside 
from  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  option  as  to  the  par- 
ticular trades  to  be  taught,  the  expense  of  any  general 
system  would  condemn  it. 

What  is  desired,  is  some  system  that  will  teach  the  a/rts 
which  underlie  many  mduatHal  occupations ;  something 
that  will  educate  the  hands  and  eyes ;  something  that  will 
furnish  such  a  course  of  manual  training,  as  will  enable 
our  children,  when  they  complete  their  course  in  the  public 
schools,  to  secure  some  kind  of  employment,  and  not  feel 
that  they  are  incompetent  to  live,  except  "  hy  their  wits^ 

If  we  can  secure  this,  without  limiting  or  abridging  the 
usefulness  of  the  system  of  education  •  -  now  have  in  oper- 
ation with  such  great  success,  we  shall  succeed  in  achieving 
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for  our  day  and  generation  and  posterity^  a  blessing  com- 
parable in  value  with  that  which  the  founders  of  free  public 
schools  handed  down  to  us. 

In  a  careful  study  of  very  many  systems  of  industrial 
instruction  in  Europe,  we  have  found  that  all  agree  in  one 
respect,  namely,  that  Drawing  is  an  indiapenmhle  basts. 
From  the  primary  grades  to  the  highest  institutions  of 
technology,  Drawing  is  invariably  a  prominent  feature  of 
the  cumculum.  In  all  of  these  schools,  the  same  general 
principles  are  followed  in  uniting  manual  and  mental  in- 
struction and  in  familiarizing  scholars  witii  the  use  of  tools. 
The  details  of  instruction,  in  the  scores  of  schools  we  have 
studied,  have  differed  more  or  less,  but  in  nearly  all  of  them 
the  plan  of  manual  instruction,  involved  the  methods  of 
the  apprentice  system.  In  the  school  at  Chalons,  and  also 
in  that  at  Augsburg,  there  is  an  advance  upon  the  old 
methods,  but  in  Russia,  at  the  Imperial  Technical  School, 
at  Moscow,  they  have  taken  an  entirely  "  new  departure" 
in  manual  education,  by  conforming  it  strictly  to  the  system 
and  well  established  principles  which  have  proved  success- 
ful in  developing  skill  in  other  arts  and  sciences.  By  this 
system,  they  analyze  the  processes  requiring  ma/nual  skiU^ 
and  teach  each  process  by  itself  to  a  class. 

The  first  principles  are  taught  and  exercises  in  practice  ac- 
company them,  leading  the  pupil  on  from  the  simplest  to  the 
most  difficult  manipulations.  Just  as  in  teaching  one  to  play 
upon  the  piano,  the  "  scales  "  and  simple  exercises  come  first 
and  receive  entire  attention,  rather  than  set  tunes,  which 
are  tried  only  after  mouths  of  preliminary  practice ;  or,  as 
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in  Drawing,  the  pnpil  first  practises  npon  straight  lines 
and  their  various  combinations,  and  then  after  long  exer- 
cise, attempts  anything  requiring  skill ;  or,  as  in  penman- 
ship, the  first  efforts  are  upon  lines,  curves  and  parts  of 
letters,  before  writing  words  ;  so,  in  manual  instruction  at 
this  institution,  the  systematic  progress  of  the  pupil,  is  the 

paramount  consideration. 

The  collection  of  implements   and   pieces  of  machinery 

contributed  by  the  Russian  government  to  illustrate  the 
work  done  at  that  school,  formed  an  interesting  exhibit  in 
Machinery  Hall,  at  our  Centennial  Exhibition,  and  fur- 
nished to  interested  observers,  a  definite  idea  of  the  plan, 
sy  stem  and  results  obtainable  from  it. 

Among  those  whose  attention  was  specially  attracted  by 
it  was  President  Runkle,  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  whose  skill  as  an  educator  and  penetration  as 
a  man  of  science,  enabled  him  at  once  to  discern  the  novelty 
and  special  merits  of  the  system  and  its  adaptability  for 
use,  as  an  adjunct  to  his  own  institution,  the  need  of  which, 
he  had  keenly  felt  for  a  long  time.  He  mastered  the  de- 
tails  of  the  plan  and  upon  returning  to  Boston,  so  favorably 
impressed  the  Mass.  Charitable  Mechanics  Association  and 
private  individuals  interested  in  industrial  education,  that 
in  a  short  time  they  placed  enough  money  at  his  disposal 
to  enter  upon  the  experiment.  Inexpensive  shops  were 
built  and  fully  equipped,  in  the  different  rooms,  with  all 
the  appliances  for  vise- work,  forging,  planing,  turning, 
drilling  and  iron -founding. 

In  response  to  the  polite  invitation  of  President  Runkle, 
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who  had  been  informed  of  the  inquiry  of  this  Assembly 
in  regard  to  industrial  education,  we  spent  a  day  with  him, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  a  full  explanation  of  the  plan, 
and  of  having  ocular  demonstration  of  the  results  thus 
far  achieved.  The  pupils,  since  the  commencement  of  the 
lessons,  had  completed  the  course  in  '^  filing,"  and  we  saw, 
in  the  results  of  only  eighty  hours  of  practice  and  instruct- 
ion, such  exquisite  workmanship  as  could  not  be  surpassed 
by  an  apprentice  of  two  years  experience  in  an  ordinary 
shop.  We  found  a  class  of  thirty-two  boys,  at  work  on  a 
*^  chipping "  exercise,  with  hammer  and  chisel,  under  the 
instruction  and  constant  supervision  of  an  expert  me- 
chanic, employed  as  teacher  of  practical  mechanics,  and 
it  was  easy  to  perceive  that  the  class  instruction  in 
this  branch  of  education,  was  as  systematic  and  simple  as 
the  teaching  of  a  class  in  Arithmetic  or  Grammar  in  one 
of  our  best  public  schooia  Our  attention  was  directed  to 
the  fact,  that  these  shops  are  for  t;istruction  and  not 
for  otmstruction.  The  object  of  the  labor  performed  is  not 
to  produce  salable  articles,  but  to  impart  mechanical  skill, 
and  hence,  the  student  can  here  receive  systematic  instruc- 
tion, proceeding  from  first  principles  to  difficult  manipula- 
tions, while  in  ordinary  construction  shops,  an  apprentice 
is  taught  only  those  things  which  accord  with  the  con- 
venience and  profit  of  his  employer.  The  fact,  that  the 
instruction  is  given  to  so  many  pupils  at  a  time,  in  class, 
is  a  marked  economical  feature,  cai'rying  out,  as  in  so  many 
other  respects,  the  analogy  with  our  general  system  of 
mental  training. 
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Our  space  forbids  a  full  description  of  the  many  interest- 
ing details  which  came  under  our  observation^  as  well  as 
any  account  of  the  testimony  already  given  by  practical 
and  expert  mechanics,  as  well  as  by  thoughtful  and  skilled 
educators,  as  to  the  wonderful  results  already  secured  in 
thiff  experiment  of  an  altogether  novel  method  of  indus- 
trial training,  but  we  are  fally  satisfied,  that  enough  has 
been  shown,  in  the  few  months  of  trial,  to  warrant  us  in 
the  opinion,  that  in  this  well  tried  system,  at  once  so  simple 
and  so  economical,  we  can  find  a  way  to  the  solution  of  the 
great  question  of  the  adaptation  of  indV'Strial  education  to 
our  eooisting  system  of  mental  training  in  the  pvMic  schools . 

From  the  data  and  figures  furnished  us  by  President 
Runkle,  based  upon  actual  expenditures,  we  find  that  any 
school  committee  or  city  council  can  add  an  industrial  de- 
partment to  their  High  School,  erecting  the  necessary  shops 
and  completely  furnishing  them,  at  an  outlay  of  from  $6,000 
to  $8,000,  according  to  the  extent  of  appliances,  capable  of 
giving  instruction  and  practice  to  four  hundred  pupils  per 
annum,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $18.00  per  scholar,  and 
probably  even  less  than  that. 

Everything  necessary  for  the  equipment  of  such  shops, 
is  made  in  our  own  state,  and  there  is  no  doubt,  that  when 
onr  manufacturers  are  informed  that  it  is  proposed  to  teach 
practical  me'Chomics  in  connection  with  our  schools,  they 
would  vie  with  each  other  in  furnishing  the  proper  applian- 
ces, rejoicing  in  the  prospect  of  relief  from  stupid  and  clumsy 
apprentices,  and  of  securing,  in  their  place,  from  the  grad- 
uates of  our  public  schools,  boys  with  cvltwred  minds  and 
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skilled  hands.  From  the  large  number  of  expert  mechan- 
ics, DOW  engaged  in  our  shops,  a  suitable  instructor  could 
easily  be  found,  as  was  the  case  in  Boston,  whose  mental 
and  mechanical  qualifications  would  enable  him,  after  a  few 
days  observation  and  study  of  the  plan  of  instruction,  to 
take  charge  of  the  classes. 

As  it  is  unlikely,  that  at  first  there  would  be  enough 
boys  in  the  High  School  to  take  all  the  time  and  room  in 
the  industrial  annex,  arrangements  could  be  made  to  secure 
these  great  advantages  to  older  boys  in  the  Granmiar 
Schools,  to  whom  it  would  serve  as  an  incentive  to  study. 
With  such  practical  training  in  prospect,  many  a  boy  now 
withdrawn  from  the  schools  in  order  to  find  employment^ 
would  be  continued  in  them,  in  order  to  secure  such  ad 
vantages  as  would  better  enable  him  to  obtain  more  re- 
munerative employment ' 

The  High  School  would  be  popularized,  and  the  ben^ts 
it  now  bestows  so  lavishly  upon  three  per  cent,  of  the 
school  population,  would  soon  be  distributed  to  a  larger 
proportion  especially  of  boys,  and  that  too,  without  any 
proportionate  increase  in  the  expense  of  their  mental  train- 
ing. Those,  who  now  fail  to  comprehend  the  advantage 
or  necessity  of  the  High  School  in  our  system,  would 
soon  be  able  to  recognize  it,  as  the  crowning  glory  of  our 
series  of  schools,  dispensing  to  rich  and  poor  alike,  the 
blessings  arising  from  such  a  harmonious  blending  of 
mental  and  manual  culture,  and  rendering  back  to  the 
community,  in  skilled  hands  and  intelligent  minds  an  ample 
return  for  all  its  expenditures. 
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The  importance  of  some  suggestion  in  this  report,  having 
special  reference  to  the  industrial  training  of  girls  is  not 
forgotten,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  careful  considera- 
tion, but  we  have  not  reached  any  definite  conclusion  in  the 
matter,  excepting  that  in  respect  to  Drawing  m  the  schools, 
which  of  course,  would  apply  to,  and  equally  benefit  both 
sexes.  Individual  efforts,  notably  in  connection  with  the 
Cooper  Institute  of  New  York,  have  resulted  in  great  ben- 
efit to  young  women,  in  preparing  them  in  the  Schools  of 
Design,  for  a  more  extended  sphere  of  labor,  than  has  here- 
tofore been  open  to  them,  and  there  is  now  pending  in  this 
House,  an  application  for  an  Act  of  Incorporation  of  a 
School  of  Design  in  this  State,  which  is  an  auspicious  indi- 
cation of  the  deep  interest,  our  own  people  are  beginning 
to  take  in  these  impoitant  matters.  Hence,  with  the 
knowledge,  that  so  many  of  the  best  minds  are  now  search^ 
ing  for  whatever  plan  may  seem  practicable  for  the  industri- 
al education  of  girls,  we  must,  in  omitting  further  considera- 
tion of  this  part  of  our  subject,  content  ourselves  with  the 
consciousness,  that  all  of  the  great  advantages  now  offered 
in  our  schools,  are  common  to  both  sexes,  and  will  be  in 
future,  80  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  physical  consti- 
tution of  each. 

In  response  to  the  resolution  of  inquiry  referred  to  us,  and 

in  the  light  of  the  considerations  heretofore  submitted  in  this 
report,  we  beg  to  present  the  following  specific  suggestions 

as  a  plan  for  the  "  instruction  of  the  pupils  attending  the 

public  schools  in  the  industrial  arts,"  viz : — 

1st  InstrucHon  in  Drawing  in  all  of  the  scliooh. 
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2d  Instruction  in  the  Mechanic  artSy  in  worh-ahapSj  as 

a  co-ordinate  branch  with  the  mental  training  in  the  higher 

grades. 

In  harmony  with  these  suggestions,  the  practicability  of 

which  ^  we  have  endeavored  to  demonstrate,  we  submit 
herewith,  the  form  of  an  act  to  accomplish  the  firat,  and  a 
resolution  in  regard  to  the  second,  recommending  the  pas- 
sage of  both  by  this  House,  if  in  the  wisdom  of  its  mem- 
bers it  should  seem  expedient. 

The  act  is  as  follows  : — 

An  Act  to  supply  a  foundation  for  Industrial  Education 
in  the  Public  Schoola 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  all  towns  of  the  state  having  a  population 
of  more  than  5000  persons,  provision  shall  be  made  for  in- 
struction in  Drawing  in  the  Public  Schools. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  Sept 
1st,  1877. 

The  Resolution  is  as  follows  : — 

Whereas,  the  experience  of  nations  has  proved  that  su- 
periority in  the  mechanical  and  manufacturing  industries 
can  only  be  maintained  by  the  most  assiduous  care  in  the 
industrial  training  of  the  young  and. 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  there  is  a  deficiency  in  such 
training,  in  the  State  of  Khode  Island,  which  must,  sooner 
or  later,  unless  remedied,  result  disastrously  to  the  most 
important  interests  of  the  State,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Assembly  (the  Senate  con- 
curring) recommends  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the 
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towns  of  the  State,  the  importance  of  as  speedy  action  as 
may  be  practicable,  to  promote  the  introduction  of  the 
best  methods  to  insure  a  thorough  mcmual  education,  as  a 
supplement  to  the  instruction  now  given  in  the  Public 
Schools. 

In  a  state  so  absolutely  dependent  upon  its  mechanical 
and  manufacturing  industries,  as  Khode  Island  unquestion- 
ably is,  it  certainly  is  the  most  important  and  practical 
question  of  the  day,  how  the  permanent  prosperity  of  those 
industries  can  best  be  promoted,  for  upon  them  depend 
very  largely,  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  a  large  propor- . 
tion  of  our  people. 

Experience  teaches  us  that  this  can  only  be  accomplish- 
ed, by  such   an  education  of  the  masses  as  may  develop 

manual  skill  and  good  taste  in  connection  with  their  men* 
tal  training.  Common  sense  tells  us,  this  should  be  effect- 
ed by  means  of  our  public  schools. 

The  increasing  facilities  for  transportation  and  commu- 
nication, are  rapidly  opening  the  markets  of  the  whole 
world  to  the  competition  of  nations,  and  in  this  great  con- 
test, if  our  country  is  to  rank  amo  ng  the  successful  ones 
we  must  prepare  at  once  by  training  our  young  to  become 
masters  of  the  arts  of  industry. 

Our  chief  competitors  are,  in  this  respect,  far  in  advance 
of  as,  and  already  have  educated  hosts  of  artisans,  to  take 
their  part  in  this  industrial  contest 

In  one  great  exigency  in  our  nation's  history,  we  pro- 
duced an  immense  army  of  soldiers,  almost  extemporane 
ously ;  in  a  still  more  recent  one,  during  the  perilous  period 
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of  a  closely  contested  and  dispated  presidential  election, 
an  extemporaneous  outpouring  of  a  spirit  of  peace  and 
submission  to  law,  saved  us  from  threatened  anarchy  ;  but 
in  the  industrial  struggle  of  nations,  no  extemporaneoiLa 
eforU  will  avail  to  help  us,  for,  those  who  achieve  the  vic- 
tory, must  be  artisans  and  mechanics,  trained  to  the  ser- 
vice by  long  experience,  based  upon  the  solid  foundation 
of  an  adequate  industrial  training  in  early  manhood.

To  THE  Honorable  General  Assembly  : — 

In  response  to  a  resolution  of  inquiry  adopted  by  your  honorable 
body  at  its  present  session,  as  to  the  payment  to  the  State,  by 
towns,  of  moneys  due  for  liquor  licenses,  I  respectfully  present 
the  following  report  : 

I  find  that  subsequent  to  the  enactment  of  the  law  now  in 
force  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  enacted  June 
25, 1876,  fourteen  of  the  cities  and  towns  have  granted  licenses 
under  said  act,  viz.:  Charlestown,  Cranston,  East  Greenwich,  East 
Providence,  Johnston,  Newport,  North  Providence,  Providence, 
Richmond,  Smithfield,  Warren,  Warwick,  West  Greenwich,  and 
Woonsocket.  I  have  been  officially  advised  by  the  Town  Clerks  of 
twenty-two  towns,  that  such  licenses  have  not  been  granted  by 
their  respective  Town  Councils  at  any  time  since  the  enactment 
of  the  present  law. 

The  sum  total  of  moneys  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer  by  the 
City  and  Town  Treasurers  is  *133,916  43,  as  follows  :—

In  the  town  of  Charlestown  no  licenses  were  granted  in  the  year 
1876.  The  town  of  East  Providence  granted  no  licenses  previous 
to  May  26, 1876,  and  none  have  been  granted  since  the  9th  of 
Novemb^  1876.  The  Town  Council  of  Richmond  granted  four 
licenses  on  the  6th  day  of  July,  1876,  and  on  May  29, 1876,  granted 
licenses  to  the  same  persons,  being  all  the  licenses  issued  during 
the  said  time.  The  town  of  Smithfield  granted  licenses,  three  in 
number,  from  September  6th,  1876,  to  March  6th,  1876,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $600.  No  licenses  have  been  granted  by  die 
Town  Council  of  Warren  subsequent  to  January  31,  1876  ;  none 
by  the  Town  Council  of  Woonsocket  since  July  30, 1876.  I  would 
respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  certain 
facts  in  reference  to  moneys  due  from  the  city  of  Providence  and 
the  town  of  East  Providence. 

Contrary  to  the  practice  heretofore  invariably  adopted  by  the 
Treasurers  of  the  several  cities  and  towns,  of  paying  into  the  State 
Treasury  one-half  of  the  sum  or  amount  exacted  for  each  license, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  city  of  Providence  deducted  from  the  gross 
amount  due  the  State,  one-half  of  the  expenses  for  Printing,  con- 
tracted by  the  License  Commissioners  and  one-half  of  the  sum  paid 
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for  office  rents  of  said  Gommission.    The   Treasurer  of  the  town 
of  East  Providence  also  deducted  one-half  of  certain  expenses  in- 
cuired  for  printing  by  the  commissioners  of  said  town.     In  the 
performance  of  my  duties  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  re* 
quiring  the  Auditor  to  examine  and  settle  all  accounts  between  the 
State  and  Treasurers  of  the  several  cities  and  towns,  I  examined 
the  returns  of  these  officers  and  notified  the  Oeneral  Treasurer  that 
I  could  not  certify  to  him  that  the   sums  or   amounts  so  returned 
by  the  city  Treasurer  of  Providence  and  the  town  Treasurer  of 
East  Providence,  were  the  actual  balances  due  from  these  persons 
into  the  State  Treasury,     It  is  due  to  the  City  Treasurer  of  Provi- 
dence,  that  I  make  note  of  the  fact,   that  this   departure  from  a 
long  established  usage  was  in  conformity  to  an  opinion  given  by 
the  City  Solicitor,  based  upon  the  fact  that   the  present  law  reg- 
ulating the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  makes  it  the   duty  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  elect  three  commissioners,  who  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  fioards  of 
Aldermen  and  Town  Councils  ])j  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
that  consequently  the  State  should  pay  one-half  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  conmiission,  the  actual   compensation  of  the   com- 
missioners being  paid  by  the  city  of  Providence.     I  would   there- 
fore respectfully  ask  thaft  some  legislation  may  be  had  in  reference 
to  this  matter,  especially  as  to  the  right  or  legality  of  cities   and 
towns,  where   licenses  are  granted  through   commissioners,  with- 
holding moneys  due  and  payable  to  the  State,  and  pimply  suggest 
that  the  city  of  Newport,  granting  licenses   through  its  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  certain   towns  granting    licenses  through   their 
several  Town  Councils,  incur  sundry  expenses,  without  doubt,  for 
instance,  printing,  and  should  have  the   same  allowance  and   con- 
sideration with  reference  to  sums  or  proportions  of  moneys  actually 
received,  that  they  may  be  required  to  pay  into  the  State  Treasury, 
as  the  city  and  town  to  which  your  attention  has  thus  been   re- 
spectfully called.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives^  at  its  Jantiary  Session, 
A.  D.  1877  :— 

Your  special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  numerous 
petitions  and  memorials,  upon  the  subject  of  Woman  Su£Frage, 
asking  for  a  change  in  our  fundamental  law  to  effectuate  that  object, 
respectfully  report  as  follows : — 

Your  committee  gave  the  petitioners  two  hearings,  and  were 
at  each  time  addressed  bj  some  of  their  ablest  speakers.  It 
was  of  course  an  ex  parte  hearing,  no  one  appearing  in  opposition, 
and  we  feel  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  set  forth  briefly  the  arguments 
of  the  advocates,  that  the  members  of  the  House  may  have  the 
benefit  of  knowing  what  may  have  influenced  your  committee  in 
their  report  The  "  right  to  petition  "  implies  the  right  to  be  heard, 
and  that  further  implies  the  right  to  have  their  cause  fairly  stated 
to  this  body,  before  which  they  cannot  appear,  and  in  which  they 
can  now  have  no  voice,  except  through  this  committee,  or  such  as 
may  voluntarily  espouse  their  cause.  Your  committee  feel  that 
whatever  their  individual  opinions  may  have  been,  they  now  have 
a  duty  to  perform  ;  a  duty  both  to  the  petitioners  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body.  All  the  petitioners  ask  of  us  is  that  their  cause 
may  be  submitted  to  the  people,  the  fountain  of  all  political 
power,  and  by  the  consent  of  whom  we  now  occupy  these  seats. 
We  could  go  no  further  if  we  would. 

The  argument  upon  which  the  petitioners  lay  greatest  stress  is 
that  of  taxation  without  representation.  If  this  was  not,  ss  some 
scholars  claim,  the  immediate  cause  of  our  Revolution,  it  is  one 
upon  which  the  American  mind  has  ever  been  extremely  sensitive. 
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The  simple  question  presented  to  as  is,  does  this  principle  apply  to 
men  and  not  to  women,  and  if  it  does  not  so  apply,  apon  what 
ground  may  the  principle  be  said  to  changa  Where  is  the  dis- 
tinction 7  The  petitioners  say  to  us,  we  hold  oar  property  by  the 
same  title  that  yon  hold  yoarn ;  in  the  use  of  our  property  we  are 
goyemed  by  the  same  laws;  we  purchase  and  sell  by  the  same  kind 
of  conveyance ;  our  property  is  levied  upon  under  the  same  tax  kv, 
by  one  and  the  same  boaid  of  assessors,  collected  by  the  same  col- 
lector and  paid  into  the  same  general  fund  to  be  used  and  expended 
for  the  same  purposes,  and  they  ask  why  they  should  not  have  a 
voice  in  the  expenditure  of  their  own  money,  as  well  as  we  in  ours. 

The  question  is  very  difficult  of  answer  in  the  negative.  We 
should  blush  to  say,  in  the  face  of  your  petitioners,  that  they  did 
not  possess  the  requisite  amount  of  intelligence. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  many  men  who  have  the 
highest,  the  most  chivalric  regard  for  women,  oppose  this  meas- 
ure with  the  greatest  fervency.  They  are  afraid  of  it,  not 
because  of  any  disadvantage  to  themselves,  but  of  its  effect  upon 
their  wives,  their  sisters,  and  their  friends.  Men  know  too  well 
that  contact  with  the  world,  especially  the  political  world,  has  a 
tendency  to  destroy  those  qualities  of  mind  which  give  to  woman- 
hood its  greatest  charnL  This  feeling,  call  it  prejudice  if  you  will, 
these  petitioners  will  find  more  difficulty  in  allaying  than  in  con- 
vincing the  judgment  Even  if  we  admit  that,  logically,  nothing 
can  be  said  against  woman  suffrage  that  cannot  with  equal  truth  be 
said  of  man  suffrage,  still  this  sentiment  remains,  and  men  having 
the  power  will  be  slow  to  relinquish  it.  But  your  petitioners  ad* 
dress  themselves  to  the  removal  of  this  objection  also,  and  attempt 
to  dislodge  from  our  minds  what  they  call  an  illusion.  They  assure 
us  that  their  presence  at  the  ballot  box  will  exert  the  same  good 
and  potent  influence  that  it  has  wherever  else  they  have  been 
admitted.  In  early  times,  the  Germans  would  not  admit  women  to 
their  banqueting  halls,  because  of  the  scenes  of  revelry  and  drunk- 
enness, but  when  at  last  they  were  admitted,  the  license  and  the 
debauchery  disappeared,  and  into  the  hundred  places  where  women 
have  but  recently  been  admitted,  they  challenge  us  to  show  they 
are  the  worse  for  it,  while  we  admit  that  we  are  the  better  for  their 
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presence.  Civilization  is  a  growth^  and  this  question  is  one  of  devel- 
opment Under  the  first  forms  of  society,  women  had  no  rights, 
and  the  avei-age  man  bnt  few.  One  of  the  first  forms  of  marriage 
was  simply  one  of  capture  upon  the  part  of  the  husband.  He  took 
her  forcibly  away  from  her  friends,  and  from  that  time  she  was  his 
slave.  They  inform  us  also  that  under  the  Boman  law  woman  was 
but  little  better  than  a  slave,  and  from  the  civil  law  we  derived 
much  of  our  own*  But  recently,  under  our  common  law,  upon 
marriage,  woman  not  only  lost  her  legal  existence,  but  all  rightrf  of 
property.  The  husband  was  sole  owner,  and  the  laws  that  to-day 
we  pride  ourselves  upon,  in  our  own  State,  were  as  strongly  opposed 
but  recently  as  this  movement  is  to-day.  Besides  these  arguments, 
they  bring  positive  evidence  of  the  good  effects  of  woman  suffrage 
wherever  tried.  They  introduce  the  testimony  of  Judge  Kingman, 
of  the  Supreme  Oourt  of  Wyoming,  and  call  our  attention  to  the 
fact  that  ixx  Eftgland  to-day  unmarried  women  and  widows  vote 
upon  the  same  basis  as  men,  except  in  the  election  of  members  to 
parliament. 

It  is  only  within  a  hundred  years  that  women  have  taken  an 
influential  position  in  literature,  and  to-day,  because  of  prejudice 
against  woman's  work,  the  two  ablest  romancists  of  the  century  use 
ior  noma  de  plume  the  names  of  men.  A  note  in  Howell's  State 
Trials  quotes  from  an  ancient  work,  "  Probation  by  Witnesses, "  by 
Sir  George  Mackenzie,  in  which  he  says,  '*  the  reason  why  women 
are  excluded  from  witnessing,  must  be  either  that  they  are  subject 
to  too  much  compassion,  and  so  ought  not  to  be  more  received  in 
criminal  cases  than  in  civil  cases ;  or  else  the  law  was  unwilling  to 
trouble  them,  and  thought  it  might  learn  them  too  much  confidence, 
and  make  them  subject  to  too  much  familiarity  with  men  and 
strangers,  if  they  were  necessitated  to  vague  up  and  down  at  all 
courts  upon  all  occasions."  Hume  says,  *^  this  was  held  as  late  as 
the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century." 

About  the  year  1790,  women  were  first  recognized  as  school 
teachers  in  Massachusetts.  These  facts  of  history,  compared  with 
the  facts  of  our  own  time,  show  us  how  great  the  change  has  been, 
and  yet  the  present  condition  neither  alarms  us,  nor  appears  strange. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  boast  of  the  privileges  accorded  to  women  in 
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our  day,  and  call  it  a  test  or  measure  of  our  civilizatioiL  The 
question  before  us  now  is,  how  far  shall  we  go  in  the  proposed  inno- 
vation 7  That  there  should  be  yehement  protests,  your  petitioners 
will  expect,  when  they  remember  that,  *'  when  Sir  Samuel  Bomillj 
proposed  to  abolish  the  death  penalty  for  stealing  a  handkerchief^ 
the  law  officers  of  the  crown  said  it  would  endanger  the  whole 
criminal  law  of  England,"  and  **  when  the  bill  abolishing  the  slave 
trade,  passed  the  House  of  Lords,  Lord  St  Vincent  rose  and  stalked 
out,  declaring  that  he  washed  his  hands  of  the  ruin  of  the  British 
empire." 

In  view  of  all  the  progress  of  women  from  the  position  of  slave, 
to  a  position  of  honor,  trust,  confidence,  and  as  a  companion  of 
man,  they  ask  us  by  what  authority  we  now  say,  you  can  go  no 
further,  cannot  have  this  particular  privilege  asked  for.  If  we  re- 
ply, it  will  injure  woman  herself,  they  ask,  who  made  us  their 
judges?  There  is  no  standard,  no  absolute  measure,  of  womanhood, 
and  our  ideal  woman  of  to-day  may  be  as  false  as  was  the  Boman's, 
while  he  regarded  her  as  his  property.  Your  committee  find  this 
question  also  difficult  of  ai»swering.  To  the  statement  that 
neither  all  women,  nor  a  considerable  number,  desire  the  ballot,  it 
might  be  sufficient  to  reply,  that  if  it  be  a  right,  (a  right  in  the 
same  sense  as  man  claims  it,)  numbers  neither  add  to  nor  diminish 
the  force  of  the  argument 

It  is,  perhaps,  too  late,  after  so  much  has  been  accomplished  by 
woman  in  every  position  in  which  she  has  been  allowed  to  labor, 
to  say  much  upon  the  question  of  woman^s  intelligence  in  the  use 
of  the  ballot,  if  it  should  be  allowed  to  her.  Since  the  Beforma- 
tion  in  England,  three  queens  have  come  to  the  throne  by  inherit- 
ance. Queen  Elizabeth,  Queen  Ann  and  Queen  Yictoria,  the  worst 
of  whom  has  been  fully  equal  to  any  king,  that,  in  the  same  time, 
has  come  to  it  by  inheritance,  and  the  other  two  were  immeasa^ 
ably  superior.  In  the  list  of  European  sovereigns,  there  are  few 
brighter  than  those  of  Isabella  of  Spain,  Maria  Theresa,  and  Queen 
Yictoria.  In  the  schools  and  colleges  to  which  she  has  been  admit- 
ted, she  has  won  some  of  the  greenest  laurels.  It  is  claimed  also 
by  your  petitioners,  that  **  the  ignorant  and  depraved  women  bear 
no  greater  proportion  to  the  whole  of  their  sex,  than  the  ignorant 
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and  depraved  men  do  to  theirs  ;'*  and  if,  in  the  one  matter  of  gov- 
ernment they  are  not  generally  so  well  informed,  they  ask  us, 
whether  one  of  the  reasons  urged  for  the  extension  of  suffrage  to 
the  freedman,  viz. :  that  ^^  the  ballot  itself  is  an  educator,"  would 
not  apply  equally  to  them.  If,  however,  the  ballot  were  to-day 
given  to  women  upon  the  same  terms  as  to  men,  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  fears  of  the  one  would  be  realized,  or  the  hopes  of  the  other  ful- 
filled. 

They  also  call  to  our  attention  the  names  of  those  who  have 
espoused  their  cause,  and  in  this  country,  notably  those  of  G-eorge 
William  Curtis,  Col.  T.  W.  Higginson,  and  the  Hon.  Greorge  F. 
Hoar ;  the  latter  of  whom,  in  a  speech  before  the  joint  special 
committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  in  1869,  said  :  *^  Now, 
in  turning  in  my  own  mind,  what  I  ought  to  say  to  you  here  to- 
day, I  have  failed  to  think  of  a  single  reason  which  I  can  give, 
why  you  or  I  should  have  the  jright  of  suffrage  which  does  not  in- 
clude woman  ;  and  I  think  I  may  safely  challenge  any  human  be- 
ing to  come  forward  and  state  why  it  is  that  I  am  permitted  to 
oast  my  vote — to  give  any  general  rule  which  shall  define 'the 
qualities  or  capabilities,  or  interests,  which  should  entitle  a  person 
to  have  a  share  in  the  administration  of  the  government  from 
which  women  are  excluded."  Perhaps  the  foremost  of  English 
thinkers  and  writers  who  have  given  the  weight  of  their  names  to 
this  movement,  is  the  late  John  Stuart  MilL 

In  conclusion,  while  some  of  your  committee,  if  for  no  other 
purpose  than  that  of  bringing  the  matter  squarely  before  the 
people,  would  report  favorably  upon  all  that  the  petitioners  ask, 
others,  more  conservative,  prefer  a  different  course,  as,  in  any 
event,  the  recommendation  of  a  committee  gives  the  mat)»r  a  quari 
endorsement  The  other  view  of  the  office  of  the  committee  being, 
that  unless  the  matter  of  a  petition  appear  almost  wholly  frivolous, 
the  committee  should  recommend  the  granting  the  prayer  thereof, 
as  the  only  way  of  properly  bringing  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion. 

Your  committee,  however,  join  in  recommending  that  upon  any 
proposition  to  impose  a  tax,  unmarried  women  and  widows  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  voting,  subject  to  the  same  regulations 
and  limitations  as  men,  and  submit  the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved^  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  honseof 
the  General  Assembly  concurriDg  herein,  that  the  following  article 
be  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  and 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  and 
printed  copies  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  the  manner  provided  in 
Article  XII  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE. 

Upon  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax,  unmarried  women  and 
widows  shall  have  the  privilege  of  voting,  subject  to  the  same  r^a- 
lations  and  limitations  as  men. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ON   THE  PROPOSITION   TO    REDUCE    THE    NUMBER    OF    THE    SCHOOL    COM- 
MITTEE  IN    PROVIDENCE,   AND   CHANGE  THE  MODE   OF   ELECTION. 


To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives,  Jantiary  Session,  1877  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  to  report,  that  in  the  matter  of 
the  redaction  of  the  numbers  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  city 
of  Providence,  and  a  change  in  the  manner  of  electing  some  of  its 
members,  which  was  referred  to  us,  we  have  given  patient  and 
careful  investigation,  and  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  views  of  many 
gentlemen  interested,  pro  and  con,  at  five  public  hearings.  At  these 
hearings.  His  Honor  Mayor  Doyle  and  Arthur  F.  Dexter,  Esq., 
chairman  of  the  committee  which  reported  the  propositioii  to  the 
City  Council,  presented  views  in  advocacy  of  the  changes  mentioned, 
while  Prof.  Clarke,  Ex.  Gov.  Padelford,  Prot  Greene  and  many 
others  ably  represented  the  remonstrants.  The  prominent  position 
and  high  character  of  the  gentlemen  representing  both  sides  of  the 
question,  the  cogency  of  the  arguments  advanced  by  each,  and  the 
importance  of  the  subject  itself,  have  combined  to  impress  the  com- 
mittee with  a  lively  sense  of  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them 
and  they  have  not  united  in  any  recommendation,  without  attempt- 
ing to  examine  the  case  in  every  aspect. 

The  proposition  to  deprive  the  people  of  the  power  to  elect  the 
school  committee,  is  not,  in  this  case,  supported  by  reasons  sufficient- 
ly valid,  to  compensate  for  such  a  limitation  of  a  prerogative  now 
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exercised,  and  we  believe  there  are  some  positive  advantages  gained 
bj  annually  calling  the  attention  of  the  people  to  the  fact,  that  they 
have  a  direct  duty  to  perform  in  relation  to  their  schools,  and  a 
great  interest  in  providing  for  them  a  suitable  management 

In  regard  to  the  number  of  the  committee,  we  are  satisfied  that 
sixty  is  too  large,  and  the  evidence  presented  to  that  effect  was  con- 
vincing. It  was  stated  upon  unquestionable  authority  that  the 
meetings  of  the  committee  are  ordinarily  attended  by  from  thirty- 
three  to  forty  members  only,  and  that  there  is  generally  delay  and 
sometimes  great  difficulty  in  securing  a  legal  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  It  is  evident  that  twenty  or  thirty  members  are 
generally  absent  from  the  regular  meetings  which  are  but  quarterly^ 
and  this  in  our  judgment  ip  a  dereliction  of  duty  that  must  tend  to 
impair  the  efficiency  of  the  committee.  Such  absence  indicates  a 
lack  of  interest  in  the  proceedings  or  a  disgust  with  the  manner  of 
transacting  business  or  an  unlimited  confidence  in  the  ability  of  a 
few  to  lulfil  the  duties  of  the  entire  body.  We  believe  the  last  to 
be  the  true  cause,  but  either  case  furnishes  a  good  reason  for  reduc- 
ing the  number. 

It  is  claimed  that  some  who  do  not  attend  the  quarterly  meetings, 
are  capable  in  other  respects,  and  especially  that  they  are  diligent 
in  visiting  the  schoola  This  is  no  extenuation  ;  for,  such  visitation 
without  due  report  and  opportunity  for  questioning  and  exchangi 
of  views,  does  not  benefit  the  other  members,  and  the  result  is,  a 
sort  of  "guerilla  "  work,  which  can  accomplish  very  little  good  and 
may  do  harm.  It  appears  evident  to  us,  that  if  the  schools  are  to 
depend  upon  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  the  only  examina- 
tions and  inspection  they  receive  outside  of  the  Superintendent's 
work,  and  the  whole  committee  only  meet  regularly  four  times  a 
year,  that  it  must  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  all  the  members 
to  secure  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  schook 
The  testimony  of  a  prominent  member  of  the  School  Committee, 
distinctly  states  that  at  present,  the  reports  from  the  schools  **  are 
neither  valuable  nor  reliable,  and  that  the  members,  for  the  most 
part,  have  only  a  general  knowledge  ot  the  workings  of  the  schools, 
in  those  things  upon  which  educational  efficiency  depends." 

We  are  aware  that  at  present  the  system  of  examination  includes 
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the  services  of  Grammar  School  principals  as  examiners,  and  this 
unquestionably  meets  the  exigencies  of  the  case  partly,  but  there 
should  be  in  addition,  thorough  examinations  by  qualified  persons 
outside  of  the  corps  of  teachers  and  superior  to  them  in  authority. 
The  ability  to  examine  a  school  and  furnish  a  correct  and  valuable 
report  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  teacher  and  the  progress  of  the 
scholars  is  possessed  by  few  who  are  not,  from  previous  experience 
in  educational  matters,  experts^  and  it  would  be  surprising  if  out  of 
any  sixty  men  elected  by  the  people,  more  than  a  small  proportion 
should  be  competent  for  that  work.  The  present  committee  has 
many  in  its  number  who  are  well  qualified  and  devote  much  time 
to  the  work,  but  it  cannot  be  expected  that  with  other  occupations 
they  should  give  all  of  their  time.  Hence,  it  seems  to  us,  in 
view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  moral,  political  and  pecuniary  inter- 
ests that  Providence  has  in  her  212  schools,  that  it  would  be  in  the 
line  of  true  economy  to  give  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  least 
two  competent  assistants,  and  that  upon  the  three  should  devolve 
the  systematic  examination  and  inspection  of  schools  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  School  Committee. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  detail  fully  the  reasons  leading  us  to  recom- 
mend a  reduction  in  the  number,  but  prominent  among  them  are 
the  following : — 

1.  That  individual  responsibility  will  be  increased. 

2.  The  proportion  of  well-qualified  members  will  be  augmented.  * 

3.  Business  at  the  meetings  could  be  transacted  with  greater 
facility  and  dispatch. 

4.  A  larger  number  of  regular  meetings  could  be  held. 

5.  The  entire  School  Committee  would  be  better  acquainted 
with  the  entire  school  work. 

6.  The  experience  of  other  cities  of  equal  and  greater  size,  is 
entirely  on  the  side  of  smaller  numbers. 

We  recommend  the  accompanying  substitute  lor  the  bill  pro- 
posed, by  which  provision  is  made  for  the  reduction  of  the  commit- 
tee to  thirty-three  members,  including  those  ex-officio,  or  three 
from  each  ward.  As  the  term  of  office  is  three  years,  this  will  en- 
able each  ward  to  elect  one  member  every  year,  instead  of  two  as 
at  present. 
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His  Honor  Mayor  Doyle  has  urged  upoD  the  committee,  public 
ly  and  privately,  that  the  Mayor  should  not  be  named  in  the  bill 
as  one  of  the  ex-officio  members,  for  the  reason  that  the  chief  mag- 
istrate of  the  city  has  enough  of  other  public  business  to  engage  all 
his  time ;  but  knowing  the  eminent  ability  and  high'  qualifications 
which  have  characterized  the  selections  for  that  office  in  the  past, 
we  do  not  feel  justified  in  making  a  recommendation  that  will  de* 
prive  the  school  committee  of  such  wise  councils,  without  previoufip 
ly  receiving  the  suggestions  from  some  other  source. 

The  advantages  obtained  by  the  substitute  are  obvious.  The 
changes  made  in  the  present  law  are  very  few,  and  they  are  effected 
gradually,  without  turning  out  of  office  any  member  previously 
elected  by  the  people.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  the  reduc- 
tion is  two  years,  which  will  prevent  any  sudden  disadjustment  of 
the  machinery  of  organization,  and  the  mode  adopted  will  avoid  all 
friction. 

This  reduction  will  meet  the  views  of  many  of  the  remonstrants, 
who  objected  more  to  the  manner  of  the  reduction  than  to  the  thing 
itself,  while  the  continued  election  of  the  committee  by  the  people 
is  not  objected  to  by  the  representatives  of  the  City  Council  who 
presented  the  original  bill.  It  may  not  please  extremists  on  either 
side,  but  seems  to  be  the  most  unobjectionable  mode  of  accomplish- 
ing what  we  believe  to  be  a  necessary  change.

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REPORT 


To  the  General  Assembly^  at  its  January  Session^  1877.^ — 

The  Joint  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolation 
in  relation  to  an  Industrial  School,  recommended  in  the  Governor's 
message,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : — 

In  a  report  of  this  character,  it  is  impossible  to  give  as  full  and 
as  extended  a  statement  of  the  reasons  why  some  action  should  be 
adopted  looking  to  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution  as  the 
nature  of  the  subject  seems  to  demand. 

That  there  are  grave  public  reasons  why  the  State  should  inter- 
pose its  authority  in  this  behalf,  is,  in  the  minds  of  your  commit- 
teie,  a  self-evident  fact  In  the  consideration  of  this  subject,  your 
committee  were  highly  favored  by  listening  to  thoughts  and  sug- 
gestions from  Eev.  H.  W.  Bugg,  Prof.  Geo.  I.  Chace^  Hon.  Thomas 
B.  Stockwell,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Visitors  to  our 
Penal  and  Correctional  Institutions.  There  was  some  diversity  of 
opinion  expressed  as  to  the  location  and  nature  of  the  institution, 
but  as  to  the  main  facts,  great  unanimity  seemed  to  prevail.  Eco- 
nomical considerations,  as  well  as  considerations  of  duty,  urge  to 
this  course.  In  the  words  of  His  Excellency  Gov.  Lippitt,  ^^  it  is 
much  cheaper  to  educate  and  train  a  child  and  to  fit  him  by  habits 
of  industry,  economy  and  self-government,  to  become  a  useful  citi- 
zen, than  to  allow  him  to  grow  up  in  ignorance  and  vice  and  after- 
wards provide  for  him  in  reformatories  and  prisons."  Therefore,  we 
believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  take  care  of  the  various  classes 
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of  children,  which  are  now  living  without  that  proper  assutance  so 
desirable  to  prevent  their  growing  up  in  idleness  and  sin.  Most  of 
the  States  are  acting  on  this  principle,  they  are  removing  the  chil- 
dren from  their  parents  and  gathering  them  into  primary  schools 
and  orphan  asylums  where  they  may  recdve  a  kindly  nurtnre 
and  training.  When  they  have  reached  the  proper  age,  they  are 
either  transferred  to  Industrial  Schools,  or  what  is  better,  placed  in 
families,  where  they  may  grow  up  under  healthy  infiuences  and 
become  respectable  and  respected  citizens.  The  question  natarallj 
suggests  itself,  how  much  will  the  State  devote  to  this  object,  and 
what  class  or  classes  of  children  will  it  provide  with  this  home? 
Those  at  the  almshonses,  the  offspring  of  vicious  and  criminal  pa- 
rents, those  in  mills  and  work  shops,  who  do  not  attend  pablic 
schools  at  all — and  the  truants  and  vagrants.  It  is  quite  an  alarm- 
ing fact  at  this  time  in  our  history,  that  so  many  children  of  school 
age  do  not  attend  our  Public  Schools,  and  it  would  seem  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  to  remedy  this  evil  The 
right  oi  the  State  to  take  the  children  of  paupers  and  vicious  parents 
and  educate  and  train  them  to  habits  of  industry  and  virtae 
is  beyond  question.  Nor  is  it  merely  a  right,  it  is  a  duty  which  it 
owes  alike  to  them  and  society — a  duty  which  cannot  be  evaded  or 
disregarded  without  the  entailment  of  the  gravest  evils.  It  appears 
to  your  committee,  if  it  is  a  benefit  to  one  class,  it  must  necessarily 
be  a  beneAt  to  all,  and  we  would  therefore  recommend  that  the 
action  taken  be  so  broad  in  its  scope  as  to  include  all  eithernow  or 
in  some  future  legislation.  It  must  be  obvious  to  every  one,  that  it 
18  very  necessary  that  children  now  growing  up  in  idleness  and 
ignorance  should  be  taught  at  least  the  fundamental  principles  of 
an  English  education,  and  some  practical  knowledge  of  the  bosiness 
of  lifa  The  State  is  now  required  to  support  the  children  at  the 
Alms  House ;  but  the  place  and  the  surroundings  are  not  what  thej 
ought  to  be  for  children.  Your  committee  advise  that  the  institu- 
tion to  be  established  should  not  be  of  a  penal  nature,  but  simply 
educationpl  ami  reformatory  ;  and  any  child  enjoying  its  benefits 
should  be  as  free  from  taint  or  crime  as  if  brought  up  in  the  home. 
Your  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  trustees,  directors 
or  supervisors  of  the  institution  have  authority  conferred  upon  them 
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to  place  any  such  children  in  their  discretion  in  any  good  and  suit- 
able home  where  they  naay  be  supported  and  educated — the  Board 
always  retaining  the  right  to  take  them  away  for  any  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons,  and  placing  them  elsewhere,   or  taking  them  again 
to  the  State  School.    Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  no 
further  legislation  is  required  to  enable  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
and  Corrections,and  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  the  different  towns 
to  transfer  to  a  State  Industrial  School,  when  it  shall  be  established, 
the  children  under  their  charge,  provided  the  Legislature  do  not 
deem  it  advisable  to  include  truants,  vagrants  and  absentees  from 
our  Public  Schools.     The  building  for  such  a  School  they  think 
should  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  not  less  than  one  hundred 
children.  Already  more  than  twice  that  number  have  been  inmates 
of  the  State  Alms  House,  a  very  considerable  portion  of  whom 
should  have  been  retained  and  educated  as  wards  of  the  State.  How 
large  a  number  of  children  would  come  from  the  poor  houses  of  the 
several  towns  in  the  State,  they  have   not  the   means  of  judging. 
Your  committee  recommend  that  a  majority,  at  least,  of  the  directors, 
trustees  or  supervisors  of  the  institution,  be  ladies,  for  the  reasons 
that  a  better  and  gentler  ipfluence  would  be  exerted  over  the  chil- 
dren, and  from  the  nature  of  woman  and  her  mission  would  aid 
more  in  making  it  humane  and   Christian   in  its  character.     The 
Children's  Home  on  Tobey  street,  in  Providence,  is  and  always  has 
been  under  the  management  of  a  Board  composed  solely  of  ladiea 
No  institution  of  the  kind  was  ever  more  ably  conducted.     More 
than  a  thousand  children  have  been  rescued  by  these  ladies  from 
the  haunts  of  wretchedness  and  vice  and  trained  up  to  become  vir- 
tuous men  and  women  and  useful  and  respected  citizena     Lastly, 
as  to  where  it  shall  be  located.     On  this  point  we  found  a  variety 
of  opinions.     The  first  locatioh  we  will  allude  to,  is  the  *'  Duncan 
Homestead  Estate/*  on   Smith's  Hill,  in   the  city   of  Providence. 
Accompanying  this  report  is  a  letter  from  Albert  W.  Smith,  to  His 
Excellency   Gov.  Lippitt,  marked  "  A,"  to  which  we  would  call 
your  attention*    The  second  named  to  your  committee,  is  "  Hope 
Island,  **  in  Narragansett  Bay,  accompanying  which  is  a  letter  from 
Hiram  B.  Aylsworth,  and   a  printed  circular,  descriptive  of  the 
Island,  marked  *'  B  "  to  which  your  attention  is  also  called.    It  was 
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also  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  committee,  that  there  was  an 
estate  in  the  town  of  Smithfield,  that  could  be  purchased  for  a  rea- 
sonable compensation,  having  on  it  a  good  water  power.  "  Lapham 
Institute,'^  in  North  Scituate,  was  also  named  as  a  suitable  site  for 
such  a  school.  And  lastly,  lands  owned  by  the  State,  in  the  town 
of  Cranston,  were  recommended  as  a  suitable  location— objections, 
however,  were  ofFeyed  to  the  latter  place,  that  it  would  be  in  the 
vicinity,  and  that  it  might  be  unfavorably  connected  with  the  crim- 
inal institutions  there.  It  was  shown  to  the  committee,  however,  that 
these  objections  could  be  obviated  by  placing  it  on  some  portion  of 
the  extended  tract  of  land  quite  remote  from  the  other  buildings. 
The  advantages  of  this  location  are,  1st,  There  will  be  no  outlay 
for  the  site — the  State  filready  owns  it  2d.  A  plenty  of  good 
building  materials  on  the  ground.  Sd.  The  command  of  any  amount 
of  labor  from  the  State  Work  House.  4th.  A  plentiful  supply  of 
good  water.  6th.  Milk,  vegetables  and  fruit  from  the  Farm.  6th. 
Economy  of  administration  in  connection  with  the  other  State  Insti- 
tutions located  in  Cranston.  Looking  at  this  subject  simply  with  a 
view  to  what  would  be  best  lor  the  children  in  question,  and  believ- 
ing that  more  depends  upon  the  conduct  and  general  management 
of  the  School  than  its  location,  we  therefore  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  act  and  resolution.

[CIBCULAR.] 

A  group  of  Islands  in  Karragansett  Bay,  embracing  Hope,  Despair  and 
Gooseberry,  also  Seal,  Ball,  Scup  and  Gull  Bocks.  Hope  Island  contains 
about  seventy  acres  of  as  good  land  as  we  have  in  the  state.  The  Island 
proper  will  measure,  at  water  mark,  about  one  hundred  acres.  It  is  beauti- 
fully located  in  the  centre  of  the  Bay,  about  eighteen  miles  below  Provi- 
dence, eight  above  Newport,  four  from  Wickf ord,  eight  from  East  Green- 
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wich,  four  from  Bocky  Point  and  Oakland  Beach,  and  two  from  Conanicut 
Park.  Newport,  Gould's  Island,  Conanicut  Park,  Patience,  Prudence,  Fall 
Biver,  Bristol,  Warren,  Bocky  Point,  Oakland  Beach,  Buttonwoods,  East 
Greenwich,  Wickford,  and  nearly  all  points  of  interest  in  Narragansett 
Bay  can  be  seen  from  this  Island.  The  American  Steamboat  Co.,  and 
Providence  and  Newx)ort  steamers,  pass  within  a  few  hundred  of  the 
Island,  ten  or  twelve  times  each  day,  (Sundays  excepted),  six  months  in 
the  year. 

The  Wickf  ord  and  Newport  steamers  pass  within  a  short  distance,  six 
times  each  day,  making  the  Island  accessible  nearly  every  hour  in  the  day, 
through  that  portion  of  the  year  when  a  residence  would  be  desirable,  and 
this  can  bo  accomplished  at  a  small  expense.  The  water  is  very  bold  at  all 
points,  as  shown  by  the  United  States  Coast  Surveyors'  Map,  published 
recently. 

The  boldness  of  the  water,  and  the  location  of  the  Island,  make  it  the  cen- 
tre of  fishing-grounds  on  the  Bay,  no  place  surpassing  it  in  this  respect. 

Fall  and  Spring  water-fowl  shooting  from  the  Island  is  equal  to  any  place 
on  the  coast. 

Gooseberry  Island,  located  at  the  west  of  Hope,  presents  a  natural  Break- 
water, making  a  fine  harbor  and  anchorage  for  yachts  and  vessels  such  as 
would  be  desirable  for  the  residents.  The  size  of  the  Island,  its  location 
and  general  surroundings  make  it  particularly  desirable  for  an  association 
of  friends,  acquaintances  and  neighbors  residing  in  an  inland  city,  who 
desire  to  keep  up  their  home  associations  at  their  summer  residence  by  the 
sea;  to  such,  this  Island  presents  a  rare  opportunity;  its  nearness  to  New 
port,  (the  most  desirable  summer  resort  in  America),  makes  it  a  desirable 
location  for  head-quarters  for  a  yacht  or  fishing-club.  A  portion  of  the 
Island  being  some  two  hundred  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  afibrdsa 
good  location  for  a  first-class  Hotel,  every  room  of  which  would  command  a 
perfect  view  of  Narragansett  Bay.  It  is  a  very  desirable  place  for  a  gen- 
tleman with  means,  who  wishes  to  lavish  a  portion  of  his  wealth  where  he 
would  receive  in  return,  the  benefit  of  a  sea-breeze  unsurpassed,  excel- 
lent balhing-grounds,  beauty  of  location  unequaled,  and  all  the  requisites 
desirable  to  a  summer  residence  of  this  nature. 
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To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assemhly^  of  the  State  of  Bhode  Island^ 
at  its  January  Session,  A,  D.  1877 : — 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  **  Chapter  119  of  the  General  Statutes,  of  Medicines  and 
Poisons,"  respectfully  present  this  their  seventh  annual  report

The  term  of  office  of  the  Board,  appoiniel  July  1st,  A.  D.  1878, 
for  the  three  years  then  ensuing,  having  expired  by  limitation, 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  appointed  the  following  persons  to 
constitute  the  Board  for  three  years  Irom  July  Ist,  A,  D.  1876, 
viz. :  Albert  L.  Calder,  William  B.  Blanding,  Norman  N.  Mason 
and  William  E.  Clarke,  of  Providence ;  James  H.  Taylor,  of  New- 
port ;  Albert  J.  Congdon,  of  East  Greenwich,  and  Walter  E.  Col- 
well,  of  Pawtucket  The  first  four  being  of  the  former  Board  and 
the  latter  two  to  take  the  places  of  Dr.  Ossian  Sumner  and  Bela  P. 
Clapp,  both  of  whom  declined  a  re-appointment. 

The  new  Board  met  for  organization  July  6th,  1876,  in  Provi- 
dence, and  elected  Albert  L.  Calder  for  President,  and  Norman  N« 
Mason,  Secretary  and  Registrar,  both  for  the  full  term  of  their 
appointment 

The  Centennial  year  just  closed  was  to  the  Pharmacists  of  the 
country  a  season  of  rare  pleasure  and  improvement  marking  as  it 
did  a  notable  gathering  of  the  members  of  the  profession  from  all 
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parts  of  the  oonntrj,  together  with  many  distinguished  Pharmacists 
from  abroad,  in  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association,  held  in  Philadelphia  during  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber. This  meeting,  backed  as  it  was  by  the  unprecedented  display 
of  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  products  and  apparatus  at  the  Ex- 
position, enabled  those  who  attended  it  to  gather  much  valuable 
information,  the  fruits  of  which  will  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
great  public  who  are  so  largely  dependent  upon  the  skill  and 
intelligence  of  the  dispensing  pharmacist  for  their  safety  and  wel- 
fare in  their  hours  of  illness. 

The  increasing  intelligence  and  desire  for  knowledge  in  the  pro- 
fession has  led  to  the  formation  of  an  association  of  the  Pharmacists 
of  the  State,  whose  meetings  have  tended  greatly  to  the  advantage 
and  mutual  improvement  of  the  members.  This  association  has 
also  established  during  the  winter  a  course  of  lectures  on  practical 
Pharmacy  by  Professor  Markoe,  of  Boston.  These  lectures  have 
been  well  attended  by  an  interested  and  attentive  audience,  and 
give  encouraging  proof  of  the  awakened  interest  felt  in  the  improve* 
ment  and  advancement  ot  our  profession,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  this  increased  intelligence  and  desire  for  knowledge  may  be 
traced  almost  directly  to  the  passage  of  the  eminently  judicioas 
and  practical  law  regulating  the  sale  of  medicines  and  poisons* 

The  provisions  of  the  so-called  Liquor  Law,  granting  to  the 
Begistered  Pharmacists  of  the  State  the  long  desired  privilege  of 
selling  the  officinal  and  other  wines  and  liquors  in  small  quantities 
as  wanted  fur  strictly  medicinal  purposes,  still  continues  to  give 
great  satisfaction,  not  only  to  the  Pharmacists,  but  to  the  many  per- 
sons who  using  such  medicines  only  occasionally  desire  to  procure 
them  where  they  find  their  other  medicinal  supplies.  The  Board 
is  informed  by  the  License  Commissioners  of  Providence  that  they 
hear  no  complaints  of  infractions  of  the  law,  and  none  have  been 
made  known  from  other  parts  of  the  State. 

The  Board  desire  especially  to  thank  the  executive  and  prosecu- 
ting authorities  of  Providence  for  their  zeal  in  prosecuting  offenders 
against  the  law  in  that  city.  In  some  other  parts  of  the  state,  the 
law  has  not  been  so  well  executed,  aud  although  the  notice  of  the 
proper  officers  has  been  called  to  repeated  and  continued  violations

of  the  law,  the  delinquents  have  remained  unmolested.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  state  of  things  will  improve  in  the  future,  now  that 
it  has  been  so  fully  demonstrated  that  a  judicious  enforcement  of 
the  law  is  of  such  wide  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Board  has  held  monthly  meetings  at  their  rooms  in  Eliza- 
beth Building,  with  the  exception  of  the  July  meeting,  which  was 
held  at  Newpoitfor  the  benefit  and  convenience  of  persons  residing 
in  that  part  of  the  state.  At  these  meetings  the  Board  examined 
the  qualifications  of  eighteen  persons  who  presented  themselves  for 
registration  as  Registered  Pharmacists.  Ten  of  this  number  were 
granted  registration  on  the  first  examination ;  two,  on  a  second 
examination,  and  two  on  a  third  examination,  and  the  remainder 
were  refused.  They  also  examined  seven  applicants  for  registra- 
tion as  Assistant  Pharmacists,  all  of  whom  were  registered  on  the 
first  examination.  Three  persons  were  granted  certificates  to  sell 
the  usual  domestic  medicines  as  provided  in  section  fifth  of  the 
law.

We  also  received  120,000  salmon  ova  which  were  hatched  with 
about  a  like  success,  and  placed  in  the  foUowing-named  streams : 
20,000  in  Wood  and  Pawcatuck  rivers,  15,000  in  the  Slatersville 
Branch  of  the  Blackstone,  and  80,000  in  the  Pawtaxet  and  its 
branches. 

In  October  last,  we  received  a  letter  from  Prof.  Baird,  the  United 
States  Commissioner,  asking  us  how  many  California  eggs  we  would 
take ;  but  the  extreme  drought  of  the  past  summer  made  us  unable  to 
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avail  ourselves  of  his  kindness.  Under  the  present  circumstances, 
we  believe  we  have  in  the  past  five  years,  done  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  demonstrate  if  our  streams  are  capable  of  supporting  salmon. 

Of  course  the  very  numerous  dams  will  forever  bar  the  retnrn  of 
these  fish  to  the  upper  parts  of  the  streams,  where  they  pass  the 
first  year,  and  some  authorities  say,  two  of  their  lives.  Once  over 
the  dams,  there  is  no  return  for  them.  Their  instinct  at  a  certain 
age  prompting  them  to  seek  the  sea.  Now  all  we  can  demonstrate 
is,  will  our  streams  support  these  fish  in  their  young  state  till  that 
age  is  reached.  That  they  once  did  is  certain,  but  the  quality  and 
temperature  of  the  water  has  undergone  such  a  change,  that  he 
would  be  a  bold  fish  commissioner,  who  would  make  a  positive 
statement  We  are  encouraged  to  hope  they  will,  for  very  many 
of  these  young  salmon  have  been  taken,  by  various  modes  of  cap- 
ture, in  different  stages  of  growth.  But  it  is  difficult  to  study  what 
is  going  on  under  the  water,  and  so  we  at  present  are  more  or  less 
in  the  dark.  Five  years  ago  a  great  hue  and  cry  was  raised  for  fish- 
ways  over  the  dams  in  all  the  New  England  States ;  many  thous- 
ands of  dollars  have  been  spent  on  them,  and  with  our  present  light 
we  cannot  but  congratulate  the  people  of  Bhode  Island  on  holding 
aloof  up  to  date. 

BLACK  BASS. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  reiterate  all  we  have  said  in  our  past 
reports  as  to  our  success  in  making  this  capital  fish  a  native  of  our 
waters.  The  bass  have  become  very  popular  and  are  destined  to 
become  more  so,  as  our  people  learn  better  how  to  take  them. 

The  past  season  we  have  only  placed  them  in  one  locality  name- 
ly, the  Stillwater  Reservoir  in  Smithfield.  Private  parties  have 
however  stocked  numerous  ponds  with  fish  taken  from  the  waters 
previously  stocked  by  the  State.  A  good  many  have  been  taken 
from  the  Blackstone  River  the  past  year  which  no  doubt  found 
their  way  there  from  Whitinsville.  The  reservoir  at  that  place 
having  given  away  some  five  years  ago.  To  show  the  rapidity  of 
the  increase  of  these  fish  ;  five  years  since  in  October,  8  bass 
were  put  into  Steer's  pond  in  Rockland,  of  about  8  acres  in  area,  and 
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aboQt  18  feet  in  average  depth.  Last  year  the  pond  was  drawn 
down  to  repair  the  dam,  and  a  number  of  baas  were  taken,  from  3 
to  4  pounds  in  weight,  and  ^mall  onesinnnmerble.  Qnite  a  nmn- 
ber  we  bear  have  been  taken  through  the  ice  the  past  winter,  hj 
parties  fishing  for  pickerel,  some  of  upwards  <^  4  pounds  in  weigfat- 
Bass  make  a  round  nest  in  the  gravel  near  the  shore  in  from  3 
to  6  feet  of  water,  and  deposit  their  q[gs  about  Jane  1st,  or  a  little 
later  ;  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  about  two  weeks  are  required 
to  hatch  the  eggs,  and  as  soon  as  the  sack  is  absorbed  the  little 
ones  retire  to  the  grass  and  weeds  along  the  shore  for  safety.  The 
old  fish  during  the  time  the  eggs  and  young  are  in  the  nest«  are 
watching  near  by,  and  driving  off  all  intruders.  The  young  aeeni 
to  grow  very  rapidly. 

SHAD. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  heat  of  the  past  season  we  utae  nnakLe  a> 
get  our  usual  supply  of  young  shad.  The  source  of  supply  »  die 
Connecticut  river,  where  the  United  States  Commissioner 
charge  of  the  works.  The  labor  there  was  rendered  almost 
the  past  summer  by  the  over  heating  of  the  water,  and  we.  as 
well  as  the  other  New  England  States  suffered  in  oonsequenee. 
We  hope  the  coming  season  to  do  better,  for  our  past  success  with 
shad  has  been  very  great,  and  these  fish  have  been  more  abundant 
and  cheaper  in  our  State  for  the  past  two  years  than  for  a  great 
length  of  time,  and  a  good  portion  of  our  supply  was  taken  in  oar 
own  immediate  waters.  All  the  expense  necessary  to  obtain  the 
young  fish,  is  for  transportation,  they  being  furnished  free. 

TBOUT. 

We  have  done  nothing  with  trout  for  the  past  two  years  owing 
to  the  extreme  droughts  we  are  occasionally  subjected  to,  our  sup- 
ply of  water  sometimes  gives  out,  and  then  in  a  very  short  time 
our  labors  and  outlay  are  vain.  We  do  not  recommend  any  one 
attempting  to  raise  these  fish  on  a  large  scale  unless  sure  of  an  un- 
fiuling  supply  of  water. 

IN  OONCLUSIOK. 

We  would  say  as  our  report  briefly  shows  that  the  past  year  has 
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not  been  an  active  one  in  our  department  for  the  reason  that  we 
haying  accomplished  what  was  needful  in  the  few  previous  years  in 
stocking  the  waters  of  the  State,  must  now  lay  upon  our  oars  and 
watch  the  success  of  our  labors.  We  think  we  do  not  claim  too 
much  in  saying  that  with  black  bass  it  has  been  entire  and  fully 
equal  to  our  most  sanguine  expectations  (and  fish  commissioners 
are  always  sanguina)  Shad  have  increased  in  our  waters  vastly 
within  the  past  three  years,  and  as  for  salmon,  we  hope,  and  can 
pay  no  more,  and  we  would  only  add  that  our  sincere  wish  is .  that 
the  same  unanimity  of  wise  and  generous  action  would  prevail  in 
our  councils  and  community,  in  regard  to  our  Bay  fisheries,  as  have 
been  granted  to  us  in  our  efibrts  to  improve  those  of  our  inland 
waters. 

Aware  that  we  are  now  upon  dangerous  grounds  and  that  the 
pursuance  of  the  topic  will  doubtless  bring  us  a  strong  hint  to  stick 
to  our  legitimate  business,  we  close  our  report  with  a  statement  of 
our  cash  account,  and  would  say  that  no  appropriation  is  needed 
for  the  coming  year.
